1'he  Dr.  Richard  Edlund  Collection 
of  Bust  and  Seated  Half  Dollars  and  Dollars 


Dr.  Edlund  began  collecting  in  his  mid-teens  when  his  family  moved  from  urban  Minneapolis  to  the  sub¬ 
urbs.  At  that  time,  there  were  still  Indian  pennies,  Mercury  dimes  and  Buffalo  nickels  in  circulation,  and 
he  was  able  to  fill  up  several  Whitman  Folders  with  his  earnings. 

The  fervor  of  collecting  subsided  for  several  years  as  college,  medical  school,  and 
later  his  medical  internship  and  the  two  years  he  served  as  an  Air  Force  flight  sur¬ 
geon  consumed  most  of  his  time.  However,  his  mother-in-law  who  worked  as  a 
cashier,  continued  to  collect  Mercury  dimes  for  him.  He  later  searched  and 
found  a  1942/41  and  a  1945  micro  S  in  her  hoard.  During  his  four  year  resi- 
dency  —  earning  a  mere  $300-$400  a  month  —  he  cashed  all  of  his  checks  for 
silver  dollar  rolls  and  began  collecting  again.  He  says  he  saved  every  uncirculat- 
- ^ ed  silver  dollar  worth  more  than  $2. 

During  this  time,  a  teller  at  a  local  bank  began  hoarding  silver  dollars  for  him  as  well.  The  deal  was  that  he 
would  split  the  silver  dollars  with  her,  so  she  was  highly  motivated  to  set  aside  those  coins  for  him.  This 
enhanced  both  of  their  collections  significantly,  according  to  Dr.  Edlund. 

Dr.  Edlund  also  began  purchasing  coins  that  were  under  $5  from  a  local  dealer  because,  as  he  says,  “That 
was  all  he  could  afford  in  those  days.”  He  also  had  a  Brink’s  truck  driver  who  would  sell  him  new  bags  of 
silver  dollars.  The  driver  once  had  an  uncirculated  roll  of  1903-S  dollars  that  he  sold  to  Dr.  Edlund. 

After  his  residency,  Dr.  Edlund  was  able  to  afford  more  expensive  coins.  He  began  buying  dollars  from  Jim 
Payette  and  other  dealers  25  years  ago  as  part  of  his  retirement  fund.  But  he  says  he  can  still  remember  the 
excitement  he  experienced  when  he  would  find  a  much  needed  coin  for  his  collection. 

Finally,  retirement  has  come  at  long  last  and  Dr.  Edlund  has  found  new  things  to  collect.  As  he  departs  with 
the  coins  that  make  up  this  great  collection,  he  is  glad  the  coins  will  have  new  homes.  “While  I  am  a  little 
sad  to  part  with  my  lifelong  collection,”  he  said,  “I  know  these  coins  will  bring  as  much  (or  more)  satisfac¬ 
tion  to  some  new  collectors.”

AU-50.  The  key  1864-L  has  clear  “L”  and  wood  grain  toning.  The  VF  1857 
Flying  Eagle  was  once  lightly  cleaned. 

Lot  of  2:  1857  Flying  Eagle  and  1866  Indian  Head  Fine  12.  Nice  col¬ 
lectible  examples. 

3  Complete  49  Coin  Collection  1857  -  1909-S  Good  to  About  Uncircu¬ 
lated  Set  comes  in  deluxe  Dansco  album,  except  two  certified  keys  1877 
NTCVG-lOand  1909-S  NTC  G-6.  Other  highlights  are  1864-L  Very  Fine, 
1867  Very  Good,  1872  Very  Good,  and  1908-S  Good+.  Overall  a  nice  col¬ 
lection. 

4  1858  Small  Letters  SEGS  graded  Mint  State  64,  but  we  call  MS-63+.  Lots 
of  original  luster,  just  beginning  to  gently  tone. 

5  1859  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  64.  Lustrous,  just  beginning  to  gently  tone. 
Desirable  as  the  first  year  of  the  Indian  Head  Cent  ...  and  a  one-year  type 
(with  laurel  wreath  reverse). 

6  1864  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  64.  Last  year  of  the  thick  copper-nickel  vari¬ 
ety.  Scarce,  with  mintage  only  13.7  million  (compare  to  the  1864  bronze 
variety  with  mintage  of  over  39  million).  This  golden  near-gem  still  displays 
original  mint  luster  as  it  approaches  its  140th  birthday! 

1865  SEGS  graded  Mint  State  65  BN.  Mostly  mahogany  brown  toning, 
but  a  bit  of  red  mint  luster  still  peeks  through.  The  Red  Book  mentions  this 
scarce  variety  with  “the  tip  of  the  5  curved”  (called  “fancy  5”  by  SEGS). 
Sharp! 

8  1869  Very  Fine  35.  Sharp  coin  with  pleasing  light  brown  surfaces.  Scarce 
thus. 

9  Lot  of  2:  1871  Good  6  and  1872  Fine  12.  Both  of  these  Indian  Cents  are 
nice  for  the  grade. 

10  1876  PCI  graded  Mint  State  65  Red.  Trends  for  about  $4,500  in  this  gem 
grade.  This  coin  was  dipped  in  the  past  and  is  beginning  to  tone.  Good 
chance  to  pick  up  a  gem  at  a  bargain  price! 

I I  1882  PCI  graded  Mint  State  65  Red.  This  is  a  real  gem!  Subdued  red  lus¬ 
ter  and  pristine  surfaces. 

12  1887  Proof  65  Red  &  Brown.  Pristine  gem  with  blazing  red  reflective  fields 
and  light  gray  toning  on  raised  devices.  Scarce,  with  just  2,960  proofs  made. 

13  1891  Mint  State  64  Red.  Lovely  untoned  example,  with  uniform  pinkish- 
red  luster. 

14  1898  NGC  graded  Mint  State  64  RED.  Gorgeous  near-gem,  with  orange- 
red  mint  luster. 

15  Lot  of  2  1908-S:  Good  6  and  Very  Good  10.  The  first  Indian  Cents  pro¬ 
duced  at  the  San  Francisco  Mint.  Only  1.1  million  made,  making  it  the  third 
lowest  mintage  in  this  popular  series.  The  G-6  has  even  wear  with  no  prob¬ 
lems;  the  VG-10  has  nearly  full  LIBERTY  but  was  cleaned  (now  retoning). 

16  1909-S  Indian  Head  About  Uncirculated  58.  Key  date.  The  lowest  mintage 
of  this  popular  series,  just  309,000.  Sharp  example  with  mottled  toning  over 
old  cleaning.  Overall  attractive  example  of  this  20th  century  rarity. 

17  1909-S  Indian  Head  Very  Fine  30.  Key  date.  Decent  surfaces,  but  was  pol¬ 
ished.  Lowest  mintage  of  the  series,  only  309,000. 

18  1909-S  Indian  Head  Very  Good  10.  Key  date.  Pleasant  brown  example  of 
this  low  mintage.  75%  of  LIBERTY  visible. 


19  1909-S  VDB  Very  Fine  20.  Rare.  One  of  the  most  famous  of  all  l  S.  om 
rarities,  created  when  a  public  outcry  caused  the  abrupt  stoppage  of  the  first 
Lincoln  Cents  produced  with  the  initials  of  the  sculptor  Victor  David  Bren 
ner.  Only  484,000  made,  making  this  the  rarest  coin  in  the  series.  Nice  sharp 
example,  but  has  old  vertical  scratches  through  Lincoln. 

20  1909-S  VDB  Fine-15.  The  key  date!  Pleasing  looking,  with  uniform  brown 
surfaces.  Even  wear,  but  small  mark  in  obverse  field,  on  right.  This  is  obvi¬ 
ously  an  old  defect,  since  it  has  since  toned  exactly  like  the  rest  of  the  coin. 
Not  as  bad  as  it  sounds,  and  a  most  acceptable  example  of  one  of  America’s 
most  famous  rare  coins.  By  the  way,  the  artists  initials  V.D.B.  (Victor  David 
Brenner)  at  the  bottom  of  the  reverse  are  quite  clear!  The  lowest  mintage  in 
the  Lincoln  Cent  series  —  just  484,000. 

21  1914-D  Very  Good  Key  date,  third  lowest  mintage  in  the  series,  only  1.19 
million.  Once  cleaned,  and  now  olive  brown  toning. 

22  1916-S  SEGS  graded  Mint  State  65RB,  but  we  grade  MS-64RB.  Mostly 
bright  mint  red,  beginning  to  attractively  tone.  Scarce  in  high  grade. 

23  1922  No  D  PCGS  graded  Fine  15,  Weak  Reverse.  Lincoln  and  LIBERTY 
strong,  but  TRUST  barely  visible  and  second  2  weak.  No  sign  of  the  mint- 
mark.  This  is  typical,  as  described  by  Breen:  “1922  Plain  always  shows  weak¬ 
nesses;  one  of  the  two  reverses  is  also  weak”  (as  on  this  example).  Wear-wise 
this  is  probably  Very  Fine,  but  weaknesses  make  it  difficult  to  grade. 

24  1936  NGC  graded  Mint  State  67  Red.  100%  blazing  original  mint  red. 

25  1936-S  NGC  graded  Mint  State  66  Red.  Attractive,  with  just  a  hint  of  gen¬ 
tle  toning. 

26  1937  NGC  graded  Mint  State  67  Red.  Superb  Gem.  Pristine  example. 

27  1937-D  NGC  graded  Mint  State  67  Red.  Beautiful.  Very  attractive. 
Should  be  seen  to  be  truly  appreciated. 

28  1937  and  1937-D  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  66  Red.  Attractive  matched 
pair  of  blazing  full  red  coins. 

29  1939  and  1939-D  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  66  Red.  Well  matched  pair  of 
blazing  full  red  coins. 

30  1941-S  NGC  graded  Mint  State  67  Red.  Filled  S.  Absolutely  uniform  mint 
red. 

31  1942-D  NGC  graded  Mint  State  67  Red.  100%  blazing  red. 

32  1943-D  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  66  Red  and  1943-S  PCGS  graded  Mint 

State  67.  1943-D  is  absolutely  white,  and  the  1943-S  (part  of  S  is  weakly 
struck)  has  just  a  whisper  of  toning. 

33  Lot  of  5:  1944-D  &  S,  1945-D,  1946-S,  1949-S  PCGS  graded  Mint  State 
66  Red.  Five  blazing  red  gems:  1944-D  &  S,  1945-D,  1946-S,  1949-S 

34  1944-S  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  67  Red.  Blazing  red  surfaces. 

35  1949-S  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  67  Red.  Superb  gem  example  of  this  rel 

atively  low  mintage  (just  64.3  million).  Population  of  only  93  in  this  grade, 
and  none  better. 

36  Lot  of  5  1949-S  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  66  Red.  Five  superb  gem  exam 
pies  of  this  relatively  low  mintage  (just  64.3  million).

Blazing  full  original  mint  red, 
with  superb  surfaces.  Doubling  sharp  on  date  and  obverse  legends.

46  1864  Large  motto  variety,  NGC  graded  Mint  State  65  RB.  Popular  first 
year  of  issue.  This  gem  example  has  lots  of  original  mint  red  luster,  with 
attractive  wood-grain  toning. 

47  1864  Large  Motto  with  Reverse  Struck  from  Die  Clashed  with  Indian 
Cent  NGC  graded  Mint  State  64  BN  Unusual  and  undoubtedly  unique. 
Indian’s  profile  can  be  seen  faintly  in  reverse  field  to  the  right  of  “2  CENTS.” 
Still  a  little  mint  red  around  devices. 

48  1867  Mint  State  64  Red.  Bright  red  example,  with  just  a  trace  of  toning. 
Near-gem  surfaces.

49  1865  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  60.  Popular  first  year  of  issue  of  this  odd 
denomination.  Deep  gold  and  pewter  toning. 

1870  PCI  graded  Mint  State  65.  White  gem!  Gem  with  satiny  luster. 

51  1878  Proof  64.  Rare,  only  proofs  made  this  year.  Tiny  mintage  of  just  2,350. 
Surfaces  have  no  contact  marks,  but  there  is  a  trace  of  an  old  fingerprint. 

52  1881  Mint  State  64.  Lustrous  white  gemmy  surfaces.  Worthy  of  a  premium 
bid. 

1882  PCGS  graded  Proof  65.  Frosty  devices  contrast  with  reflective  fields, 
veil  of  golden-pink  toning.  Rare,  only  3,100  proofs  made. 

54  1882  Proof-64.  Rare,  only  3,100  proofs  made.  Tiny  flecks  of  toning  on 

white  surfaces. 

1 885  1885  PCGS  graded  ftoof  65.  Rare.  Rare  year,  with  only  3,790  proofs 
made  and  just  1,000  business  strikes.  Very  attractive  coin,  with  faint  golden 
coning. 

56  1885  Mint  State  65.  Gem.  Blazing  white  gem  with  satiny  luster.  Very  rare, 

tiny  mintage  of  only  1,000  (much  rarer  than  the  proof  issue).

When  Americas  new  mint  director,  Henry  DeSaussure,  took  the  helm  in 
1795  it  was  his  ambition  to  upgrade  the  Flowing  Hair  design,  which  he 
thought  too  unseemly  for  a  outward-looking  young  nation.  DeSaussure 
tapped  Gilbert  Stuart,  an  illustrious  portrait  artist  of  the  day,  to  fashion 
a  more  conservative  bust  of  Liberty.  According  to  Walter  Breen,  Stuart 
submitted  the  Draped  Bust  design  featuring  a  Mrs.  William  Bingham  in 
the  role  of  Liberty  Two  pairs  of  dies  were  hastily  completed,  this  one  hav¬ 
ing  the  obverse  device  a  little  too  far  to  the  left,  the  other,  more  nearly 
centered  but  with  minor  defects  in  Liberty’s  hair.

This  is  a  handsome  example  of  the  earliest  type  of  American  Silver  Dollar. 
The  silver  plug  (outline  discernable  on  the  reverse)  was  inserted  in  the  center 
of  the  blank  planchet  before  striking  the  coin  to  make  it  conform  to  the  spec  ¬ 
ified  weight.  Evidently  lightly  cleaned  at  some  time,  and  now  deeply  steel 
gray  toned.

Glossy  chocolate  brown  with  golden  brass  highlights, 
about  a  third  of  the  brass  color  remaining  in  the  protected  areas.  Sharply 
struck  and  completely  free  of  defects. 

The  origin  and  significance  of  the  Rhode  Island  Ship  Token  has  long  been 
obscure.  It  is  now  thought  the  idea  for  this  medal  was  conceived  during  the 
second  half  of  1779,  sometime  after  Spain  joined  France  in  declaring  war  on 
Britain.  The  medal  was  minted  in  England  for  distribution  throughout  the 
Netherlands,  most  probably,  during  the  second  half  of  1780.  It  commemo¬ 
rated  a  victory  of  the  British  Admiral  Richard  Howe.  During  the  summer  of 
1778  Major  General  John  Sullivan,  commanding  some  ten  thousand  Amer¬ 
ican  troops,  with  the  aid  of  about  four  thousand  French  troops  under  Admi¬ 
ral  Comte  d’Estaing,  tried  to  take  Newport  Rhode  Island  from  British  con¬ 
trol.  On  August  20,  1778,  Admiral  Howe  defeated  d’Estaing’s  fleet  and  then 
headed  for  Conanicut  Island,  situated  just  off  the  coast  of  Newport,  where 
the  Continental  troops  were  stationed.  Hearing  of  the  British  advance,  the 
Continental  troops  were  forced  to  flee  from  the  island  and  abandon  their 
attack  plans. 

The  obverse  of  the  token  depicts  Howe’s  flagship  while  the  reverse  shows  the 
American  troops  fleeing  Conanicut  Island.

Proof  Half  Cents  of  the  1840s  (Proofs-only)  can  be  arranged  into  three 
classes,  as  follows:  Originals  incorporate  large  berries  in  the  wreath  and 
are  believed  to  have  been  struck  with  the  original  Proof  sets  in  the  1840s. 
There  may  be  a  few  exceptions  to  this  rule,  however.  First  Restrikes  have 
decidedly  small  berries,  much  smaller  than  on  the  Originals,  and  include 
doubling  on  NT  of  CENT.  These  were  more  than  likely  made  in  the 
period  1856-58  when  restriking  was  very  prevalent  and  a  popular  pas¬ 
time  at  the  Mint.  The  Mint  Director,  James  Ross  Snowden  was  said  to 
have  even  officially  condoned  the  practice!  Second  Restrikes  also  have 
small  berries  like  the  First  Restrikes,  but  lack  the  doubling  on  NT  of 
CENT.

This  variety  has  an  interesting  story  behind  it.  In  1792,  Congress  agreed 
with  Alexander  Hamilton’s  proposal  to  make  a  copper  cent  weighing  264 
grains.  The  Birch  Cent  Patterns  of  that  year  vary  from  208  grains  up  to 
286  grains.  Then,  from  1793  through  the  first  part  of  1795,  Cents  weigh¬ 
ing  the  new  standard  of  208  grains  were  struck.  By  late  1795,  however, 
copper  prices  rose  dramatically  to  36<f  per  pound  due  to  a  temporary  fail¬ 
ure  of  the  largest  copper  mines  then  producing,  the  Anglesey  Mines  in 
Wales  (Britain).  At  this  new  price  for  copper,  President  Washington 
learned  that  it  cost  the  mint  $  1.22  to  produce  $1 .00  worth  of  Cents!  He 
verbally  okayed  the  proposition  of  Mint  Director  Elias  Boudinot  that  the 
standard  should  be  reduced  to  168  grains  on  December  27,  1795. 
Remarkably,  the  mint  struck  45,000  new  reduced  weight  Cents  for  deliv¬ 
ery  on  January  1,  1796,  and  another  456,500  more  for  delivery  by  March 
12,  1796.  The  new  168-grain  standard  held  until  1857  when  the  first 
Small  Cents  were  introduced.  A  brief  review  of  one’s  pocket  change  will 
show  that  it  has  been  down  hill  ever  since.  Although  a  common  enough 
variety,  Sheldon-78  is  a  historical  link  to  our  Colonial  era.

Beginning  1903,  the  United  States  formally  struck  coinage  for  use  on  the  Islands  of  the  Philippines. 
From  1903  to  1920,  Philippines  coinage  was  struck  in  many  denominations,  in  particular,  the  Half 
Centavo,  One  Centavo,  Five  Centavos,  Ten  Centavos,  Twenty  Centavos,  Fifty  Centavos  and  One  Peso. 
During  these  years  mintages  on  some  issues  ran  into  the  millions  while  on  other  issues  mintage  was  as 
low  as  10,000  coins.  Strictly  Uncirculated  examples  of  nearly  every  coin  in  every  denomination  of 
Philippines  coinage  from  1903  to  1920  is  somewhere  between  scarce  and  extremely  rare.  From  1921  to 
1941  coins  were  struck  intermittently  or  not  at  all  for  certain  denominations,  and  while  many  of  these 
issues  are  available  in  Uncirculated  condition,  many  of  these  coins  remain  elusive  in  top  grade  and  with 
full  Mint  bloom. 

The  collection  of  Philippines  coinage  represented  here  includes  the  rarest  of  the  rare  with  respect  to 
U.S. /Philippines  issues.  Many  coins  represent  the  absolute  finest  graded  by  the  PCGS  grading  service, 
while  numerous  others  are  tied  for  finest  known  or  perhaps  second  or  third  on  the  list.  While  the  pop¬ 
ulations  for  certain  coins  will  undoubtedly  grow  in  number,  many  of  the  coins  offered  here  will  remain 
the  finest  known  specimens  for  well  into  the  foreseeable  future.

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VERY  CHOICE  1856  FLYING  EAGLE  CENT 


1160  1856  Flying  Eagle.  PCGS  graded  Proof  64.  Variety  of  Snow-3,  with  “Eagle 

Eye”  certification  seal  on  holder,  certifying  the  PCGS  “Proof  64”  grade.  And 
it  doesn’t  take  a  collector  with  an  eagle  eye  to  spot  this  coin’s  immense  beau¬ 
ty  or  its  razor-sharp  strike.  The  eagles  wing  and  tail,  chest  and  head,  all  come 
within  the  bounds  of  the  term  incredible  detail.  Not  to  be  shunted  aside  by 
the  handsome  Longacre  eagle,  is  Longacre’s  interesting  wreath  consisting  of 
cotton  and  tobacco  for  the  most  part,  the  bow  tying  together  the  two  halves 
crisply  detailed  as  is  the  rest  of  the  wreath.  Spot-free;  resplendent;  an  historic 
Flying  Eagle  cent  that  many  collectors  have  at  the  top  of  their  Want  List! 


1161  1857  Flying  Eagle.  Mint  State  66.  (ICG  MS66  holder).  Snow-2  variety,  a 

well  struck,  resplendent  toned  specimen  of  this  first  design  for  a  small  cent 
after  more  than  60  years  of  the  large,  unwieldy  copper  cents  of  1793-57.  The 
issue  of  these  was  made  in  order  to  withdraw  the  old  large  cents  —  and  the 
public,  always  enamored  with  something  novel,  snapped  up  the  new  Flying 
Eagle  cents.  Many  were  later  put  into  circulation  so  that  gem  MS66  quality 
examples  today  are  prized  for  their  scarcity  and  beauty. 


1163  1857  Flying  Eagle.  NGC  graded  Mint  State  65.  A  personal  favorite  of  ours 

and  many  top  collectors,  the  flying  eagle  design  by  Longacre  exhibits  a  grace¬ 
ful  eagle  gliding  away  off  to  the  left  with  wings  spread  and  feet  held  behind. 
As  often  occurs,  this  specimen  has  a  few  areas  of  localized  weakness  on  the 
feet  and  some  of  the  leaves  in  the  wreath.  But  you  will  quickly  forget  these 
when  the  overall  gem  appearance  is  taken  into  account.  Natural  toning;  spot- 
free  near-perfection  for  the  MS65  level.

“There  are  no  good  Indians  but  dead  Indians,”  exclaimed  General  Philip 
Sheridan,  who,  after  Appomattox,  was  commissioned  to  “pacify”  a  wide 
section  of  the  frontier.  In  that  spirit  no  small  part  of  the  undertaking  was 
realized.  “Many,  if  not  most,  of  our  Indian  wars  have  had  their  origin  in 
broken  promises  and  acts  of  injustice  on  our  part,”  laconically  remarked 
President  Rutherford  B.  Hayes  in  a  message  to  Congress  in  1877,  the 
year  of  this  historic  1877  Indian  cent  piece.

more  beautiful  MS66  of  this  issue  exists.  Full  red  luster  radiates  at  all  angles 
in  the  absence  of  abrasions  or  distracting  carbon  flecks.  A  full  struck  exam¬ 
ple  that  is  destined  for  inclusion  in  the  finest  Lincoln  Cent  collection.  Col¬ 
lectors  who  concentrate  on  the  rare  1909-S  sometimes  discover  to  their  sur¬ 
prise  that  1914-D  is  even  more  elusive  in  top  condition.  The  mintage  was 
more  than  double  but  many,  if  not  most  1914-D  cents  reached  circulation, 
while  collectors  hoarded  1909-S  V.D.B.  on  the  west  coast  and  many  more 
collectors  on  the  east  coast  hoarded  the  1909  V.D.B. .  a  common  coin.  In 
short,  a  splendid,  high-end  Gem  with  no  mentionable  surface  defects.  Very 
few  at  this  level  according  to  the  grading  services. 


1225  1914-S  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  64.  Red  and  Brown.  Premium  Quali¬ 

ty.  Unusually  crisp  and  brilliant  red  example  of  this  elusive  San  Francisco 
mint  date,  a  coin  that  has  come  into  its  own  in  recent  years.  By  that  we  mean, 
collectors  now  recognize  just  how  difficult  it  is  to  obtain  in  high  grades.  We 
wouldn’t  be  at  all  surprised  to  see  this  one  quickly  submitted  to  a  grading  ser¬ 
vice  for  review  and  possibly  upgrade. 


1220  1912-S  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  64.  Red  and  Brown.  Scarcer  issue  from 

the  San  Francisco  Mint.  Bold  strike  on  the  wheat  ears  as  well  as  full  defini¬ 
tion  on  Lincoln’s  hair  and  beard,  his  coat  and  tie. 


1221  1913  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  66.  Red.  Nice  color,  vibrant  and  fiery  red, 
and  the  strike  is  excellent  as  well.  There  is  no  discoloration  to  disturb  its 
bc'autiful  surface. 

1222  1913-S  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  64.  Red.  Deep  coppery  color  glistens  on 
both  sides,  unusual  for  this  scarce  San  Francisco  mint  from  the  pre-  World 
War  1  days.  Held  back  from  an  even  higher  grade,  no  doubt,  by  a  partial  old 
fingerprint  at  lower  reverse.  The  design,  while  fully  struck,  appear  as  if  this 
were  struck  from  moderately  worn  dies. 

I  22  5  1914  PCGS  graded  Proof  66.  Red  and  Brown.  Pristine  matte  finish  “luster” 

on  either  side,  the  obverse  being  the  more  flashy  of  the  two  bathed  in  sparkling 
coppery  fire.  The  reverse  comprises  the  “brown”  half  of  the  grade,  although  it 
is  far  from  brown  but  rather  deep  dusky  red  with  iridescent  greenish  gold 
acxenrs  A  beautiful  gem  of  this  scarce  Proof  Mintage  in  Proof  only  1,365. 


1226  1915-D  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  65.  Red.  It  won’t  take  much  to  induce 
you  to  bid  for  this  handsome  full  red  specimen.  It’s  devices  boast  100% 
sharpness  while  the  color  is  coppery  bright  without  the  usual  decline  from 
age  and  interaction  with  the  air.  Struck  from  a  modestly  worn  reverse  die,  the 
right  wheat  ear  in  particular  lacks  some  definition. 

1227  1916  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  66.  Red.  Premium  Quality.  A  coin  either 
swims  or  sinks  by  its  surface  condition  and  assigned  grade.  The  proper  grade 
for  this  piece  may  indeed  be  MS67  since  its  color  is  incredibly  beautiful,  its 
strike  first-rate. 

1228  1916-S  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  65.  Red  and  Brown.  With  copious  mint 
color  throughout  the  obverse  and  reverse,  nicely  balanced  by  around  50% 
medium  golden  brown.  A  pristine  gem. 

1229  1917  NGC  graded  Mint  State  66.  Red  and  Brown.  A  stunning  look  to  this 
magnificent  specimen.  Deep  purple-red  centers  with  crisp  coppery  golden 
luster  in  the  outer  margin  and  around  devices.  The  luster  dazzles  the  eye. 

1230  1917-S  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  65.  Red  and  Brown.  Dusky  brown  with 
plenty  of  faded  mint  color  in  the  areas  around  devices  and  legends.  The  spot- 
free  surface  is  fully  gem  condition. 

1231  1918-D  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  65.  Red.  Glistening  full  coppery  bloom 
from  the  dies,  a  superb  example  from  the  Denver  Mint.  As  regards  the 
devices,  the  obverse  is  the  bolder  of  the  two  sides,  with  full,  crisp  hair  on  Lin¬ 
coln,  complete  bow  tie,  etc.  The  reverse  seems  to  be  from  a  deteriorated  die 
since  portions  of  the  wheat  ears  are  weak  and  the  rims  slide  smoothly  into  the 
field  without  the  normal  sharp  delineation.  All  in  all,  a  full-fledged  Gem  BU 
example. 

1232  1920-S  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  65.  Brown.  Glossy  blue  brown  sheen  ol 
color.  An  incredibly  beautiful  coin.  Among  “brown"  Lincoln  cents  of  this 
date  and  mint,  only  2  graded,  with  0  higher  at  present. 
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1233  1921-S  ANACS  graded  Mint  State  65.  Red  and  Brown.  Sharply  struck 

with  nearly  full  deep  red  luster.  Very  scarce  in  high  grades  and  with  gem-qual¬ 
ity  surfaces.  The  mint  struck  15.2  million  pieces  in  1921,  with  the  majority 
reaching  circulation.  No  hoards  of  this  date  ever  turned  up. 


1234  1921-S  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  64.  Red.  A  touch  weak  only  at  the  top 
left  side  of  the  O  in  ONE.  Shimmering  red  luster  from  surfaces  that  display 
nice,  mar-free  originality.  The  details  are  excellent  for  1921,  which  tends  to 
become  worn  from  overuse  of  the  dies  allowing  the  bust  of  Lincoln  to  weak¬ 
en  and  the  wheat  lines  to  turn  to  mush.  The  lines  here  are  sharply  defined, 
individually  separated,  as  are  the  kernels  of  wheat  below  on  each  stalk.  (Coin 
is  in  an  early  generation  PCGS  holder.) 

1235  1921-S  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  63.  Red.  Unusual  to  find  with  crisp  red 
color,  the  surface  here  being  tannish  golden  and  all  original.  Scarce  in  Mint 
State.  Wheat  lines  are  extra  sharp .

1236  1922  Plain  (No  D).  Die  #2  “Strong.”  About  Uncirculated  58.  Brown. 

Housed  in  SEGS  MS61  holder,  a  dark  steel  brown  specimen  which  has  glossy 
surface  indicating  nearly  complete  mint  frost.  A  few  marks  present  on  the 
head,  shoulder  and  coat  lapels;  the  reverse  being  the  choicer  of  the  two  sides. 
Well  struck  wheat  ears  are  a  major  plus  for  this  variety,  since  the  obverse  was 
struck  from  an  extensively  used  and  worn  die.  A  curiosity  in  the  Lincoln  cent 
series,  since  the  only  pieces  coined  this  year  were  struck  at  Denver. 


1237  1924-D  NGC  graded  Mint  State  65.  Red  and  Brown.  Dusky  mint  color 
beneath  natural  antique  brown  (with  some  sea  green  iridescence  around  the 
obverse  periphery).  A  perfect  coin  to  replace  the  so-so  example  in  your  Lin¬ 
coln  cent  set;  original,  spot-free,  gem  qualitysutizces.  The  rarity  this  year 
explained  by  its  low  mintage  of  2,520,000  pieces. 

1238  1924-D  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  64.  Red.  A  pleasing  mix  of  sharp  relief 
and  resplendent  deep  mint  color  over  each  side  of  this  scarce  semi-key  Lin¬ 
coln  cent.  Both  the  obverse  and  the  reverse  are  carbon-free. 

1239  1925-S  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  64.  Red.  Deep  original  mint  hue  the 
result  of  years  of  careful  preservation.  Mushy  detail  on  both  sides  points  to 
worn  dies  before  anything  else,  since  the  frost  is  complete  and  gleaming, 
what’s  more,  free  of  speckles  or  spots. 

1240  1931-D  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  65.  Red  and  Brown.  One  of  the  scarcer 
Depression  Era  dates;  lower  mintage  issues  the  rule  from  1931  to  1 933  at  the 
Denver  mint. 

1241  1931-S  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  65.  Red.  Lovely  coppery  red  hue  with 
golden  sunset  undertones;  wheat  ears  complete,  and  a  tiny  shallow  mark  on 
Lincolns  cheekbone. 

1242  1933-D  NGC  graded  Mint  State  67.  Red.  Full  blazing  “fresh  from  the 
dies”  look,  the  luster  incredibly  bright,  devices  fully  impressed  by  the  dies. 
With  the  introduction  of  the  New  Deal,  an  inflationary  spiral  took  hold  of 
the  Mints  beginning  the  year  after  this  1933-D  cent  was  issued.  If  you  check 
the  production  figures  for  Lincoln  cents  at  all  three  mints  in  1934-1945  it  is 
plain  to  see  the  impact  of  the  program  to  goose  the  money  supply.  Other 
denominations  as  well  as  the  cent  joined  the  parade.  But  1933-D,  which  was 
a  deep  Depression  year,  remains  the  last  of  the  low-mintage  dates. 

1243  1936  Variety  1.  PCGS  graded  Proof  64.  Red.  First  or  “satin  finish"  surface 
variety,  a  gleaming  original  red  coin  which  has  a  few  light  flyspecks  on  the 
obverse.  Bold  strike  throughout. 

1244  1936  PCGS  graded  Proof  64  Red  Brilliant.  Nothing  subtle  about  this 
coin.  It  is  a  screamer,  aglow  in  purple  orange  tones  that  almost  hurt  to  look 
at.  The  mirrors  on  this  puppy  are  intense.  Two  or  three  toning  spots  on  the 
obverse  prevent  the  full  Gem  designation.  Excellent  quality. 

1245  1937  PCGS  graded  Proof  62.  Red. 

1246  1938  PCGS  graded  Proof  62.  Red. 

1247  1939  PCGS  graded  Proof  65.  Red. 

1248  1939  PCGS  graded  Proof  64  Red.  Iridescent  toning  in  shades  of  purple, 
autumn  green,  and  orange  red,  come  together  in  a  somewhat  shocking  but 
natural  looking  near  Gem  Lincoln  cent.  A  coin  for  the  connoisseur. 

1249  1940  PCGS  graded  Proof  63.  Red. 
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Small  Cents,  lwo-Cent  Pieces  and  Three-Cent  Nickels 


1250  194  1  PCGS  graded  Proof  65.  Red.  Warm  coppery  gold  iridescence,  a  blaz¬ 

ing  gem  ot  this  desirable  pre-World  War  11  issue,  struck  in  the  waning  days 
ol  the  peace  that  ended  December  7,  1941.

Uncirculated  Steel  Cents  are  relatively  available, 
but  spot  free,  pristine  surfaced  Steel  cents  are  quite  the  exception.  PCGS  has 
graded  just  over  100  1943-D  “Steelies”  at  the  MS-68  level  -  the  exact  num¬ 
ber  as  of  August  2003  is  1 1 1  -  and  has  admitted  no  examples  at  the  MS-69 
plateau.  Here  is  an  opportunity  for  the  Registry  Set  collector  to  add  an  exam¬ 
ple  of  a  coin  that  is  tied  for  the  highest  graded.  The  coin  speaks  for  itself.  It 
is  bright,  lustrous,  and  the  surfaces  are  extraordinarily  clean.

medium  brown  to  golden  brown  luster  of  this  well  struck  coin  seems  to 
spring  out  at  you.  Surfaces  are  exceptionally  choice  for  the  grade,  free  from 
heavy  marks  and  lacking  the  usual  discoloration  or  spots.  Complete  doubling 
on  IN  GOD  WE  TRUST,  LIBERTY,  the  date,  and  even  Lincoln’s  bow  tie 
shows  a  sharp  ghost-doubling!

dies  for  the  other  mints)  inadvertently  left  off  the  “S”  mintmark  from  the  die. 
When  the  die  was  later  shipped  to  the  branch  facility  in  San  Francisco,  which 
is  the  chief  organization  striking  Proof  sets  nowadays,  either  the  absence  of  a 
mintmark  was  missed  or,  under  the  pressure  of  meeting  production  numbers, 
the  die  was  used  knowingly  to  strike  a  few  —  a  very  few  —  Proof  cents  before 
it  was  retired.  Collectors  of  this  series  must  often  wait  many  months  between 
offerings  of  a  1990  No  S  Proof.  Best  of  all  is  this  coin’s  superb  condition! 


1256  1865  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  65.  Red.  Full  frosty  luster,  a  blazing  fiery 
red  gem. 

1257  1865  NGC  graded  Mint  State  65.  Red.  A  second  outstanding  full  color 
Two-cent  piece,  the  perfect  specimen  to  include  in  a  Type  set  of  19th  centu¬ 
ry  coins.  These  were  issued  under  the  stressful  conditions  of  the  Civil  War. 
Once  the  emergency  passed,  the  need  for  them  waned  and  they  were  even¬ 
tually  abolished  by  the  Coinage  Act  of  1873. 


1258  1873  Open  3.  Brilliant  Proof  63.  Red  and  Brown.  Choice  variegated  ton¬ 
ing  in  something  of  a  wood  grain  effect  with  alternating  bands  of  golden  red 
and  brown.  Very  sharp  on  all  devices.  The  Open  3  coins  are  believed  to  be 
restrikes,  with  an  estimated  500  produced  in  all.  Very  scarce. 

Three-Cent  Nickels 

1259  1868  NGC  graded  Mint  State  66.  Fresh  with  Mint  bloom  and  void  of  con¬ 
tact  marks,  this  coin  is  elusive  to  date  collectors  yet  scarcely  sells  for  a  premi¬ 
um  to  the  more  common  dates  in  the  series.  Type  collectors  would  do  well  to 
locate  such  a  beautiful  Gem  plus  example  regardless  of  the  date. 

1260  1869  PCGS  graded  Proof  65.  Cameo.  Early  two-tone  specimen  in  which 
the  devices  are  nicely  frosted  against  smooth  mirrors.  Superb  in  all  ways;  a 
boldly  struck  coin.  Mintage  in  Proof:  600. 

1261  1870  PCGS  graded  Proof  64.  Lovely  nickel-blue  sheen  of  toning,  almost 
sky  blue  in  its  iridescence  and  color.  An  agreeable  condition  given  the  con¬ 
servative  grade  and  spot-free  originality  of  the  coin.  Well  worth  considering. 
Only  1,000  of  these  were  made  in  Proof  this  year.  Later  issues  of  the  1880s 
saw  production  run  into  the  3,000  to  4,000  range. 

1262  1871  PCGS  graded  Proof  65  CAM.  Gem.  Beautiful  pristine  golden  sur¬ 
faces.  Two  faint  marks  on  face,  visible  under  magnification,  are  actually  lint 
marks  produced  when  the  coins  were  made. 

1263  1872  PCGS  graded  Proof  65.  Gem.  Magnificent  pale  gold  and  pink-pink 
hues.  PCGS  population  of  only  95  in  this  gem  quality,  and  just  13  slightly 
better. 

1264  1872  PCGS  graded  Proof  63.  Natural  hazy  toning.  Mintage  was  low  this 
year,  as  with  other  dates  in  the  early  1 870s,  at  950  Proofs,  most  all  of  which 
went  into  the  Proof  sets  sold  to  collectors. 

1265  1873  NGC  graded  Proof  66.  Gem.  Dazzling  white  super-gem.  NGC  pop 
ulation  is  only  19  in  Proof  66,  and  only  a  single  specimen  has  been  graded 
one  point  higher.  So  this  is  one  of  the  finest  known! 
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Three-Cent  Nickels 


1266  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  65.  Boldly  impressed  and  entirely  void  of  clash 
marks;  one  small  nick  in  Liberty’s  neck  would  appear  to  be  a  die  chip  rather 
than  a  post  striking  impairment.  The  overall  look  of  the  coin  is  nickel  white 
with  a  hint  of  lavender  pastel  hues  in  Liberty’s  cap.  Great  for  type  purposes 
or  as  a  date. 


1281  1886  PCGS  graded  Proof  65.  As  we  transition  from  1885  to  188<V  coinage 

remains  stable  (and  low)  at  4,290  Proofs.  This  specimen  gleams  with  origi 
nality,  the  fields  glossy,  the  devices  razor-sharp  from  the  specially  made  Proof 
dies. 


1267  1879  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  65.  Premium  Quality.  In  one  of  the  early 
generation  PCGS  slabs,  a  well  struck,  naturally  toned  Gem  whose  beauty  is 
“writ  large”  as  the  saying  goes,  plain  to  see  and  agreeable  to  the  discriminat¬ 
ing  eye. 

1268  1880  PCGS  graded  Proof  66.  White  Gem.  Snow  white  gem  with  dazzling 
luster.  Ribbons  missing  due  to  die  polishing  (like  the  3-Legged  Buffalo). 

1269  1880  PCGS  graded  Proof  65.  Gem.  Whisper  of  pale  golden  toning  on 
impeccable  surfaces.  Excessive  die  polishing  removed  much  of  the  ribbons 
beneath  the  bow  at  the  bottom  of  the  reverse. 

1270  1881  PCGS  graded  Proof  67.  Superb!  Pristine  surfaces  with  full  glittering 
fields  and  sleek  devices;  all  of  the  hair  on  Liberty  crystal  clear,  as  is  the  coro¬ 
net  with  its  beaded  edge  and  incuse  small  LIBERTY. 

1271  1881  PCGS  graded  Proof  66.  Cameo.  Frosted  two-tone  relief  producing 
delicate  cameo  contrast.  A  gem. 

1272  1881  PCGS  graded  Proof  65.  Featuring  lovely  original  toning  and  spot-free 
originality.  The  devices  (Liberty,  wreath,  and  Roman  III)  needle-sharp  from 
the  specially  made  Proof  dies. 

1273  1881  NGC  graded  Proof  65.  Lightly  toned;  the  fields  smooth  and  glossy 
smooth.  Only  3,575  Proofs  this  year. 

1274  1882  PCGS  graded  Proof  66.  Sharp,  with  gorgeous  glowing  golden  toning 
on  both  sides.  Only  3,100  proofs  made. 


1282  1886  NGC  graded  Proof  65.  Delicately  toned;  crisp  detail  in  the  hair  and 

coronet,  the  wreath  and  Roman  III. 


1283  1887,  7  over  6.  PCGS  graded  Proof  67.  Cameo.  Deep  glowing  fields  with 
contrasting  satiny  devices  appearing  to  float  on  pools  of  liquid  nickel-silver. 
This  provides  a  powerful  three-dimensional  look  to  the  design.  A  hint  of  nat¬ 
ural  toning  in  areas  enhancing  this  appearance.  The  7  of  the  date  shows  a  6 
underneath  in  one  of  the  few  occurrences  of  an  overdate  on  a  Proof  coin. 
Something  similar  happened  with  the  1879/8  Proof  shield  nickel  and  1863/2 
Proof  three-cent  silver  coin.  Always  popular;  especially  enticing  in  this  high 
grade! 

1284  1887  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  64.  Low  mintage  issue:  7,961  pieces. 
Choice  frosty  surface  with  an  area  of  russet  brown  toning  across  the  reverse. 

1285  1888  PCGS  graded  IVoof  66  .  As  we  get  well  into  this  series,  production  was 
mainly  Proofs  for  sale  to  collectors.  The  year  1888  witnessed  4,582  pieces 
struck  in  Proof,  of  which  only  a  few  hundred  remain  in  gem  condition  such 
as  this  attractive  Proof  66. 


1275  1884  PCGS  graded  Proof  66.  Popular  mid-1 880s  year  in  which  production 
numbers  were  quite  low,  to  be  exact,  3,942  Proofs  minted.  Lightly  toned; 
pristine  surfaces. 

1276  1884  PCGS  graded  Proof  65.  Attractive  nickel-blue  and  dusky  gold  toning. 
Another  outstanding  “Gem”  quality  example  of  the  low-mintage  1884. 

1277  1885  PCGS  graded  Proof  66.  Lightly  toned. 

Most  three-cent  pieces  coined  1865-76  were  used  in  retiring  over  17  million 
3c  notes,  the  remainder  primarily  for  stamps;  this  pattern  is  reflected  in 
diminishing  quantities  coined  in  later  years,  as  fewer  3c  notes  were  brought 
in  for  redemption.  After  1876  (except  for  1881),  most  coined  were  proofs  for 
the  regular  minor  proof  sets;  the  dates  1879-80,  1882-87  are  rarer  as  business 
strikes  than  in  proof  state,  although  collectors  find  it  enjoyable  (and  reward¬ 
ing)  to  assemble  a  complete  date  set  of  Proofs,  1865-89. 

1278  1885  PCGS  graded  IVoof  66.  The  obverse  gold  toned,  the  reverse  blue-and- 
dove  gray,  a  glossy  smooth  gem.  Only  3,790  Proofs  this  year. 

Sleek  nickel-gray  patina  suggesting  all  origi¬ 
nal,  undipped  surfaces.  A  gem  specimen  of  an  elusive  issue. 


1286  1888  NGC  graded  Proof  66.  This  time  the  devices  are  well  frosted,  giving 
the  coin  its  cameo-like  appearance.

The  way  the  ton¬ 
ing  embraces  the  coin  is  testimony  to  its  long  survival  in  a  protected  location, 
away  from  mishandling  or  cleaning.  The  devices,  befitting  a  well-made  coin 
of  this  era.  are  themselves  the  picture  of  perfection:  full  detail  on  the  star  and 
shield,  full  raised  double-border  without  the  usual  breaks;  and  a  crisp  C  with 
Roman  numeral  III.

Obverse  struck  from  shattered  die,  with  cracks  between  top  of  shield 
and  motto.  Lovely  pale  gold,  pink  and  blue  toning. 


1302  1866  With  Rays.  ANACS  graded  Net  Proof  60.  Rim  Damaged.  Avery 
scarce  Proof  of  this  first  year  Shield  nickel,  the  design  featuring  rays  between 
the  stars  on  the  reverse.  A  minor  defect,  probably  mint-caused,  occurs  at  the 
rim  at  9  o’clock.  Light  nickel-gray  patina;  spot-free. 

1 303  1869  PCGS  graded  Proof  65.  The  sharp  strike  includes  full  central  leave  veins 
on  the  two  branches,  full  horizontal  lines  and  vertical  stripes  in  the  shield,  with 
complete  separation  of  the  stars  arms  on  the  reverse.  With  a  mere  600  Proofs 
made,  finding  another  Proof  65  like  this  is  a  hit-or-miss  proposition.

San  Francisco  struck  its  first  cents  in  1908,  its  first  nick¬ 
el  five-cent  pieces  in  1912.  Only  238,000  were  minted. 


1347  1913  Type  1.  PCGS  graded  Proof  65.  One  of  the  most  difficult  Types  to 

find  in  cherry  Proof  65  quality,  this  has  everything  positive  to  speak  about, 
from  needle-sharp  devices  to  oceans  of  smooth  flowing  “matte”,  almost  satin¬ 
like  luster  on  either  side.  A  gorgeous  Gem  specimen  issued  with  the  buffalo 
standing  on  a  mound  only  in  1913. 


1348  1913  Type  1.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  67.  Superb!  If  you  keep  trying 

you’ll  eventually  find  a  top  end  1913  Buffalo  nickel,  but  why  search  through 
endless  show  cases  at  a  coin  show  when  this  supremely  beautiful,  full-strike 
1913  presents  itself  for  bidding.

A  bold  satin  example  with  mti 
original  mint  glow.  Nicely  struck  Indian  and  buffalo  are  free  from  the  usual 
weak  areas  on  the  design. 

1351  1913  Type  1.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  65.  Warm  golden  to  pale  sky  blue 
with  nickel  sheen,  a  splendid  combination  of  hues  over  the  decidedly  lustrous 
fields  and  devices.

1352  1913-D  Type  1.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  66.  A  hundred  to  one  you  dont 
have  a  1913-D  of  this  caliber,  with  these  beautiful  surfaces,  in  your  collec¬ 
tion.  Nickel-pure  luster  has  both  a  lovely  golden  sheen  as  well  as  a  dash,  just 
a  dash,  of  sky  blue,  sometimes  called  nickel-blue  since  it  is  found  on  some  of 
the  freshest  specimens.  Undipped  originality  like  this  surely  deserves  special 
mention. 

1353  1913  Type  2.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  66.  Light  golden  toning.  A  bold 
strike  everywhere  includes  sharp  hair  braid  and  associated  locks  of  hair  above 
it  (an  area  where  weakness  occurs  on  some  issues),  plus  an  equally  sharp  head 
and  horn  on  the  buffalo,  etc.  Flashy  and  beautiful. 


KEY  DATE  1914,  4  OVER  3  OVERDATE 


1354  1914,  4  over  3.  FS-014.87.  NGC  graded  Mint  State  62.  The  top  part  of 

the  earlier  3  visible  as  a  raised  area  at  the  top  point  of  the  4  on  this  extreme¬ 
ly  elusive,  top-notch  specimen.  Pleasant  golden  to  nickel-bright  patina.  This 
date  is  extremely  difficult  to  find  fully  struck  and  lustrous.  There  is  no  lack 
of  detail  in  the  hair  or  braid,  the  buffalo’s  head,  horn  or  tail. 

Engraver  Charles  E.  Barber  executed  the  one  necessary  minor  change  in  the 
design  in  1913  to  improve  the  wearing  ability  of  FIVE  CENTS.  Henceforth, 
not  only  does  the  bison  stand  on  a  straight  platform  whose  base  defines  the 
recess  for  FIVE  CENTS,  but  the  portrait  and  bison  are  notably  modified. 
Gone  is  some  of  the  rugged  look  of  Black  Ifiamond’s  hide,  gone  too  are  some 
details  of  the  Indian’s  hair,  wrinkles,  and  feathers.  Fields  are  smoothed  out  in 
the  1913-38  Type  2  pieces.  These  multiple  minor  changes  barely  touched  the 
vigor  of  Fraser’s  original  design.  Nor,  unfortunately,  did  they  improve  either 
striking  quality  or  resistance  to  wear;  many  coins  of  the  1913-1915  issue  are 
weak  in  centers,  unlike  1913  “Type  I”  from  any  mint,  but  this  1914/3  is  a 
splendid  coin,  full  at  the  centers. 

The  1914/3  is  a  recently  discovered  overdate  nickel  that  remains  partii 

ularly  elusive  in  Mint  condition. 
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1355  1914,  4  over  3.  FS-014.87.  ANACS  graded  Mint  State  61.  Minor  reverse 

die  rotation  relative  to  the  obverse;  original  dusky  golden  to  rose  and  gray 
toning.  A  lustrous  example  of  this  scarce  date.  The  bold  detail  is  lessened  only 
slightly  at  the  knot  of  the  hair  and  on  the  buffalo’s  forehead.  Full  (non-dou- 
bled)  date  —  see  next  lot  —  with  the  earlier  “3”  showing  as  a  small  horizon¬ 
tal  line  right  of  the  point  of  the  4. 


1356  1914,  4  over  3.  “Late  Die  State.”  ANACS  graded  Mint  State  61.  Striated 
surface  on  the  obverse;  natural  golden  and  nickel-gray  to  brown  toning.  A 
very  scarce  overdate  in  Mint  condition. 

1357  1914,  4  over  3.  About  Uncirculated  58.  Premium  Quality.  Ever  so  lightly 
cleaned  and  retoned,  the  coin  housed  in  SEGS  MS63  “cleaned”  holder. 
Abundant  luster  pushes  this  to  within  an  eyelash  of  mint  condition.  On  the 
1914  overdate,  the  top  bar  of  the  underlying  3  can  be  seen  to  either  side  of 
the  point  of  the  4.  Interestingly,  this  also  exhibits  full  doubling  on  the  1914. 
A  very  scarce  variety. 

1358  1914,  4  over  3.  NGC  graded  Very  Fine  35.  Some  normal  light  circulation 
marks  on  either  side.  Light  gray  with  deeper  shades  outlining  devices.

Matte  Proofs  were  made  for  collec¬ 
tors  in  1913  to  1916,  with  some  additional  Proofs  dated  1917  released  for 
unknown  reasons  to  unknown  personages.  For  all  intents  and  purposes,  1916 
is  the  final  collectable  Proof  issue  until  1936-37. 


1369  1916  PCGS  graded  Proof  65.  If  anything,  rarer  than  the  1914  or  1915 

issues  (since  the  mint  was  able  to  convince  only  600  buyers  to  purchase  the 
Proof  Sets  this  year).  A  lovely,  original  toned  Gem.  Fields  and  devices 
caressed  by  nickel-silver  to  warm  golden  amber  hues.  A  veritable  kaleido¬ 
scope  of  hues  from  this  part  of  the  color  spectrum.

1375  1917-D  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  64.  Attractive  mint  frost  from  the  open 
spaces  around  the  devices  to  the  top  most  high  points  on  the  devices  them¬ 
selves.  Well  struck  for  the  issue,  only  the  forehead  of  the  buffalo  shows  any 
softness,  and  it  is  minor.  Natural  toning  completes  the  picture.  High  on  the 
MS64  scale  by  anyone’s  measure. 

1376  1917-S  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  63.  Pleasing  example  of  an  early  date 
Branch  Mint  issue  from  one  of  the  most  popular  and  widely  collected  series 
of  all  time.  Beautiful  pewter  gray  colors  pervade  the  entire  coin.  Super. 


1370  1916  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  65  Handsome  example  of  one  of  the  early 

Philadelphia  Mint  issues.  Very  well  struck  for  an  early  Buffalo  and  covered  in 
smooth  satiny  luster  on  both  the  obverse  and  reverse.

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1 3~8  1918  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  65.  Satiny  luster  with  pale  rose-gold  toning 

mixed  with  the  nickel-blue  sheen  of  undipped  originality.  The  buffalo  device 
is  very  sharp,  che  Indian  device  a  little  less  bold  but  only  on  the  hair  directly 
above  the  braid,  elsewhere  every  nuance  of  the  hair  and  ribbon  show  a  firm 
blow  from  the  die.

This  has  pleasing  nickel-gray 
and  russet  gold  patina,  with  ample  luster  in  the  fields,  within  the  devices, 
gleaming  from  just  about  the  entire  surface,  in  fact.  The  buffalo’s  head,  shoul¬ 
der,  and  hind  end  show  minor  flattening  from  both  inexact  strike  as  well  as 
light  friction  from  wear  in  circulation.  A  prize  for  any  collector  of  this  dis¬ 
tinguished  series! 


1380  1918-D,  8  over  7.  Fine  12  to  Very  Fine  20.  Approximately  two-thirds  horn 

on  the  buffalo,  overdate  visible  although  not  strong.  It  appears  the  obverse  and 
reverse  dies  were  well  worn.  Scarce  overdate.  (SEGS  VF20  “Weak  Horn  Tip”) 


1381  1918-S  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  63.  With  one  foot  in  the  MS64  box,  a 
coin  that  shows  two  personalities:  the  obverse  is  resplendent  in  its  detail  and 
depth  of  strike,  while  the  reverse  seems  to  be  from  a  worn  or  weak  die  since 
detail  is  lacking  in  most  areas.  The  luster  complete,  however,  and  mid-level 
choice,  there  being  a  few  scattered  flyspecks  on  either  side.

The  graders  were  tough  on  this  ‘ol  Philadel¬ 
phia  Indian! 

1383  1919  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  65.  Lovely  glittering  surfaces  that  are  bathed 
in  original  toning  that  shades  from  nickel-blue  to  warm  reds  and  golds.  Full 
strike;  bold  design.  A  healthy  bid  is  indicated  for  this  gem. 


1384  1919-S  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  64.  Original  toning;  superior  mint  gloss 

and  luster  throughout,  a  refreshing  change  from  the  normal  1919-S  which 
has  generally  unpleasing  luster.  Everything  about  the  piece  tells  us  it  was  care¬ 
fully  made  —  sharp  devices  include  the  hair  and  braid  on  the  Indian,  the 
hide,  head,  and  tail  on  the  beast  on  the  reverse.  The  “beast"  known  properly 
as  Bison  bison  is  colloquially  called  a  buffalo,  but  is  distinct  from  the  long¬ 
horned  water-loving  ruminant  of  the  Asian  continent.

ter.  A  handsome  1925  buffalo  nickel  if  ever  there  was  one! 


386  1920  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  66.  Glistening  mint-fresh  surfaces,  a  coin 

whose  nickel-blue  sheen  separates  it  from  “not  quite”  specimens.  The  strike, 
like  the  luster,  is  also  superior  to  average,  making  this  an  intensely  pleasing 
example  for  the  connoisseur  of  the  Buffalo  nickel  series.

The  fields  glisten  and  sparkle 
with  mint  bloom;  the  devices  are  covered  from  top  to  bottom  in  the  same 
nickel-pure  glow  from  the  dies.

1393  1927-D  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  64  The  overall  aesthetic  appeal  on  this 
scarce  Branch  Mint  coin  can  not  be  denied.  It  does  however  suffer  from  a 
slightly  weak  strike.

it  at  the  top  end,  indeed,  there  is  every  suggestion  for  upgrade.  The  smooth 
finish  is  lustrous  with  delicate  greenish  blue  to  gold  toning,  light  pastels  hid 
den  in  the  afterglow.  Mintmarked  nickels  from  the  1920s  command  respect 
in  this  attractive  condition.  The  1927-S,  second  only  to  the  1926-S  in  this 
period,  ranks  as  a  very  elusive  issue.  The  price  realized  after  bidding  is  over 
will  tell  the  tale.

1402  1930-S  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  65  A  straight  ahead  Gem,  fully  lustrous, 

toned  in  pinkish-blue  hues  especially  on  the  reverse  and  reasonably  well 
struck.  Not  as  rare  as  many  of  the  Branch  Mint  issues  of  the  1920s,  never¬ 
theless  PCGS  has  graded  just  over  250  coins  ath  the  MS-65  level.

patina  provides  a  rich  overlay  for  the  outstanding  surface  and  desirable  well- 
struck  devices.  There  is  a  single  small  scrape  in  the  lower  hair  curl  (above  the 
1  in  date),  though  elsewhere  the  devices  are  superb,  the  detail  in  Liberty’s 
many  locks  of  flowing  hair  remarkable  for  the  depth  of  strike.  Clearly,  this 
specimen  was  made  in  the  proper  fashion  at  the  nascent  Philadelphia  mint, 
whose  early  production  tended  to  be  all  ever  the  board  when  it  came  to  qual¬ 
ity  of  strike.

1446  1795  Flowing  Hair.  Extremely  Fine  45.  Normal  adjustment  lines  on  the 

portrait  with  an  additional  light  curving  scratch  through  the  lower  portion  of 
the  obverse.  Struck  from  clashed  dies  (as  are  many),  the  toning  ranges  from 
light  russet-gray  to  deeper  shades  in  a  few  areas.  Second  year  of  this  distinc¬ 
tive  design  by  the  mint’s  earliest  engraver,  Robert  Scot,  whose  head  of  Liber¬ 
ty  was  apparently  copied  from  the  large  cents  (omitting  the  liberty  cap).  All 
1795-1805  half  dimes  have  vertically  reeded  edges  imparted  by  the  Castaing 
machine  before  devices  were  stamped;  they  were  struck  without  a  collar  die, 
which  did  not  come  into  use  until  1828-29.  (SEGS  AU55  “Obverse  Scratch” 
plus  Star  designation.)

1447  1795  Flowing  Hair.  Berry  Between  U  and  N.  PCGS  graded  Very  Fine  20. 

Light  gray  patina  with  deeper  antique  gray  around  stars,  legends,  and  devices. 
A  few  old  scratches  on  the  portrait  and  grazing  the  eagle,  some  roughness 
below  the  left  wing  as  well. 

Valentine-4  variety,  a  common  type.  In  the  date,  the  figure  1  touches  the 
hair;  the  5  touches  the  bust,  numerals  are  evenly  spaced.  There  is  more 
space  between  the  B  and  E  in  LIBERTY  than  on  other  dies  of  this  year. 


1448  1796  Draped  Bust.  Small  Eagle.  LIKERTY  Variety.  Extremely  Fine  40. 

Some  light  corrosion  and  old  dark  gray  granularity  barely  intrudes  on  the 
visual  appeal  of  this  handsome,  well  struck  coin  from  the  last  years  of  the 
18th  century.  The  hair  is  well  struck,  as  are  all  the  stars,  the  date,  LIBERTY, 
and  the  rim.  On  the  reverse,  in  an  unusual  opportunity  for  the  coin  collec¬ 
tor,  the  eagle  has  present  much  of  its  breast  feathers.  These  tend  to  be  so  weak 
as  to  have  the  feathers  absent.

often  occurs  with  this  petite  half  dimes  of  1829-37.  A  resplendent  example 
whose  luster  glistens  from  high-end  surfaces.  Virtually  untoned,  it  may  also 
boast  some  of  the  sharpest  devices  possible.  The  stars  and  hair  curls  well 
defined;  the  eagle  crisply  detailed  as  well,  with  only  the  outer  rim  of  the 
shield  on  its  breast  showing  any  weak  areas.

1454  1834  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  66.  If  awards  were  given  for  surface  perfec¬

unusual  one-year  variety.  Obverse  is  white  with  bands  of  emerald  green  at  top 
and  bottom;  reverse  has  pinkish  gold  center  surrounded  by  emerald  green. 


1456  1840  With  Drapery.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  64.  Original  dusky  gray  and 

brown  toning  with  choice  frosty  surfaces  below.  The  devices  outstanding  for 
their  depth  and  detail.  The  With  Drapery  issue  scarcer  than  the  No  Drapers- 
variety  in  MS65.  (Housed  in  early  generation  PCGS  container.) 

Late  in  1840,  at  the  solicitation  of  Mint  Director  Robert  Maskell  Patter¬ 
son,  the  Mint  altered  the  Dime  design  to  take  into  account  Robert  Ball 
Hughes  improved  effigy.  Besides  the  easy  to  see  upright  shield  and  drapers 
folds  below  Liberryis  right  (as  the  viewer  sees  it)  elbow,  numerous  smaller 
changes  were  rendered  in  both  the  obverse  and  reverse  lay  out.  These  com¬ 
prise  a  larger  head  and  arm,  a  less  projecting  rock,  and,  for  the  neserse,  open 
buds  on  the  garland.  These  changes  undoubtedly  pacified  the  negatisc 
comment  that  occurred  with  Gobtechtls  imaginative  design.  Phis  altered 
style  remained  in  use  until  the  1860  revision  by  James  Barton  Longactv.

1-0”  185-*  NGC  graded  Mint  State  64  A  darkly  toned  coin  void  ot  flash,  yet 

upon  close  examination  has  lively  problem  tree  surfaces  that  are  somewhat 
prooflike  and  reflective  in  nature.  A  nice  coin  for  the  toning  specialist. 
Resides  in  an  older  NGC  holder. 


1458  1859  NGC  graded  Proof  65.  An  impressive  Gem  specimen  in  the  way  its 

fields  and  devices  toned  a  wide  array  of  beautiful  iridescent  shades,  with  the 
obverse  the  more  colorful  of  the  two  sides.  Frosted  devices  provide  a  cameo- 
quality  look  and  feel. 

In  early  1859,  for  Philadelphia  Mint  half  dimes  only,  Longacre’s  new  assis¬ 
tant  Anthony  C.  Paquet  (1814-82)  prepared  a  new  obverse  hub;  this  was  not 
copied  on  other  denominations.  It  is  most  notable  for  hollow  stars,  slimmer 
arms,  smaller  cap,  larger  head.  Coiffure,  profile,  and  drapery  folds  are  all 
altered.

relief  acting  against  the  mirror-like  quality  of  the  smooth,  die-polished  fields, 
the  ultimate  beauty  in  an  early  seated  Liberty  half  dime.  And  1864  also  hap¬ 
pens  to  boast  low  mintage  of  470  Proofs!  Deep  beautiful  russet  to  purple  and 
blue  toning  envelopes  both  sides  of  this  pristine  specimen. 


1460  1868  NGC  graded  Proof  64.  Smooth  natural  gray  finish  from  years  of  care¬ 

ful  preservation.  In  the  undertone,  some  steel  blue  iridescence  adds  to  the 
pleasure  of  viewing.  In  all,  there  were  only  600  Proofs  struck  dated  1868;  the 
same  issue  for  1 869  as  well.

Wonderful  satiny  luster,  with  white 
centers  surrounded  by  gold  and  russet  toning.  Sharp  and  attractive.  The 
penultimate  year  of  the  Liberty  Seated  type. 


1464  1873  NGC  graded  Proof  67.  Cameo.  Star  Designation  for  “lye  Appeal.”

luster  with  the  surface  gleaming  from  the  fresh  bloom  from  the  dies;  no  objec¬ 
tionable  features  on  this  delightful  gem,  no  dark  toning  or  planchet  impurity 
streaks,  etc.  About  the  only  feature  on  the  reverse  that  requires  explanation  are 
some  faint  adjustment  lines  through  the  eagle,  a  standard  feature  with  these 
early  silver  coins.  Well  balanced  features,  nicely  centered  on  superb  planchet,  a 
very  impressive  Draped  Bust  dime  featuring  the  heraldic  eagle  reverse. 


A  SECOND  VERY  CHOICE  MINT  STATE  1805  BUST  DIME

1470  1805  Four  Berries.  JR-2.  NGC  graded  Mint  State  64.  Following  closely 

the  MS65  of  this  variety  in  the  preceding  lot  is  this  well  struck  and  highly 
frosted  MS64.  Again,  the  coin  displays  its  full  array  of  swirling  mint  luster. 
From  top  to  bottom  the  coin  shimmers  with  pearl  white  glow.  Centers  are 
appreciably  sharper  than  average,  as  seen  in  Liberty’s  smooth  hair  curls  and 
ribbon  bow  at  the  back,  her  drapery  folds  as  well.  The  grade  is  limited  by  the 
fact  there  are  adjustment  marks  on  both  sides.  Mainly  at  the  centers,  they 
affect  the  hair  and  a  portion  of  the  lower  drapery,  and  on  the  reverse,  some 
vertical  striations  from  the  adjustment  line  up  with  the  vertical  stripes  in  the 
shield.  A  very  choice  example  of  this  early  Type.  The  heraldic  style  eagle  was 
in  use  from  1798  to  1807. 


CHOICE  LUSTROUS  UNCIRCUIATED  1807  BUST  DIME

1471  1807  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  63.  Struck  from  a  clashed  obverse  die,  the 

revere  appears  without  noticeable  reverse  image  from  the  obverse.  A  frosty, 
brilliant  coin  whose  luster  suggests  the  MS64  level  if  not  even  a  point  high¬ 
er,  but  reduced  somewhat  by  two  small  scuffs  in  the  frost  on  the  reverse.  The 
first  of  these  is  a  short  cut  through  the  third  and  fourth  clouds  above  the 
eagle,  while  the  second,  a  near  horizontal  shallow  scratch  beside  the  tail.  A 
single  pair  of  dies  was  used  to  strike  the  entire  1807  dime  issue. 

JR-1  variety.  Rarity- 1. 


1472  1807  Draped  Bust.  Fleraldic  Eagle.  NGC  graded  About  Uncirculated  55. 

Last  of  the  draped  bust  series  that  was  struck  at  the  mint  only  in  the  years 
1796  to  1807.  However,  the  heraldic  reverse  first  appeared  in  1798,  making 
this  a  distinct  Type.  The  present  example  struck  from  moderately  clashed  dies 
that  left  the  stars  all  flat  (though  completely  outlined)  and  the  rim  denticles 
incomplete.  Original  russet  and  antique  gray  patina,  mid-level  in  areas, 
lighter  in  other  areas.  JR-1  variety,  the  only  variety  this  year. 


MINT  STATE  1814  “SMALL  DATE”  BUST  DIME 


1473  1814  Small  Date.  NGC  graded  Mint  State  62.  Natural  “antique  gra\  pati 

na  covers  the  choice  surfaces  of  this  early  Bust  Dime.  Weakness  is  localized 
around  the  periphery,  as  often  found  on  these  early  1809-1828  issues,  with 
most  stars  flat  except  for  a  few  at  the  lower  right. 

JR-1  variety,  only  this  single  use  of  the  Small  Date  obverse.  Raritv-3 
according  to  the  Bust  Dime  authors,  “No  more  than  six  exist  in  MS-60 
or  better  condition.  Finest  seen  is  MS-60." 
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14^4  1821  Small  Date.  Mint  State  60+.  Attractive  toning  has  the  center  of  Lib¬ 

erty  nearly  pearl  white  while  the  shade  deepens  to  medium  and  deep  shades 
of  gray;  the  reverse,  meanwhile,  contains  mostly  russet-browns  and  is  pleas¬ 
ing  as  well.  A  sharply  made  Bust  Dime  featuring  small  numerals  in  the  date. 
JR- 10  variety. 


VERY  RARE  PROOF  1827  BUST  DIME

1475  1827  Small  Date.  NGC  graded  Proof  64.  Ex  Starr  Collection.  With  a  Grade 

A+  pedigree  like  this,  it  stands  to  reason  the  coin  would  be  “all  original”  and 
eye-cat  chi  ngly  beautiful  as  well,  which  this  coin  is:  natural  deep  steel  blue  ton¬ 
ing  covers  both  sides.  The  fields  show  glittering  proof  sheen  in  their  minors 
(including  the  spaces  between  the  vertical  stripes  of  the  shield).  Boldly  made, 
carefully  preserved,  it  ranks  with  only  a  few  others  of  this  issue.  One  of  the  rare 
Proofs  struck  for  presentation  purposes  at  the  early  Philadelphia  Mint,  before 
the  program  was  established  for  sales  of  Proof  coins  to  collectors.  JR- 10  variety 
with  star  7  recut  while  stars  5  and  6  are  closely  spaced.  “An  extremely  rare 
variety;  only  one  seen  (a  proof))  although  others  have  been  reported.  Finest 
seen  is  Proof-67  (lot  170,  Stack’s  Bareford  Sale,  Oct.  22,  1981)”  according  to 
the  Davis-Logan  reference  on  this  series. 


1476  18.31  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  63.  One  of  the  admirable  Small  Size  Bust 

Dimes  struck  at  the  Philadelphia  Mint  exclusively  between  1828  and  1837. 
Boldly  impressed  by  the  die  on  Liberty’s  cap  and  hair,  her  drapery  with  clasp; 
a  little  less  sharp  in  the  striking  on  the  eagle,  whose  detail  is  nevertheless  very 
pleasing  for  this  age  and  period.  Fields  naturally  toned.  A  few  wispy  hairlines 
bur  no  obvious  marks  or  spotting  to  ruin  the  appearance. 

!  *  1833  NGC  graded  Mint  State  61.  Brilliant  silver-fresh  surfaces  have  toned 

light  golden  brown  but  only  at  the  rims.  A  few  tiny  abrasions  and  indications 
ir  was  ,rrii(  k  from  clashed  dies;  full  hair  curls,  clasp  and  cap,  as  well  as  com- 
pirre  oe<  k.  wing,  and  leg  feathers  on  the  bird.  Desirable  as  an  early  Gapped 
Bust  “Type"  coin. 


1478  1838  No  Drapery.  Large  Stars.  NGC  graded  Mint  State  66.  Deep  rich  var¬ 

iegated  toning  on  either  side,  layered  nicely  over  gleaming  frost  from  the  dies. 
On  the  reverse,  what  at  first  seems  to  be  a  long  hairline,  turns  out  to  be  a  ver¬ 
tical  die  break  bisecting  the  design  into  two  halves.  Where  one  might  expect 
to  find  areas  of  weakness  because  the  reverse  die  broke,  the  opposite  seems  to 
occur:  every  element  in  the  obverse  and  the  reverse  design  is  incredibly  bold 
for  the  issue.  The  No  Drapery  feature,  Christian  Gobrecht’s  original  concep¬ 
tion  for  the  seated  Miss  Liberty,  occurs  only  in  1 837-38  No  Stars  variety,  and 
then  again  from  1838-40  on  the  stars-obverse  “No  Drapery”  Type. 


UTTERLY  MAGNIFICENT 
1850-0  SEATED  LIBERTY  DIME

1479  1850-0  NGC  graded  Mint  State  66.  Superb!  Beaming  white  frost  every¬ 

where  except  where  lovely  amber  brown  and  reddish  toning  hugs  the  rims. 
At  the  extreme  margin  on  both  sides,  the  amber  gives  way  to  wonderful  sky 
blue,  almost  turquoise  in  its  hue!  And  the  whole  coin  strikes  us  as  the  picture 
of  perfection,  since,  it’s  strike  will  amaze  you  as  it  amazes  us.  The  stars  show 
their  individual  radial  lines  between  the  arms;  Liberty  shines  with  complete 
hair  definition  and  even  has  full  separation  between  her  foot  and  sandal.  The 
shield  she  holds  also  displays  the  full  force  from  the  dies.  As  far  as  the  reverse 
is  concerned,  here,  too,  perfection  prevails:  each  leaf  shows  a  vein,  while  the 
ribbon  bow  holding  the  two  halves  together  has  none  of  the  weakness  com¬ 
monly  found  on  this  Stars  Obverse  type.  All  in  all,  then,  a  charming  and 
utterly  gorgeous  specimen  of  this  elusive  date.  Clearly  this  is  marked  for  a 
home  in  a  museum-class  collection  or  rare  coin  portfolio.  (NGC  serial  num¬ 
ber  205487-002,  early-style  holder,  we  might  mention.) 

Late  in  1840,  Mint  Director  Robert  Maskell  Patterson  ordered  that  the 
dimes  and  half  dimes  follow  the  silver  dollars  in  adopting  the  new  Robert 
Ball  Hughes  modified  effigy  of  Liberty.  Like  its  smaller  and  larger  coun¬ 
terparts,  this  new  portrait  has  rounder  arms,  larger  head,  no  de  collete, 
flatter  contours  concealed  by  bulkier  drapery,  smaller  rock,  shield  upright 
with  enlarged  scroll  instead  of  slanting  slightly,  and  the  cloak  or  himation 
over  her  elbow.  Like  the  half  dime,  but  none  of  the  larger  denominations, 
the  dime  obverse  also  shows  a  heavy  pendant  pulling  drapery  down  to 
nearer  the  ground  (visible  just  above  the  5  in  date). 
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1480  1852-0  PCGS  graded  About  Uncirculated  55.  Massively  well  struck  for  a 

New  Orleans  issue  of  this  era  and  in  fact  doesn’t  really  look  to  have  experi¬ 
enced  any  wear.  There  was  however  an  extremely  heavy  layer  of  toning  on  the 
reverse  that  when  stripped  left  that  surface  somewhat  lifeless.  The  obverse  is 
visibly  lustrous  and  given  the  overall  scarcity  of  this  date  this  is  a  perfectly 
acceptable  example  for  the  most  advanced  complete  set. 


1484  1857  NGC  graded  Mint  State  64.  Frosty  with  mint  brilliance  choice  qual 

ity  surfaces,  above-average  strike,  although  some  denticles  are  concave  from 
incomplete  spread  into  the  dies  on  either  side. 


1485  1858  NGC  graded  Mint  State  67.  Superb  deep  amber-red  to  blue  toning 
on  the  obverse,  a  little  less  developed  toning  on  the  reverse  hovers  around 
traditional  dusky  antique  gray  with  blue.  Both  sides  exquisitely  toned;  both 
sides  show  the  careful  preservation  the  coin  received.  Extremely  bold  relief 
throughout. 

1486  1860-0  About  Uncirculated  Details,  Net  Very  Fine  to  Extremely  Fine. 
Corroded.  Possibly  buried  at  one  time,  the  surface  dark  and  scratched,  with 
one  area  of  the  reverse  rim  also  involved  in  a  small  bump.  Scarcest  New 
Orleans  mint  issue,  only  40,000  were  coined.  (SEGS  AU50  “Light  Corro- 
sion  ) 


1487  1872  PCGS  graded  Proof  66.  Cameo.  Refreshing  to  see  such  refreshingly 

beautiful  surfaces  and  glowing  white  brilliance  in  a  seated  Liberty  dime  of 
this  scarce  year.  Only  960  Proofs  were  made.  Only  a  handful  of  gems  remain. 
Fewer  still  exhibit  this  coin’s  delightful  cameo  contrast  between  the  frosted 
relief  and  the  mirror-reflective  field.  The  coin  is  untouched  by  toning,  com¬ 
pletely  free  of  spots  or  marks.  As  seems  clear  to  us,  it  has  been  carefully  pre¬ 
served  for  the  full  count  of  its  131  years  in  existence! 


1488  1873-CC  With  Arrows.  PCGS  graded  Very  Good  8.  One  ot  those  dates 

which  date-and-mintmark  seated  Libert)'  dime  collectors  have  a  difficult  time 
finding.  This  evenly  worn  Very  Good  specimen,  although  cleaned  at  one  time 
and  exhibiting  myriad  fine  hairlines  on  the  upper  part  of  Libert)’,  is  yet  a 
respectable  example  of  which  only  a  few  survive  out  of  the  original  18,791 
mintage. 


GEM  BRILLIANT  UNCIRCULATED 
1853  WITH  ARROWS  DIME 


1481  1853  With  Arrows.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  66.  Full,  sparkling  white  lus¬ 

ter,  frosty  in  the  extreme  and  delicately  overlaid  by  a  natural  sheen  of  toning. 
The  fields  and  devices  glisten;  the  devices  themselves  are  sharply  impressed 
by  the  dies.  This  three-year  Type  coin  has  advanced  smartly  in  price  over  the 
years  as  collectors  scurry  around  looking  for  the  few  remaining  top-end 
pieces  for  their  collections. 


1482  1853  With  Arrows.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  65.  Natural  light  gray  with 

russet  brown  toning;  extremely  bold  relief.  A  glass  reveals  all  the  small  design 
elements  in  the  stars,  in  Liberty’s  drapery  folds,  and  within  the  leaves  of  the 
wreath  on  the  reverse.  That  said,  this  Gem  toned  specimen  begs  for  a  strict, 
high-market  bid.  (Housed  in  one  of  the  early  generation  PCGS  holders, 
which  means  it  may  signal  a  crack-out  option.) 


1483  1856-S  About  Uncirculated  55.  It  stands  to  reason  that  with  a  mintage  like 

70,000  pieces,  1856-S  would  be  very  scarce  in  About  Uncirculated  condi¬ 
tion,  and  it  is.  The  coin  boasts  natural  “antique  silver”  surfaces  that  are  choice 
and  uncleaned. 
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1 489  1874  With  Arrows.  PCGS  graded  IYoof  65.  Glowing  fields  and  razor-sharp 

devices  are  just  two  of  this  coin’s  sterling  attributes.  It  acquired  smooth  red¬ 
dish  gold  to  steel  toning  with  blue  iridescence  in  its  passage  through  time; 
furthermore,  the  quality  of  the  sparkling  mirrors  ranks  it  squarely  in  the 
Proof  65  “gem”  class.  A  very  attractive  With  Arrows  seated  Liberty  dime. 


FINEST  KNOWN  1874-CC  DIME 
THE  BUDDY EBSEN  SPECIMEN

1490  1874-CC  With  Arrows.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  63.  Population:  1,  with 

0  Higher.  Finest  Known.  An  incredibly  remarkable  and  in  this  grade,  a  leg  - 
endary  rarity.  Mostly  sharply  struck,  though  it  does  have  some  slight  softness 
in  Liberty’s  hair.  However,  the  surfaces  are  aglow  with  frosty  luster  and  are 
fully  prooflike.  Medium  to  deeply  toned  with  faded  violet  brown  on  the 
obverse;  deeper  shades  of  purple-brown  and  blue  dapple  the  reverse.  This  is 
a  High  Rarity-7  issue  with  fewer  than  twenty  known  specimens  in  all  grades. 
Not  only  is  this  Buddy  Ebsen-pedigreed  specimen  choice  toned  Uncirculat¬ 
ed  but  to  the  best  of  our  knowledge,  this  is  one  of  only  three  Mint  State 
examples  known  to  exist  (two  or  perhaps  three  others  in  the  PCGS/NGC 
roster,  with  this  MS63  possibly  tracing  to  one  of  those). 

1874-CC  is  the  lowest  minted  Carson  City  Dime,  only  10,817  were  struck. 
Unpriced  in  The  Guide  Book  of  United  States  Coins,  with  the  Extremely  Fine 
grade  the  top  price  listing.  We  expect  to  see  a  wide  show  of  hands  among 
Dime  and  Carson  City  enthusiasts,  and  would  not  be  surprised  if  this  impos¬ 
ing  Dime  reached  well  into  Record  Shattering  territory!  (The  PCGS  serial 
number  is  90107029.  Identifiable  by  a  few  tiny  tick  marks  below  AT  in 
STATES;  also  a  few  other  equally  minute  marks  at  the  juncture  point  of  the 
pole  and  Liberty’s  thigh.) 

According  to  Brian  Greer,  who  did  a  study  on  America’s  seated  Liberty 
dimes,  the  1874-CC  consisted  of  a  single  die  pair  in  which  the  arrows 
slant  up  noticeably  at  the  date.  Always  with  wider  reeding  than  on 
Philadelphia  or  San  Francisco  pieces,  a  die  crack  through  the  mintmark 
is  diagnostic.  “Otherwise  fairly  well  struck  with  weakness  possible  at  the 
top  of  Liberty’s  head.”

wreath  Natural  areas  of  toning  over  otherwise  silvery  fresh  mint  frost,  a  few 
light  stuffs  and  lines  in  the  fields  accounting  for  the  grade.  1  loused  in  one  of 
the  earliest  fpre  1989)  flat-rimmed  PCGS  holders. 


1492  1883  NGC  graded  Proof  65.  Gorgeous  glittering  mirror  fields  with  satiny 

frost  on  the  devices.  The  toning  is  purple  with  deep  blue  in  which  the  obverse 
is  close  to  “spotlight”  in  the  center  while  the  reverse  is  layered  in  beautiful 
steel  blue  iridescence. 


1493  1887  NGC  graded  Mint  State  65.  Snow  white  frosty  on  front  and  back  and 

virtually  abrasion  free  in  the  fields.  An  excellent  Gem  example  of  the  Legend 
on  Obverse  Seated  Liberty  dime. 


1494  1889  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  66.  Beautiful  pastel  colors  centering  on  sil¬ 

very  blue.  A  resplendent  gem  of  this  later  issue;  the  Legend  Obverse  style 
comprises  the  years  1860  to  1891. 


1495  1892  NGC  graded  Mint  State  67.  Superb!  A  blast  of  “hard  white  luster 

greets  the  eye  when  you  first  gaze  upon  this  handsome  gem.  It’s  mint  bloom 
is  pleasingly  original,  while  all  devices  show  detail  from  the  firm  strike  by  the 
dies.  Charles  Barber’s  dimes  were  in  use  from  1892  to  1916,  this  being  the 
first  year  of  issue. 


1496  1893,  3  over  2.  Mint  State  63.  (In  PCI  MS63  holder.)  Evidence  ol  an  cat 

lier  2  within  the  3  in  date.  Lovely  blue  and  gold  toning,  the  surface  frosty.  A 
few  minor  hairlines  on  the  cheek  are  mentioned  for  the  sake  ol  accuracy, 
although  for  the  most  part  requiring  magnification  to  sec. 
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1497  1893-S  Recut  Mintmark.  FS-009.  NGC  graded  About  Uncirculated  50. 

Smooth  surface  with  medium  gray  color.  Clearly  recut  S  mintmark.  A  rare 
variety. 


i  498  1897  Brilliant  Proof  67.  Cameo.  (Housed  in  an  ICG  holder  with  this  same 

grade.)  Blazing  two  tone  cameo  Proof  whose  devices  gleam  snowy  white  and 
fields  glitter  from  the  high  reflectiveness  from  the  smooth-polished  dies. 
Nothing  here  to  worry  about:  no  spots  or  toning  irregularities.  Instead,  it’s 
beauty  will  work  your  heart  up  to  a  fever  pitch  when  you  contemplate  bid¬ 
ding  for  it! 

(499  1899  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  66.  With  some  eye-catching,  mouth-water¬ 

ing  color  rarely  found:  deep  golden  orange  to  sunset  hues  that  includes  sil¬ 
very  pastels  in  the  underlying  surface.  Pristine  all  around;  and  also  extra  sharp 
in  Liberty’s  cap  and  hair,  the  wreath’s  leaves,  wheat  kernels,  and  bow. 


500  1899-S  NGC  graded  Mint  State  66.  There  is  nothing  pensive  or  immod¬ 

est  about  this  coin’s  sterling  originality.  It’s  surface  glows  and  glitters  beneath 
layers  of  steel  and  purple-brown  iridescence  on  both  sides.  The  details  on 
Liberty  and  the  wreath  are  spectacular,  with  a  full,  sharp  impression  seen  on 
even  the  smallest  element  of  the  relief.  A  single  light  mark  on  the  top  of  the 
cap,  otherwise  superb,  pristine,  irreproachable.  A  very  scarce  branch  mint 
Barber  dime  from  the  tail  end  of  the  19th  century. 


501  1900  PCGS  graded  Proof  66.  Cameo.  Strong  cameo  frost  on  the  head  of 

Liberty  causes  the  portrait  to  stand  forth  in  bold  relief  against  the  watery  mir¬ 
rors  of  the  field.  A  highly  attractive,  high-grade  example  which  is  mostly  bril¬ 
liant  save  for  a  light  blush  of  toning,  barely  discernible. 


GEM  TONED  PROOF  1901  BARBER  DIME 


1502  1901  PCGS  graded  Proof  67.  Superb!  The  obverse  toned  neutral  gray  but 

then  bursts  into  song  at  the  rim  where  golden  iridescence  transcends  into 
beautiful  sunset  red  color.  On  the  reverse,  which  seems  to  be  the  more  con¬ 
servative  side  of  the  two,  beautiful  steel  blue  graces  the  entire  surface  from 
center  to  rim.  As  handsome  as  any  you  will  find,  and  in  splendid  Proof  67 
quality,  a  further  bonus  for  the  eagle-eyed  collector. 


1503  1903  NGC  graded  Proof  67.  Beautiful  “all  brilliant”  finish,  with  the  entire 

coin  glittering  in  its  brilliance  and  near-perfection.  A  truly  remarkable  early 
20th  century  Barber  dime. 


1504  1904  PCGS  graded  Proof  67.  Superb!  Lovely  blue-steel  toning  on  the 
reverse,  light  patina  for  the  obverse,  whose  head  on  Liberty  shimmers  with 
frostiness  from  the  dies.  Pristine  quality  Barber  Dimes  are  among  the  peren¬ 
nial  favorites  with  bidders.  If  you  find  a  matching  Proof  67  out  of  the  origi¬ 
nal  1904  Proof  mintage  of  670,  it  will  be  a  noteworthy  event! 

1505  1906  NGC  graded  Proof  64.  Pleasing  lavender  to  darker  purplish  hues 
cover  this  finely  textured  Barber  dime,  but  not  to  the  point  where  the  Proof 
cameo  contrast  is  obscured.  An  excellent  example  of  the  type. 

1506  1907  Brilliant  Proof  64.  Wonderful  “spotlight  toning  in  which  the  center 
remains  brilliant  (Liberty  frosted  white)  and  the  outer  reaches  of  the  obverse 
and  reverse,  but  especially  the  obverse,  turn  to  gold  with  shimmering  blue  in 
descence.  Only  575  Proofs  made. 
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OO  1910-D  NGC  graded  Mint  State  64.  Premium  Quality.  A  better  date 
whose  surface  condition  is  clearly  advantageous  bidders  looking  for  one  of  the 
better  date  Denver  Mint  issues.  Outstanding  medium  lavender-gray  toning. 


1508  1912  NGC  graded  Proof  65.  Strong  two-tone  or  “cameo”  contrast  between 
glittering  bright  fields  and  dancing  white  devices.  The  coin  has  developed 
very  attractive  toning  which  mostly  invokes  itself  alluring  quality  on  the 
reverse  side. 

1509  1913  PCGS  graded  Proof  63.  Though  not  described  as  such  on  the  PCGS 
insert,  this  lovely  full-brilliant  1913  sports  light  satiny  frosted  devices,  most 
noticeable  on  Liberty’s  smooth  portrait.  A  scarce  late-Barber  Proof  date  with 
only  622  Proofs  minted. 

1510  1920  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  65.  Full  Bands.  Crisp  white  mint  frostiness 
everywhere,  from  the  open,  slightly  concave  fields  to  the  sleek  high  points  of 
Liberty’s  cap  and  winged  ornament.  The  cross  bands  on  the  fasces  sharply 
defined  on  this  well-made  specimen.  A  classy  looking  coin,  in  other  words, 
and  deserving  a  bid  commensurate  with  its  gem  quality. 

1511  1920-D  NGC  graded  Mint  State  64.  Full  Bands.  Increasingly  desirable 
due  to  limited  supplies,  the  1920-D  offered  with  this  lot  boasts  smooth  mint 
frostiness,  a  dab  of  toning,  and  the  cherished  full  cross  bands  on  the  fasces  on 
the  reverse.

“winged  Liberty  head  dime”  we  prefer  the  more  melodious  “Mercury”  ter¬ 
minology  for  Liberty  who,  in  this  lovely  brilliant  1921-D  has  outstanding 
detail.  Liberty’s  hair  and  wing  are  uncompromisingly  bold.  The  luster  flows 
and  gleams  throughout.  The  reverse  axe  with  its  bundle  of  sticks  tied  with 
bands,  is  the  equal  of  Liberty  in  its  razor-sharp  strike.  And  everywhere, 
superb  mint  frost  and  majestic  silvery  white  brilliance.  A  very  respectable 
condition  for  this  key  date,  low  mintage  1921  from  the  Denver  Mint. 


1511  1 926-D  NGC  graded  Mint  State  66.  Creamy  smooth  frost  underlies  some 

of  rhe  best  looking,  most  original  toning  imaginable.  Sleek  and  well  struck, 
a  Lour  rhe  only  area  not  receiving  its  full  detail  from  the  die  is  the  central  cross 
band  on  the  reverse  Llsewherc,  every  device  is  bold. 


1514  1936  PCGS  graded  Proof  64.  The  Proofs  comprise  only  a  tiny  percentage 
of  1 936’s  mintage,  to  be  exact,  4,130  pieces. 

1515  1936-S  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  67  Full  Bands.  Boldly  struck  and  cov¬ 
ered  in  mottled  to  regular  rainbow  toning  that  does  not  cover  the  areas  of 
higher  relief  and  therefore  gives  the  coin  a  very  elegant  look.  All  Mercury 
dimes  are  difficult  in  67  Full  Bands,  the  1936-S  emerges  as  a  slightly  better 
date  toward  the  end  of  the  series. 

1516  1937  PCGS  graded  Proof  67.  Superb!  Original  toning,  undipped  and 
gleaming  with  mint  freshness.  It  is  one  of  the  top  survivors  from  an  original 
mintage  of  5,756  Proofs.

Mercury  dime,  the  fields  glittering. 

1518  1938  PCGS  graded  Proof  63.  Mintage:  8,728. 


1519  1939  PCGS  graded  Proof  67.  Superb!  With  gorgeous,  colorful  toning, 
greenish  gold  blending  into  other  tints.  Watch  the  stir  it  creates  when  bid¬ 
ding  commences.

(Proof  sets  1936  to  1955  were  mailed  to  their  recipients  in  small  square  card¬ 
board  boxes,  inside  of  which  each  coin  was  individually  inserted  into  a  cello¬ 
phane  sleeve,  the  five  —  or  six,  for  1 942  —  sleeves  then  stapled  together  at 
the  top  to  keep  the  coins  secure.  They  were  then  wrapped  in  light  cream  col¬ 
ored  tissue  paper  for  padding  in  shipping.  The  toning  on  the  silver  was 
imparted  by  the  cellophane  sleeve.)

The  overdate  features  not 
only  a  1  beneath  the  final  2  but  also  clear  repunching  on  the  4  as  well.  Scarce 
in  all  grades;  particularly  desirable  in  Mint  condition.

Proof  condition.  Dies  for  Proofs  are  made  at  the  Philadelphia  Mint  and  then 
shipped  to  the  branches  for  coinage.  In  this  instance,  the  S  mintmark  (for 
San  Francisco)  was  inadvertently  left  off  the  die,  and  the  workers  at  the  San 
Francisco  Mint  went  ahead  and  struck  a  few  pieces  from  the  die  before  it  was 
removed  from  the  equipment.  This  error  occurs  again  in  1970,  1975,  and 
1983  but  the  1968-S  is  the  most  famous  by  far  due  to  its  tiny  mintage.

Its  issue  from  1875  to  1878  caused  con¬ 
fusion  in  the  minds  of  the  public  and  was  quickly  withdrawn.  Proofs  of  any 
date  are  well  regarded.  They  are  also  becoming  quite  scarce.  For  1875,  the 
number  produced  was  an  even  2,790  pieces.

The  only  really 
affordable  “CC”  twenty-cent  piece,  the  other  date  issued  by  this  storied  West¬ 
ern  mint  ( 1 876-CC)  is  a  great  American  rarity  and  out  of  the  price  range  of 
most  buyers.  Would  make  a  handsome  addition  to  any  coin  collection.

Only  the  upper 
curve  of  one  of  the  eagles  wings  soft  from  uneven  flow  into  the  die  at  that 
point.

men  of  this  quickly  withdrawn  denomination  (coins  were  produced  for  cir¬ 
culation  in  1875-76  and  for  collectors,  in  Proof  quality,  1875-78).  Light 
milky  gold  and  gray  toning;  frosty  surfaces,  sleek  devices  which  also  display 
very  choice  “bloom”  from  the  dies. 


1 546  1875-S  Mint  State  63.  Minor  weakness  on  the  left  wing  at  top,  an  area  that 

lies  opposite  a  high  point  on  the  otverse.  Full  frosty  luster  including  the  high 
points  of  Liberty  s  leg  and  breasts.

1547  1876  NGC  graded  Proof  66.  Dappled  russet  and  blue-gray  toning,  with  iri¬ 

Needle-sharp  devices  through¬ 
out:  stars  and  Liberty,  eagle,  leg  feathers,  and  claws.  A  handsome  Proof  of  this 
truncated  denomination  which  ran  only  from  1875  to  1878.  A  total  of  1,260 
Proofs  made  of  1 876.

549  1796  Draped  Bust.  Small  Eagle.  Mint  State  60.  First  year  of  the  Quarter 

Dollar  and  a  well  centered  coin  whose  wide  obverse  rim  denticles  provide  it 
a  nice  frame,  within  which  the  strikingly  beautiful  15  stars  and  draped  figure 
of  Liberty  stand  out  in  well  balanced  detail.  The  reverse  of  the  type,  only 
found  on  the  1796  issue,  has  a  classic  “small  eagle”  device.  The  eagle  is  posi¬ 
tioned  between  a  branch  of  olive  leaves  and  a  palm  frond,  tied  together  at  the 
bottom  by  a  narrow  bow.  The  eagle  stands  on  clouds  with  its  wings  out¬ 
stretched.  Medium  variegated  toning  has  shades  that  include  gold  and  steel, 
greens  reds  and  a  perhaps  some  blue.  Very  tentative  adjustment  marks  at  the 
eagles  feet  require  magnification  to  see;  elsewhere,  the  surface  smooth  and 
uncluttered  with  the  usual  problems.  1796  Quarters  are  noted  for  their  broad 
rims  and  balanced  appearance,  and  this  specimen  exemplifies  this. 

The  story  behind  this  ephemeral  design  goes  back  to  summer  1795.  The  new 
Mint  Director,  Henry  William  DeSaussure  (David  Rittenhouse’s  successor 
for  a  few  months)  defined  his  two  principal  ambitions  on  taking  office:  first, 
placing  gold  into  circulation;  second,  improving  all  current  coin  designs.  To 
implement  the  second  of  these,  DeSaussure  persuaded  the  illustrious  por¬ 
traitist  Gilbert  Stuart  to  prepare  a  portrait  of  Liberty.  Stuart  chose  as  his 
model  Mrs.  William  Bingham. 

Mint  assistant  John  Eckstein  is  credited  with  the  design  of  the  small  eagle  on 
its  cloud-shaped  cushions,  within  a  wreath  of  olive  and  palm  branches.  As 
both  obverse  dies  contained  only  15  stars,  they  must  have  been  completed 
before  anyone  realized  that  Tennessee  would  most  likely  join  the  Union  as  the 
sixteenth  state;  many  of  the  impressions  struck  from  them  followed  Ten¬ 
nessee’s  admission,  June  1,  1796. 

In  all,  only  6,146  were  coined,  in  four  batches,  from  two  obverse  dies  and  a 
single  reverse. 


1550  1796  Draped  Bust.  Small  Eagle.  Fine  12  or  Slightly  Better.  However, 

reduced  somewhat  by  a  few  light  swirling  pin  lines  in  the  obverse  that  appear 
quite  old  since  they  are  deeply  toned.  Leasing  medium  gray  hue  elsewhere, 
with  natural  lighter  “rubbed  silver”  accents  on  the  face,  shoulder  and  hair  curl 
tops.  Well  centered  on  an  otherwise  defect-free  planchet.  A  distinctive  Type, 
the  quarter  with  its  small  eagle  reverse  was  issued  only  in  this  year  and  then 
no  more  quarter  dollars  were  struck  by  the  nascent  federal  mint  until  1804, 
when  the  revised  “heraldic  eagle”  style  replaced  the  small  standing  eagle  of 
this  piece.  Desirable  in  the  extreme  for  many  reasons,  one  of  which  is  its  low 
mintage:  just  6,146  pieces.

1551  1804  NGC  graded  About  Uncirculated  50.  The  key  date  Draped  Bust, 

Heraldic  eagle  date,  and  in  outstanding  state  of  preservation.  The  toning, 
which  adheres  after  close  to  two  centuries  of  slow  accumulation,  consists  of 
light  silver-gray  patina  in  the  open  spaces  around  Liberty  to  medium  gray 
with  steel  blue  at  the  stars  and  date,  and  along  the  rim.  Layers  of  medium 
shade  “antique”  toning  on  the  reverse  also  includes  some  grayish  brown  in  the 
shield  stripes  as  well  as  around  STATES  OF  AMERICA.  Centers  are  bold. 
Rims  are  perfect.  The  coin  itself  has  perfect  “eye-appeal”  from  the  way  it  has 
come  down  to  us  after  so  many  years  in  the  hands  of  collectors. 

The  Philadelphia  Mint,  which  was  the  only  mint  striking  United  States  coins 
in  those  days,  made  a  valiant  effort  when  it  struck  6,738  quarter  dollars  with 
the  1 804  date.  As  it  turns  out,  this  would  be  the  rarest  heraldic  eagle  issue  by 
far,  in  the  truncated  series  that  ran  until  1807.  An  historic  coin  and  a  leg¬ 
endary  rarity;  a  coin  for  the  connoisseur  of  early  19th  century  American 
numismatics. 


1552  1804  PCGS  graded  Fine  12.  First  year  of  the  Heraldic  Eagle  reverse  and 

very  underappreciated  date  until  recent  years  when  its  scarcity  started  to 
become  fully  understood.  Though  not  stated  on  the  holder,  this  is  the 
Browning  1  variety  possessing  the  diagnostic  die  scrape  in  between  stars  one 
and  two  just  below  LIBERTY  on  the  obverse.  A  more  “perfect"  F-12  coin 
could  not  be  imagined.  The  surfaces  are  smooth,  without  blemish  of  anv 
note.  The  color  is  an  even  dark  biown  except  for  the  devices  which  stand  out 
in  proud  relief.  An  incredibly  well  preserved  example  of  a  very'  rare  date.

1553  1805  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  64.  Ex  Eliasberg  Collection.  Sold  in  1997 

as  part  of  the  Eliasberg  collection,  this  well  centered  coin  shows  only  minor 
weakness  among  the  top  hair  curls.  The  letters  RT  are  typically  weak  as  are 
the  tips  of  the  eagles  tail  corresponding  to  this  position  on  the  obverse. 
Clouds  5  and  6,  opposite  the  deepest  recess  of  Liberty’s  shoulder,  are  also 
weakly  detailed.  Lustrous  silvery  white  with  faint  yellow-brown  and  bright 
blue  around  the  peripheral  devices. 

With  fewer  than  20  surviving  Mint  State  examples  of  1805  quarter  dollar 
coinage,  this  is  tops  among  these  few  remaining  coins.  It  is  certainly  one  of 
the  most  attractive  Draped  Bust,  Heraldic  Eagle  examples  graded  by  either 
PCGS  or  NGC.  The  coin  traces  to  S.  H.  and  H.  Chapman,  January  1900;  J. 
M.  Clapp;  John  H.  Clapp.  Clapp  estate,  1942,  to  Louis  E.  Eliasberg,  Sr. 

Browning-2  variety.  There  are  no  visible  die  cracks.  However,  heavy  clash 
marks  from  the  lower  portions  of  Liberty’s  hair  are  visible  among  the 
upper  reverse  design. 


1  5  54  1806  PCGS  graded  About  Uncirculated  58.  Choice,  well  developed  layers 

of  russet  brown  and  “antique  blue  gray”.  Centers  show  much  greater  detail 
than  average  for  1806,  with  only  some  of  the  reverse  stars  (near  the  clouds) 
flat,  along  with  the  eagle's  breast  and  central  shield.

1555  1807  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  63.  Blazing  mint  frostiness  consisting  of 

pearl-white  radiance  covering  most  of  the  surface  except  at  the  extreme  edge 
around  stars  and  legends  involving  the  rims.  Here,  toning  has  crept  in  to 
form  a  wonderful  band  of  deep  golden  amber  color,  steel  blue  at  the  outer 
margin.  A  resplendent  combination!  A  whale  of  a  coin,  all  things  considered. 
The  Draped  Bust  style  was  in  use  from  1796  to  1807,  but  the  heraldic  eagle 
was  only  introduced  on  this  denomination  in  1804.  As  far  as  the  design  is 
concerned,  there  is  minor  weakness  only  at  the  topmost  hair  waves  and  along 
the  shoulder;  the  reverse,  countering  the  usual  trend,  shows  fully  exposed 
feathers  on  the  eagle’s  chest  along  with  deeply  impressed  lettering  in  E 
PLURIBUS  UNUM,  among  other  areas  of  sharpness.  A  top-notch  coin  at 
this  level,  a  truly  exceptional  coin! 


1556  1807  Uncirculated  Details,  Net  About  Uncirculated  58.  Lightly  Polished 

and  Retoned.  Though  it  was  worked  on  many  years  ago,  the  coin  now  sports 
deep  gray  patina  with  dullish  steel  blue  accents.  A  tiny  scratch  on  Liberty  just 
above  the  drapery;  unusual  for  this  year.  Liberty’s  hair  is  very  bold.  For  that 
matter,  the  eagle  is  also  out  of  the  ordinary  in  showing  complete  chest  leath¬ 
ers,  nice  wings  and  tail,  and  a  sharp  shield,  with  about  the  only  weakness  vis¬ 
ible  at  the  curve  of  the  right  wing  —  a  trivial  area  given  the  overall  beauty  ot 
the  piece.  Well  worth  inspecting.  (SF.GS  MS61  “Obverse  Scratch")

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PROOFLIKE  1819  QUARTER 
THE  NORWEB  SPECIMEN 


'557  1819  Large  9.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  63 .Prooflike.  A  superb  specimen, 

undoubtedly  made  with  special  care,  and  of  a  quality  which  may  even  desig¬ 
nate  a  Presentation  specimen.  Proof  surface  characterizes  both  obverse  and 
reverse,  except  for  slight  areas  of  frost,  such  areas  including  beneath  the  chin, 
a  small  area  behind  the  hair,  and  on  the  reverse,  to  the  left  and  right  of  the 
eagle’s  neck,  and  below  the  right  wing.  Full  Proof  surface  can  be  seen  in  most 
other  areas,  including  among  the  star  points,  in  letter  spaces,  and,  impor¬ 
tantly,  in  about  75%  of  the  shield  stripes. 


This  coin  was  acquired  by  R.  Henry  Norweb  from  Richard  Picker,  probably 
in  the  late  1950s,  at  which  time  it  was  billed  as  a  Proof.  Richard  Picker  typi¬ 
cally  carefully  researched  his  offerings,  and  it  would  not  be  surprising  if  he 
checked  with  prominent  authorities  at  the  time  and  received  verification  of 
his  opinion.  In  summary,  we  consider  the  coin  to  be  at  least  prooflike  Uncir¬ 
culated,  and  some  may  assign  it  to  full  Proof  status. 

Browning-3a  variety;  the  reverse  die  used  to  coin  this  piece  illustrates  an 
interesting  error.  The  period  after  the  C  in  the  denomination  was  first 
placed  too  high,  then  punched  in  the  proper  position,  with  the  result  that 
it  now  appears  as  a  colon.  The  5  in  the  denomination  is  also  noticeably 
repunched,  the  2  less  so. 


MAGNIFICENT  FROSTY  1822  QUARTER 


8558  1822  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  64.  This  piece,  with  full  resplendent  mint 

frost  throughout  the  open  areas  of  the  fields  as  well  a  layer  on  top  of  the 
exposed  device  high  points,  places  it  on  a  level  higher  than  most  any  other 
1822  quarter  dollar  we  have  sold  in  the  last  ten  or  fifteen  years.  The  obverse 
displays  light  russet  gray  patina,  evenly  distributed  across  the  field  and  device, 
while  the  reverse  has  similar  old-silver  color  and  perfection,  without  spotting, 
without  injury  from  contact  with  hard  substances,  and  completely  free  of 
cleaning.  A  fabulous  opportunity  for  the  specialized  collector!

found  only  pristine-quality  specimens.  Since  there  are  now  flaws  whatsoever 
on  this  magnificent  coin,  bidders  can  open  the  throttle  as  it  were,  and  give  it 
a  deserving  high  bid. 

The  bill  which  ordered  a  change  in  the  design  of  the  silver  coins,  and 
which  further  authorized  the  Treasury  Department  to  change  any  coin 
design  after  it  had  been  in  use  for  25  years,  passed  congress  on  Septem¬ 
ber  26,  1890.  This  bill  specifically  called  for  a  change  in  the  Silver  Dol¬ 
lar  and  the  Nickel  as  soon  as  it  could  be  done  realistically  after  the  act 
passed.  Had  this  part  of  the  bill  been  followed  by  the  Mint,  it  would  have 
ended  the  Morgan  Dollar  series  in  1891  and  the  Liberty  Nickel  likewise. 

1  he  Barber  design  itself  (for  the  Half  and  Quarter  Dollar)  brought 
together  some  suggestions  from  Mint  Director  Leech  as  well  as  a  couple 
of  last  minute  modifications  (particularly  the  removal  of  Barber’s  original 
clouds  above  the  stars  on  the  reverse  —  see  Judd’s  Pattern  book  for  a  sam¬ 
ple  of  the  1891  Patterns).  As  finally  issued,  these  two  denominations  fea¬ 
ture  six-pointed  stars  on  the  obverse,  as  had  been  used  on  the  Seated  Lib¬ 
erty  coinage,  but  five-pointed  ones  on  the  reverse  (which  had  also  been 
Barber’s  original  choice  for  the  obverse).  These  are  the  only  regular  cir¬ 
culation  United  States  coins  with  stars  having  different  numbers  of 
points  on  the  obverse  and  reverse  and  are  the  first  regular  issue  coins  since 
the  Half  Disme  of  1792  which  use  five-pointed  stars.

1601  1898  NGC  graded  Proof  67.  Ultra  Cameo.  Superb!  Coming  down  to  haul 

facts,  this  coin  offers  the  prospective  bidder,  collector,  or  rare  coin  investor 
everything  he  or  she  could  ask  in  a  rarity:  superlative  strike,  pristine  mirror 
depth  in  the  field,  “hard  white”  blazing  frost  on  the  devices,  and  the  classic 
composition  of  19th  century  artistry  and  craftsmanship.  The  coin  exempli¬ 
fies  the  charming  Barber  series  of  quarter  dollars.  It  is  a  prime  example.  Not 
the  ultimate,  perhaps,  but  close  enough  to  the  ultimate  in  beauty  and  quali¬ 
ty  as  to  earn  it  special  mention.  Dazzle  your  friends  with  it:  it’s  high-octane 
surfaces  will  speed  up  their  hearts,  although  be  ready  for  some  possible  envy 
on  their  part.

1602  1899  NGC  graded  Proof  67.  Cameo.  Superb!  First-class  strike,  surfaces, 

and  mirror-reflectiveness.  The  mirror  field  supports  bold  devices  that, 
because  they  were  left  in  a  frosted  state  by  the  dies,  come  to  us  like  fine 
“cameos”  against  the  reflective  field.  A  hallmark  of  these  high-end  Proofs  is 
original  color:  eye-catching  russet-gold  with  purple  and  blue  iridescence  cov¬ 
ers  both  sides.  One  of  only  846  Proofs  issued  this  year.  But  how  many  can 
equal  this  beautiful  Proof  67  Cameo? 


1603  1899-0  Mint  State  64  or  Better.  Right  on  the  borderline  of  MS65  level, 
but  we  feel  a  more  conservative  evaluation  is  in  order.  Nevertheless,  this  has 
abundant  luster  on  both  sides,  and  is  graced  by  original  toning.  The  color: 
lightest  gray  and  silvery  at  centers,  then  deepening  to  dusky  purple  and  blue 
iridescence  at  the  rims.  Minor  weak  areas  at  forehead  and,  on  the  reverse,  the 
lower  extremities  of  the  eagle.  Scarce  New  Orleans  Mint  date.  (SEGS  MS65) 

1604  1903-0  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  64.  Deep  antique  gray  toning  at  the  rim 
as  though  it  has  been  in  an  old  coin  album  for  years.  Choice,  frosty  surfaces. 


1600  1892-S  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  63.  Light  russet  gray  patina.  Scarce  San 

Francisco  date,  the  first  issue  of  the  new  Charles  E.  Barber  design  (featured 
on  Americas  coins  from  1892  to  1916).

>05  1910  NGC  graded  Proof  67.  Superb!  Glittering  toned  surfaces  with  razor- 

sharp  relief  and  a  lovely  display  of  gold  and  dusky  gray-blue  on  both  sides. 
The  raised  areas  of  the  design,  especially  Liberty’s  strong  profile,  nicely  frost¬ 
ed  by  the  dies.  A  coin  of  great  beauty  that  will  realize  considerable  more  than 
an  “average”  Proof  67. 


>06  1916  Barber.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  65.  Final  year  of  the  design,  a  gem 

specimen  with  full  frosty  relief  and  fields,  the  coin  displaying  natural  light 
toning  in  areas.  This  issue  is  one  of  the  most  popular  choices  for  a  20th  cen¬ 
tury  Type  Set.

>07  1916  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  65.  Full  Head.  Only  52,000  specimens 

were  struck  of  this  rare,  first  year  of  issue.  Mint  state  pieces  are  quite  elusive 
and  in  constant  demand  by  collectors,  the  investing  public,  and  dealers  who 
have  a  hard  time  restocking  this  date.  The  surfaces  are  naturally  toned  with 
golden  brown  at  the  rims  and  delicately  overlaid  across  the  reverse.  A  matte¬ 
like  texture  is  typical  of  the  gleaming  luster  on  1916  quarters,  with  this  coins 
superb  finish  being  especially  attractive  and  “alive.” 


1608  1916  Standing  Liberty.  Extremely  Fine  45.  Although  it  has  been  ever  so 

gently  cleaned  or  wiped  with  a  cloth,  and  with  a  faint  hairline  to  the  right  of 
Liberty,  the  coin  still  has  enough  luster  and  overall  eye-appeal  as  to  make  just 
about  anyone  want  to  own  it.  Scarce  as  the  first  date  of  a  new  Type,  the 
191 6’s  mintage  ran  to  a  mere  52,000  pieces  (these  were  struck  late  in  the  year 
after  millions  of  1916  Barber  quarters  had  already  been  produced).  One  of 
the  key  dates  in  the  short  1916-30  standing  Liberty  quarter  series,  and  always 
at  the  head  of  everyone’s  Want  List. 


1609  1917  Type  1.  NGC  graded  Mint  State  66.  Full  Head.  Beautifully  marbled 

golden  brown  to  light  steel  with  blue  toning  over  both  surfaces,  the  luster 
shining  with  velvet  smoothness.  As  far  as  the  devices  go,  they  are  needle- 
sharp,  incredible  in  their  detail.  Put  a  magnifying  glass  to  the  coin.  It  is  hard 
to  imagine  another  1917  of  this  Type  outpacing  it  in  the  various  categories 
collectors  use  to  evaluate  and  grade  a  coin. 


1610  1917  Type  2.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  65.  Full  Head.  lively  full  strike  on 

all  devices,  especially  Liberty’s  head,  but  also  including  the  shield  and  inner 
design,  the  eagle’s  wings  and  chest  feathers.  Curiously,  it  was  the  designer, 
Hermon  MacNeil  who  requested  a  change  in  the  quarter’s  design,  when  earlv 
in  January  1917  he  wrote  the  mint  director.  Requested  were:  increasing  con¬ 
cavity  of  fields,  repositioning  the  eagle  higher  in  field,  placing  three  of  the  13 
stars  below  eagle,  respacing  the  inscriptions.  MacNeil  alleged  that  the  dies,  as 
finished  in  the  Mint,  were  untrue  to  his  original  conception  —  in  which 
valid  claim  we  may  see  the  hand  of  Charles  E.  Barber  at  work,  even  as  in 
1913  on  the  “Type  II"  buffalo  nickels,  and  in  1907-8  on  the  Saint-Gaudens 
gold  designs. 


1611  1917-D  Type  2.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  66.  “You  arc  absolutely  won¬ 

derful”  we  can  hear  lot  viewers  saying  to  themselves  when  they  view  this 
sparkling  gem  toned  Uncirculated  1917  quarter  with  the  second  design  for 
the  year.  It  has  marvelous  shades  of  multicolor  toning  that  encapsulates  both 
surfaces,  with  both  sides  also  displaying  mint-fresh  originality

with  glistening  mint  frost  throughout,  the  cumulative  effect  of  properly  strik¬ 
ing  by  the  dies  and  loving  preservation  by  its  former  owners.  The  choice  qual¬ 
ity  is  amply  on  display  in  the  heavy  frost.  Light,  even  milky  haze  on  the 
obverse  a\makes  this  an  especially  choice  example  of  the  elusive  overdate 
issue.  There  seems  to  be  no  weakness  on  the  obverse  barring  a  slight  soften¬ 
ing  on  Liberty’s  head;  the  reverse  is  also  exceedingly  sharp,  barring  a  small 
area  of  the  eagle’s  breast  which  lack  feather  definition.  Rare  in  all  grades,  and 
very  rare  in  choice  Mint  State  63  condition  or  better. 

During  autumn  1917,  immense  wartime  coinage  quotas  had  to  be  filled 
in  haste.  The  Engraving  Department  was  simultaneously  making  dies  for 
1917  “Type  II”  and  1918;  in  particular,  1918-dated  dies  for  the  branch 
mints  had  to  be  ready  well  before  the  year’s  end,  so  that  the  Denver  and 
San  Francisco  facilities  could  proceed  at  once  with  coinage  of  this 
denomination.  One  working  die  received  a  blow  from  a  1917  hub,  rou¬ 
tinely  went  to  the  annealing  furnaces  to  be  prepared  for  subsequent 
blows,  but  through  error  returned  to  the  wrong  press  and  received  its 
other  blow  from  a  1918  hub.  (This  annealing  between  blows  is  necessary 
to  prevent  working  dies  from  becoming  stress-hardened  and  brittle 
enough  to  shatter  on  subsequent  impressions  from  the  hub.)  Inspection 
failed  to  detect  the  error,  and  this  obverse  die  was  mintmarked  for  San 
Francisco  and  used — briefly — in  coinage.  Collectors  first  noticed  the 
variety  in  1937,  and  retrieved  most  survivors  from  circulation  then  and 
during  the  next  few  years.  Its  first  auction  appearance  was  in  Bluestone 
12/4/37:741,  where  a  mint-state  specimen  (one  of  only  a  few  now 
known)  sold  for  the  then  astronomical  figure  of  $26.25.

Firmly  struck  on  Liberty’s  body  and  shield,  though  shy  of  detail  in  the 
head  features  as  almost  always  encountered  with  this  rare  date.  The  eagle  for  its 
part  is  also  quite  bold,  showing  excellent  wing  feathers  although  minor  soften¬ 
ing  on  the  breast  and  immediately  above  the  breast.  Choice,  frosty  luster 
throughout.  A  glass  reveals  minor  contact  marks  on  the  upper  body  and  shield, 
pointing  to  the  mid-level  MS63  grade.  A  coin  for  the  Rarities  connoisseur! 


1615  1918-S,  8  over  7.  Fine  12.  Cleaned  long  ago,  but  the  left  to  tone  (possibly 

in  one  of  those  old  Wayte  Raymond-style  coin  albums).  The  color  is  now 
light  to  medium  gray  and  features  russet  brown  at  the  rims  in  the  tradition¬ 
al  “coin  album”  look.  Four  complete  date  digits  present,  with  the  final  8  over 
an  earlier  7.  Along  with  the  1916  of  this  type,  the  other  Key  Date  in  the 
series.  It  is  unknown  how  many  were  made,  but  it  must  have  been  very  few.

branch  mint  issue.  A  full  sharp  strike  makes  the  Full  Head  1920-D  a  rarity. 
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l61  1929-S  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  65  Full  Head.  An  exciting  Gem  Uncir¬ 

culated  coin  from  whichever  vantage  point  chose.  Luscious  pastel  toning 
around  the  margins,  well  struck  with  a  Full  Head,  and  brilliant  satiny  luster 
that  swirls  for  days.  Great  for  type,  for  a  date  set,  or  for  the  sheer  enjoyment 
of  owning  a  Gem  example  of  one  of  the  greatest  designs  to  ever  grace  a  cir¬ 
culating  coin. 

618  1930  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  65.  Delicate  pinkish-pearl  coloration  floats 

atop  massively  well  struck  surfaces  that  appears  to  show  about  80  percent  or 
more  Full  Head  qualities.  A  superb  coin  for  the  grade  that  will  undoubtedly 
command  a  premium  to  the  current  price  levels  for  average  quality  coins.

p  1 9  1932-D  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  64.  As  the  first  year  of  issue,  1 932  always 

commands  a  great  deal  of  attention;  bearing  the  “D”  mintmark  for  Denver, 
it  rises  to  the  level  of  fondness  seen  only  on  two  other  dates  in  the  series, 
1932-S  and  1936-D.  However,  this  is  the  most  recognized  rarity  in  the  series, 
a  coin  for  which  few  gems  of  65  or  higher  quality  seem  to  have  survived  from 
an  original  436,800  mintage.  Handsome  in  every  respect,  it  boasts  full  satiny 
luster  with  a  little  russet  toning  here  and  there.

1630  1940  PCGS  graded  Proof  66.  If  you  wish  to  achieve  a  complete  Proof  date 
set  of  the  popular  Washington  series,  then  the  present  glittering  gem  1940 
should  prove  a  winner.

1632  1941  NGC  graded  Proof  65.  Sleek  and  smooth  silvery  white  fields  with 
nary  a  trace  of  chatter  or  otherwise.  A  solid  blast  white  Gem  Proof  Washing¬ 
ton  quarter  dollar. 

1633  1942  PCGS  graded  Proof  64. 

1634  1946-S  1946-S  NGC  graded  Mint  State  67.  Flashy  and  brilliant;  so  “fresh" 
that  die  polish  lines  are  still  present.  The  IN  GOD  WE  TRUST  motto 
appears  to  be  doubly  impressed.  A  very  satisfying  Superb  Gem  Washington 
quarter  dollar. 

1635  1950-S  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  67.  Wildly  toned  in  gun  metal  blue,  lime 
green,  amber,  and  russet  shades.  The  fields  are  immaculate,  the  strike  incred¬ 
ibly  bold,  and  an  appearance  that  screams  technical  perfection  as  well  as  aes¬ 
thetic  charm. 


p22  1932-S  NGC  graded  Mint  State  64.  Blazing  silvery  white  frost  that  has  a 

bare  hint  of  toning.  Because  the  surface  is  nearly  mark-free,  it  stands  out 
from  other  MS64-level  1932-S  quarters  that  may  be  present  in  the  market¬ 
place.  Though  not  quite  as  elusive  in  this  grade  as  1932-D,  mintage  was  in 
fact,  fewer  at  408,000  pieces.

culated  55.  Resplendent  luster  beneath  old-time  toning  whose  shade  begins 
on  a  base  of  natural  medium  gray  and  then  expands  with  accents  of  amber 
reddish  brown.  All  original;  pristine  in  the  extreme  (these  early  pieces  nor¬ 
mally  display  marks,  adjustment  lines,  and  other  imperfections).  This  isn’t  a 
coin  for  a  light-hearted  buyer  since  the  experience  of  years  in  the  business 
tells  us  the  top-tier  bidders,  die  variety  collectors  as  well  as  dealers,  will  by 
vying  for  it. 

On  Oct.  15,  1794,  Chief  Coiner  Henry  Voigt  delivered  5,300  half  dollars, 
followed  by  18,164  more  on  Feb.  4,  1795,  from  1794-dated  dies  During  the 
remainder  of  spring  and  summer  1795,  half-dollar  coinage  continued  from 
1795-dated  dies  [299,680],  from  19  obverse  and  22  or  23  reverse  dies,  the 
first  reverse  left  over  from  1794.  Several  slightly  differing  head-  and  eagle- 
device  punches  were  used  during  the  year,  the  final  ones  attributed  to  John 
Smith  Gardner,  briefly  Assistant  Engraver:  the  famous  are  the  rare  Small 
Heads.  These  are  associated  with  four  Heavy  Wreath  reverses  showing  a  small 
dot  in  lower  field  between  ribbons;  this  is  thought  to  be  Gardner’s  “signa¬ 
ture,”  to  tell  his  dies  from  Scot’s.  The  Double  Date  and  Three  Leaves  coins 
belong  with  this  group,  evidently  at  the  end  of  the  mintage,  summer  1795. 

Overton- 1 24  variety.  The  rare  Reverse  Q  in  which  there  is  a  die  defect 
lump  above  the  lowest  leaves  on  right.  Berries  8-8.  There  is  a  small  hori¬ 
zontal  die  defect  lump  just  above  the  lowest  pair  of  leaves  on  right, 
between  them  ad  the  berry  that  is  below  the  wreath.

1  and  2  distant  from  curl;  star  5  and  figure  9  recut.  Berries  9-8,  with  2 
inside  left,  2  inside  right  and  a  leaf  below  the  center  of  F.

graded  Fine  12.  A  scarce  (Rarity-4)  variety  pairing  Obverse  10  with  reverse

Die  characteristics:  The  fourth  “style”  of  Reich’s  capped  bust  left  Half  Dollar, 
that  of  1817  to  1825,  incorporated  several  major  improvements.  First,  the 
curls  are  far  more  finely  engraved  below  the  cap  than  on  any  other  date  range 
in  the  series.  Second,  major  changes  in  the  relief  of  the  drapery  occur,  espe¬ 
cially  the  top  fold  in  front  of  the  clasp.  Finally,  the  cheek  and  jaw  are  in  high¬ 
er  relief  and  the  chin  more  tilted  upwards,  plus  there  was  some  relief  modifi¬ 
cation  to  the  cap. 

The  nature  of  the  progressive  changes  in  the  style  of  Reich’s  bust  design  — 
from  fine  hair  to  coarse,  and  then  starting  over  with  fine  again  —  shows 
clearly  that  in  this  period  the  Mint  was  using  master  dies  rather  than  hubs, 
as  these  modifications  would  have  required  the  addition  of  more  metal  to  a 
hub,  but  merely  deepening  of  the  engraving  on  a  master  die.  The  “Master 
Die”  concept  was,  according  to  Stack’s  and  other  researchers,  standard  prac¬ 
tice  at  the  Mint  until  many  years  after  the  end  of  the  Bust  Halt  Dollar  series

steel  with  iridescent  toning  and  none  of  the  scattered  marks  as  seen  on  another  specimen  of  this  ultra  rare  Proof.  The  devices  and 
rims,  including  all  stars,  are  squared  off  and  exceedingly  sharp,  in  fact  so  incredibly  precise  as  to  cause  no  uncertainty  with  the 
coin’s  status  as  one  of  the  few  extant  Proofs  of  the  No  Drapery  style.  According  to  research,  this  is  one  of  at  most  three  known. 
An  example  with  marks  sold  in  our  September  1993  sale,  lot  712,  and  was  graded  Brilliant  Proof  63.  Reappearing  in  an  in  NGC 
62  holder  in  our  May  1994  sale,  lot  677,  and  is  again  referred  to  has  having  “scattered  light  marks”,  it  was  the  same  piece  as  in 
the  1993sale,  and  traces  back  to  Stack’s  1976  ANA  sale.  Breen,  per  his  Encyclopedia  of  United  States  and  Colonial  Proof  coins  1722- 
1982,  asserts  that  on  “August  13,  1839,  one  proof  and  one  frost  unc.  of  the  new  design  were  sent  by  Mint  Director  Patterson  to 
the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury.  They  were  distinguished  in  the  description  even  though  the  word  “proof’  was  not  used.  The  1973 
Reed  Hawn  coin  also  appears  to  be  a  different  specimen,  unless  the  toning  has  changed  in  the  29  years  since  it  was  sold.  The  sup¬ 
posed  Norweb  proof  turns  out  to  be  an  AU58  with  suggestions  of  prooflike  finish,  making  this  lovely  PCGS  Proof  64  possibly 
the  third  or  fourth  one  known  for  certain.  It  resides  in  holder  30062696  within  an  “Intercept  Shield  box,  and  has  all  the  hall¬ 
marks  of  being  the  finest  known  or,  to  be  on  the  safe  side,  in  a  tie  with  the  Reed  Hawn  specimen  graded  “Brilliant  Proof’  by 
Stack’s  in  1973. 

[In  1996,  Stack’s  sold  a  recently  discovered  Proof  specimen  that  differs  from  the  preceding  coins  in  having  silver-white  fields,  but 
presumably  takes  the  total  known  up  to  four  specimens.] 

Following  the  early  Mint  tradition  of  uniformity  of  design  of  all  silver  coins,  the  Gobrecht  Liberty  Seated  design  (after  T  homas 
Sully),  adopted  for  silver  dollars  in  Dec.  1836,  was  extended  to  half  dollars  in  1839.  Reverse  is  similar  to  previous  types,  but 
inscription  is  at  first  in  small  letters  similar  to  those  of  1 836  37. 

The  first  obverse  dies  show  no  extra  drapery  at  crook  of  elbow;  later  dies  through  1891  have  a  small  extra  patch  below  it.  This 
is  nothing  like  the  bulky  cloak  on  the  Robert  Ball  Hughes  version  found  on  dollars  and  smaller  silver  1840-91.  Only  on  half 
dollars  does  the  original  Sully-Gobrecht  design  continue  (albeit  with  redrawn  Reich  eagles  rather  than  the  Peale-Gobrecht  fly¬ 
ing  eagle  of  the  1836  39  dollars).  Nor  is  it  coincidence  that  the  half  dollars  are  the  only  denomination  therealter  to  come  sharph 
struck.  Coins  from  the  1 839  “no  drapery”  dies  went  into  circulation  early  and  stayed  there;  mint-state  survivors  were  until  recent 
years  so  rare  that  their  existence  was  controversial,  but  today  perhaps  five  qualify  at  that  level  plus  three  proofs.  Those  from  the 
three  “with  drapery”  obverses  are  nearly  as  rare  in  mint  state.

blow  by  the  dies,  combined  with  equally  impressive  mint  frost  everywhere. 
The  luster  is  intact  and  glistening  beneath  a  natural  overlay  of  russet  brown 
and  blue  toning.  Each  star  is  crisp  and  detailed;  Liberty’s  hair  equally  so,  as 
well  as  her  drapery  and  sandal.  The  obverse  shield  will  delight  you  when 
viewed  under  low  magnification.  As  far  as  the  reverse,  it  too  offers  the  view¬ 
er  intensely  pleasing  detail,  surface  originality,  and  sparkle.  The  shield,  as  on 
the  obverse,  exhibits  infinite  detail,  while  the  eagle’s  feathers  (neck,  wings, 
legs)  cannot  be  matched  for  detail.  In  fact,  the  whole  coin  is  a  stand-out 
among  seated  Liberty  half  dollars  of  this  vintage.  The  design,  which  used  No 
Motto  above  the  eagle,  lasted  from  1839  until  1866.  As  a  historical  reference, 
many  dated  1850-53  were  withdrawn  by  the  government,  melted,  and  the 
resulting  raw  material  reused  to  strike  lighter-weight  1853-55  “Arrows” 
coinage.  This  impressive  1851  is  housed  in  NGC  holder  2016473-011.

Full  brilliance  every¬ 
where,  it  is  as  if  the  coin  were  struck  a  moment  ago  and  the  coinage  press 
operator  took  it  in  his  gloved  hand  and  turned  and  gave  it  to  the  consignor 
of  the  piece!  It  is  that  fresh  and  original  —  the  ultimate  beauty  in  an  1852 
seated  Liberty  half  dollar.  Of  course,  the  striking  details  are  quite  full:  stars, 
Liberty,  her  shield,  the  eagle,  its  shield  —  the  whole  ball  of  wax.

For  like  the 
overuse  of  exclamation  points  in  an  article  or  work  of  fiction,  certain  usages 
can  easily  be  overdone.  Far  be  it  for  us  to  use  hyperbole  when  describing  these 
coins.  But  here,  the  term  astounding  is  affirmed  by  the  coin  itself.  A  blaze  of 
silvery  magnificence  without  any  toning,  no  spotting,  no  injury,  but  instead, 
silver-white  cameo  frost.  The  devices  resonate  and  seem  to  shift  back  and 
forth  atop  the  smooth-as-glass  field.  As  far  as  the  “strike”  on  the  devices  is 
concerned,  nothing  more  need  be  added.  It  is  perfect.  Don’t  be  surprised  to 
see  the  other  bidders  and  attendees  at  the  auction  spin  around  in  their  chairs 
when  the  bidding  on  this  1860  gets  hot.  Whatever  the  coin  brings,  we  feel 
cerram  there  won’t  be  an  equal  contender  for  this  grade  or  pristine  appear¬ 
ance  in  many  a  long  year!  (NGC  serial  number  429634-008.) 


1820  1860-0  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  64.  Original  toning;  pristine  luster.  The 

reverse  blessed  with  intense  blue  toning.  If  the  atomic  fallout  from  the  previ¬ 
ous  Proof  67  1860  half  dollar  has  left  you  gasping  for  breath,  and  if  your 
checking  account  (or  your  mindful  wife)  wouldn’t  allow  you  to  place  a  bid 
on  that  specimen,  then  possibly  this  aristocratic  looking  1 860-0  will  make  a 
superb  substitute.  It  has  all  of  the  qualifications  of  its  high  grade,  and  then 
some.  The  detail  is  there,  the  beauty  is  there,  the  color  and  overall  aesthetic 
appearance.

ON  AN  1861  PROOF  HALF  DOLLAR 


1821  1861  PCGS  graded  Proof  64.  Cameo.  Deep,  glittering  purple  and  blue 

toning,  with  amber  gold  and  red  areas  towards  the  middles,  especially  on  the 
reverse.  The  impeccable  color  of  this  exceedingly  choice  seated  Liberty  Half 
dollar  with  certainly  earn  it  a  honorable  mention  among  toned  Proofs. 
Beneath  the  beautiful  overlay  of  color,  mirror  depth  and  cameo  frost,  with 
the  bare  minimum  of  microscopic  hairlines.

Attractively  toned;  a  well  struck  proof  whose 
choice  quality  comes  within  an  eyelash  of  Gem  65  grade.  Blue  toning  with 
natural  antique  gray,  the  glittering  fields  offset  by  frosted  devices.  An  all¬ 
round  handsome  coin!  Mintage:  600  pieces. 

I  827  1868  NGC  graded  Proof  64.  Like  the  PCGS-graded  1868  just  presented,  a 

well  struck,  original  toned  specimen  whose  variegated  color  and  surface 
preservation  accords  it  special  mention. 

4  828  1869  NGC  graded  Proof  62.  Only  600  proofs  made,  and  just  15  certified 

in  this  grade  by  NGC.  Very  faint  hairlines  on  obverse,  but  reverse  is  choice. 
Attractive  gold,  russet  and  blue  toning  near  obverse  edge,  mottled  blue  and 
purple  patina  on  the  reverse.

1 830  1870  NGC  graded  Proof  66.  Gorgeous  multihued  toning  with  the  base  col¬ 

ors  lavender  gray  and  blue  but  then  extending  into  shades  of  purple  and  gold. 
The  fields  shimmer  with  watery  reflection;  the  devices  grand  in  their  imper¬ 
ial  sharp  strike.  As  with  other  Proof  1870  issues,  mintage  stopped  at  an  even 
1,000  pieces  this  year,  with  at  best,  no  more  than  10%  of  the  issue  around  in 
gem  condition  (if  that).

On 
the  reverse,  the  toning  is  less  demanding  on  a  person's  attention,  having 
stealthily  crept  in  around  the  rim  denticles  and  making  its  way  a  millimeter 
or  two  into  the  field  behind  the  letters  of  UNITED  STATES  OF  AMF.R1  - 
CA.  The  eagle,  its  scroll,  as  well  as  the  tops  of  the  legends,  all  are  pearly  white 
from  the  dies.  This  gives  a  majestic  look  to  the  coin;  and  it  adds  great  visual 
appeal  for  anyone  contemplating  owning  it. 
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1835  1874  With  Arrows.  NGC  graded  Mint  State  64.  Original  light  pearl  gray 
toning  atop  sleek  mint  frost,  the  perfect  balance  of  age  and  mint  freshness 
collectors  have  come  to  admire  in  a  key  Type  coin  such  as  this.  For  it  is  a  key 
type,  struck  only  in  1873  and  1874  with  arrows  at  the  date.

This  handsome 
coin  traces  to  the  “Milwaukee  Collection”  of  gem  toned  hall  dollars.  Sharply 
struck  with  deep  reflection  in  the  field,  there  is  a  single  tone  spot  at  the  date, 
and  one  or  two  thoroughly  insignificant  flyspecks  on  the  reverse.

The  “or  Better”  indicated  by  the  extensive 
vibrant  mint  bloom  and  silvery  white  flash  of  the  fields.  Only  at  the  rim  has 
any  toning  formed,  and  this  is  a  nice  combination  of  purple-brown  and  blue- 
as-steel  iridescence.

I  840  I  881  PCGS  graded  Proof  64.  If  your  forte  is  attractively  toned  Proofs,  then 
this  lovely  1  881  should  be  put  front  and  center  on  your  wish  list.  It  has  gor¬ 
geous  purple  and  blue  shades  on  hoth  sides.  The  underlying  field  glitters  with 
mirror  perfection.  The  rising  devices,  in  a  nod  to  the  mint  workman  who 
tempered  the  dies,  display  satin  frost  which  gives  the  coin  a  two-tone  appear¬ 
ance  in  the  sense  of  frost-on-mirror  contrast. 


SPECTACULAR  TONED  PROOF  1884  HALF  DOLLAR 


1842  1884  NGC  graded  Proof  67.  Superb!  An  incredibly  stunning  Prool  repre¬ 

sentative  that  displays  colorful  lavender  and  blue  toning  on  both  sides,  even¬ 
ly  balanced  over  both  surfaces  and  gleaming  with  iridescence.  One  of  the  tew 
Proof  67  specimens  graded  it  has  all  the  earmarks  of  this  lofty  honor,  includ¬ 
ing  full  stars  and  sharp  Liberty  with  shield,  a  full  eagle  with  crisp  shield  and 
intensely  pleasing  detail.  Mintage  was  a  mere  875  Proofs  in  1884. 
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1843  1887  PCGS  graded  Proof  65.  Dazzling  originality,  the  surface  pristine  and 

virtually  hairline-free,  the  color  a  winning  mixture  of  hues  from  the  color 
spectrum.

1847  1891  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  65.  Deep  and  watery  mirror  fields  on  both 

sides,  vibrant  with  silver  brilliance  and  flashy  mirror  fields.  Here  and  there 
the  first  signs  of  light  toning.  Minor  weakness  on  some  stars  and  the  left  por¬ 
tion  of  the  scroll  over  the  eagle  are  mint-caused. 


1844  1887  NGC  graded  Mint  State  65.  One  of  the  very  scarce  Mint  State  1887 

halves,  this  features  lovely  toning  over  superlative  mirror-like  fields  and  frosty 
devices.

forefront  of  specimens  for  the  sophisticated  buyer  to  enjoy  and  ponder. 
Shimmering  mint-watery  mirrors  and  satiny  devices  developed  warm  golden 
to  amber  brown  and  blue  patina  in  the  coin’s  passage  through  time.  That  is 
has  been  judiciously  handled  as  it  passed  through  generations  of  collectors’ 
hands  is  evident  on  the  face  of  things.

from  the  early  1890s  always  come  with  varying  degrees  of  toning,  then  you 
haven’t  cast  your  eyes  on  this  resplendent  1893.  Its  silvery  whiteness  will 
stimulate  the  optic  nerves  at  the  back  of  your  eyeballs,  and  at  the  same  time 
cause  the  muscles  attached  thereon  to  thrust  them  forward  in  the  fashionable 
look  quaintly  known  as  “eye  popping.”

Bold  stars  give  a  nice 
frame  to  the  central  obverse  device.  Barber’s  Liberty  faces  right,  wearing  a  cap 
and  headband  of  laurel.

Boldly 
impressed  and  a  just  a  few  wispy  hairlines  from  an  even  higher  grade.  As  a 
date,  the  1897  is  slightly  better  than  the  so-called  common  dates.

1854  1903  NGC  graded  Proof  68.  Superb!  With  a  nod  to  Judy  Garland,  who 

warbles  about  syrupy  things  in  a  1939  Hollywood  flick,  this  1903  Barber  half 
dollar  displays  colorful  toning.  Superb  colorful  toning.  Toning  of  a  stout 
breed  whose  beauty,  depth,  and  variety  must  be  seen.  Rich  with  color,  it  tran¬ 
scends  the  sixteen  million  shades  of  the  32-bit  spectrum  used  in  computer 
color  definition.  Its  subtle  nuances  are  there  for  all  to  see  unless  you  are  one 
of  the  unfortunates  who  have  trouble  with  certain  wavelengths.  But  for  all 
rhe  rest  of  you  on  the  save  wavelength,  destiny  says  this  lovely  1903  will  break 
the  price  records. 


GEM  CAMEO  PROOF  1905  HALF  DOLLAR 


1855  1905  NGC  graded  Proof  67.  Cameo.  Superb!  As  though  a  magic  wand  has 

been  invoked,  this  coin  comes  to  us  in  its  pristine  originality:  bright,  glow¬ 
ing,  complete  with  strong  cameo  frost  on  the  devices  and  black-with-depth 
mirrors.  We  are  struck  by  its  sharp  devices.  Our  smile  broadens  into  a  wide 
amazement  because  of  its  beauteous  fields  and  superlative  devices.  Mark  this 
down  in  your  catalogs:  a  coin  of  this  caliber  won’t  become  available  anytime 
soon  after  it  sells  in  this  active  market. 


1856  1906  NGC  graded  Proof  64.  When  angled  just  right  beneath  a  light,  the 
proof  mirror  flash  strongly  beneath  the  dappled  brown  and  blue  toning.  A 
well  struck  example. 

1857  1906-D  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  64.  Originally  toned,  the  obverse  and 
reverse  medium  russet  brown  and  antique  gray.  Both  sides  display  shimmer¬ 
ing  luster;  both  sides  well  executed  by  the  dies  to  where  all  stars  are  full  and 
only  the  eagle’s  arrow-holding  claw  shows  any  degree  of  softness  due  to  its 
position  opposite  a  high  point  of  Liberty’s  leaves. 

1858  1906-0  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  63.  Strictly  original  Choice  Unc.  Half 
dollar  toned  in  dusky  lavender  hues.  Strong  satiny  luster  is  barely  contained 
by  the  layer  of  patination.  Collectors  often  pass  on  those  very  coins  that  are 
truly  original  by  virtue  of  not  having  had  the  opportunity  to  examine  that 
many.  Here  is  one  of  the  precious  few  “unmessed”  with  coins  from  the  early 
20th  century.  On  top  of  all  that,  the  1 906-0  is  a  decidedly  scarcer  date  but 
isn’t  always  pegged  as  such. 

1859  1908-0  PCGS  graded  About  Uncirculated  58.  Glossy  snow  white  surfaces, 
with  lots  of  mint  luster. 


1 860  1909-0  NGC  graded  Mint  State  65.  Important  as  the  final  half  dollar  year 

to  be  struck  at  the  New  Orleans  mint.  Dimes,  quarter  dollars,  and  half  dol¬ 
lars  were  struck  at  this  facility  in  1909,  along  with  some  half  eagles,  but  no 
other  denominations.  The  half  dollar  well  regarded  because  it  is  very  scarce 
in  choice  to  gem  condition.  The  present  light  golden  toned  example  display¬ 
ing  glorious  original  luster  with  sharp  devices. 
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861  1912-D  NGC  graded  Mint  State  65.  Exceptionally  smooth  frosty  surfaces 

without  demeaning  bagmarks  or  unsightly  toning,  indeed,  no  toning  what¬ 
soever.  The  surface,  which  gleams  but  doesn’t  “dance”  with  luster,  has  a  soft, 
satin-like  appearance.  The  stars  are  all  sharp,  as  is  the  hair,  the  cap,  and  the 
eagle,  with  its  accompaniment  of  intricate  areas.  Charles  E.  Barber  modeled 
his  reverse  after  the  Great  Seal  of  the  U.S. 


862  1914-S  NGC  graded  Mint  State  65.  A  bold  striking  with  an  intense 

amount  of  white  frostiness  from  top  to  bottom  on  both  sides.  The  unsub¬ 
dued  luster  pretty  much  free  of  toning  except  on  the  reverse  where  a  little 
grayish  brown  has  begun. 


'  863  1916  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  64.  First  year  of  issue;  creamy  smooth  lus¬ 

ter  covers  all  surfaces.  A  delightful  near-gem. 

United  States  silver  coins  of  1916  display  unusual  “textured”  luster  —  unusu¬ 
al  and  alluring.  Such  luster  is  especially  nice  on  choice  Uncirculated  examples 
like  the  present  coin.  Compared  to  later  issues  which  sport  more  traditional 
mint  frost,  these  early  dates  are  in  a  class  all  their  own.  Any  collector  who  is 
familiar  with  them  may  find  it  rewarding  to  add  a  few  to  his  collection. 

The  first  design  of  the  Walking  Liberty  Half  Dollar  (1916)  has  small,  rather 
spiky  stars  on  the  flag  and  with  only  a  faint  line  separating  the  star  field  from  the 
field  of  stripes.  The  red  stripes  are  not  clearly  set  off  from  the  white  ones  by  any 
sort  of  border  line.  The  ground  line  from  the  date  to  the  sun  is  softly  defined 
and  rounded  at  the  top  while  the  base  of  ray  8  from  the  sun  is  much  too  close 
to  the  base  of  ray  7.  Many  of  these  features  were  modified  in  later  years. 

1864  1917  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  66.  Sharply  detailed  for  this  desirable  early 

issue,  a  heavenly  (and  heavily)  frosted  gem  sporting  deep  amber-brown  and 
some  blue  toning  at  the  periphery.  It  would  be  hard  to  surpass  the  quality  of 
this  specimen. 


1865  1917  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  64.  Beginning  with  1917,  the  mint  incor¬ 

porated  larger  more  regularly  shaped  stars  on  the  flag;  there  is  also  now  a 
sharp  border  line  below  the  star  field  and  more  sharply  defined  edge  lines  on 
the  red  stripes.  Additionally,  the  leaves  on  the  branch  in  Libertyfs  hand  are 
more  clearly  outlined  and  have  sharp  points  as  well  as  being  aligned  differ¬ 
ently. 

Full  frosty  white  surfaces  with  only  the  least  softness  along  Liberty’s  leg  lim¬ 
iting  the  grade  to  MS64  instead  of  MS65. 


1866  1917-D  Reverse  Mintmark.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  64.  Full  frosty  lus¬ 

ter  with  just  a  touch  of  dullness  or  softening  in  the  strike  along  the  central  por¬ 
tion  of  Liberty’s  body.  The  luster  has  a  surreal  elegance  to  its  velvety  smooth¬ 
ness.  The  Denver  mint  started  1917  by  striking  coins  from  dies  provided  it  by 
the  home  mint  having  the  “D”  mintmark  in  the  obverse  field  near  IN  GOD 
WE  TRUST.  Later,  new  dies  were  supplied  after  it  was  decided  to  conform  to 
other  denominations  then  being  made  in  which  the  mintmark  is  positioned 
on  the  reverse.  The  new  location  is  now  a  few  millimeters  to  the  left  of  HALF 
in  HALF  DOLLAR,  in  an  opening  below  the  pine  branch.  Denver  Mint 
1917  half  dollars  are  elusive  in  this  exceptional  state  of  preservation.

1867  1919-D  Mint  State  64.  (ICG  graded  MS64),  an  above-average  specimen  of 

this  very  elusive  issue.  First,  it  displays  full  frost  on  the  devices  as  well  as 
throughout  the  fields  on  either  side,  with  a  smidgen  of  dulling  in  the  central 
regions.  Next,  though  the  devices  themselves  have  “average”  detail  at  centers 
—  hand,  drapery  lines  down  the  leg,  detail  in  the  head  —  they  are  relatively 
free  of  the  usual  handling  and  “bag”  marks,  thus  increasing  the  attractiveness 
and  improving  the  value  immeasurably.  In  any  case  it  is  not  worth  bothering 
to  mention  the  few  bagmarks  associated  with  this  coin  since  they  are  unim¬ 
portant.  If  you  collect  walking  Liberty  half  dollars,  if  you  potter  about  among 
the  rare  early  dates,  studying  price  histories  and  trends,  looking  up  popula¬ 
tion  statistics,  etc.,  then  you’ll  find  1919-D  leads  the  pack  when  the  MS64 
level  and  above  it  is  reached.  Reports  are  that  the  preponderance  of  the  issue 
circulated;  and  those  which  did  not  were  saved  in  pretty  “typical”  condition 
compared  to  this  handsome  piece.  We  encourage  a  strong  bid.  with  your 
reward  coming  when  you  sell  it  at  some  time  in  the  far  distant  future  to 
another  knowledgeable,  appreciative  buyer. 
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KEY  DATE  1919-S  HALF  DOLLAR 


1868  1919-S  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  64.  Thick,  gleaming  mint  luster  charac¬ 

terizes  this  very  handsome  high  grade  example  of  the  key  date  1919-S.  The 
head  of  Liberty  and  the  skirt  lines  show  a  dash  more  detail  than  average,  but 
the  hand  area  is  typically  weak.  Virtually  touched  by  toning  except  for  a  light 
hazy  of  golden  pearl  shell  sheen.  Since  there  are  no  obvious  bagmarks  or  lus¬ 
ter  breaks  the  grade  is  quite  close  to  the  upper  end  of  its  classification.  One 
of  the  keys  to  the  walking  Liberty  half  dollar  series. 


1869  1920  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  64.  With  the  change  to  1920-dated  dies  the 

mint  altered  the  design  of  the  Walking  Liberty  Half  Dollar  somewhat.  Lib- 
ertyis  cap  has  now  been  redesigned  with  more  grooves  at  the  back  and  a  larg¬ 
er  fold  at  the  top.  In  addition,  the  ground  line  from  date  to  sun  has  been 
given  a  sharp  raised  edge.  Finally,  the  outer  edge  of  the  flag  curl  by  the  knee 
has  also  had  a  raised  border  added  to  it. 

Gleaming  fresh  bloom  from  the  dies,  mostly  snow  white  though  with  whis¬ 
pers  of  light  toning  here  and  there.  A  handsome  example. 


1870  1921  -S  NGC  graded  About  Uncirculated  50.  Key  date  in  this  series,  in 

which  a  number  of  the  (mostly  branch  mint)  dates  in  the  teens  and  twenties 
are  very  scarce  in  high  grade.  Well  struck  and  lustrous,  with  perhaps  10% 
mint  bloom  adhering  around  the  peripheral  areas  and  within  some  devices. 
Weak  centers,  as  often  occurs.  Mintage:  548,000  belies  the  reality  the  most- 
often  seen  grade  for  1921-S  is  no  better  than  Good  or  Very  Good. 


1871  1928-S  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  64.  There  came  a  knock  on  the  door,  and 
this  lovely  original  toned  1928  half  dollar  was  consigned  to  the  sale.  It  boasts 
multicolor  toning  on  a  base  of  warm  golds  and  sunset  hues  with  some  nat¬ 
ural  russet  gray  in  two  bands,  one  on  the  obverse,  the  other  matching  it  and 
slightly  more  developed  on  the  reverse.  The  coin  has  all  the  hallmarks  of  the 
MS65  grade,  so  prepare  for  the  sale  bearing  this  in  mind. 

With  the  introduction  of  the  1927  issue  and  continuing  through  1928- 
39,  the  mint  redesigned  the  drapery  lines  at  and  below  Libertyfs  right 
shoulder  by  putting  them  into  stronger  relief;  there  is  also  a  strong  incuse 
border  around  the  flag  and  curl  below  Libertyfs  right  arm,  separating  it 
from  the  lower  level  of  the  flag. 

1872  1929-D  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  64.  Ex  Queller  Collection.  As  indicat¬ 
ed  on  the  holder,  a  provenance  specimen.  Boasting  full  fresh  luster  under¬ 
neath  original  toning,  every  design  element,  from  Liberty  and  her  flag  to  the 
eagle  gripping  a  pine  branch,  very  sharply  impressed  by  the  dies.

Report  only  9  examples  are  slightly  better. 

l‘>_’ '  1950-D  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  65  Full  Bell  Lines.  A  very  satisfying 

Franklin  Half  Dollar  with  a  cartwheel  luster  effect.  The  fields  do  not  suffer 
from  what  can  be  very  distracting  die  polish  lines  or  regions.  The  Full  Bell 
l  ines  designation  is  an  easy  call.  A  minimum  of  slight  contact  marks  below 
Franklin's  ear  preclude  a  higher  grade  designation. 

192-4  1954  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  65  Full  Bell  Lines.  Dazzling  white  gem, 

with  deep  satiny  luster. 

1925  1954-D  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  66  Full  Bell  Lines.  Blazing  satiny  luster, 
with  attractive  lemon  and  lime  toning. 

1926  1959  Brilliant  Proof  67.  Cameo.  In  PCI  Proof  67  Cameo  holder. 

1927  1959  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  65  Full  Bell  Lines.  White.  Dazzling  white 
gem.

HISTORIC  1794  FLOWING  HAIR  SILVER  DOLLAR 


See  Color  Plates 


001  1794  Flowing  Hair.  Net  Very  Good  8.  The  most  famous  of  all  silver  dollars 

—  and  we  aren’t  forgetting  the  highly  touted  1895  Proof —  Americas  pre¬ 
mier  “crown”  sized  coin,  struck  to  the  tune  of  a  mere  1,758  pieces!  This  col¬ 
lectible  specimen  has  a  few  things  wrong  with  it,  but  is  still  “net”  Very  Good 
8.  First,  most  of  the  coin’s  problems  mainly  appear  centered  on  the  obverse, 
leaving  the  reverse  really  rather  attractive  for  an  early  rarity  like  this.  There 
are  a  few  small  planchet  flaws  behind  the  hair  curls  and  streaking  through  the 
word  LIBERTY  —  these  were  likely  caused  by  carbon  or  other  impurities  in 
the  silver  melt.  At  the  time,  conditions  at  America’s  nascent  mint  were  prim¬ 
itive  compared  to  what  they  would  evolve  to  20  or  30  years  later.  Often,  the 
planchets  exhibit  streaks  or  lamination.  Next,  there  is  some  minor  engraving 
on  the  denticles  at  2  o’clock  on  the  reverse  where  a  bump  at  the  rim  was 
smoothed.  More  obvious  is  some  possible  tooling  behind  the  hair  on  the 
obverse  beneath  the  aforementioned  planchet  defect.  The  color,  undoubted¬ 
ly  the  result  of  careful  chemical  manipulation,  is  dark  slate  gray. 

Dollars  bearing  the  1794  date  were  struck  from  a  single  pair  of  dies.  Nearly 
all  seen  are  lightly  struck  at  the  lower  left  obverse  and  corresponding  part  of 
the  reverse,  as  seen  here.  The  head  of  1794  is  distinctive;  no  head  on  a  1795 
dollar  is  exactly  like  this  head,  although  three  obverse  dies  of  1795  each  have 
blunt  tip  to  the  neck  point  and  are  more  like  the  1795  head  than  any  others. 
As  far  as  is  known,  the  new  1794  silver  dollars  went  into  circulation  and 
immediately  began  doing  duty  in  the  channels  of  commerce.  Only  a  few  were 
saved  at  the  time  of  issue  in  Mint  condition. 


002  1795  Flowing  Hair.  2  Leaves  Under  Each  Wing.  Details  of  About  Uncir¬ 

culated  58  or  Better.  However,  cleaned  long  ago,  though  allowed  to  retone 
a  medium  shade  of  gray.  There  is  some  minor  tooling  on  Liberty’s  neck  to 
remove  some  light  hairlines.  Otherwise  the  fields  and  devices  choice,  smooth, 
and  attractive. 

Bolender-1,  BB-21  variety.  On  this  variety,  Liberty’s  flowing  hair  in  five 
prominent  curls,  with  a  thin  faint  additional  curl  below  the  third  curl  from 
the  top.  Innermost  point  of  star  1  just  touches  lowest  curl.  A  widely  col¬ 
lected  Type  for  its  distinctive  flowing  hair  head  style  as  well  as  for  the  2 
leaves  variety.  As  is  the  case  with  the  obverse  used  to  coin  BB-27,  the  pre¬ 
sent  obverse  had  the  head  of  Liberty  deeply  impressed  into  the  die,  causing 
it  to  be  in  slightly  higher  relief  than  most  other  varieties  of  the  year. 


2003  1795  Flowing  Hair.  3  Leaves  Under  Each  Wing.  About  Uncirculated  50. 

Though  softly  struck  and  displaying  some  porosity  in  the  center  of  the  eagle’s 
breast,  all  in  all  a  pleasant-appearing  specimen  of  this  year  and  design.  The 
color,  while  light  antique  silver  in  the  centers,  deepens  to  a  darker  shade  of 
gray  in  the  outer  margins  with  the  deep  shade  more  extensive  across  the 
reverse.  Choice  rims  with  virtually  no  field  marks  or  problems  with  the 
devices. 


Bolender-7,  BB-18  variety,  the  “Head  of ‘94”  style  in  which  the  reverse 
has  3  leaves  under  each  wing  and  14  berries  on  the  wreath.  BB-18  is  one 
of  the  more  available  varieties  with  3  leaves.

The  market  is  white  hot  on  early,  high  grade,  original  toned  pieces 
right  now,  with  this  gorgeous  1795  Flowing  hair  specimen  right  up  there 
among  the  best  looking  specimens.  Usually  such  pieces  are  reserved  for  “big 
name”  die  variety  collections,  with  the  remaining  overage  of  less  appealing 
coins  making  the  rounds  of  the  coin  shows  looking  longingly  for  a  home.  This 
coin  will  quickly  find  an  appreciative  new  home.  It  has  all  the  qualifications  of 
its  stria  grade,  and  none  of  the  usual  problems  associated  with  the  Type. 

Bolender-5,  BB-27  variety,  flowing  hair  in  six  curls;  the  4th  has  a  tiny 
curved  tail  extending  downward.  A  “bar”  wer  2  mm.  Long  extends  diag¬ 
onally  from  close  to  top  curl  toward  point  of  the  fifth  star.  Diagnostic.

2005  1795  Flowing  Hair.  2  Leaves  Under  Each  Wing.  PCGS  graded  Extreme¬ 

ly  Fine  45.  Smooth  even  gray  finish  with  very  sharp  hair  and  full  rims.  The 
eagle,  as  well,  is  impressive  for  showing  detail  in  either  wing  and  full  round¬ 
ed  legs  not  worn  into  the  body.  Tail  feathers  are  fully  delineated.  Liberty’s 
flowing  hair  is  in  five  prominent  curls,  with  a  thin  faint  additional  curl  below 
the  third  curl  from  the  top.  The  head  of  Liberty  is  deeply  impressed  into  the  die, 
causing  it  to  be  in  slightly  higher  relief  than  most  other  varieties  of  the  year; 
because  of  this,  the  hair  details  are  particularly  impressive  on  this  sharp  Extreme  - 
ly  Fine  specimen! 

Bolender-1,  BB-21  variety  in  which  the  7  in  the  date  is  punched  over  an 
earlier  1 .  A  relatively  common  variety,  this  grade  and  visual  appeal  gives 
it  a  great  advantage  over  others  whose  technical  grade  may  be  Extremely 
Fine  but  whose  lack  of  original  toning  and  smooth  surface  removes  them 
as  an  option  for  a  careful  collector  or  investor.

1 5.  The  rare  “silver  plug”  variety  shows  clear  evidence  of  the  weight-increas¬ 
ing  plug  at  the  center  on  both  sides.  Similar  in  its  origin  to  the  famous  silver- 
centered  Cents  (on  the  cent,  the  light-weight  copper  was  brought  up  to  full 
value  by  the  addition  of  a  small  plug  of  silver).  As  seems  likely,  the  mint, 
which  was  frugal  in  those  days,  rather  than  return  a  light-weight  blank  for 
melting  and  expensive  refashioning  into  another  blank,  caused  a  small  hole 
ro  be  drilled  in  the  middle  of  the  planchet  and  a  silver  plug  inserted,  bring¬ 
ing  it  up  to  Mint  standard.  Coins  struck  on  these  planchets  will  often  show 
a  faint  outline  of  the  central  silver  plug  where  it  spread  out  during  the  50  to 
100  tons  of  striking  pressure  applied  from  the  dies.  An  historic  offering;  one 
of  the  more  attractive,  naturally  toned  specimens  in  this  grade. 

Bolender-7,  BB-18  variety,  one  of  the  more  readily  available  varieties, 
although  very  scarce  with  the  interesting  silver  plug  center! 


2007  1795  Draped  Bust.  Small  Eagle.  Head  Positioned  to  Left  of  Center. 

PCGS  graded  Extremely  Fine  40.  First  of  the  Small  Eagle  dates,  a  very 
desirable  Type  Coin.  Medium  gray  streaky  toning  on  the  obverse  gives  way 
to  similar  medium  gray  but  without  streaks  on  the  reverse.  Extra  clean  sur¬ 
face  plus  choice  rims  give  it  a  sharp  advantage. 

Bolender-14,  BB-51  variety.  On  this  variety,  the  bust  of  Liberty  faces 
right,  her  hair  tied  up  in  a  ribbon  at  back.  Sometimes  referred  to  as  a  “fil¬ 
let”  head,  the  draped  bust  of  Liberty  was  not  properly  centered  in  the  die 
work,  being  set  too  far  to  the  left.  The  highest  wave  of  hair  is  under  the 
B  of  Liberty.  The  Small  Eagle  is  differently  styled  than  on  any  of  the  prior 
varieties;  small  letters  in  legend,  the  eagle  stands  on  clouds.  To  either  side 
a  wreath  is  composed  of  a  palm  branch  (right)  and  olive  branch  (left),  the 
latter  with  seven  berries.

The  obverse  and  the  reverse  both  well  struck  and  well  pre¬ 
served.  Antique  gray  finish  has  areas  where  steel  blue  iridescence  shines.  As 
seems  obvious,  this  coin  has  been  cared  for  by  thoughtful  collectors  for  most 
of  its  existence.

Small  eagle  reverse,  differently  styled  than  on  any  of  the 
preceding  1795  varieties.  Small  Letters  in  legend.  Eagle  stands  on  clouds, 
wreath  is  composed  of  a  palm  branch  on  the  right  and  an  olive  branch 
on  the  left,  the  latter  with  seven  berries. 
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2009  1796  Draped  Bust.  Small  Eagle.  Large  Date.  Small  Letters.  Extremely 

Fine  45.  But  tooled  at  5  o’clock  on  the  reverse  in  a  misguided  attempt  to 
remove  the  die  break  at  IC  of  AMERICA  found  on  all  known  examples  of 
this  scarce  1796  variety!  A  shame,  really,  since  the  surfaces  and  color  are  actu¬ 
ally  very  pleasing  outside  of  this  minor  injury.  Indeed,  for  the  collector  of 
United  States  18th  century  coinage,  it  would  make  a  splendid  addition  to 
any  set  of  Bust  silver  dollars. 

Bolender-5,  BB-65  variety.  The  6  in  date  plainly  shows  it  was  double 
punched;  this  visible  at  the  underside  of  the  top  of  the  6  and  the  upper 
inside  of  the  bottom  loop.

ed  Extremely  Fine  40.  Minor  weak  strike  at  centers  as  almost  always  occurs 
with  this  die  pair,  the  central  hair  and  “lovelock”  curl  indistinct,  with  the 
eagle’s  feet  and  cloud  area  also  soft.  Very  attractive  color  and  surfaces,  with 
some  luster  still  present  in  amongst  the  letters  in  the  reverse  legend.  The  ton¬ 
ing  shades  from  medium  to  medium-deep  pewter-gray. 

Bolender-2,  BB-63  variety  with  small  wide  date,  all  of  the  figures  of  date 
evenly  spaced  wide  apart;  6  leans  to  the  left.  Described  in  Bowers  as 
Reverse  B,  the  small  letters  in  legend  has  an  eagle  standing  on  clouds.  A 
quick  way  to  identify  this  reverse  is  with  the  berry  under  A  of  STATES. 
Estimated  population  of  175  to  300  specimens.

ed  Very  Fine  20.  In  one  of  the  earliest  generation  PCGS  holders,  circa  1989 
or  before,  a  very  choice  coin  for  the  grade.  Clean  surfaces  go  with  the  medi¬ 
um  gray  patina  to  give  it  a  leg-up  on  the  competition.  The  topmost  parts  of 
Liberty’s  profile  and  hair  in  lighter  “rubbed  silver”  shade.  A  shallow  indenta¬ 
tion  at  the  base  of  L  in  LIBERTY  about  the  only  minor  imperfection  we  feel 
should  be  reported. 

Bolender-4,  BB-61  variety.  Small  wide  date  with  96  close  and  6  tipped  to 
the  left.  Raised  “dot”  die  flaw  over  1  in  date  and  closest  to  bust.  Reverse 
“A”  with  large  letters  in  legend.  AMER  crowded  and  touch  at  bases. 
Berry  under  first  T  in  STATES  is  diagnostic.

Throughout  the  light 
gray  surface  there  is  ample  luster  still  adhering,  while  the  centers  are  very  sharp 
indeed  for  1797,  including  excellent  detail  on  the  eagle.  Only  16  star  obverses 
were  used  in  1797;  on  this  variety,  there  are  six  star  at  the  right,  facing  the  bust. 
Reverse  “A”  has  large  letters  in  the  legend  and  eight  berries  in  the  left  branch 
(the  right  branch  being  a  palm  frond  instead  of  an  olive  branch,  there  are  no 
berries).  BB-71  is  about  tied  with  BB073,  the  large  letters  9  +  7  variety,  in  terms 
of  availability  this  year.  While  not  impossible  to  find  choice,  the  appearance  of 
this  coin  definitely  puts  it  at  the  head  of  the  line!

Bolender-3,  BB-71  variety,  16  stars,  with  only  6  at  right  facing  bust.  A 
die  dot  close  to  the  bottom  right  of  the  second  digit  makes  the  date  read 
17.97.  Reverse  with  large  letters  in  legend;  8  berries  in  left  branch,  leaf 
ends  under  middle  of  E  in  STATES  (diagnostic).

Fine  40.  Light  cleaning.  Light  silver  gray  patina  with  deeper  gray  around  the 
devices  and  legends.  A  few  old  hairlines  and  some  light  scattered  marks,  but 
generally  choice  for  this  grade  quality  and  age.  One  of  the  very  scarce  Small 
Eagle  pieces  struck  only  from  1795  to  1798  and  collected  as  a  major  “Type” 
by  generations  of  numismatists,  hence  the  pressure  on  the  variety  as  well  as 
the  appeal.  Mintage  fell  drastically  in  1797  when  only  7,776  pieces  were 
coined  according  to  official  figures  (though  more  likely,  60,000  or  so,  accord¬ 
ing  to  estimates  from  those  remaining).  In  1797  the  number  of  stars  on  the 
silver  dollar  was  increased  to  16.  The  coinage  is  said  by  government  reports 
to  be  the  lowest  of  any  year  from  1795  to  1803, although  now  it  is  believed 
that  the  numbers  given  are  incorrect.  However,  only  two  obverse  dies  and 
three  reverse  dies  were  employed  for  the  silver  dollar  coinage  bearing  the 
1797  date.  As  a  class,  1797  dollars  are  slightly  more  elusive  than  are  those 
dated  1796.  (SEGS  EF45)

ed  Very  Fine  35.  Lighter  color  “rubbed  silver”  highlights  on  face,  lower  bust, 
and  topmost  hair  curls;  deeper  (and  very  attractive)  gray  patina  throughout 
the  field  on  both  sides.  A  genuinely  attractive,  well  struck  example  of  this 
scarce  issue!  Be  sure  you  examine  all  of  the  Bust  Dollars  in  the  sale  as  many, 
indeed  most,  are  quite  appealing;  a  large  percentage  of  the  dates  and  varieties 
on  offer  trace  to  a  couple  of  old-time  collections  where  their  consignors  made 
an  extra  effort  to  acquire  only  first-rate  toned  specimens  in  highly  collectable 
(meaning  affordable)  grades,  this  1797  being  a  superb  example. 

Bolender-2,  BB-72  variety.  16  stars  on  obverse  arranged  9  to  the  left  and 
7  to  the  right.  Highest  wave  of  hair  below  upright  of  E,  is  lightly  defined, 
probably  due  to  insufficient  depth  of  punching  of  the  Draped  Bust  motif 
into  the  die  (and  not  due  to  relapping).  Prominent  lump  in  field  below 
star  9.  This  same  reverse  die  was  used  to  strike  1795  BB-51,  1796  BB- 
62,  63,  &  66,  as  well  as  1797  BB-72  and  1798  BB-81  —  a  long  lifespan 
for  any  early  Bust  Dollar  die,  to  say  the  least!  1797  BB-72  has  been  sub¬ 
jected  to  widely  varying  estimates  of  rarity  over  the  years,  with  some 
observers  stating  that  only  about  20  are  known,  and  others  ranking  the 
population  at  Sheldon’s  Rarity-4  (76  to  200).  The  latter  is  probably  clos¬ 
er  to  the  truth,  with  Bowers  estimating  200  to  300  in  existence  today.

Bolender-1,  BB-73  variety  with  large  letters  reverse.  8  berries  in  left 
branch;  leaf  ends  under  center  of  upright  of  E  in  STATES.  The  1797  BB- 
73  dollar  is  seen  with  broad  borders,  a  feature  particularly  noticeable  on 
the  obverse,  where  the  denticles  are  prominently  featured,  but  also  to  an 
extent  on  the  reverse. 

2018  1797  About  Uncirculated  50.  Rare.  Minuscule  mintage  of  only  7,776  dol¬ 
lars  of  this  date  including  all  varieties.  This  one  has  10  stars  left,  6  on  right. 
Designs  and  inscriptions  are  sharp,  but  slight  porosity  in  fields  described  by 
Breen  as  “heavy  die  rust,  probably  made  after  the  epidemic.”  Silver

45.  Companion  piece  to  the  1 5  stars  variety,  a  wonderful  specimen  whose  deep 
gray  patina  is  smooth,  “hard”  and  glossy,  with  a  touch  of  lighter  gray  on  the 
high  points  of  the  design  giving  it  an  attractive  appearance.  Very  choice  fields, 
there  are  some  slight  adjustment  marks  on  the  eagle  and  a  few  more  at  the  rim 
below  where  a  small  mark  is  noted  and  some  disturbance  occurs.  The  13  stars 
are  the  standard  star  count  of  1798,  in  this  die  arranged  7  left  and  6  right.  The 
same  large  letters  style  reverse  as  used  to  strike  1797  BB-73  is  used  here. 

Of  the  two  1798  die  varieties  with  Small 
Eagle  reverse,  1798  BB-082  is  the  more  plentiful,  but  only  by  a  small 
margin.

40.  Exceptional  depth  of  detail  on  Liberty’s  hair  curls;  the  eagle  by  compari¬ 
son  a  little  less  well  defined  but  by  no  means  “weak”  as  defined  by  most  small 
eagle  silver  dollars.  No  indeed,  this  is  a  handsome  Extremely  Fine  specimen 
whose  light  to  medium  gray  patina  has  areas  of  brown  in  the  color.  A  single

Some  faint  old  scratches  on  the  face  and  equally  faint  old  graffiti  in  the  field 
at  right;  attractive  medium  gray  patina,  dullish  and  uncleaned,  the  right 
“look”  for  an  antique  silver  dollar  that  is  more  than  two  centuries  old.

Slightly  mottled  but  attractive 
orange-brown  toning  gives  way  to  the  near-75%  faded  mint  frost  through¬ 
out  the  hair  and  across  the  fields,  while  on  the  reverse,  the  toning  is  more 
developed.  Both  sides  splendidly  preserved. 

Bolender-13,  BB-108  variety.  Only  10  arrows.  5  small  berries,  2  top  ones 
closes  together.  Arc  star  pattern.  There  is  a  fine  die  crack  along  the  right 
win  tip,  top  of  AM  to  border  above  E.  It  seems  the  production  of  1798 
BB- 1 08,  the  reverse  die  was  relapped  at  one  point  removing  the  1 1  th  head¬ 
less  stick  of  BB-1 07.  Not  rare  but  desirable  in  this  state  of  preservation. 


2027  1798  Draped  Bust.  Heraldic  Eagle.  NGC  graded  Extremely  Fine  45. 

Normal  wear  on  Liberty’s  hair  curls,  the  shoulder  and  drapery,  whose 
smoothness  mimics  the  even,  balanced  wear  elsewhere  on  this  nicely  toned 
coin.  There  is  a  small  rim  nick  on  the  reverse  by  the  right  wing  tip;  otherwise, 
rims  are  exceedingly  choice  for  this  usually  troublesome  issue. 

Bolender-24,  BB-1 24  variety  with  “blundered  stars  reverse”  —  stars  in  a 
line  pattern  placed  too  high. 


2028  1798  Draped  Bust.  Heraldic  Eagle.  Wide  Date.  PCGS  graded  Extremely 

Fine  45.  Extremely  attractive  surfaces  underneath  natural  medium  gray  ton 
ing,  somewhat  marbled  on  the  obverse  with  lighter  and  deeper  shades. 
Choice  rims  (as  one  nearly  every  one  of  these  from  this  particularly  impres¬ 
sive  old-time  collection). 


Bolender-23,  BB-1 05  variety.  “Reverse  H”  has  several  die  flaws  including 
one  between  ST,  another  between  TE,  another  at  right  of  E  in  S  LAI  LS- 
A  curved  die  flaw  above  third  upper  right  star  on  reverse.  A  common  vari¬ 
ety  —  distinctive  for  the  very  widely  spaded  numerals  in  the  date. 
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1  '029  1798  Draped  Bust.  Heraldic  Eagle.  “Blundered  Stars  Reverse.”  NGC 

graded  Extremely  Fine  45.  Ample  luster  present  around  legends  and 
devices;  light  dove-gray  patina.  We  might  point  out  many  fine  qualities  this 
coin  possesses,  but  a  few  that  readily  come  to  mind  are  its  aforementioned 
luster,  the  choice  smooth  surface  without  any  problems,  and  equally  choice 
rims.  The  centers,  while  a  touch  light  in  areas,  are  just  as  choice  as  the  outer 
surfaces. 

Bolender-25,  BB-123  variety:  “Blundered  Stars  Reverse.”  Some  stars 
overlap  clouds.  Two  uppermost  stars  n  center  partly  in  clouds.  This  same 
reverse  was  used  to  strike  BB-124  and  again  in  1799  to  strike  BB-152. 


(030  1798  Draped  Bust.  Heraldic  Eagle.  PCGS  graded  Extremely  Fine  40.  A 

single  noticeable  mark  on  the  upper  chest;  smaller  and  less  visible  small  field 
marks  consistent  with  the  grade  on  Liberty’s  face  and  lost  in  the  folds  of  her 
hair  curls.  On  the  obverse  and  reverse,  throughout  the  hair  and  eagle  device, 
shining  well  into  the  open  areas  on  both  sides,  original  luster  glows  wanly 
from  the  choice  surfaces. 

Bolender-12,  BB-120  variety,  die  state  II  with  light  die  breaks  as 
described  in  Bowers’  reference. 


2032  1798  Draped  Bust.  Heraldic  Eagle.  ANACS  graded  Extremely  Fine  40. 

Normal  weakness  on  the  hair  and  at  the  center  of  the  reverse.  Light  gray  with 
lighter  “rubbed  silver"  high  points.  This  is  the  so-called  “misoriented  star 
reverse”  in  which  the  rightmost  star  has  two  rays  toward  the  top  of  the  coin, 
instead  of  the  normal  vertical  orientation  of  one  ray  pointing  straight  up  and 
the  other  straight  down  —  the  only  such  skewing  of  the  star  on  the  reverse 
of  a  1798  dollar. 

Bolender-8,  BB-125  variety.  Intermediate  die  state  III  to  IV,  with  exten¬ 
sive  die  cracks  and  weakness  at  stars  5  and  7  which  are  still  visible,  but 
just  barely  due  to  injury  to  the  die. 


2033  1798  Draped  Bust.  Heraldic  Eagle.  Line  Star  Pattern  on  Reverse.  PCGS 

graded  Very  Fine  35.  In  one  of  the  early  (pre-1989)  holders,  a  deservedly 
attractive  specimen  of  this  scarcer  variety.  Medium  gray  around  devices  and 
in  the  fields  with  lighter  shades  on  the  topmost  design  portions. 

Bolender-31,  BB- 115  variety.  Uses  Reverse  M,  noted  for  the  star  being 
close  to  both  upper  and  lower  points  of  eagle’s  beak  but  not  touching. 
The  berries  are  small  but  the  one  at  the  top  right  appears  slightly  small¬ 
er  than  the  others. 


031  1798  Draped  Bust.  Heraldic  Eagle.  Knob  9.  PCGS  graded  Extremely 

Fine  40.  Early  1798  issue  which  has  a  knob  on  the  end  of  the  9  as  well  as  a 
flat-bottomed  7  in  the  date,  both  of  these  more  like  the  1797  and  earlier 
issues.  A  pristine,  well  struck  example  with  luster  in  the  protected  areas  and 
wonderful  “eye  appeal”  from  the  way  it  toned.  The  shade  is  lightest  at  cen¬ 
ters  while  deepening  to  natural  gray  and  steel  color  around  the  devices. 

Bolender-7,  BB-95  variety,  scarce.  This  is  one  of  the  more  elusive  die 
varieties  of  the  year,  with  possibly  about  100  to  150  survivors.  Though 
not  as  rare  as  originally  believed  (Bolender  called  it  Rarity  6),  the  knob  9 
Bolendcr-7  is  on  many  collector  want  lists  in  this  very  choice  condition. 
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2034  1798  Draped  Bust.  Heraldic  Eagle.  Knob  9.  PCGS  graded  Very  Fine  30. 

A  light  scuff  line  from  cheek  to  rim  at  2  o’clock;  choice  elsewhere  and  the 
rims  extremely  choice  for  the  variety.  Light  silver-gray  patina. 

Bolender-3,  BB-94  variety  with  knob  9  in  date.  The  reverse  (Reverse  E) 
has  star  distant  from  eagle’s  beak;  ray  of  that  star  points  to  1  in 
PLURIBUS.  Arc  star  pattern  above.  In  the  context  of  1798  Heraldic 
Eagle  dollars,  BB-94  is  one  of  the  more  elusive  varieties,  with  possible 
somewhere  over  150  pieces  known,  most  of  which  are  in  lesser  grades  up 
through  Very  Fine.

Fine  25.  As  last,  the  10-arrow  variety.  Smooth,  clean  surface  with  lightest 
color  on  the  topmost  points,  descending  to  light  to  medium  lavender-brown 
and  “antique  gray”  elsewhere.  A  few  light  hairlines  on  the  face  and  through 
Liberty’s  hair,  plus  a  single  small  mark  on  the  eagles  breast  edge  at  right,  pure¬ 
ly  in  line  with  the  token  amount  of  circulation  wear.  A  pleasing  Type  coin. 


2036  1798  Draped  Bust.  Heraldic  Eagle.  10  Arrows.  PCGS  graded  Fine  12. 

Lighter  silver-gray  toning  in  centers  deepens  slowly  towards  the  outer  margin 
on  both  sides  as  though  the  coin  resided  many  years  in  a  coin  album.  A  small 
scuff  in  the  field  by  Liberty’s  nose;  also  a  few  little  hairlines  in  the  hair,  the 
usual  minor  injuries  from  its  years  in  circulation,  nothing  major  or  value- 
reducing. 

Bolender-13,  BB-108  variety.  The  use  of  this  obverse  die  is  especially 
interesting  in  that  it  was  interrupted.  This  die  was  used  first  to  strike 
examples  of  1798  BB-108,  then  BB-109  dollars  were  struck,  then  addi¬ 
tional  BB-108  dollars  were  coined.  The  present  offering  from  a  late  die 
state  with  crack  from  border  below  17,  left,  now  progressing  through 
stars  1  to  5,  very  faint  by  star  5.  “About  20%  to  30%  of  BB-108  dollars 
are  of  this  die  state”  according  to  the  Bowers  reference  material. 


2037  1799,  9  over  8  13  Stars  on  Reverse.  About  Uncirculated  58.  Very  sharp, 

well  struck  example.  Exceptionally  attractive  deep  glossy  toning,  perhaps  over 
old  cleaning. 


2038  1799,  9  over  8.  NGC  graded  Extremely  Fine  45.  Popular  overdate  Bust 

Dollar,  the  earlier  8  clearly  present  beneath  the  last  9.  Light  to  medium 
antique  gray  patina;  a  few  faint  marks  and  hairlines  but  generally  well  above 
the  norm  for  this  period  and  issue.  What  appears  at  first  glance  to  be  an  area 
of  roughness  near  the  I  in  AMERICA  turns  out  to  be  die  crumbling,  as  noted 
in  the  Bolender  and  Bowers  reference  works  on  this  important  series.  A  very 
presentable  example  of  the  1799/8  issue. 

Bolender- 1,  BB-142  variety.  “Die  cracked  and  scaled  between  Rand  I  in 
AMERICA,  above  same  I,  and  above  right  part  of  first  T  in  STATES” 
according  to  the  Bowers  guide. 


2039  1799,  9  over  8.  13  Stars  Reverse.  PCGS  graded  Extremely  Fine  40.  Orig¬ 

inal  medium  gray  with  russet  brown  patina,  both  sides  outstanding  for  their  II 
sharpness  and  pleasing  look  of  antiquity.  Nothing  cleaned  or  fussed-with 
here;  a  highly  respectable  example  featuring  the  overdate  9/8. 

Bolender- 1,  BB-142  variety.  13  stars  above  eagle.  Star  touches  point  ofj 
lower  part  of  eagle’s  beak  —  diagnostic. 


2040  1799,  9  over  8.  15  Stars  Reverse.  PCGS  graded  Very  Fine  35.  Mottled  old- 

gray  color  with  lighter  accents  on  the  tops  of  Liberty’s  cheek  and  bust,  hair 
and  ribbon.  A  few  minor  pin  scratches  at  the  tip  of  the  left  wing. 

Bolender-3,  BB-141  variety,  the  last  9  punched  over  a  previous  8,  and 
definitive  as  such;  the  only  overdate  die  of  the  year.  Mated  to  reverse  A 
with  its  15  stars  this  too  is  definitive,  although  to  the  uninitiated  the  two 
extra  stars  are  not  readily  seen.  Curiously,  this  is  the  most  plentiful  over¬ 
date  1799  dollar,  with  possibly  700  to  1,200  known  today. 


2041  1799,  9  over  8.  13  Stars  Reverse.  PCGS  graded  Very  Fine  25.  Light  gold¬ 

en  brown  to  pale  dove-gray  color,  with  some  luster  evident  in  the  stars  and 
skipping  around  the  letters  in  the  reverse  legend.  Centers,  while  not  bold,  arc 
nevertheless  full  enough  so  that  a  viewer  of  this  piece  can  enjoy  the  splendid 
workmanship  and  design.

1042  1799  Irregular  Date.  13  Stars.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  62.  Don’t  let  the 

modest  “MS62”  grade  fool  you,  this  coin  is  a  knock-out!  It  could  easily  make 
a  higher  grade  level,  as  seen  in  the  downright  bold  strike  on  hair  and  stars, 
eagle  and  shield.  The  crisp  detail  is  like  few  others  of  this  period.  The  color 
mostly  medium  gray  with  so  much  smooth  luster  present  that  the  hue  seems 
as  though  it  glistens  and  gleams  as  though  from  within. 

Bolender-15,  BB-152  variety  with  “Blundered  Stars  Reverse”  combined 
with  the  so-called  Irregular  Date  obverse.  Line  star  pattern  on  reverse  — 
the  only  1799  of  this  style.  The  reverse  traces  to  1798  as  it  appears  this  same 
die  was  used  on  BB-123  and  BB-124  of  the  1798  dollars.  A  die  crack  joins 
the  tem  end  to  the  border  below.  This  is  significant  as  the  only  1 799  dollar 
with  a  “line  pattern”  of  stars  on  the  reverse.  Furthermore,  most  seen  are 
very  weakly  struck  on  the  reverse  stars,  which  this  isn’t.  BB-152  is  among 
the  scarcer  varieties  of  the  year.

7  is  combined  with  Reverse  I  which  has  no  berries'm  the  wreath  as  well  as 
a  defective  serif  o  the  U  in  UNITED.

2043  1799  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  61.  Ex  Cardinal  Collection.  A  real  eye- 

popper  of  a  bust  dollar,  the  surface  shimmers  on  both  sides  with  fresh-from 
the  dies  frost.  Lightest  in  the  open  spaces,  the  color  deepens  to  natural  pur¬ 
plish  gray  toning  at  the  stars  and  date,  around  the  eagle  and  legends  as  well 
as  within  the  shield  stripes.  The  stars  are  incredibly  sharp.  The  hair,  too, 
stands  out  from  the  average.  What  appear  to  be  tracings  running  hither  and 
yon  across  the  obverse  are  the  footprints  of  this  die  breaking  apart,  with  myr¬ 
iad  die  cracks  as  noted  in  Bowers.  A  gorgeous  original  Mint  State  specimen  for 
the  connoisseur! 

Bolender-9,  BB-166  variety,  die  state  V.  One  of  the  more  plentiful  die 
varieties  of  1799,  most  it  seems  grade  Very  Fine  or  Extremely  Fine;  fewer 
traced  in  About  Uncirculated  with  more  notable  grades  like  this  pleasing 
MS61  at  the  upper  reaches  of  surviving  numbers.

2045  1799  Close  17  in  Date.  PCGS  graded  About  Uncirculated  55.  Light  sil¬ 

ver-gray  patina  with  luster  throughout  the  devices,  peeking  from  behind  the 
stars  and  letters  in  the  legend,  and  nice  smooth  surfaces.  There  are  a  few  faint 
hairlines  on  Liberty,  but  mostly  these  are  hidden  in  her  hair  curls  and  so  do 
not  show. 

Bolender-16,  BB-158  variety  in  which  the  left  stars  are  distant  from  curl 
and  L,  star  7  is  farther  from  L  on  this  than  on  any  other  obverse  of  the 
year.  Numerals  1  and  7  closer  together  than  others  as  well.  On  the 
reverse,  U  in  UNITED  defective  at  upper  left  part,  which  is  cut  off,  due 
to  employment  of  a  defective  U  punch.  Upper  right  star  has  only  one 
point  touching  cloud  8. 
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2046  1799  PCGS  graded  About  Uncirculated  53.  Weak  centers  from  die  buck¬ 

ling  and  extensive  breakage.  Very  choice  surfaces  with  abundant  luster  and 
nice  russet-gray  toning  in  the  areas  around  the  stars,  legends  and  devices. 

Bolender-12,  BB-160  variety,  the  familiar  “no  berries”  reverse  in  which 
the  obverse  displays  extensive  die  shattering.  A  late  die  state. 


2047  1799  About  Uncirculated  50.  A  tiny  mint-caused  imperfection  on  the  rim 

over  I  of  LIBERTY.  Well  centered  on  an  otherwise  problem  free  planchet,  the 
surface  is  especially  noteworthy  for  its  smooth  texture  and  freedom  from 
marks.  If  you  collect  these  early  large  silver  dollar,  then  the  present  1799  may 
fit  the  bill  as  indicative  of  the  Type.  Lightly  stippled  russet  brown  and  gray 
toning  merges  at  the  rim  to  become  seven  mid-level  gray  tones  with  here  and 
there  a  glint  of  blue.  Strongly  struck  by  the  dies  on  all  stars  as  well  as  hair, 
drapery,  eagle  and  shield.  The  coin  even  has  a  complete  E  PLURIBUS 
UNUM  —  which  is  highly  advantageous  when  collecting  these. 

Bolender-1 1,  BB-161  variety,  die  state  II  with  large  crack  from  left  bor¬ 
der  past  right  side  of  D  of  UNITED  to  eagle’s  wing,  etc.,  as  described  in 
the  Bowers  reference. 


2048  1799  NGC  graded  Extremely  Fine  45.  Deep  antique  gray  patina  in  the 

fields  with  lighter  “rubbed  silver’  highlights  giving  it  a  beautiful  appearance, 
once  that  obviously  traces  back  two  full  centuries  of  patination  without  the 
usual  detour  into  the  coin  dealers  cleaning  solution.  A  very  presentable  coin 
for  the  connoisseur  of  this  series. 

Bolender-5.  BB-157  variety.  Obverse  4  mated  to  Reverse  H  in  which  U 
in  UNI  1  ED  is  imperfect  at  upper  left,  the  vertical  element  being  cut  off 
at  the  upper  left  side,  taking  with  it  the  upper  left  serif. 


2049  1799  PCGS  graded  Extremely  Fine  40.  Light  silver-gray  surfaces  with 

deeper  charcoal  gray  patina  around  legends  and  stars.  Perfect  date.  A  few 
slight  marks  in  the  left  obverse  field  and  below  the  UNUM  scroll  on  the 
reverse  —  mostly  immaterial  to  the  overall  condition. 


Bolender-8,  BB-165  variety.  One  of  the  more  plentiful  1799  varieties. 


2050  1799  Irregular  Date.  13  Star  Reverse.  PCGS  graded  Very  Fine  35. 

Smooth  light  to  medium  gray  surfaces  with  but  a  single  small  pit  mark  on  the 
reverse  near  the  left  point  of  the  shield.  Called  an  “irregular  date  per  tradi¬ 
tional  nomenclature,  the  feature  is  more  notable  in  the  telling  than  in  the  see¬ 
ing.  Both  9s  are  improperly  aligned,  the  first  is  tipped  too  far  to  the  left  at 
top,  the  last  too  far  to  the  right  at  top. 

Bolender-1 3,  BB- 151  variety.  The  rarest  variety  of  this  year  and  seldom 
encountered  in  the  marketplace.  Bowers  estimates  that  only  40  to  75  are 
traced,  with  the  grades  spread  over  a  wide  range  rather  than  clustered  at, 
say,  Very  Fine,  as  often  occurs. 


2051  1799  PCGS  graded  Very  Fine  30.  Light  silvery  patina  with  numerous  small 

marks  on  the  portrait  and  general  roughness  in  the  field  at  right.  An  attrac¬ 
tive  example. 

Bolender-8,  BB-165  variety.  Die  state  II  with  flaw  at  second  S  of 
STATES  as  well  as  several  fine  die  breaks  on  obverse  and  reverse.  A  com¬ 
mon  variety  and  die  state. 


2052  1799  Stars  8  +  5.  PCGS  graded  Very  Fine  30.  Dipped  long  ago  but  allowed 

to  retone,  now  darkest  at  some  of  the  stars  and  inside  the  shield  on  the 
reverse.  A  popular  variety  in  which  the  stars  were  left  in  an  unbalanced  state 
by  the  die  maker. 

BoIender-23,  BB-159  variety  with  only  5  stars  on  the  right  ol  the  bust 
Exceptionally  popular  although  not  exactly  scarce  with  perhaps  500  to 
900  known.  Average  grade  seems  to  be  Very  Fine. 
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353  1799  “Tears”  Before  Eye.  PCGS  graded  Very  Fine  20.  Medium  gray  with 

deeper  iron  gray  toning  at  the  rim  on  the  obverse  and  more  developed 
throughout  the  reverse.  An  attractive,  uncleaned  specimen  of  this  issue. 
There  are  a  few  faint  old  hairlines  on  the  portrait,  but  not  unusual  for  this 
age  or  grade. 

Bolender-14,  BB-167  variety.  In  addition  to  the  two  raised  die  flaws  in 
the  obverse  field,  or  “tears,”  before  Liberty’s  eye,  the  reverse  has  additional 
die  flaws  under  AM,  between  two  lower  stars  back  of  the  eagle’s  head, 
between  the  F  in  OF  and  the  wing  tip,  and  one  below  the  D  in  UNIT¬ 
ED.  BB-167  is  in  the  middle  range  of  varieties  of  this  year  so  far  as  avail¬ 
ability  is  concerned.  Perfectly  suited  to  a  Type  set. 


354  1800  12  Arrows  About  Uncirculated  58.  Well  struck  example  with  details 

I  that  pop.  Choice  surfaces.  May  have  been  cleaned  a  long  time  ago,  but  now 
handsomely  toned  in  shades  of  gold,  russet  and  blue. 


355  1800  12  Arrows  About  Uncirculated  50.  Contains  some  interesting  die 

defects  on  obverse:  die  crack  from  6th  star  to  hair  ribbon,  and  large  spur  to 
left  of  1  in  1800;  on  reverse:  comet  from  clouds  through  OF.  Deep  gold,  blue 
and  russet  toning. 


356  1800  AMERICAI  Variety.  PCGS  graded  Extremely  Fine  45.  Well  struck 

on  a  problem-free  planchet,  the  toning  deepest  at  the  stars  and  legends, 
lighter  in  the  more  open  spaces  around  the  devices.  Housed  in  one  of  the 
original  pre-1989  style  PCGS  holders. 

Bolender-19,  BB-192  variety,  combining  Obverse  8  with  point  of  star  1 
closer  to  hair  than  point  of  star  7  is  to  L,  with  Reverse  G,  the  AMERCAI 
reverse.  One  of  the  more  populous  and  commoner  of  the  two  varieties  of 
the  year,  an  estimated  600  to  1,100  exist. 


2057  1800  ANACS  graded  Extremely  Fine  45.  Pleasing  medium  gray  “old  silver’’ 

toning,  with  the  surfaces  decently  mark-free  and  attractive.  The  die  from 
which  this  piece  was  struck  had  a  long  curving  (though  fine)  die  crack  from 
the  last  0  in  the  date  up  through  Liberty’s  chest  to  the  fourth  star  from  the 
bottom  (at  right)  that  at  first  appears  to  be  a  hairline  but  isn’t. 

Bolender-16,  BB-187  variety.  The  8  is  too  low,  and  top  tipped  too  much 
to  right.  Die  dot  just  to  left  of  highest  curl  on  top  of  head.  Die  state  III 
with  break  between  E  and  S  on  reverse  now  a  prominent  period-like 
crack. 


2058  1800  Dotted  Date.  Extremely  Fine  45  or  Better.  Luster  still  adhering 

although  the  coin  has  been  lightly  cleaned  in  spots.  Overall,  very  appealing. 

Bolender-14,  BB-194  variety  with  curious  die  breaks  or  cracks  inside  and 
above  the  first  0  in  date.  Tiny  dot-like  die  breaks  appears  in  other  places, 
particularly  between  L  and  I,  under  nose,  before  chin,  below  first  star, 
and  under  the  6th  and  7th  stars.  “The  steel  used  to  make  this  die  must 
have  been  defective,”  posits  Q.  David  Bowers  in  his  reference  of  the  same 
name.

Most  Silver  Dollars  of  1801,  1802,  and 
1803  saw  strictly  limited  circulation.  This  was  because  their  high  silver 
content  made  it  profitable  to  ship  newly  coined  Dollars  overseas.  Once 
overseas  they  would  be  melted  and  sent  back  to  the  Philadelphia  Mint  for 
re-coinage  —  in  an  endless  circle  —  with  a  small,  but  useful,  profit  left 
after  two-way  shipping  and  melting  costs!  As  this  practice  became  more 
and  more  flagrant,  mint  officials  decided  to  halt  coinage  rather  than 
debase  the  silver  content  of  the  Dollar  which  would  have  stopped  the 
practice.  Thus,  many  early  Bust  Dollars  circulated  but  a  short  while 
before  shipment  overseas.  One  can  only  imagine  how  a  high  quality  spec¬ 
imen  such  as  this  could  have  survived  the  ravages  of  time  yet  remain  vir¬ 
tually  as  nice  as  the  day  it  was  minted.  Whatever  the  number  extant,  it  is 
a  sure  bet  that  only  a  limited  number  can  approach  this  coin  for  overall 
desirability  and  eye  appeal,  let  alone  top  it.

Obverse 
with  Liberty  seated  on  a  rocky  mount  holding  a  pole  with  liberty  cap  in  her 
left  hand,  and  supporting  a  shield  with  her  right.  A  scroll  crossing  the  shield 
is  inscribed  LIBERIA.  In  the  exergue  are  the  artist’s  signature  C.  GOB¬ 
RECHT  F.  and  the  date  1836.  Eagle  flying  to  the  left  at  an  upwards  slant  in 
a  field  of  26  stars,  with  the  legend  UNITED  STATES  OF  AMERICA 
around,  and  the  denomination,  ONE  DOLLAR  below. 

Sleek  and  glassy,  though  a  bit  dark,  this  seems  to  be  very  hairlines  free.  One 
could  see  it  as  a  Proof  64,  as  indicated  by  the  razor-sharp  devices,  including 
stars,  hair,  sandal,  and  every  other  oRerse  detail.  The  reverse,  as  well,  needle- 
sharp,  from  which  it  is  obvious  the  mint  took  special  precautions  when  strik¬ 
ing  this  piece  to  insure  full  depth  of  detail. 

Designs  are  by  Christian  Gobrecht,  whose  name  appears  in  the  field  above 
the  date.  Although  the  edge  of  the  coin  is  plain,  it  was  intended  to  use  a  reed¬ 
ed  edge  collar  for  the  dollars,  but  this  was  prevented  by  technical  problems, 
so  the  first  issues  (Judd-58  to  63,  excepting  Judd-61)  have  a  plain  edge.  With 
reference  to  the  four  die  alignments  found  on  1836  Gobrecht  dollars,  this 
aligns  to  the  Pollock  “Alignment  IV:  Medal  turn,  with  the  eagle  flying  level 
with  respect  to  the  horizontal  axis  of  the  obverse.” 

Today  the  1836  Gobrecht  dollar  with  C.  GOBRECHT  F.  below  base  is 
an  extreme  rarity,  and  it  is  doubtful  if  more  than  a  few  dozen  are  known 
to  exist.

As  on  the  few  other  very  choice 
specimens  of  the  rare  Gobrecht  design,  devices  are  needle-sharp.  From  Lib¬ 
erty’s  hair  and  drapery  folds,  the  individual  toes  and  her  sandal,  she  shines 
forth  with  remarkable  detail.  The  shield,  not  to  be  overlooked,  shows  almost 
immodest  depth  of  strike  from  the  dies,  with  every  horizontal  and  vertical 
line  crisp.  Unlike  the  lesser  seated  Liberty  denominations,  LIBERTY  is  in 
raised  letters  instead  of  incuse.  For  the  reverse,  the  designer,  Christian  Gob¬ 
recht,  decided  to  place  his  flying  eagle  in  an  field  of  stars  of  varying  sizes.  The 
effect  of  this  is  masterly;  one  of  the  most  advanced  designs  on  any  early  1 9th 
century  issue. 

The  United  States  Mint  had  ceased  striking  silver  dollars  in  1804. 
Although  the  denomination  was  the  “flagship”  monetary  unit  in  U.S. 
coinage,  demand  for  it  came  mostly  from  bullion  depositors,  and  few 
dollar  coins  circulated  in  the  beginning  of  the  19th  century.  Much  ol 
each  year’s  mintage  was  either  melted  domestically  or  exported.  By  the 
1820s  and  ‘30s  however,  two  successive  Mint  directors,  Samuel  Moore 
and  Robert  M.  Patterson,  had  advocated  reviving  dollar  coinage. 
Although  Moore  obtained  authorization  to  do  so  in  1831,  it  was  not 
until  Patterson  replaced  him  in  1835  that  preparations  finally  got  under 
way.  The  1836  Gobrecht  Dollars  are  the  result  of  this  advocacy.

The  won¬ 
derful  “sheen”  to  the  toning  consists  of  steel  to  blue,  which  lends  immensely 
to  the  pleasing  quality  and  very  choice  aspect  of  the  coin.  Struck  with  Die 
Alignment  IV:  Medal  turn,  with  the  eagle  flying  level  with  respect  to  the  hor¬ 
izontal  axis  of  the  obverse.  Rarity-3.  According  to  Pollock  in  describing  this 
piece  on  page  32  of  his  Patterns  reference,  “In  recent  times  some  numisma¬ 
tists  have  come  to  believe  that  this  population  comprised  the  six  hundred 
1836-dated  Gobrecht  dollars  coined  in  March  31,  1837.  This  hypothesis  is 
supported  by  the  fairly  high  frequency  of  offerings  of  this  Die  alignment  vari¬ 
ety,  and  by  the  high  proportion  of  examples  that  have  been  circulated.  Other 
numismatists  consider  these  pieces  to  be  restrikes  coined  circa  1858  and 
later.”  Conservatively  graded;  high  on  just  about  every  advanced  collector’s 
Want  List  as  America’s  first  Seated  Liberty  Dollar  design. 

A  quantity  of  600  1836  Gobrecht  silver  dollars,  presumably  all  of  the 
4 16-grain  standard  and  180-degree  alignment,  were  paid  at  face  value 
into  the  Bank  of  the  United  States  in  December,  1836,  almost  immedi¬ 
ately  after  coining.  By  March  31,1 837,  1 ,000  more,  of  varying  die  align¬ 
ments  and,  presumably,  mostly  of  the  new  4 1 2-grain  standard  (adopted 
January  18,  1837),  had  been  struck,  many  of  which  were  deposited  into 
circulation.  Some  were  kept  on  hand  at  the  mint,  the  director  having 
enough  by  July  1838  to  send  50  examples  to  the  secretary  of  the  Treasury, 
as  new  (1838-dated)  Gobrecht  dollars  had  not  been  struck  by  that  time.

Identical  to  pre¬ 
ceding  with  the  exception  being  that  C.  GOBRECHT  F.  is  now  situated  on 
the  base  of  the  rocky  mount.  Exceedingly  well-balanced  as  far  as  the  design 
goes,  and  in  addition,  this  particular  specimen  exhibits  balanced  deep 
“antique  silver”  patina  over  both  surfaces.  Struck  as  a  Proof,  as  were  all  Gob¬ 
recht  Dollars,  the  devices  are  crystal  clear  down  to  the  smallest  element.  By 
placing  a  glass  to  the  coin,  the  intricacy  of  the  workmanship  jumps  out  in 
clear  relief,  from  the  sharply  defined  horizontal  and  vertical  lines  in  the  shield 
on  the  obverse  to  the  way  the  eagle’s  body  is  covered  in  delicate  feathers  — 
all  the  result  of  a  craftsman  (Gobrecht)  whose  mastery  of  his  craft  was  second 
to  none!  In  short,  a  very  attractive  specimen  of  this  elusive  Type. 

Die  Alignment  I  per  rhe  Pollock  reverence,  with  normal  “coin  turn”  of  180 
degrees,  and  the  eagle  flying  upwards  with  respect  to  the  horizontal  axis  of 
the  obverse.  Although  Judd-60  was  coined  in  fairly  large  numbers,  and  many 
examples  were  paid  out  into  circulation,  the  variety  is  strictly  speaking  a  part 
of  the  pattern  series. 

In  recent  years  there  as  been  a  renaissance  of  interest  in  the  silver  dollars 
designed  by  Christian  Gobrecht,  and  a  number  of  scholars  in  the  area 
have  explored  the  series  in  detail.  Although  the  present  information  is 
incomplete,  for  examples,  the  striking  orders  are  not  known,  and  die  pro¬ 
gression  have  not  been  studied  in  detail,  there  is  much  to  be  learned  from 
the  various  sources.

2079  1840  NGC  graded  Proof  64.  From  the  acclaimed  “Share”  collection  of  Silver  Dollars,  as  noted  on  the  NGC  insert.  Fully  struck  with  a  sharp  square  edge  and  deep 

reflective  fields  that  have  a  few  light  hairlines.  The  coin  exhibits  lightly  marbled  russet,  gray,  and  steel  toning  with  shimmering  iridescence  around  the  stars  and 
legends.  The  figure  of  Liberty  is  very  clean  and  the  overall  appearance  of  the  coin  is  superb!  Hence,  the  Premium  Quality  aspect  of  the  coin  suggests  “65”  quali¬ 
ty  may  be  in  order;  clearly  this  specimens  better  than  many  certified  “Proof  65”  dollars  seen  in  auctions. 

Like  other  Proof  seated  Liberty  silver  dollars  from  1840-50,  this  coin  was  struck  from  a  reverse  die  which  has  tiny  defects  on  the  outside  of  the  right  leg  of  the 
final  A  in  AMERICA  as  well  as  on  the  inside  of  the  right  leg  of  the  crossbar.  (This  gives  the  crossbar  the  appearance  of  being  broken.)  This  die  was  never  used  to 
mint  business  strikes,  only  the  Proof  from  1840-50.  Furthermore,  to  the  10  or  so  Proofs  struck  for  inclusion  in  the  P  roof  sets  of  1840,  researchers  point  to  the  fact 
than  an  additional  10  to  15  Proof  1840  dollars  were  made  for  sale  on  an  individual  basis.  Among  seated  dollars  of  the  1840s,  1840  has  the  distinction  of  being 
popular  because  it  is  the  first-dated  issue  of  the  No  Motto  Type.  A  few  business  strikes  of  this  year  exist  with  prooflike  surfaces  and  have  incorrectly  been  called 
Proofs  in  the  past;  it  is  difficult  to  make  a  credible  list  of  the  known  Proofs  with  their  proper  provenance  traced.  However,  it  is  our  understanding  that  only  10 
to  12  Proofs  of  this  date  are  known!  (NGC  serial  number  956671-001)

men  is  well  ahead  of  most  examples  in  minimal  quality  Proof.  It  boasts  full,  glittery  mirrors  whose  depth  and  smoothness  is  immediately  noticed.  They  provide 
a  stunning  background  effect  for  the  satin-frosted  device.  Both  Liberty  and  the  eagle  are  so  frosted;  for  that  matter,  so  too  are  the  tops  of  the  letters  in  the  leg¬ 
ends  and  the  stars  surrounding  Liberty.  1  he  deep  mirror  fields  expand  right  to  the  edge  of  sharp  square  rims  on  both  sides.  The  surface  lightly  toned  in  areas, 
with  few  hairlines  and  only  three  or  four  discernible  contact  marks.  Struck  from  the  same  reverse  die  as  all  Proof  seated  dollars  from  1840-50,  there  is  a  tiny  defect 
on  the  right  side  of  the  second  A  in  AMERICA.  (NGC  serial  number  956671-003) 

In  Proof,  the  1842  dollar  is  very  rare,  similar  to  the  1840,  1844  and  1847,  though  not  in  the  same  class  as  thel  84 1 ,  1843,  1845  and  1849.  This  is  another  of  the 
dates  from  the  1  840s  of  which  a  number  of  prooflike  Uncirculated  specimens  exist,  some  of  them  with  sufficiently  prooflike  fields  that  they  erroneously  have  been 
described  as  Proofs  in  the  past.  Determining  the  exact  number  of  true  Proof  1842  silver  dollars  is  a  difficult  task.  However,  it  is  our  estimate,  and  that  of  others, 
that  perhaps  10  to  12  examples  are  known.

A  few  microscopic  hairlines  with  no  signs  of  contact  marks  on  either 
side.  Medium  dappled  toning,  all  original,  attractive  and  much  prettier  than  most  of  this  issue.  Rims  are  wide  and  square,  all  lettering  is  also,  because  of  the  extra 
strike  received  from  the  dies.  (NGC  serial  number  956671-004)  Conservatively  graded,  this  lovely  mark-free  example  has  a  good  shot  at  Proof  63  quality. 

This  rare  Proof  was  struck  from  the  same  reverse  die  as  the  1842  in  the  preceding  lot  and  all  other  known  Proof  seated  Liberty  dollars  from  1840  to  1850.  It  is 
identified  by  a  tiny  die  defect  on  the  outer  edge  of  the  right  leg  of  the  second  A  in  AMERICA.  Nothing  but  Proofs  were  ever  struck  using  this  reverse,  making  it 
a  diagnostic  for  identifying  the  extremely  rare  Proofs.

accented  with  delicate  steel  and  reddish  champagne  toning.  Sharply  struck,  devices  are  cameo  frosted  from  the  dies  and  virtually  free  of  contact  marks.  The  only 
ones  seen  appear  to  be  on  Liberty’s  lower  left  arm  and  at  the  hand.  Both  are  minuscule.  A  landmark  piece  that  will  often  be  referred  to  by  silver  dollar  specialists 
and  honored  as  among  the  finest  of  its  date.  (NGC  serial  number  956671-005) 

The  low-mintage  1844  is  highly  prized  as  a  date  in  any  grade,  thereby  lending  added  appeal  to  the  Proof.  We  estimate  that  only  two  to  four  Proofs  of  this  year 
are  known  above  the  Proof  63  level. 

From  the  same  reverse  die  as  before,  the  characteristic  defect  at  the  second  A  in  AMERICA  visible  under  low-power  magnification.  Obverse  date  high  on  the 
coin,  in  contrast  to  business  strikes  on  which  it  is  typically  lower  than  center.  The  lower  right  serif  of  the  final  digit  4  ends  in  a  sharp  point.  The  vertical  stripes 
in  the  obverse  shield  are  all  made  of  triple  elements,  as  normal  for  the  seated  Liberty  series  (in  contrast,  all  business  strike  1844  dollars  seen  have  quadruple 
stripes  due  to  die  doubling).  The  reverse  die  was  used  to  produce  Proofs  of  1840-50  but  not  any  of  the  later  Proofs.

lars  we  have  seen,  but  it  also  is  one  of  the  four  or  five  finest  proof  dollars  we  have  seen  or  know  of  from  the  entire  decade  of  the  1840s.  To  say  that  it  has  a  shot 
a  Proof  66  status  would  be  a  moot  point,  since  its  spectacular  color,  surfaces,  and  detail  all  point  to  that  eventual  outcome.  A  lovely  golden  to  lavender-and-blue 
toned  gem,  the  color  resides  in  natural  shades  on  both  sides,  covering  but  not  obscuring  the  shimmering  reflective  quality  of  the  mirror  fields.  They  are  deeply 
mirror  in  fact,  glossy  and  a  treat  for  the  eye.  The  devices,  by  way  of  comparison,  are  covered  in  smooth  satin  frost.  So  sharp  are  they  that  there  is  no  question  they 
received  a  full  double-blow  from  the  specially  prepared  Proof  dies.  One  rarely  sees  a  Proof  seated  Liberty  dollar  in  the  1860s  or  1870s  that  is  a  match  for  this  spec¬ 
imen  in  terms  of  overall  strike  and  appearance.  The  coin  is  comparable  to  the  NGC  Proof  65  listed  in  the  Auction  ‘89  sale  (Akers),  lot  1 153.  (NGC  serial  number 
956671-006) 

Records  of  Proofs  were  not  kept  in  the  1840s.  There  is  no  way  to  be  certain  exactly  how  many  Proof  1845  seated  Liberty  dollars  were  made,  but  the  probable 

number  is  likely  south  at  most  15-20  pieces. 

Die  characteristics:  With  84  in  date  heavily  repunched.  Date  slants  down.  Reverse  of  1840-1850  (described  under  1840).  The  usual  variety  seen.  Walter  H. 

Breen,  Bowers,  and  Akers  among  other  specialists  in  the  series  maintain  that  as  few  as  10  Proofs  are  known.

2084  1846  Repunched  Date  Variety.  NGC  graded  Proof  64.  Ex  Starr  Collection.  Also  from  the  acclaimed  “Share"  collection  of  Silver  Dollars,  as  noted  on  the  NGC  insert. 

Sometimes  referred  to  as  a  “blundered”  date  or  “overdate.”  Close  examination  of  the  affected  area  shows  the  date  was  originally  punched  far  too  low,  then  only 
partially  effaced  before  the  numerals  were  punched  into  the  correct  position.  The  top  halves  of  the  original  numerals  846  clearly  show  at  the  bottoms  of  the  cor¬ 
rected  figures.  This  Proof  is  superb!  Original  and  very  attractive,  it  boasts  a  full  strike  and  lovely  golden  amber  toning  at  the  peripheral  areas.  Centers  are  bright 
and  frosted.  In  short,  this  Proof  is  superb,  original  and  very  attractive  with  a  full  strike  and  cameo  contrast  between  devices  and  fields.  Both  sides  are  pristine  in 
fact,  with  almost  nothing  in  the  way  of  hairlines  and,  we  are  pleased  to  say,  no  contact  marks.  Very  close  to  Gem  quality.  (NGC  serial  number  956671-007) 

The  is  the  only  Proof  seated  dollar  of  the  1840s  of  which  more  than  one  variety  exists,  although  both  varieties  were  struck  using  the  same  reverse  that  was  used 
to  mint  all  Proof  silver  dollars  from  1840  to  1850.  Curiously,  this  “blundered  date”  variety  is  seen  more  often  than  the  perfect-date  1846  Proof.  Perhaps  15  to 
20  blundered-date  Proofs  are  known,  some  estimate  even  higher,  which  makes  this  lovely  Proof  64  a  superb  coin  for  a  Type  Set  or  rare  coin  portfolio. 
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LOVELY  CAMEO  FROSTED  1847  PROOF

2085  1847  NGC  graded  Proof  64.  From  the  acclaimed  “Share"  collection  of  Silver  Dollars,  as  noted  on  the  NGC  insert.  With  strong  cameo  contrast  between  the  devices 

(frosted)  and  the  field  (mirror  gloss).  A  honey  of  a  coin,  each  star  100%  sharp,  each  vertical  and  horizontal  in  Liberty’s  shield  microscopically  complete.  Her  toes 
visible  along  with  the  sandal  strap.  The  eagle’s  eye  and  nasal  opening  clear  as  well.  Were  you  to  take  a  few  minutes  out  from  your  busy  lot  viewing  schedule  to 
examine  this  under  a  magnifying  glass,  your  respect  for  the  early  Proof  seated  dollars  would  be  magnified  ten-fold.  The  surfaces  are  completely  original  and  bril¬ 
liant.  The  only  toning  occurs  at  the  rim  on  either  side,  where  reddish  amber  peeks  in  from  the  edge  reeding.  No  marks  seen  on  Liberty  or  the  eagle.  Many  Proofs 
of  this  period  were  mishandled.  The  eye  appeal  of  this  coin  is  so  exceptional  that  many  will  probably  call  it  a  Gem  because  of  its  superlative  condition.  (NGC 
serial  number  956671-008) 

One  of  only  10  to  12  Proofs  known,  meaning  that  the  1847  silver  dollar  is  extremely  rare.  Besides  the  10  to  15  Proof  sets  of  the  year,  an  additional  small  quan¬ 
tity  of  Proofs  was  undoubtedly  minted,  but  probably  fewer  than  10  pieces.  Compared  to  other  Proof  silver  dollars  of  the  1840s,  the  1847  is  more  or  less  in  the 
middle  of  the  pack.  1846  and  1848  are  more  common;  on  the  other  hand,  the  1841,  1843,  1845,  and  1849  are  definitely  rarer  than  the  1847. 


VERY  RARE  PROOF  1848  SILVER  DOLLAR

2086  1848  NGC  graded  Proof  64.  From  the  acclaimed  “Share"  collection  of  Silver  Dollars,  as  noted  on  the  NGC  insert.  Virtually  in  the  Gem  class,  a  coin  whose  sharp 

strike  competes  with  the  deep  mirror  fields  for  your  attention.  Rims  are  wide  and  square,  and  so  too  the  letters.  A  few  tiny  marks  on  Liberty  hold  it  back  from 
Proof  65  quality,  but  so  close  is  this  to  being  a  Proof  65  that  we’d  insist  it  belongs  in  the  “PQ”  (for  Premium  Quality)  level.  The  toning  is  all  original.  On  the 
obverse  medium  to  deep  gray  exhibits  silvery  sparkle  around  the  stars  and  devices;  on  the  reverse,  the  same  medium  dove-gray  hue  is  accompanied  by  some  light 
russet  brown  at  the  rim.  Similar  to  others  from  1840-50,  this  is  a  Proof-only  variety,  struck  with  the  reverse  die  used  to  mint  all  Proof  silver  dollars  up  to  1850. 
There  is  a  die  defect  on  the  outside  of  the  right  leg  of  A  in  AMERICA,  as  well  as  a  crossbar  “broken”  at  the  right.  The  obverse  die  is  also  a  Proof-only  die  used 
solely  to  mint  the  1848  Proofs  and  none  of  the  business  strikes.  It  is  identifiable  by  tiny  die  chips  or  rust  marks  below  Liberty’s  right  breast,  another  small  lump 
on  her  eyebrow  by  the  hair  and  some  raised  lines  on  her  jaw  and  neck.  The  lines,  similar  to  incuse  lint  marks  on  some  Proof  pieces,  may  probably  be  the  result 
of  tiny  threads  adhering  to  the  master  die  or  hub  when  this  Proof  die  was  made.  All  in  all  a  fabulous  looking  specimen,  superior  to  most  known  1848  Proofs,  of 
which  an  estimated  12  to  15  pieces  are  traced.  (NGC  serial  number  956671-009) 

The  1848  silver  dollar  in  Proof  is  generally  similar  in  rarity  to  the  1847,  perhaps  a  little  less  rare.  Q.  David  Bowers,  in  his  reference  work  on  silver  dollars,  esti¬ 
mates  a  total  Proof  mintage  of  25-35  pieces  which  would  include  those  issued  in  the  10-15  Proof  sets  of  the  year  plus  an  additional  15-20  Proofs  made  for  sale 
on  an  individual  basis.  Bowers  further  estimates  an  existing  population  of  9-17  pieces. 
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MEMORABLE  PROOF  1849  SILVER  DOLLAR

2087  1849  NGC  graded  Proof  65.  From  the  acclaimed  “Share”  and  “Starr”  collections  of  Silver  Dollars,  as  noted  on  the  NGC  insert.  A 

fabulous  specimen,  formerly  in  the  Starr  and  Share  collections  and  perhaps  second  or  third  finest  in  terms  of  overall  quality  among 
the  six  Proofs  known.  Pittman’s  was  of  comparable  quality  to  this  and  also  nicely  toned.  The  toning  commingles  blue  and  gray 
with  some  dusky  lavender  to  create  a  nice  pattern  across  the  surface  of  the  coin.  Underneath  this  color  one  finds  memorable  sur¬ 
faces.  The  fields  are  sleek  and  well  mirrored.  The  devices  are  bold.  The  devices  are  also  satin-fresh  with  frost  from  the  dies.  This 
gives  them  a  natural  two-tone  aspect  when  viewed  against  the  reflective  field,  although  the  medium  shade  of  toning  causes  the 
color  to  overwhelm  the  cameo  aspect.  Our  firm  purchased  and  sold  the  1849  silver  dollar  in  Proof  67  in  1990  —  the  finest 
known.  That  specimen  realized  over  $300,000.  However,  note  that  the  present  specimen  in  our  judgment  surpasses  the  Proof  67, 
and  is  very  conservatively  graded.  (NGC  serial  number  956671-010) 

All  Proof  1849  silver  coins  of  1849  are  extremely  rare,  among  the  rarest  of  all  Proof  issues  of  the  1840s.  In  his  silver  dollar  ency¬ 
clopedia,  Q.  David  Bowers  comments  that  he  considers  the  1849  to  be  the  rarest  of  the  Proof  silver  dollars  of  the  1840s,  and 
the  1849  certainly  holds  a  strong  claim  to  that  honor.  Some,  however,  believe  the  1841  is  at  least  as  rare,  although  any  differ¬ 
ence  in  rarity  between  the  two  is  minimal. 

As  occurs  with  other  dates  in  the  1 840s,  prooflike  business  strikes  compound  the  difficulty  in  keeping  an  honest  roster  of  the 
known  Proofs.  The  six  specimens  listed  below  are  all  definitely  Proofs  which  are  easily  identifiable  since  this  is  a  Proof-only  vari¬ 
ety.  The  reverse  die  used  to  strike  the  Proofs  of  this  year  was  the  same  reverse  die  used  to  mint  all  Proof  silver  dollars  in  the  1840s 
as  well  as  the  1850.  We  thank  David  Akers  for  providing  the  following  list  of  Proof  1849  seated  dollars:

2088  1 850  NGC  graded  Proof  63.  From  the  acclaimed  “Share"  collection  of  Silver  Dollars ,  as  noted  on  the  NGC  insert.  A  few  insignificant  hairlines  in  the  field.  Choice 

Proof,  perhaps  even  finer,  the  date  with  open  5,  repunched  0  in  date,  the  repunching  visible  at  the  bottom  of  the  numeral.  Die  file  marks  at  the  denticles  below 
50  in  the  date.  The  fields  are  deeply  mirrored  without  the  often-seen  noticeable  striations  as  seen  on  some  Proofs.  A  square  rim,  sharp  edge,  full  head  and  foot 
on  Liberty  points  to  this  being  a  full  strike,  as  well  as  the  boldly  defined  stars  and  eagle.  The  coin  exhibits  beautiful  medium  reddish-gold  to  steel-colored  ton¬ 
ing.  As  noted,  there  are  a  few  hairlines  in  the  fields  as  well  as  a  tiny  area  of  slide  mark  shininess  on  the  leg  of  Liberty.  The  overall  appearance  of  this  specimen  is 
excellent,  and  so  too  the  eye-appeal.  Among  the  finest  Proof  1850  silver  dollars  known.  Well  above-average.  (NGC  serial  number  956671-01 1) 

The  Proof  1850  silver  dollar  is  very  rare,  as  are  other  Proofs  struck  from  1840  to  1853.  Though  not  as  rare  as  some  of  the  issues  from  the  1840s,  it  is  a  com¬ 
mendable  specimen  in  this  grade.  Bowers  estimates  an  original  mintage  of  40  to  60, _ with  the  opinion  that  21  to  35  still  exist.  Whatever  the  true  number  known, 
it  is  certainly  the  case  that  Proof  1850  dollars  are  seen  only  in  the  great  auction  sales.  And  many  of  these  display  minor  contact  marks.

2089  1851  Restrike.  NGC  graded  Proof  64.  From  the  acclaimed  “Share"  collection  of  Silver  Dollars ,  as  noted  on  the  NGC  insert.  As  anyone  can  see  who  examines  it  during 

Lot  Viewing,  a  very  conservatively  graded  specimen  that  warrants  the  65  grade!  Beautiful  purple-brown  to  midnight  blue  iridescence  leaves  the  centers  pale  salmon- 
gold,  with  charming  two-tone  contrast  between  devices  and  fields.  The  fields  themselves  are  deep-mirrored  and  thus  highly  reflective.  “Glossy”  or  “glassy”  are  two 
words  that  come  to  mind.  Against  these  lovely  toned  fields  rise  like  Phoenix  birds  the  satin-frosted  Liberty  and  eagle,  whose  beautiful  appearance  has  all  the  aspects 
of  a  true  “cameo”  Proof.  (Although  this  isn’t  noted  on  the  NGC  holder,  we  assure  you  the  coin  is  a  spectacular  cameo!)  NGC  serial  number  956671-012. 

Restrike  with  date  centered.  As  far  as  we  have  been  able  to  determine,  no  “original”  Proof  1851  silver  dollars  were  minted.  Several  that  have  been  described  as 
Proof  have  turned  out  to  be  clashed-die  business  strikes  with  prooflike  fields.  Once  collectors  discovered  that  1851  dollars  were  rare,  they  petitioned  the  mint 
officials  for  help.  The  mint  officials  caused  from  50  to  100  Proof  restrikes  to  be  made.  This  was  probably  done  sometime  around  1858  or  slightly  later,  and 
from  a  different  set  of  dies  than  the  Original  business  strikes  (of  which  1,300  were  made). 

Restrikes  are  distinguished  by  having  the  date  lower  and  better  centered  than  on  the  originals.  The  date  logotype  is  identical  to  that  of  the  original  obverse. 
Restrikes  were  not  sold  in  Proof  sets,  nor,  for  that  matter,  openly  sold  at  all..  Most  likely  they  were  offered  private  by  insiders  at  the  Mint.  During  the  time  of 
issue,  circa  1858-60  (and  possibly  again  in  1867-68),  the  difference  between  the  original  and  restrikes  caused  no  comment  since  die  study  was  in  its  infancy

er  grade  seen  in  the  superb  fields  which  are  fully  mirrored,  and  the  needle-sharp  devices,  which  had  imparted  to  them  a  pristine  layer  of  satiny  frost  from  the  dies. 
An  intensely  pleasing  coin  whose  near-hairline-free  fields  sport  deep  steely  iridescence  (along  with  some  sky  blue  at  the  rims).  One  of  only  30  to  40  known,  this  is 
the  rarest  seated  Liberty  silver  dollar  year.  A  few  tiny  marks  on  Liberty’s  face;  the  eagle  resplendent  in  its  cloak  of  feathers. 

The  fame  of  the  1852  seated  dollar  has  been  long  heralded.  Although  1,100  were  reported  to  have  been  struck  for  circulation,  and  were  probably  used  in  this 
manner,  many  were  melted.  Filling  the  gap  are  Proofs  to  the  extent  of  perhaps  30  to  40  pieces,  a  low  population,  and  one  that  as  a  date  is  in  a  league  with  the 
1851  Proof  restrike.  So  few  are  available  that  rarity  is  difficult  to  estimate  clearly.  But  as  a  date,  the  1852  is  king  of  the  seated  Liberty  series.  (NGC  serial  number 
956671-013) 

Do  not  let  the  terminology  “Restrike”  restrict  you  from  bidding.  During  the  second  half  of  the  nineteenth  century,  as  collectors  discovered  that  the  Mint  hier¬ 
archy  was  dishing  out  low-mintage  Proof  coins  to  its  cronies,  they,  too,  wanted  a  chance  to  acquire  some.  The  Mint  obliged  (if  only  to  silence  their  protests) 
by  resurrecting  older  dies  from  its  cabinet  and  striking  a  few  clandestine  pieces.  Most  restrikes  were  made  in  very  limited  numbers.  If  anyone  was  to  run  a  pop¬ 
ulation  tally  on  them  he  might  discover  that  in  some  cases  restrikes  are  rarer  than  the  originals!  Silver  Dollars,  Half  Cents,  and  Pattern  coins  are  the  predomi¬ 
nant  issues  in  which  restrikes  occur. 


EXCEEDINGLY  RARE  PROOF  1853  SILVER  DOLLAR  —  ONE  OF  ONLY  7-10  PROOFS  KNOWN

2091  1853  Restrike.  NGC  graded  Proof  64.  From  the  acclaimed  “Share"  collection  of  Silver  Dollars,  as  noted  on  the  NGC  insert.  Resplendent  two-tone  cameo  contrast 

between  fields  and  devices.  Gorgeous  toning.  Magnificent  eye  appeal.  The  features  you  will  notice  immediately  are  the  satin  frost  overlaying  Liberty  and  the  eagle, 
both  of  which  are  needle-sharp  from  a  firm  double-blow  by  the  specially  made  Proof  dies.  They  seem  to  rise  above  the  “dark”  reflectiveness  that  is  the  mirror  field 
in  bold  cameo  relief.  As  far  as  the  fields  themselves,  these  are  equal  in  their  pleasing  attributes:  full-mirrored,  toned  in  warm  shades  that  include  gold  and  steel 
with  blue  iridescence.  A  handsomer  combination  would  be  difficult  to  imagine.  (NGC  serial  number  956671-014) 

All  Proof  1853  seated  dollars  are  considered  by  experts  to  be  Restrikes.  Some  die  file  marks  at  the  bottom  of  the  base  of  the  date  just  above  53  are  diagnostic,  and 
there  are  also  a  few  other  die  file  marks  at  the  denticles  below  53.  This  specimen,  unlike  the  Pittman  “Very  Choice  Proof’  is  free  from  lint  marks.  On  the  reverse, 
the  three  vertical  bars  of  the  first  strike  on  the  left  reach  to  the  second  horizontal  bar  of  the  shield.  This  serves  to  make  that  horizontal  bar  appear  slightly  curved 
at  that  point  rather  than  perfectly  straight.  It  appears  no  original  Proof  silver  dollars  were  made  in  1853.  The  7-10  Proofs  that  exist  are  the  survivors  of  approxi¬ 
mately  12-15  Restrikes  made  about  a  decade  or  so  later.  Proofs  of  this  issue  were  unknown  as  late  as  1 860  according  to  an  article  written  by  George  F.  Jones  in 
the  “Coin  Collectors  Manual”  in  that  year,  and  the  first  specimen  appeared  at  auction  in  the  McCoy  sale  of  1864.  Therefore,  it  is  reasonable  to  assume  the  rVoofs 
were  minted  sometime  during  the  four  years,  1860-64.

2092  1854  NGC  graded  Proof  63.  From  the  acclaimed  “Share"  collection  of  Silver  Dollars,  as  noted  on  the  NGC  insert.  Miss  Liberty,  seated  demurely  on  her  rocky  out¬ 

crop,  gazes  off  to  the  left  in  resplendent  frosted  originality  on  this  handsome  cameo-contrast  specimen.  There  are  some  slight  hairlines  in  the  fields  consistent  with 
the  grade,  none  that  are  serious;  natural  toning  (deepest  at  the  rims)  visible  over  both  surfaces,  obverse  and  reverse.  As  often  occurs  with  the  1854  Proof,  there  is 
some  weakness  along  the  eagle’s  wing  at  left  and,  lower  down,  affecting  the  leg  and  olive  branch.  Rims  are  squared-off  and  sharp. 

Beginning  in  the  year  1854,  the  United  States  Mint  in  Philadelphia  increased  production  of  Proof  coinage,  at  the  same  time  making  complete  copper-silver  Proof 
sets  more  available  than  they  had  been  previously.  Possibly  30-35  Proof  sets  were  minted  in  1854,  with  additional  single  silver  dollars  struck  to  satisfy  collector 
demand  for  this  denomination.  The  total  Proof  mintage  may  be  in  the  neighborhood  of  60-70,  causing  this  date  to  be  slightly  commoner  than  any  of  the  Proof 
dates  preceding  it.  It  is  also  slightly  less  rare  than  the  1855,  although  is  equal  to  the  1857.  Only  the  1856  is  considered  to  be  more  common  than  this  date, 
although  “common”  is  a  relative  term  since  any  issue  in  which  fewer  than  50  survive  cannot  be  said  to  be  common  as  commonly  understood!

imen  features  original  purple-gray  to  steel  blue  patina  from  its  many  years  in  collectors’  hands.  The  term  “collectors'  hands”  doesn’t  mean  that  it  was  handled,  of 
course,  far  from  it  —  this  specimen  seems  us  to  have  been  given  kid-gloves  treatment  from  all  who  have  gone  before.  The  surface  is  pristine;  the  strike,  from  spe¬ 
cially  prepared  dies,  razor-sharp  on  all  devices  including  stars,  and  Liberty  and  eagle  both  nicely  frosted  from  said  dies,  leaving  them  layered  in  satin  smoothness 
against  the  deep  reflective  field  that  surrounds.  (NGC  serial  number  956671-016) 

Besides  the  specimens  made  for  inclusion  in  the  estimated  50-60  Proof  sets  this  year,  a  small  additional  quantity  of  dollar  coinage  was  minted  in  Proof  for  sale  to 
collectors  on  an  first-come,  first-served  basis.  The  total  stock  of  Proofs  can  probably  be  put  at  the  same  figure  as  1854.  At  least  two  dozen  specimens  are  traced 
today,  with  the  actual  number  approaching  30.  Without  question,  the  1855  is  the  rarest  of  the  Proof  silver  dollars  1854-58,  and,  in  this  lovely  Proof  65  state  of 
preservation,  will  likely  cause  a  great  deal  of  eager  anticipatory  shifting  in  seats  as  bidders  prepare  to  do  battle.  (In  case  you  notice  the  auctioneer  at  the  front  of 
the  room  donning  his  flak  jacket  and  49ers  helmet,  you  will  understand  why.  Bidders  are  requested  not  to  thiow  cabbages  or  tennis  balls  at  him  to  gain  his  atten 
tion.  A  polite  “Me,  too!”  shouted  in  his  direction  will  suffice.)

It  boasts  full  two-tone  contrast  between 
devices,  which  are  frosted,  and  field,  whose  shimmering  mirrors  reflect  light 
with  watery  smoothness.  All  devices  bold.  A  few  light  hairlines  noted,  none 
such  as  needing  further  mention.  Natural  toning  with  eye-catching  sparkle, 
puts  this  squarely  in  the  Gem  class.  (NGC  serial  number  956671-017) 

Proof  1856  dollars  were  minted  for  inclusion  in  the  Proof  sets  of  the  year. 
Others  were  made  (in  small  numbers)  for  sale  to  collectors  who  didn’t  fancy 
owning  the  full  copper  and  silver  Proof  set).  As  many  as  75-100  of  this  issue 
were  made.  It  is  reasonable  to  assume  35-40  remain,  making  the  1856  the 
most  available  of  the  pre-1858  Proof  silver  dollars.

2095  1 857  NGC  graded  Proof  62.  From  the  acclaimed  “Share”  collection  of  Silver 

Dollars,  as  noted  on  the  NGC  insert.  Virtually  without  toning  save  for  the  very 
edge  of  the  coin  around  the  rims  where  golden-russet  color  formed  before  the 
coin  was  locked  away  in  its  protective  NGC  housing.  And  well  worth  con¬ 
sidering  for  its  sleek  appearance  and  minimal  amount  of  hairlines.  All  stars 
full,  with  crisp  detail  throughout  Liberty  and  her  shield;  on  the  reverse,  the 
eagle  is  sharp  for  the  most  part,  with  the  left  wing  at  top  the  only  weak  area. 


In  Proof  state,  the  1857  silver  dollar  seems  to  be  scarcer  than  the  1856, 
although  the  difference  is  minor.  Both  it  and  the  1856  are  popular  for  their 
No  Motto  design.  Today,  possibly  as  few  as  30-35  pieces  remain,  this  being  a 
particularly  pleasing  example  for  its  conservative  (some  might  say  “too  con¬ 
servative”)  grade.

2096  1858  NGC  graded  Proof  66.  From  the  acclaimed  “Share”  collection  of  Silver 

Dollars,  as  noted  on  the  NGC  insert.  Without  a  doubt  this  coin  has  it  all:  near 
perfection  in  the  fields,  original  toning  and  surfaces,  and  decided  contrast 
between  the  mirrors  and  amply  frosted  devices.  Struck  from  the  same  reverse 
as  used  in  1856  and  1857,  there  is  a  shallow  depression  in  the  field  left  of  the 
eagle’s  beak  that  characterizes  1858  dollars.  This  is  an  artifact  from  the  dies;  it 
occurs  on  every  known  specimen.  Few  however  achieve  this  coin’s  outstanding 
preservation.  Even  the  John  Jay  Pittman  Proof  Silver  Dollar  of  1858  was  only 
“Very  Choice  Proof”  according  to  the  cataloged  The  specimen  offered  here  dis¬ 
plays  light  gray  toning  with  a  pleasing  milky  effect;  the  fields,  for  their  part, 
shimmer  with  watery  reflection.  (NGC  serial  number  956671-019) 

When  1858  arrived,  the  Mint  increased  Proof  production  and  began  making 
Proof  sets  available  to  the  general  public  for  the  first  time.  As  early  as  1854, 
sets  and  individual  pieces  could  be  bought  for  a  slight  premium  over  face 
value  at  the  Mint  (but  only  on  a  limited  scale,  the  fact  was  not  advertised).  It 
was  not  until  1858  that  the  Mint,  under  the  direction  of  Mint  Director 
James  Ross  Snowden,  began  to  advertise  Proof  coin  sales  to  the  general  pub¬ 
lic.  Substantial  quantities  of  collector  oriented  coins  became  the  norm  in  later 
years. 


2097  1859  NGC  graded  Proof  63.  From  the  acclaimed  “Share”  collection  of  Silver 

Dollars,  as  noted  on  the  NGC  insert.  The  obverse  exhibits  full  black-on-white 
contrast  from  the  cameo  effect  of  Liberty  being  frosted.  Some  golden  color 
hugs  the  rim  while  elsewhere  the  silvery  bloom  glistens.  On  the  reverse,  a 
similar  two-tone  effect  is  achieve,  although  here  there  is  a  band  of  haze  or  fine 
granularity  in  the  right  field  which  partly  obscures  the  mirror  finish. 
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2098  1860  NGC  graded  Proof  64.  From  the  acclaimed  “Share”  collection  of  Silver 

Dollars,  as  noted  on  the  NGC  insert.  Very  near  Proof  65  quality,  the  fields  and 
devices  fresh,  original,  nicely  toned,  with  Liberty  and  the  eagle  in  frosted 
relief.  The  color  on  the  obverse:  mellow  reddish  amber;  lighter  shades  of  rus¬ 
set  and  pale  silvery  gray  for  the  reverse.  Only  1,330  Proofs  minted.  By  1860 
the  Mint  issue  price  for  a  copper  and  silver  Proof  set  climbed  from  $2.02  (for 
$1.94  face  value  of  coins)  to  $3,  for  a  set  which  contained  a  copper-nickel 
Indian  cent,  silver  three-cent  piece,  half  dime,  dime,  quarter  dollar,  half  dol¬ 
lar,  and  silver  dollar.  This  $1.06  premium  represented  a  charge  of  55%  over 
face  value  for  each  coin.  fVoof  dollars,  on  the  other  hand,  were  sold  for  $1.60 
each  in  1860  (and  again  in  1861).  Although  Proof  production  of  the  1860 
dollar  was  abnormally  large  at  1,330  pieces  (the  highest  Proof  figure  in  the 
entire  seated  Liberty  series),  only  527  were  eventually  sold.  The  rest  were 
consigned  to  the  melting  pot.  It  would  appear  the  Mint  official  guessed 
wrong  in  believing  that  a  large  number  of  silver  dollars  would  be  ordered 
beyond  the  regular  set  sales  because  after  1860  all  silver  coins  were  made  in 
the  same  amounts  for  Proof  sets. 


2099  1861  NGC  graded  Proof  63.  From  the  acclaimed  “Share”  collection  of  Silver 

Dollars,  as  noted  on  the  NGC  insert.  A  band  of  toning  crosses  the  obverse 
through  Liberty  in  a  vertical  direction.  Medium  steel  to  blue  shades  else¬ 
where;  a  boldly  struck  example.  Although  1 ,000  Proofs  were  minted,  it  is 
believe  only  about  350  were  ever  sold.  Of  issues  dated  in  the  early  1860s,  the 
1861  is  considered  the  scarcest  Proof  today.  The  excess  over  the  original 
mintage  was  returned  for  melting.  The  days  were  still  far  distant  when  coin 
dealers  such  as  David  Proskey  would  absorb  left-over  Proofs  at  face  value  or 
for  a  small  premium. Today,  1861  Proof  dollars  are  very  elusive.  Not  only  was 
the  distribution  low,  as  noted,  but  those  sold  seem  to  have  had  an  unusually 
high  attrition  rate.

Dollars,  as  noted  on  the  NGC  insert.  Colorful  gold  and  sunset  reds  on  the 
obverse,  sleek  dusky  lavender-gray  to  shimmering  blue  on  the  reverse.  Wth 
both  sides  needle-sharp.  With  both  sides  highly  reflective,  free  from  the  usual 
heavy  hairlining,  a  decided  “plus”  for  the  advanced  collector  or  someone  who 
would  like  to  own  a  grade-rarity  in  high-end  Proof  for  a  rare  coin  portfolio. 
Similar  to  1863,  mintage  came  in  low:  470  pieces,  all  of  them  distributed 
with  the  Proof  sets.

Toning  is  a  bit  unattractive,  but  in  other 
areas  the  coin  shines  with  positive  features  such  as  needle-sharp  detail,  satiny 
contrast  on  devices,  and  only  a  few  light  hairlines.  Net  sales  to  collectors  this 
year  were  about  430;  however,  those  that  remained  from  the  original  550 
minted  were  placed  in  a  vault  and  not  found  until  the  mid- 1870s,  at  which 
time  they  were  sold.

Each  square  millimeter  of 
Liberty  is  layered  in  pearl-white  frost;  the  whose  surface  of  the  eagle  similar 
in  its  resplendence.  The  stars  and  the  tops  of  the  letters  were  also  left  white- 
topped  by  the  Proof  dies.  These  provide  the  contrast  for  the  field.  The  field 
on  both  sides  is  smooth,  watery,  and,  because  of  the  way  it  reflects  light  in 
one  direction,  appears  deep,  almost  dark  with  depth,  and  has  unique  smooth¬ 
ness  that  causes  us  all  to  hold  our  breath  in  admiration.

All  were  distributed  with  the 
Proof  sets  (none  sold  separately).  There  is  no  need  for  us  to  tell  you  to  “put 
in  a  large  bid”  since  anyone  with  any  familiarity  of  the  seated  dollar  series  will 
know  at  once  just  how  this  is!  NGC  serial  number  956672-009.

Here,  as  in  the  1865,  Liberty,  eagle,  stars  and  legends  are  in  bold,  frosted 
relief.  Here,  too,  the  fields  offer  the  viewer  almost  infinite  “depth”  and  mir¬ 
ror-like  sheen.  The  smoothness  dances  in  the  way  of  watery  reflection.  For 
the  first  time,  the  motto  IN  GOD  WE  TRUST  has  been  placed  above  the 
eagle  on  a  tasteful  scroll.  The  entire  ensemble  a  treat  to  behold,  a  joy  to  pon¬ 
der,  something  to  own.  Except  for  some  warm  golden  toning  at  the  rims  on 
either  side,  the  surface  glows  with  silvery  bright  perfection.

the  superb  hues  include  gold  to  rose-gold,  lavender  to  dusky  russet  with  blue. 
The  pristine  surface  also  may  indicate  a  price  nearer  Proof  66  quality  since 
every  detail  is  outstanding.  Mintage  this  year:  960  Proofs. 

Events  during  1872  were  pretty  much  akin  to  what  took  place  in  1998- 
.  2000,  at  least  in  the  world  of  finances.  The  “cheap  money”  which  arose 

out  of  the  American  Civil  War  enabled  savvy  investors  to  buy  up  railroads 
and  other  companies,  then  inflate  their  stock  and  bond  prices.  A  build¬ 
ing  boom  accompanied  the  stock  boom;  railroad  mileage  grew  by  leaps 
and  bounds;  land  speculation  was  rife. 

In  the  political  cauldron  associated  with  this  cheap  money,  all  sorts  of 
noxious  things  were  brewing  underneath  the  surface  of  the  Grant  admin¬ 
istration.  The  Credit  Mobilier  scandal  (on  a  par  with  our  Savings  and 
Loan  disgrace)  came  frothing  to  a  head.  And  the  waves  were  still  sloshing 
through  Wall  Street  from  Fisk  and  Gould’s  1869  corner  of  the  gold  mar¬ 
ket.  Meanwhile,  out  West,  four  powerful  men  were  divvying  up  the  state 
of  California  into  political  fiefdoms.  Amid  such  churning  and  industrial 
growth,  this  delightful  1 872  Proof  entered  the  world.  One  wonders  what 
stories  it  would  tell  if  only  it  could  speak? 


2111  1873  PCGS  graded  Proof  63.  From  the  acclaimed  “Share  '  collection  of  Silver 

Dollars,  in  one  of  the  first-generation,  pre-1989  PCCS  holders.  Premium  Qual¬ 
ity  surfaces,  the  toning  medium  gray  with  deeper  iron  gray  around  the  stars, 
legends,  and  other  devices.  A  mere  600  Proofs  issued  in  1873  seems  to  antic¬ 
ipate  the  end  of  the  seated  Liberty  series,  which,  after  the  government  passed 
the  Coinage  Act  of  1873,  abolished  the  denomination  and  replaced  it  with  a 
new  Trade  dollar. 


End  of  The  Sunshine  Collection  of  Proof  Seated  Dollars 
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2112  1840  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  61.  From  the  acclaimed  “Share” collection  of 
Silver  Dollars. 

Silver  for  coinage  purposes  had  to  be  imported  or  made  from  melted-down 
Spanish-American  and  other  foreign  coins  in  American  circulation.  Ironical¬ 
ly,  the  legal  tender  “silver  dollars”  in  commerce  were  more  often  than  not  apt 
to  be  products  of  one  of  the  numerous  mints  of  Mexico,  a  country  which, 
unlike  the  United  States,  was  busy  mining  more  silver  than  it  knew  what  to 
do  with. 

Silver  dollars  for  silver  bullion:  From  1840  to  1852,  dollars  were  coined 
essentially  on  demand  from  the  public.  Those  who  wanted  dollars  brought 
the  necessary  bullion  to  the  mint  of  their  choice  (Philadelphia  or  New 
Orleans;  the  latter  mint  making  its  first  dollars  in  1846)  and  received  the 
coins.  It  worked  the  same  way  for  lower  denominations.  It  is  for  these  rea¬ 
sons,  as  well  as  the  familiarity  with  the  ubiquitous  bust  half  dollars  of  the 
period,  that  the  Philadelphia  mint  was  called  upon  to  strike  a  mere  61,005 
seated  Liberty  dollars  in  1 840.  The  present  specimen  being  attractively  toned 
and  exceedingly  well  struck,  including  all  stars.  In  fact,  the  depth  of  detail 
quickly  draws  your  attention,  since  this  date,  as  well  as  many  in  the  1840-49 
years,  tended  to  be  less  then  fully  struck  as  a  rule.  By  all  measures ,  a  conserv¬ 
atively  graded  specimen! 

2113  1840  PCGS  graded  Extremely  Fine  40.  A  few  scattered  marks  on  Liberty 
and  by  her  foot;  several  old  scratches  on  the  reverse,  but  nicely  toned  and 
uncleaned.  Scarce  first  year  of  issue. 

21 14  1841  PCGS  graded  About  Uncirculated  58.  Lustrous  and  well  struck,  with 
mint  bloom  covering  more  than  nine-tenths  of  this  handsome  coin.  If  you 
collect  seated  Liberty  dollars  in  the  higher  circulated  grades,  you’re  presented 
with  many  challenging  dates  from  1 840  to  1 873-CC.  We ’re  here  to  help!  The 
many  wonderful  specimens  in  the  sale  are  sure  to  generate  a  lot  of  interest. 

2115  1841  PCGS  graded  About  Uncirculated  55.  Handsome  early  example  of 
this  type,  with  pale  gold,  peacock  blue  and  steel-gray  toning. 


2116  1842  NGC  graded  Mint  State  64.  Smooth  satiny  finish  with  slight  sugges¬ 

tions  of  prooflike  fields  on  either  side.  The  eagle  slightly  weak  in  areas  and 
there  are  some  parallel  die  “roller  lines"  on  Liberty,  as  made.  A  small  chatter- 
mark  by  Liberty’s  face  and  one  below  the  A  in  STATES  are  about  the  only 
bagmark.t. 


2117  1842  NGC  graded  Mint  State  63.  Deeply  toned  with  gleaming  luster  on 

either  side.  A  really  attractive  specimen  whose  purple  and  blue  toning  adds  a 
rich  dimension  to  the  appearance.  Normal  bagmarks  for  the  grade. 


2118  1842  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  62.  With  marginal  weakness  on  the  eagle’s 
neck,  still  a  lustrous  specimen  representing  the  early  No  Motto  designs.  Light 
gray  toning  over  lustrous  surfaces.  A  few  marks  include  a  small  chatter 
behind  the  eagle’s  neck  and  a  shallow  scratch  on  the  drapery  below  Liberty’s 
leg,  both  of  these  unobjectionable  on  a  MS62.

Silver  Dollars,  as  noted  on  the  NGC  insert.  And  what  a  refreshingly  beautiful 
specimen  of  the  date,  the  surfaces  on  both  side  glow  with  radiant  luster. 
Underneath  ever-so-light  russet-gray  patina,  the  fields  as  well  as  the  devices 
exhibit  a  blast  of  crisp  white  frostiness.  The  whole  coin  leaves  a  wonderful 
impression.  Sharply  struck  except  for  some  minor  weakness  at  the  top  thiid 
of  the  obverse  and  bottom  third  on  the  reverse,  possibly  pointing  to  slight 
misalignment  of  the  dies.  Otherwise  so  choice  as  to  nudge  it  close  to  the 
MS65  “Gem"  level. 
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12121  1843  Mint  State  60.  Low  mintage  of  165,100  but  this  is  actually  one  of  the 
less  rare  dates  in  the  series.  Would  make  good  addition  to  a  mint  state  type 
collection.  Deep  gold  and  steel  gray  toning  on  rather  nice  surfaces.

123  1844  Brilliant  Proof  60.  Full,  sharp  square  rims  with  a  partial  knife  edge;  a 

razor-sharp  strike  on  al  design  elements.  The  thirteen  stars  shows  their  full  3- 
dimensional  arms;  Liberty,  crisply  defined  hair  and  drapery  folds,  clear  toes 
and  sandal,  and  a  shield  unmatched  for  fine  detail.  On  the  reverse,  a  similar 
magnificently  detailed  eagle,  whose  feathers  reveal  all  their  texture  and  intri¬ 
cacy  to  a  low-power  magnifying  lens.  The  gnarled  claws  and  rapier-pointed 
claws  also  encourage  admiration  on  the  part  of  the  collector  familiar  with 
how  the  business  strikes,  unlike  the  proofs,  are  deficient  in  these  areas.  The 
surface  is  dully  mirrored  but  quite  smooth  with  only  a  random  tiny  mark. 
Gray-brown  in  color,  both  sides  have  a  variegated  appearances  with  these  two 
tints  visible  in  equal  measure. 

A  ton  has  been  written  about  America’s  early  Proof  silver  dollars  since  they 
are  great  rarities.  1844,  which  is  rare  as  a  business  strike  (only  20,000  mint¬ 
ed)  is  also  noteworthy  for  the  few  Proofs  in  existence.  Estimates  range 
between  20  and  40  pieces  struck.  Interestingly,  the  Proofs  of  this  date  are  sig¬ 
nificantly  different  from  business  strikes.  On  Proofs  the  vertical  stripes  on  the 
obverse  shield  are  triple  (normal  for  the  seated  Liberty  type  1840-1873), 
while  on  business  strikes  they  are  quadruple.  Though  the  Proof  1844  issue  is 
a  great  rarity,  it  may  be  slightly  more  available  than  those  dated  1841  or 
1843.

A  most 
difficult  date  to  locate  Uncirculated. 


2125  1844  Extremely  Fine  45.  Although  there  are  signs  of  light  cleaned  from  long 

ago,  the  coin  has  toned  at  the  rims  (russet  brown  to  natural  antique  gray). 
Besides,  this  is  one  of  the  lower  mintage  issues,  which  people  tend  to  be  more 
forgiving.

2126  1845  NGC  graded  Mint  State  63.  Very  nice  for  a  MS63  seated  Liberty  dol¬ 

lar  of  any  year,  but  especially  impressive  for  the  rare  1845  issue.  The  color 
spans  the  “antique  silver”  spectrum  from  deep  lavender-gray  to  areas  at  the 
stars  and  reverse  legends  where  steel  blue  “sheen”  or  iridescence  occurs.  The 
effect  of  this  on  the  aesthetic  sense  almost  overwhelms  the  senses! 

For  silver  dollars,  the  year  1845  was  a  replay  of  1844.  Only  a  few  thousand 
more  were  made,  for  a  total  of  24,500.  The  lack  of  silver  bullion  apparently 
continued  to  be  a  problem  for  the  mints.  Only  two  deliveries  of  silver  dollars 
were  made  during  the  year.  Indeed,  United  States  silver  coins  of  all  denomi¬ 
nations  were  relatively  scarce  on  the  American  scene,  despite  generous 
mintages  of  lower  denomination  coins  since  the  1830s.  According  to  Bowers 
in  his  monolithic  encyclopedia  of  Silver  Dollars,  “In  Mint  State  the  1845  is 
the  rarest  of  all  Liberty  Seated  dollars  of  the  1 840s  and  may  well  be  the  rarest 
Philadelphia  Mint  Liberty  Seated  dollar,  period  (this  comment  includes  the 
famous  1851  and  1852).  Mint  State  1845  dollars  are  so  elusive  that  most 
advanced  collectors  have  never  seen  an  example,  let  alone  owned  one.’  A 
remarkable  statement  —  or  perhaps  not  so  remarkable,  in  light  of  this  super 
rare  “Share”  collection  specimen. 


2127  1845  NGC  graded  Mint  State  60.  Original  deep  silver-gray  to  pewter-color 

toning  throughout  the  fabric  of  this  scarce  Mint  State  1 845’s  surface.  For  sil¬ 
ver  dollars,  the  year  1845  was  a  replay  of  1844.  Only  a  few  thousand  were 
made  (24,500  to  be  exact).  The  lack  of  silver  bullion  continued  to  be  a  prob¬ 
lem  for  the  Philadelphia  Mint.  During  the  1840s,  vast  quantities  of  Ameri¬ 
can  silver  coins  were  exported. 
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2128  1845  Mint  State  60+.  Possibly  cleaned  and  allowed  to  retone,  now  has  a 

shiny  appearance  on  the  high  points  but  is  otherwise  well  positioned  in  its 
grade  class.  A  low  mintage  date.  Deep  russet  gray  toning. 


2129  1845  PCGS  graded  Extremely  Fine  40.  Minor  planchet  roughness  through 

the  upper  obverse.  Scarce  in  all  grades  due  to  low  mintage. 


2130  1846  NGC  graded  Mint  State  63.  From  the  acclaimed  “Share" collection  of 

Silver  Dollars ,  as  noted  on  the  NGC  insert.  With  minor  conservation,  this 
piece  could  easily  be  a  MS64  or  better  coin.  Original  multi-level  gray  and  sil¬ 
very  toning  covers  both  sides,  pointing  to  its  150+  years  in  a  protected  envi¬ 
ronment  where  it  escaped  the  coin-cleaning  frenzy  of  the  1970s  and  the  arti¬ 
ficial  toning  regime  of  the  later- 1980s.  A  handsome  example  in  all  respects. 
Because  it  is  one  of  the  more  affordable  No  Motto  dates  in  the  1840-66 
series,  a  splendid  choice  for  a  collector’s  Type  Set. 


2131  1846  PCGS  graded  About  Uncirculated  50.  Light  hairlines;  a  well  struck, 

lustrous  example. 


2132  1846-0  Extremely  Fine  45.  Minor  scuffing  on  the  rim.  First  of  the  New 

Orleans  Mint  dates. 


2131  1847  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  63.  Original,  if  a  little  uneven  toning  on 

both  sides,  the  fields  semi -proof! ike,  most  noticeable  on  the  obverse.  Better 
than  average  strike  for  1847.

213'.  1848  PCGS  graded  About  Uncirculated  55.  Rare.  One  of  the  lowest

minor  softness  on  the  eagles  wing  and  scattered  marks;  scarce  in  upper 
grades.

lated  dates  from  the  1840s  we  have  consigned  to  the  sale.  A  choice,  frosty 
coin  that  is  softly  struck  on  the  eagle  but  sharper  on  Liberty  and  the  stars. 
Toned  russet  brown  with  some  reds  and  blue  in  an  otherwise  neutral  gray 
overlay. 


2138  1849  NGC  graded  Mint  State  63.  From  the  acclaimed  “Share” collection  of 
Silver  Dollars,  as  noted  on  the  NGC  insert.  Some  random,  faint  old  hairlines 
on  the  obverse;  natural  “old  silver”  gray  that  is  lightest  at  the  center  of  Liber¬ 
ty  and  the  eagle,  then  merges  into  smooth  medium-deep  gray  elsewhere. 
1849  is  noted  for  weak  strikes.  This  1849,  on  the  other  hand,  it  noteworthy 
for  its  outstanding  eagle,  whose  neck  feathers  are  complete,  whose  claws  are 
sharp  and  feet  knobby.  Only  a  few  of  the  obverse  stars  are  in  any  way  incom¬ 
plete;  they  are  more  rounded  than  flat,  again  pointing  to  superiority  in  its 
strike.  Mintage;  only  62,600. 

2139  1849  ANACS  graded  Mint  State  60.  Apart  from  the  hoard  of  1859-0  and 
1860-0  dollars,  there  is  no  such  thing  as  a  common  date  Uncirculated  Seat¬ 
ed  Liberty  dollar.  This  1849  has  broad  squared  off  rims  and  prooflike  fields 
and  clearly  appears  to  be  a  first  strike  coin  of  the  issue.  Light  pastel  colors  add 
to  this  coins  beauty  and  originality.  Remarkable  quality  for  the  grade.  Some¬ 
one  will  find  this  coin  a  bargain  at  any  price.

2144  1850-0  NGC  graded  Mint  State  62.  Plate  Coin  from  A  Guide  Boob  of  United  States  Coins.  NGC  graded  Mint  State  62.  From  the  acclaimed  “Share  '  col¬ 

lection  of  Silver  Dollars,  as  noted  on  the  NGC  insert.  In  addition  to  being  a  Plate  coin,  it  came  out  of  the  cornerstone  of  the  original  San  Francisco  Mint!  The  coin’s 
overall  choice  appearance  points  to  a  grade  of  MS63.  We  single  out  its  needle-sharp  stars,  all  of  which  show  their  full  radial  lines.  Moreover,  the  remaining  areas 
of  the  obverse  are  incredibly  bold  for  1850-0,  including  Liberty’s  hair  and  ear,  her  hand,  the  shield,  the  sandal-clad  foot.  On  the  reverse,  the  only  weak  area 
revealed  under  a  magnifying  glass  is  at  the  juncture  of  the  eagle’s  neck  feathers  with  the  left  corner  of  the  shield;  elsewhere,  including  the  claws  and  lower  extrem¬ 
ities,  boldness  claims  front  stage! 

Mintage  this  year  consisted  of  40,000  business  strikes,  there  being  no  Proofs  of  1850-0  reported.  This  is  the  second  New  Orleans  issue  of  seated  Liberty  dollars. 
Walter  Breen  suggests  that  bullion  dealers  may  have  melted  many  1850-0  silvery  dollars,  accounting  for  their  relative  scarcity  in  all  grades.  “If  you  want  a  Mint 
State  1850-0  for  your  collection,”  notes  Bowers,  in  his  silver  dollar  encyclopedia,  page  682,  “I  suggest  that  you  compromise  and  acquire  an  E  F  or  A  U  instead. 
.  .”  If  anything  tells  the  story  of  this  coin’s  rarity  in  Mint  condition,  Bower’s  comment  does!  Housed  in  NGC  holder  956668-015. 

Bruce  Lorich,  in  The  Gobrecht  Journal,  March  1979,  noted  that  he  had  reviewed  100  years  of  auction  appearances  and  concluded  that  Uncirculated  1850-0 
dollars  appeared  at  auction  less  often  than  did  1844,  1848,  1851,  1852,  1859-S,  1870-CC,  1872-CC,  1872-S,  and  1873-CC  in  the  same  grade.  “In  fact,  in 
Uncirculated  condition  only  four  Liberty  Seated  dollar  issues  (out  of  the  total  of  45  struck)  appeared  at  auction  in  my  study,  less  often  than  the  1850-0.  These 
were  1855,  1870-S,  1871-CC,  and  the  non-existent  1873-S.” 

Lorich  found  three  times  as  many  Uncirculated  1846-0  dollars  (themselves  rare)  as  1850-Os,  nine  times  as  many  Uncirculated  1859-0  dollars,  and  eight  times 
as  many  Uncirculated  1860-Os.  Most  of  the  auctions  consulted  occurred  before  the  gwernment  released  its  silver  dollar  hoard  in  the  early  1960s,  meaning  that 
1859-0  and  1860-0  were  relatively  common  in  Mint  State  even  before  that  time. 
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2145  1850-0  Details  of  About  Uncirculated  55,  Net  Extremely  Fine  45.  Light¬ 

ly  cleaned  as  well  as  exhibiting  light  graffiti  in  the  right  obverse  field  (both  of 
these  quite  minor).  Only  40,000  minted.  Worn  examples  of  the  1850-0  are 
fairly  plentiful  today  up  through  and  including  the  Very  Fine  level,  but  above 
this,  especially  About  Uncirculated  specimens,  they  are  fairly  rare.

2146  1851  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  64.  Spin  this  beautiful  coin  around  under  a 

bright  light  and  you’ll  come  away  appreciative  of  the  high  quality  and  pris¬ 
tine  state  of  preservation  —  with  a  greater  admiration  for  the  generations  of 
collectors  before  us  who  cared  for  it  like  a  precious  jewel,  which,  in  a  way,  it 
is.  Brilliant  is  the  one  word  that  best  describes  it.  No  toning  whatsoever;  sleek 
mirror-finish  in  the  fields;  resplendent  sharp  relief  on  the  devices  (which  hap¬ 
pily  are  satin  frosted).  All  devices  are  100%  crisp  and  bold,  including  each 
star,  including  each  gnarl  in  the  eagle’s  gnarly  feet  and  claws!  With  this  much 
detail  present  it  stands  to  reason  the  coin  would  be  a  treat  to  behold.  (Coin 
is  housed  in  PCGS  holder  1303182.) 

Although  1,300  dollars  bearing  this  date  were  minted  according  to  records,, 
they  were  not  placed  into  circulation  at  the  time.  The  1851  is  a  great  rarity 
in  circulated  grades;  an  even  more  prestigious  coin  in  Mint  State.  All  busi¬ 
ness  strike  1 85 1  dollars  trace  to  the  same  obverse  die  in  which  the  date  is  high 
in  the  field,  near  the  rock  base  of  Liberty,  and  slanting  down  to  the  right. 

The  same  year  this  piece  was  struck,  the  mint  introduced  a  new  silver 
three-cent  denomination  to  America’s  pantheon  of  coins.  Instead  of  con¬ 
sisting  of  .900  fine  silver,  as  other  denominations  (including  the  silver 
dollar),  the  new  three-cent  piece  was  only  .750  fine. 

By  1851,  with  silver  undervalued  versus  gold,  retail  trade  had  become 
chaotic.  Business  was  being  carried  on  with  gold  dollars,  three-cent  pieces 
and  underweight  dimes  and  half  dimes  as  well  as  badly  worn  Spanish 
reals  and  medios. 


DELIGHTFUL  PROOFLIKE  1851  MINT  STATE  63

21 47  1851  NGC  graded  Mint  State  63.  From  the  acclaimed  “Share" collection  of 

Silver  Dollars,  as  noted  on  the  NGC  insert.  Very  choice  surfaces  and  natural 
medium  russet  brown  to  lavender  gray  toning  at  the  margins.  Compare  to 
the  all-brilliant  MS64  in  the  previous  lot.  The  fields  on  both  sides  are  also 
decidedly  prooflike;  the  devices  on  both  sides  the  very  picture  of  sharp  per¬ 
fection,  from  the  13  stars  to  the  two  shields  and  everything  in-between.  Put 
a  magnifying  glass  to  the  coin  and  you  will  come  away  with  a  much  greater 
admiration  for  the  process  behind  making  this  rare  silver  dollar  as  well  as  the 
unnamed  collectors  who  kept  it  in  their  possession  in  the  intervening  152 
years!  (NGC  holder  956668-016.) 

The  Philadelphia  Mint  restricted  its  issuance  of  silver  dollars  this  year  and  in 
the  year  following.  Only  a  few,  1,300  in  all,  were  made  in  1851.  Neil 
Carothers  writes  in  Fractional  Money  that  none  was  placed  into  circulation  at 
the  time;  otherwise,  they  would  have  been  exported  or  melted.  In  the  year 
1851  gold  dollars  were  produced  at  the  Philadelphia  Mint  in  the  unprece¬ 
dented  quantity  of  3,317,671  pieces,  a  number  higher  than  the  entire  com¬ 
bined  Liberty  Seated  silver  dollar  coinage  from  its  inception  in  1840  up  to 
this  point  in  time  (1851).  The  seated  Liberty  dollar  had  become  a  second- 
rate  coin  in  American  commerce,  and  from  about  this  point  onward  little 
notice  would  be  made  of  it.  Today,  the  seated  Liberty  dollar  is  one  of  the  most 
avidly  collected  in  the  entire  United  States  coin  field,  with  rarities  like  this 
“Share”  collection  1851,  because  it  is  so  outstanding  and  very  attractive,  at 
the  top  of  the  list.

The 
obverse  has  fewer  bagmarks  than  the  reverse,  accounting  for  much  of  the 
attractive  appearance. 


2151  1853  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  62.  Well  advanced  in  its  grade  class,  and  even 

approaching  MS63  in  some  regards.  The  fields  and  devices  replete  with  mint 
frostiness  while  the  devices  themselves,  those  at  center  in  particular,  above  aver¬ 
age  in  their  detail.  Perhaps  the  stars  on  the  right  could  be  fuller,  but  all  in  all, 
the  strike  is  much  better  than  one  expect  for  the  scarce  1 853  year.  Only  46, 1 1 0 
minted  using  two  deliveries  in  April  and  December.  Most,  if  not  all,  1853  dol¬ 
lars  show  die  clash  lines  from  the  shield  below  Liberty’s  chin.

150  1853  NGC  graded  Mint  State  63.  From  the  acclaimed  “Share"  collection  of 

Silver  Dollars,  as  noted  on  the  NGC  insert.  Another  eye-catching  coin  from 
this  storied  collection  of  “fresh”  numismatic  properties,  with  the  surface 
undipped  and  naturally  toned.  The  toning  is  best  described  as  antique  sil¬ 
ver”  since  its  pleasing  deep  neutral  gray  has  shimmering  reddish  golds  in  the 
undertone.  As  is  the  case  with  the  vast  majority  of  other  1853  seated  dollar 
examined,  Liberty  appears  to  have  a  beard,  more  properly,  a  goatee.  Bowers 
refers  to  this  as  “Chin  Whiskers  in  his  encyclopedia,  with  die  finish  lines 
extending  downward  from  the  chine  of  Miss  Liberty,  a  feature  seen  on  cer¬ 
tain  other  issues  as  well.  Although  not  impossible  to  locate  in  choice  Mint 
condition  (due  to  a  possible  small  hoard  released  somewhere  in  the  1970s  or 
early  1980s),  “the  1853  is  the  only  readily  available  Mint  State  Liberty  Seat¬ 
ed  dollar  of  its  immediate  time  frame’  —  meaning  the  key  and  semi-key 
dates  of  the  early  to  mid  1850s,  presumably,  ending  with  1858.

Both  sides  fully  toned,  and  both 
surfaces  are  extra  choice,  almost  in  the  gem  Proof  65  class.  It  should  be 
expected  —  and  in  point  of  fact  is  true  —  that  the  devices  are  100%  crisp. 
Their  detail  is  incredible  to  behold.  View  the  coin  unaided  at  first.  Then  view 
under  a  magnifying  glass.  Either  way,  the  coin’s  majestic  qualities  are  plainly 
displayed! 

Bowers  believes  that  fewer  than  50  to  60  1855  Proof  seated  dollars  were  ever 
made.  They  are  rarer  than  those  dated  1854.  All  were  made  from  a  single 
1855  obverse  die  and  were  paired  with  one  of  two  reverses  (one  of  which  is 
the  same  used  for  the  1854  IYoofs).  “It  is  my  opinion,”  says  the  author  of  the 
Bowers  guide  to  silver  and  trade  dollars,  “that  Proof  1855  Liberty  Seated  dol¬ 
lars  are  very  rare,  more  so  than  popular  catalogues  indicate.”  We  couldn’t 
agree  more!  (NGC  holder  1723005-008) 


2157  1855  PCGS  graded  About  Uncirculated  50.  As  in  the  1854  in  this  grade, 

an  attractive,  lustrous  example  for  someone  who  appreciates  the  fine  quality 
of  these  scarce  dates.  Only  26,000  silver  dollars  were  minted  with  the  date 
1855. 


2159  1856  Details  of  Extremely  Fine  45.  However,  heavily  cleaned  to  the  point

2160  1857  NGC  graded  Mint  State  64.  From  the  acclaimed  “Share” collection  of 

Silver  Dollars,  as  noted  on  the  NGC  insert.  Most  stars  bluntly  struck,  also  the 
top  edge  of  the  left  wing  and  localized  areas  on  the  claws,  though  generally 
quite  sharply  impressed  by  the  dies,  as  indicated  by  the  two  shields  whose 
detail  is  a  delight  to  ponder  under  low-power  magnification.  The  entire  sur¬ 
face  of  this  well-preserved  specimen  naturally  toned.  In  deep  shades,  the 
color  dances  and  careens  around  the  surface  in  shades  that  include  (but  are 
not  limited  to)  reddish  golden,  lavender,  and  steel  blue.  As  with  most  beau¬ 
tiful  toned  specimens,  the  colors  show  almost  infinite  variety  in  their  hue  and 
saturation,  with  the  underlying  surface  being  semiprooflike  in  the  fields.  By 
contrast,  the  devices,  most  notably  the  figure  of  Liberty,  are  frosted.  Low 
mintage  of  94,490  helps  to  explain  1857’s  allure  and  popularity.

163  1858  NGC  graded  Proof  64.  Cameo.  This  is  often  the  last  date  a  date  col¬ 

lector  finds  for  his  Proof  set  of  Seated  Liberty  dollars.  A  handsome  glittering 
Proof,  the  fields  are  highly  mirrored  from  polished  dies  giving  the  impression 
of  smooth  watery  surface  like  the  rippling  gloss  of  a  mountain  lake  at  first 
dawn.  Contrasting  the  fields  are  needle-sharp  devices  whose  entire  surface  is 
satin  frosted  by  the  same  carefully  prepared  Proof  dies.  The  effect  this 
achieves  is  little  short  of  breath-taking!  Only  about  a  third  of  surviving  1858 
silver  dollars  possess  this  resplendence,  and  we  point  the  fact  out  so  that  bid¬ 
ders  will  know  what  to  do  when  the  time  comes  to  respond  to  the  auction¬ 
eer’s  call. 

The  year  1858  saw  a  budding  of  interest  in  numismatics  brought  about  by 
the  demise  of  the  large  cent  in  early  1857,  and  the  subsequent  publicity  that 
certain  large  cents  were  rare.  The  mint  began  offering  Proof  sets  to  the  pub¬ 
lic  for  the  first  time  in  1858.  There  developed  a  brisk  trade  in  such  coins,  as 
early  coin  dealers  such  as  Edward  Cogan  expanded  their  business  with  new 
customers  nearly  every  day.  The  American  Numismatic  and  Archaeological 
Society  was  formed  this  year.  Later  known  as  the  American  Numismatic  Soci¬ 
ety,  the  organization  began  publishing  a  journal  of  numismatics  in  1866 
from  its  headquarters  in  New  York  City.

64  1858  PCGS  graded  Proof  62.  Attractive  deep  mirror  finish  in  the  fields  on 

either  side,  the  result  of  careful  handling  in  the  years  since  it  was  first  struck 
—  with  no  haze  or  discoloration  affecting  the  lovely  delicate  watery  mir¬ 
rors.  Devices  needle-sharp,  including  stars,  eagles  leg,  and  both  shields.  An 
important  rarity  in  the  seated  Liberty  silver  dollar  series.  I  he  year  18^8  saw 
no  business  strike  coinage  of  dollars.  Apparently,  there  was  no  call  for  coins 
of  this  denomination.  Presumably  around  225  to  300  Proofs  were  minted 
(estimates  vary,  while  government  figures  are  untrustworthy).  A  delightful 
specimen  for  the  specialist  collector  or  investor!

2165  1858  PCGS  graded  Proof  62.  A  great  looking  silver  dollar  that  features 

smooth  fields  upon  which  rest  satiny  devices.  Much  of  the  reflective  quality' 
of  the  mirror  finish  remains  intact  on  both  sides  underneath  light  golden 
haze.  Choice  detail  in  the  stars  and  Liberty,  transfers  over  to  the  reverse  as 
well,  where  the  eagle  is  mostly  sharp  (inexact  striking  at  the  curve  of  one  wing 
being  the  only  soft  area).  Ever  since  the  first  coin  dealers  set  up  shop  in  Amer¬ 
ica,  in  Philadelphia  and  New  York  City,  the  1858  dollar  has  been  in  demand 
from  their  collectors  who  soon  discover  this  date  is  one  of  the  key  rarities. 

Often  seen  with  a  depression  or  pit,  probably  from  foreign  matter  on  the 
die,  in  the  field  near  the  eagle’s  beak  above  the  top  of  the  eagle’s  wing. 
Apparently  about  60%  to  70%  of  the  known  1858  dollars  have  this 
depression,  although  the  present  choice  Proof  62  is  in  the  minority  with 
its  perfect  field  left  of  the  eagle’s  head. 


2166  1859  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  62.  Prooflike  on  both  obverse  and  reverse; 

devices  are  noticeably  sharp  while  bagmarks  are  remarkably  few.  A  lightly 
toned,  extremely  choice  specimen  for  the  conservative  grade.

of  Silver  Dollars ,  as  noted  on  the  NGC  insert.  Evenly  distributed  dove-gray 
patina  with  sparkling  silvery  accents  at  the  rim  and  around  stars  and  legends. 
A  couple  of  small  marks  on  Liberty’s  face  and  one  or  two  others  scattered  on 
her  body.  Every  surface  choice  and  original,  uncleaned  and  eye-catching  in  its 
beauty.  While  1859  and  1859-0  are  two  relatively  available  issues  all  the  way 
into  Mint  State  grade,  1859-S  (mintage:  20,000)  is  the  opposite.  Struck  at 
the  San  Francisco  Mint  and  the  first  seated  Liberty  dollar  to  be  issued  by  the 
facility  which  opened  for  business  in  1854,  these  were  minted  primarily  for 
use  in  foreign  trade.  The  supply  of  domestically  mined  silver  in  the  United 
States  was  very  small  during  these  years;  most  dollars  were  made  from  melt¬ 
ed  foreign  coins  taken  from  circulation  and  from  bullion  imported  from 
Mexico  (which  was  a  major  worldwide  source  of  the  white  metal). 

For  this  reason,  and  others,  few  if  any  1859-S  dollars  were  deliberately  saved 
at  the  time  of  issue.  Those  that  do  exist  today  within  the  numismatic  com¬ 
munity  are  at  or  near  the  Mint  State-60  level.  The  present  MS62,  with  its 
attractive  surfaces  and  careful  preservation,  is  sure  to  generate  interest.  (NGC 
serial  number  956669-006) 


2171  1859-S  About  Uncirculated  55.  Cleaning  has  left  the  surface  dullish  gray, 

although  devices  are  pretty  sharp  for  this  low-mintage  branch  mint  issue. 
Only  20,000  pieces  struck,  this  being  the  first  time  the  San  Francisco  facili¬ 
ty  issued  silver  one-dollar  coins.

Silver  Dollars ,  as  noted  on  the  NGC  insert.  Of  this  particular  1864,  many  won¬ 
derful  things  can  be  said.  Not  only  are  we  pleased  to  report  it  meets  or 
exceeds  the  strict  criteria  for  the  grade,  but  it  offers  the  viewer  and  bidder 
outstanding  frosty  luster  gleaming  on  both  surfaces.  Brownish  toning  adheres 
around  the  stars  and  legends  and  hugs  the  rims  in  its  warm  embrace,  leaving 
most  of  the  central  regions  silvery  and  bright.  A  few  faint  hairlines  noted 
above  Liberty’s  arm,  although  these  shouldn’t  be  confused  with  the  parallel 
die  polish  lines  in  the  obverse  field,  a  typical  residual  seen  on  many  Mint 
State  Philadelphia-struck  silver  coins  of  the  1860s.

War  period,  business  strikes  accounted  for  a  mere  30,700  pieces  while  470

Also  frosted  are  the  other  relief  areas  such  as  the  tops  of  the 
letters  and  date  numerals,  as  well  as  the  stars,  whose  pinpoint  ends  and  fully 
formed  ridges  are  hard  to  comprehend  after  so  many  “almost  there”  Proofs 
that  abound  in  the  marketplace. 

We  encourage  each  and  every  collector,  dealer,  or 
investor.  Although  we  caution  you.  Better  brace  yourself  for  battle!  This  coin, 
like  few  others  before  it,  will  find  a  place  in  a  top-end  connoisseur’s  collec¬ 
tion.  And  it  will  take  a  battle  of  wits  and  heavy  bidding  to  accomplish  it!  (In 
NGC  holder  1743100-020.) 

The  625  Proof  dollars  of  this  year  were  struck  from  at  least  three  differ¬ 
ent  obverse  dies,  unusual  for  a  low  mintage.  One  has  a  blundered  date, 
although  the  present  specimen  is  from  a  perfect-date  die.  Proof  silver  dol¬ 
lars  of  1 867  were  distributed  with  the  silver  Proof  sets  of  the  year.

Second  year  with  motto  IN  GOD  WE  TRUST  above  the  eagle 
and  a  genuinely  pleasing  specimen.  One  might  almost  wish  to  call  it  a  “mon¬ 
ster”  coin  in  the  lingo  of  the  coin  bourse,  which  has  many  of  the  aspects  of  a 
MS65  specimen  including  the  gold  and  blue  color.  The  toning  is,  without  a 
doubt,  the  result  of  more  than  a  century  of  careful  preservation.  Liberty  and 
the  eagle  sport  well-frosted  forms,  while  the  obverse  field  as  well  as  the 
reverse,  boast  a  wonderful  reflective  “prooflike”  sheen.

2200  1868  Detail  of  About  Uncirculated  58,  Net  Extremely  Fine  40.  Whizzed. 

2201  1868  ANACS  graded  About  Uncirculated  55.  Dull  matte  surfaces  with  any 
luster  grayed-over.  Sharp  strike  with  almost  no  wear. 


2205  1870  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  63.  From  the  acclaimed  “Share" collection  of 
Silver  Dollars.  Abundant  frosty  mint  bloom  covers  all  surfaces,  beneath  a  light 
overlay  of  natural  silver-gray  patina.  At  this  period,  Chinese  merchants 
accepted  seated  Liberty  dollars  by  weight,  and  at  a  discount  compared  to  the 
slightly  heavier  Mexican  peso,  an  old  story  which  was  repeated  in  Mint  and 
commercial  reports  for  many  years  (and  which  eventually  led  to  the  produc¬ 
tion  of  the  heavier  U.S.  trade  dollar  in  1873.)  Many  1870-dated  coins  were 
destined  for  export.  Few  circulated  within  the  borders  of  the  United  States. 

2206  1870  About  Uncirculated  50.  Lightly  cleaned  long  ago;  surfaces  light  silver- 
gray  at  this  time  and  acceptable  if  not  overly  attractive.

2207  1870-CC  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  62.  From  the  acclaimed  “Share" collec¬ 

tion  of  Silver  Dollars.  From  top  to  bottom  a  fresh,  original  specimen  whose 
semi-prooflike  surface  is  alluring  because  it  harbors  so  few  bagmarks.  In  fact, 
the  fields  on  both  sides  are  magnificent;  the  strike,  too,  impresses  us  by  the 
detail  on  Liberty  and  throughout  the  eagle’s  feathery  body.  Original  medium 
gray  “old  silver”  patina  adds  a  nice  touch  as  well. 

The  1870-CC,  the  first  Carson  City  dollar  issue,  was  minted  to  the  extent  ol 
just  1 1,758,  the  total  monthly  production  figures  per  Mint  records,  accord- 
ing  to  the  Bowers  encyclopedia  of  silver  dollars.  While  circulated  1870-CC 
dollars  are  relatively  available,  examples  in  Mint  State  are  quite  rare  — 
though  still  encountered  often  enough  that  a  collector  ol  seated  I  iberty  dol¬ 
lars  can  aspire  to  own  one  without  having  to  take  out  a  mortgage  on  the 
farm.

■2208  1870-CC  PCGS  graded  About  Uncirculated  55.  A  few  scattered  marks  on 

Liberty  and  in  the  field  above  the  eagle,  but  generally  very  choice  for  the 
grade,  the  Type,  and  especially  this  rare  Far  West  mint.  Fields  show  gentle 
prooflike  qualities  and  are  toned  light  golden  brown  mostly  in  the  outer  areas 
near  the  rims  on  both  sides. 

The  1870-CC,  the  first  Carson  City  dollar  issue,  was  minted  to  the  extent  of 
just  1 1,758.  Low-end  circulated  specimens  can  be  had  for  a  price,  but  attrac¬ 
tive  About  Uncirculated  examples  such  as  this  may  come  along  only  two  or 
three  times  a  year  in  an  auction.

2211  1871-CC  NGC  graded  Mint  State  61.  This  coin  impresses  us  on  several  different  levels.  The  most  obvious  is  its  great  rarity  in  any  condition ,  let  alone  full  mint 

state.  But  here,  unlike  in  any  other  known  specimen,  the  surface  is  smooth,  virtually  blemish  free  (a  couple  of  tiny  marks  on  the  arm,  a  couple  more  on  the  belly, 
all  of  them  almost  invisible  to  the  unaided  eye).  We  can  report  that  all  stars  are  either  complete  or  (in  most  instances)  very  bold,  with  Liberty’s  shield  also  bold, 
and  the  eagle  side  of  the  coin  very  impressive  indeed.  The  natural  light  gray  toning  has  some  lovely  golden  rose  tints  in  one  area  of  the  obverse  that,  due  to  the 
underlying  prooflike  reflection,  glows  nicely  with  light  striking  it  at  the  correct  angle.  What  comes  across  most  is  the  overall  beauty  of  the  piece,  a  sense  that  this 
coin  has  been  carefully  preserved  and  cherished  almost  since  the  day  it  was  made!  An  extremely  important  opportunity  for  the  connoisseur  and,  considering  the 
grade  of  the  coin,  clearly  among  the  finest  seen,  a  once-in-a-generation  offering. 

According  to  Bowers’  hernia-inducing  silver  dollar  encyclopedia,  with  its  hundredweight  of  historical  reference  material,  “Mint  State  1871-CC  dollars  are  extreme¬ 
ly  rare,  and  any  estimate  of  how  many  exist  is  guesswork.  .  .Auction  records  prior  to  about  1986  are  of  little  or  no  use  in  computing  the  rarity  of  Mint  State  coins, 
for  it  has  been  my  experience  that  many  CC  dollars  of  various  Liberty  Seated  issues  1870-1873,  described  as  Uncirculated  years  ago,  are  usually  A  U  or  less  when 
seen  today.  Quite  possibly  the  finest  known  is  the  M  S-63  1871-CC  dollar  sold  in  the  Norweb  Collection  sale,  November  1988."  Furthermore,  it  should  be 
observed  that  most  1871-CC  dollars  change  hands  privately  and  have  not  appeared  in  auction  sales.  The  present  specimen  traces  to  the  recent  sale  of  the  fabu 
lous  Share  Collection  of  American  rare  dates.  It  resides  in  NGC  holder  number  956669-022  with  a  notation  below  the  date  about  it  tracing  to  the  Share  sale

And,  in  a  way,  this  coin  offers  such  sterling  qualities  as  choice  fields  and 
devices,  natural  medium  gray  toning,  semi-prooflike  reflection  in  the  fields 
on  both  sides,  and  other  above-average  attributes! 

Normal  Date  on  all  business  strikes;  Breen-5489.  Obverse  with  the 
numerals  7 1  close  together.  Reverse  with  CC  widely  spaced,  this  is  reverse 
B  of  1870. 


2213  1871-CC  Extremely  Fine  40.  Cleaned  and  retoned.  With  a  pretty  decent 

strike  on  Liberty  and  eagle  for  this  rare  issue,  the  surface  is  also  much  freer  of 
surface  imperfections  and  marks  than  average.  The  color,  dull  brownish  gray, 
a  lifeless  hue  that  may  be  improved  with  judicious  attention.  The  minor 
cleaning  affects  the  grade  somewhat,  but  not  overly.  Mintage  this  year  was 
exceedingly  low  at  1,376  pieces!  As  a  matter  for  the  records,  this  is  the  low¬ 
est  figure  of  any  Carson  City  mint  coin  of  this  design,  although  the  1873-CC 
is  considered  rarer  since  presumably  many  of  the  latter  were  melted. 


2214  1872  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  62.  Toned.  A  late-issue  With  Motto  type 
featuring  clean  fields  and  devices,  medium  to  deep  gray  patina,  and  shim¬ 
mering  iridescence  since  there  is  some  prooflike  reflection.

2216  1872-CC  PCGS  graded  Very  Fine  30.  Another  key  date  in  the  Carson  City 

mint  series,  this  attractive  original  toned  specimen  medium  gray  with  deeper 
shades  around  the  devices.  There  is  a  full  (if  weak  at  the  bottoms)  LIBERTY 
on  the  obverse;  a  small  rim  bruise  on  the  reverse  above  ED,  and  generally 
choice  surfaces  without  offending  marks  or  discoloration.  Mintage:  3,150, 
places  it  in  the  middle  of  the  pack  of  dates  1870-CC  to  1873-CC  in  terms 
of  rarity.  Most  seem  to  be  found  in  low  grades:  Good  or  Very  Good. 


2217  1872-S  About  Uncirculated  55.  Lightly  cleaned;  somewhat  marked  up  on 
Liberty  although  the  eagle  is  choicer.  An  average  quality  specimen  at  this 
grade  level.  Mintage:  9,000,  and  rarer  than  this  figure  indicates,  a  situation 
that  can  be  laid  at  the  doorstep  of  melting  and  exportation.  Most  worn  1872- 
S  dollars  are  in  Good  or  Very  Good  grades. 

2218  1872-S  PCGS  graded  Extremely  Fine  45.  A  teensy  rim  bump  over  the 
sixth  star;  clean  surfaces  with  medium-dark  old-silver  color.  An  eye-appeal¬ 
ing  specimen  of  this  low  mintage  date. 


2219  1873  Seated  Liberty.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  62.  Last  of  the  With  Motto 

dates.  A  frosty,  toned  specimen  whose  orange-brown  patina  spreads  itself 
unevenly  over  both  surfaces.  This  year  is  often  unavailable  in  Mint  condition, 
unlike  1871  or  1872,  which  are  regularly  offered. 


2220  1873  About  Uncirculated  55.  Reverse  scratches  above  the  left  wing  a> 

though  a  little  child  (presumably  male)  with  pin  grasped  firmly  between 
grubby  forefinger  and  thumb,  decided  to  inscribe  a  large  narrow  W  left  of  the 
eagle’s  head.

Mintage  of  2,300  causes  this  to  have  the  second  lowest  production  of  the  four 
“CC”  mint  seated  dollars.  However,  1873-CC  turns  out  to  be  the  rarest  seat¬ 
ed  Liberty  dollar  since  most  were  melted.  Based  upon  the  ratio  of  surviving 
pieces,  Bowers  puts  an  estimate  of  no  more  than  1,000  as  reaching  the  chan¬ 
nels  of  circulation,  “and  the  number  may  have  been  closer  to  750.  ”

1873  NGC  graded  Proof  64.  Boldly  defend  with  deep  steel  and  lavender- 
blue  color.  There  are  minor  hairlines  in  the  fields  as  one  might  expect  of  the 
grade,  but  the  appearance  surpasses  almost  all  contenders  in  this  mid-level 
grade.  Mintage  of  either  600  or  865  Proofs  (authorities  cannot  agree  on  an 
exact  figure;  mint  records  were  obscure  in  those  days).  We  tend  to  go  with 
Bowers  who  prefers  the  former  (lower)  number  since  the  issue  is  quite  rare.

1873  NGC  graded  Mint  State  66.  Fully  frosted  with  exceptional  mint 
bloom,  the  “cartwheel  spin”  effect  on  display  in  a  way  few  other  Trade  dol¬ 
lars  achieve.  The  color  is  warm  golden  sunset  in  hue,  some  might  use  the 
term  “heather”  to  describe  the  orange-brown  hue,  we  like  the  color  of  rich 
amber  or  honey,  but  again,  the  combination  against  the  silver-white  frost  is 
rarely  bettered!  Just  as  enjoyable  in  passing  the  time  of  day  is  a  close  magni¬ 
fying  inspection  of  all  the  design  elements.  Liberty,  seated  on  a  base  of  hay 
with  lumbar  support  in  the  form  of  a  sheaf  of  wheat,  sits  poised  demurely, 
her  hand  outstretch  holding  an  olive  branch  of  peace.  The  fine  detail  as 
described  fully  impressed  by  the  dies;  and  fully  impressive  to  the  student  of 
these  charming  large  silver  coins.  One  of  the  finest  ever  certified! 

The  William  Barber  eagle  (for  it  was  he  who  design  America’s  trade  dollar  of 
1873-83)  is  modeled  closely  upon  his  earlier  “Amazonian”  bird,  but  without 
all  the  folderol  of  shield  and  sword  (or  is  it  a  longsword?)  —  Barber’s  eagle  has 
its  head  to  the  right,  with  wings  outstretched.  In  one  claw  is  held  a  trio  of 
arrows;  in  the  other,  an  olive  branch  of  peace  (note  the  two  olives  below  the 
wing  tip).  Above  is  placed  E  PLURIBUS  UNUM  on  a  narrow  band  or  scroll. 


1873-CC  Details  of  Extremely  Fine  45,  Net  Very  Fine  30  Due  to  Clean¬ 
ing.  Gently  burnished  on  either  side,  with  the  result  being  a  smooth,  lightly 
hairlined  surface,  not  particularly  unattractive,  but  also  noticeable  and  so 
affecting  the  grade/ value  by  about  15  points.

2224  1873-CC  NGC  graded  Mint  State  64.  The  obverse  christened  with  lovely  golden  sunset  hues  spanning  the  entire  sur¬ 

face,  through  which,  however,  ample  play  is  given  to  the  underlying  silvery  radiance.  The  reverse,  more  deeply  involved 
in  Nature’s  palette,  consists  of  coruscating  layers  of  iridescent  blue  and  deep  purple-reds,  almost  Imperial  in  its  elegance. 
The  surface  of  the  reverse,  like  that  on  the  obverse,  smooth  and  frosty,  exhibiting  very  few  of  the  usual  small  bagmarks. 


The  Carson  City  Mint,  located  close  to  Virginia  City,  Nevada,  site  of  the  fabulous  Comstock  Lode’s  silver  (and  gold) 
mines,  seemingly  was  the  logical  mint  to  strike  vast  quantities  of  trade  dollars  from  this  metal.  In  practice,  most  Com¬ 
stock  Lode  silver  was  shipped  to  San  Francisco  for  coinage.  Contributing  to  the  situation  was  political  opposition  to  the 
Carson  City  Mint  as  an  inferior  upstart  rival  to  the  San  Francisco  Mint. 

Nearly  the  entire  production  of  1873-CC  trade  dollars  went  to  China.  Uncirculated  examples  are  extremely  rare.  Choice 
Uncirculated  examples  of  the  caliber  of  this  piece,  almost  impossible  to  acquire. 

Everybody  in  coins  knows  about  this  difficult  date  and  that  it  was  a  very  rare  year  for  any  coin  denomination  from  Carson  City. 
Collectors  universally  realize  its  importance.  But  what  do  we  know  of  the  year  itself?  Without  some  historical  perspective,  what  is 
this,  after  all,  hut  just  another  tough  coin?  Yet  the  ‘73-CC  is  a  lot  more  than  that  Grant  was  in  his  final  term  as  President,  strug¬ 
gling  with  the  issues  of  Reconstruction  in  the  East  and  South.  It  was  the  age  of  those  rogues  called  Carpetbaggers.  President  Grant 
probably  already  had  the  cancer  which  took  his  life  in  1885  —  one  of  the  ravages  of  the  war  he  had  helped  the  Union  to  win. 


For  numismatists  today,  of  course,  this  important  year  signaled  the  passage  of  the  Coinage  Act  of  1873,  in  which  gold  bugs  of  the 
time  managed  to  persuade  Congress  to  demonetize  silver  —  which  of  course  was  the  reason  Carson  City  would  coin  no  standard  sil¬ 
ver  dollars  the  next  year  (although  this  new  Trade  Dollar  would  take  its  place  in  the  coining  machines,  it  was  not  to  he  seen  in  use  in 
America  itself  but  was  aimed  at  foreign  exchange  only).  Congress  granted  itself  meantime,  a  50%  raise  in  pay  —  which  came  to  he 
dubbed  the  “Salary  Grab”  Act  by  dissenters.  In  the  Midwest,  Chicago  rose  to  full  prominence  as  America’s  meat  center  —  thanks  to 
the  new  Union  Stockyards  made  possible  by  the  railroad  business  and  its  refrigerated  rolling  stock  —  as  well  as  the  wheat-processing 
capital  of  the  Nation,  a  result  of  prairie  farmers  rushing  to  use  the  new  Turkey  Red  seeds  to  replace  native  grasses  all  over  the  open 
lands.  Out  West,  which  concerns  us  most  here,  the  stagecoach  was  the  best  means  of  transport  other  than  the  horse,  the  roads  were 
still  all  dirt,  and  a  grasshopper  plague  wrought  havoc  to  farms  (which  forced  many  farm  families  into  bankruptcy  and  back  to  the 
factories  of  the  Eastern  and  Midwestern  cities).  The  invention  of  barbed  wire  was  still  a  year  off  and  the  Indian  Wars  occupied  the 
energies  of  the  U.S.  Army,  which  would  soon  experience  the  wrath  of  a  displaced  people  under  the  leadership  of  a  remarkable  native 
commander  who  called  himself  Crazy  Horse.  It  was  a  turbulent  year!  Place  this  1873  Carson  City  rarity  against  those  realities.  It’s  a 
real  ’  coin,  and  not  only  part  of  a  remarkable  heritage  —  but  also  a  demonstrable  image  of  the  times  themselves.

1225  1873-S  NGC  graded  Mint  State  65.  Features  a  full  line  of  positive  attrib¬ 

utes  such  as  blazing  luster,  creamy  smooth  and  satiny,  with  lovely  golden  rus¬ 
set  toning  and  sleek,  smooth,  almost  bagmark  free  fields  and  devices.  To  take 
the  luster  first  and  foremost,  it  is  unusual  to  find  any  Trade  dollar  with  such 
gleaming  originality,  even  a  common  date  1877-S  or  1876-S.  The  1873-S  is, 
however,  a  step  above  the  others,  a  prime  mint  for  trade  dollar  coinage  (with 
703,000  made  the  first  year  of  issue,  1873).  Since  virtually  the  entire  mintage 
of  1873-S  trade  dollars  was  exported  to  China,  and  as  numismatists  in  North 
America  were  not  interested  in  collecting  by  mintmark  varieties  back  then, 
very  few  were  saved  domestically.  Today,  in  all  Mint  State  grades,  the  popu¬ 
lation  of  the  1873-S  trade  dollar  makes  it  by  almost  universal  acclaim  the 
rarest  of  all  the  regular  San  Francisco  business  strike  issues  1873-78.  Even  years 
ago,  when  population  reports  and  other  such  data  weren't  available,  the  1873-S 
was  known  to  be  a  prime  rarity  at  this  grade  level.  Possibly  no  more  than  four  to 
eight  1873-S  dollars  exist  in  MS65.

[226  1873-S  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  64.  Lovely  golden  brown  toning  atop 

wonderful  satiny  bloom  off  the  dies.  Each  star  has  needle-sharp  points;  the 
head  and  body  of  Liberty  outstanding  for  a  product  of  the  1873  San  Fran¬ 
cisco  mint.  On  the  reverse,  all  but  the  eagles  wing  curve,  its  chest,  and  the 
leg  continuation  from  the  chest  is  well  defined.  These  areas  we  have  singled 
out  well  soft,  aren’t  exactly  flat  by  any  means.  Again,  the  entire  surface  shows 
considerable  satiny  frost.  This  issue  is  rare  in  any  Mint  State  grade,  as  virtu¬ 
ally  the  entire  mintage  of  1873-S  trade  dollars  was  exported  to  China.  Bow¬ 
ers  says,  concerning  the  1873-S,  “in  all  Mint  State  grades  as  a  combined  total 
population  the  1873-S  trade  dollar  is  considered  by  me  to  be  the  rarest  of  all 
the  regular  San  Francisco  business  strike  issues,  1873-1878.  Even  years  ago, 
when  population  reports  and  other  data  were  not  available,  the  173-S  was 
considered  to  be  a  prime  rarity  at  this  grade  level.”

2227  1874  PCGS  graded  Proof  64.  Attractive  deep  steel  blue  and  russet  toning 
with  few  noticeable  imperfections.  This  example  shows  none  of  the  soft  strike 
that  characterizes  the  1874  issue  of  Proofs.  Definitely  not  rare  in  terms  of 
proof  Trade  dollars,  but  scarcer  than  the  mintage  of  700  might  indicate. 

2228  1874  About  Uncirculated  58.  Almost  fully  lustrous  with  a  light  overlay  of 
pearl  gray  to  gold  toning.  Stars  on  either  side  of  Liberty  flat  due  to  insuffi¬ 
cient  metal  flow  into  the  recesses  of  the  die  in  this  area. 


2229  1874-CC  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  62.  A  well  defined,  brilliant  frosty  spec¬ 

imen  from  the  mint  at  Carson,  Nevada,  full  quotient  of  bloom  from  the  dies 
commingles  with  reddish  brown  toning  clumped  in  areas  of  the  obverse  and 
reverse,  leaving  much  of  the  surface  silvery  and  bright.  Localized  strike  soft¬ 
ness  at  the  top  stars  and  Liberty’s  head  and  hair;  other  areas  sharply 
impressed. 


2230  1874-S  NGC  graded  Mint  State  63.  Several  impression  come  to  mind 

while  examining  this  1874-S:  its  detail  is  far  above-average  on  the  stars  and 
Liberty,  the  legends  and  eagle,  with  the  only  softness  appearing  to  be  the 
upper  curve  of  one  wing,  and  this  is  minor.  As  to  the  luster,  it  impresses  us 
with  its  volume  and  satiny  appearance.  The  surface,  so  frost)'  that  the  grade 
seems  to  push  close  to  the  next  higher  number,  has  toned  medium  lavender 
gray  with  golden  tints.  The  flash  from  the  luster  makes  the  toning  skip  and 
dance  around  the  coin  in  an  appealing  way.  The  term  for  this  luster  is  “cart¬ 
wheel”  or  “cartwheel  spin”  and  it  is  amply  on  display.  A  refreshingly  choice 
Trade  dollar  struck  by  the  San  Francisco  Mint.

all  others  in  its  depth  of  detail,  its  firmness  of  strike.  With  Liberty  perfectly 
centered  on  the  problem-free  obverse,  she  seems  poised  to  take  your  heart 
away  if  you  arc  a  true-blue  collector  of  this  historic  series  of  crown-size  silver 
(  oins  Mintage  in  1875  was  a  mere  218,200  pieces,  t  he  present  offering  has, 
m  addition  to  its  rich  frost,  ever  so  light  toning  acting  as  “accents”  around  the 
stars,  legends,  and  devices.  A  very  scarce  issue.

2235  1875-S  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  64.  Pleasing  antique  gold  and  russet  gray

On 
February  22,  1878,  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  John  Sherman,  a  foe  of  the  trade 
dollar  denomination,  mandated  that  coinage  cease.  By  this  time  Philadelphia 
had  produced  no  business  strikes,  and  made  none  later,  only  Proofs.  Carson 
City  had  made  some,  production  was  halted  there,  and  many  extant  coins 
were  melted.  San  Francisco  ended  its  coinage,  but  not  immediately,  as  it 
wanted  to  take  care  of  pending  business  and  deposits.

down  from  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  in  Washington,  D.C.,  to  cease  coin¬ 
ing  trade  dollars,  the  San  Francisco  mint  to  strike  coins,  minting  4,162,000 
before  production  finally  ended.

Such  “from  the  dies”  originality  is 
what  lew  collectors  refuse  compromise  on  when  weighing  which  pieces  arc 
right  for  their  collections  and  which  are  not. 


2296  1878  8  Tail  Feathers.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  66.  The  often  undisclosed 

rarity  of  dates  like  the  1878  8  tail  feathers  came  to  be  known  when  PCGS 
and  NGC  began  tallying  the  numbers  graded  in  each  grade  level  of  Mint 
State  60  to  70.  It  turns  out  this  first  variety  (which  was  followed  by  the  7  ever 
8  tail  feathers  and  finally  the  7  tail  feathers  design)  is  very  scarce  in  high 
grade.  This  fascinating  specimen  boasts  flashy  “cartwheel”  luster  whose  lack 
of  toning  makes  it  purest  silvery  white. 

The  8-Tail  Feathers  varieties  were  struck  in  higher  relief  than  later  issues, 
the  detail  of  Morgans  design  is  better  showcased.  For  this  reason,  the 
“look”  of  the  8-TF  coinage  is  frequently  dramatic,  since  the  dies  were  apt 
to  last  such  a  short  time  in  the  coin  presses  that  so-called  early  strikes  are 
often  encountered.

However,  the  mirror  field  is  so  deeply  reflective  that  is  looks  “dimple”  (in  the 
terminology  of  the  silver  dollar  trade)  —  very  deep-mirrored.  Because  of  this, 
the  contrasting  frosty  devices  stand  out  all  the  more  forcefully  from  the  fields. 
A  resplendent  coin,  the  1879-CC  is  split  about  evenly  between  Normal 
Mintmark  pieces  (the  preferred  version)  and  the  so-called  “Capped  Mint- 
mark”.  This  virtually  untoned  Gem  will  encourage  the  bidders  to  mount  a 
strong  challenge  to  acquire  it. 

Miss  Anna  Williams’  role  as  the  model  for  the  design  of  George  T.  Mor¬ 
gan’s  new  dollar  remained  a  secret  only  until  the  summer  of  1879,  when 
a  Philadelphia  reporter  revealed  that  she  was  in  fact  the  “Silver  Dollar 
Girl.”  The  colorful  name  struck  a  responsive  chord  in  the  public. 
Williams  was  besieged  with  thousands  of  letters  and  visitors,  which  trou¬ 
bled  her  greatly.  There  were  even  offers  of  lucrative  stage  engagements, 
but  Anna  rejected  them  in  favor  of  a  teaching  position  at  the  House  of 
Refuge.  In  1891  she  accepted  a  $60-a-month  job  as  teacher  of  kinder¬ 
garten  philosophy  at  the  Girls’  Normal  School. 


GORGEOUS  GEM  1879-CC  SILVER  DOLLAR

2309  1879-CC  Normal  Mintmark.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  65.  Has  a  band  of

1879-CC  MORGAN  SILVER  DOLLAR 


2310  1879-CC  Capped  Die.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  64.  Deep  Mirror 

Prooflike.  The  word  “dimple”  as  used  widely  in  the  coin  trade,  derives  from 
the  “DMPL”  designation  on  the  PCGS  holder,  a  short-hand  way  of  describ¬ 
ing  the  mirror-smooth  finish  whose  reflective  quality  compares  to  the  finish 
seen  on  the  Philadelphia  Mint  Proofs.  This  has  everything  it  takes  to  make 
(or  beat)  the  MS64  grade,  from  desirable  two-tone  contrast  between  the 
“dimple”  field  and  frosted  devices  to  the  very  sharpness  of  the  devices.  As  far 
as  the  “capped  die”  notation  is  concerned,  this  refers  to  the  mintmark,  the 
roughened  area  at  the  CC  caused  by  re-entry  of  the  mintmark  punch  when 
the  mint  technician  was  making  this  particular  die.  Other  1879-CC  dollars 
are  seen  with  a  more  normal  mintmark. 


231 1  1879-CC  Capped  Die.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  64.  Here  and  there  a  lit¬ 
tle  bit  of  hazy  white  toning  but  for  the  most  part  the  surface  gleams  with 
frosty  intensity.  Here  and  there  too  a  few  tiny  contact  marks  from  others  in 
the  bag,  but  again,  for  the  most  part  the  surface  is  exceptionally  choice,  bor¬ 
dering  on  Gem  65  quality  in  fact.  A  semi-key  date,  the  1879  Carson  City 
branch  mint  issues  command  a  lot  of  attention  whenever  they  are  offered. 
Mintage  was  only  756,000.  This  is  the  so-called  Capped  Mintmark  variety, 
also  referred  to  in  the  Red  Book  as  having  a  “broken  CC”  since  it  appears  the 
mint,  when  creating  this  die,  used  an  improper  CC  device  punch  and  then 
re-entered  the  correct  device  punch  over  it,  causing  a  slight  blurring  around 
the  two  letters. 

2312  1879-0  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  64.  A  semi-key  that  is  genuinely  scarce 
in  near  Gem  condition.  This  coin  is  frosty  white,  is  housed  in  an  old  PCGS 
holder,  and  has  semi-prooflike  fields.  High  quality  through  and  through.

2416  1890-CC  GSA  Mint  State  61.  Reverse  is  bright  white,  while  obverse  is  dull¬ 
ish  pewter.  Surfaces  are  nice,  way  above  average.  These  are  far  rarer  than  the 
2.3  million  mintage  would  indicate;  evidently  the  vast  majority  were  melted 
under  the  Pittman  Act  of  1918. 


2417  1890-0  Mint  State  65.  Light  amber-gold  toning  at  the  edge  merging  into 

silvery  brilliance  throughout  the  body  of  the  coin  on  either  side.  Unmatched 
in  this  grade  for  detail  and  beauty.

The 
whole  ensemble  a  fit  representation  of  the  high  quality  the  Philadelphia  Mint 
achieved  in  the  late  19th  century.  The  indulgent  eye  of  the  collector  may  find 
a  few  stray  hairlines  and  some  minor  cloudiness,  but  nothing  in  particular  we 
feel  we  should  mention.  Proofs  totaled  650  pieces  this  year.

lavender  gray  and  sparkling  iridescent  blue.  Liberty,  whose  portrait  is  well 
frosted,  seems  to  be  in  a  world  all  her  own  against  the  highly  reflecting  field 
that  mirrors  her.

The 
devices  needle-sharp  to  the  smallest  detail,  including  the  hair  and  the  hair 
over  the  ear  (a  key  grading  point),  as  well  as  the  eagle’s  wing,  leg  and  breast 
feathers,  also  important  areas  where  the  grade  is  made  or  broken.  A  first-class 
“dimple”  dollar,  the  fields  are  deeply  mirrored  almost  to  the  point  where  they 
mimic  a  Proof  from  this  mint,  with  contrasting  devices  satiny  and  purest 
white.  The  whole  ensemble  leaves  an  indelible  impression  on  anyone  who 
views  it.  Do  not  be  put  off  by  the  fact  this  coin  will  afflict  your  nerves  with 
a  never-failing  discomfort  as  bidding  builds  and  the  tension  level  increases  for 
the  final  crescendo  of  the  auctioneers  “SOLD!”  announcement. 


2422  1892  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  65.  A  sparkling  gem  specimen  with  deep 

toning  shades  at  the  obverse  rim,  reddish  amber  to  steel  with  blue.  One  of 
the  sharpest,  most  impressive  1 892  dollars  in  this  grade  available,  the  present 
coin  is  an  authentic  jewel  of  a  coin,  not  an  “almost  there  MS65  (of  which  a 
number  of  examples  have  been  cataloged  by  others  over  the  years).  A  major 
prize  for  the  silver  dollar  connoisseur.

whisper  shy  from  MS675  state.  The  surfaces  are  brilliant  satiny  without  any 
toning  or  disfiguration  such  as  obvious  bagmarks.  The  satin  luster,  giving  the 
frost  fields  a  special  allure,  are  particularly  attractive  and  indicate  that  this 
may  have  been  acquired  near  the  time  of  issue  and  held  in  protective  custody, 
as  it  were,  ever  since.  Undoubtedly  off  the  market  for  many  years,  this  piece 
returns  now  to  delight  the  present-day  Morgan  dollar  enthusiast,  who  will 
find  it  to  be  one  of  the  finest  MS64  specimens  ever  auctioned. 

As  far  as  anyone  knows,  most  1892-S  silver  dollars  reached  circulation, 
unlike  many  before  it  and  afterwards  (such  as  the  dates  hoarded  by 
LaVere  Redfield,  mainly  San  Francisco  Mint  Morgan  and  Peace  Dollars). 
In  higher  grades  from  Extremely  Fine  to  About  Uncirculated,  the  1892- 
S  is  scarce,  but  available  today.  Higher  than  this,  it  becomes  a  recognized 
rarity,  the  price  advancing  smartly  with  each  point  on  the  1 1 -level  Mint 
State  scale.  Possibly  no  more  than  200  Mint  States  remain,  according  to 
one  respected  source.  Bowers  breaks  the  survival  data  into  ranges:  “MS- 
60  to  62,  75  to  150  coins  exist;  MS-63,  25  to  50;  MS-64,  10  to  20;  and 
MS-65  or  better,  25  to  50.”

2424  1892-S  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  65.  Incredible  Gem!  Professionals  and 

long-time  collectors  alike  will  recognize  at  once  the  significance  of  this  1892- 
S  silver  dollar.  If  you  travel  across  America  checking  each  coin  show  and  col¬ 
lectors  shop  you’ll  rarely  come  across  another  such  1892-S.  It  is  the  nearest 
earthly  approach  to  Paradise,  if  you  will  pardon  a  bit  of  hyperbole.  For  only 
in  Paradise  can  a  person  imagine  such  a  coin.  The  frosty  surface  dances  with 
cartwheel  “spin”  from  the  dies.  Brilliant  and  scintillating,  with  natural  silver- 
white  sheen  only  marginally  touched  by  color.  Were  sure  you  will  like  this 
coin.  You’ll  like  Liberty’s  bold  relief  and  the  way  her  hair  shows  all  the  artist’s 
creative  attention  to  detail.  You’ll  like  the  eagle  for  its  outstanding  wing  and 
breast  definition.  (A  small  mark  on  the  breast  is  mentioned  here  only  because 
we  must;  it  really  seems  inconsequential  to  the  overall  condition.)  Own  this 
beautiful  coin,  in  other  words,  and  everything  will  be  right  with  the  world. 

Collectors  are  aware  that  the  1 892-S  dollar  is  one  of  those  United  States  coins 
that  is  relatively  affordable  and  common  in  worn  grades  but  which  is  an 
extreme  rarity  at  the  MS65  level.  Bowers  estimates  that  “no  more  than  200 
choice  (Mint  State-63  or  better)  specimens  exist.”  With  the  example  offered 
here  near  the  pinnacle  of  the  surviving  MS65  specimens,  we  expect  to  see  this 
lovely  coin  realize  a  record  price. 


2425  1893  NGC  graded  Proof  61.  Minimally  Proof  as  far  as  the  numerical  grade 

is  concerned,  yet  this  coin  has  attractive  mirror  fields  without  the  typical 
dullness  associated  with  other  pieces  in  the  grade.  Satin  frost  covers  the 
devices.  We  suggest  an  advanced  bid  may  be  in  order. 


2426  1893-0  Mint  State  62.  Deep  Mirror  Prooflike.  Mirror  surfaces  like  this 

are  rarely  associated  with  the  scarce  1893-0  Dollar.  An  above-average  strike 
in  centers  leaves  only  a  small  area  of  Liberty’s  hair  ill-defined;  the  breast  feath¬ 
ers  on  the  eagle,  on  the  other  hand,  are  very  well  defined.  Such  quality  seems 
to  justify  a  confident  bid.  1893-0,  as  everyone  knows  who  owns  a  Red  Book , 
has  low  mintage  for  a  New  Orleans  date:  only  300,000  made.

1895  NGC  graded  Proof  68.  Superb!  An  entirely  original  toned  superb 
example  of  the  most  highly  prized  Proof  Morgan  dollar  of  its  era.  While  not 
the  rarest  as  a  Proof  (which  honor  goes  to  the  1921  Morgan,  followed  by  the 
1878  7  Tail  Feathers),  as  a  date  it  is  far  and  away  the  most  desired. 

The  present  specimen  has  glittering  fields  overlaid  with  delicate  grays  and 
dusky  blue  toning,  the  tinges  of  blue  more  in  evidence  on  the  reverse.  From 
an  aesthetic  viewpoint  and  also  a  quality  perspective,  few  extant  examples  can 
match  it.  It  is  housed  in  NGC  holder  1743100-014. 

Mintage  figures  for  the  year  1895  indicate  that  880  Proofs  were  made  plus 
12,000  business  strikes.  However,  not  a  single  Uncirculated  or  worn  business 
strike  has  ever  been  traced  or  authenticated.  It  is  thought  that  no  business 
strike  exists  today.  What  likely  occurred  is  that  the  12,000  business  strikes, 
representing  12  bags  of  1,000  coins  each,  were  melted  in  their  entirety  under 
the  auspices  of  the  Pittman  Act  of  1918,  which  saw  the  mass  destruction  of 
over  270  million  dollars  of  earlier  dates.  No  records  was  kept  of  the  dates 
destroyed,  unfortunately,  so  this  cannot  be  ascertained  with  certainty.  But  as 
no  Uncirculated  piece  has  ever  turned  up,  including  in  the  great  Treasury 
hoard  of  1962-63,  the  statement  seems  logical. 

At  the  time  this  Proof  silver  dollar  was  made  in  1 895,  America  was  being 
led  by  a  beefy,  300-pound  gentle  giant  of  a  President,  Grover  Cleveland. 
As  politicians  go,  Democrat  Mr.  Cleveland  was  somewhere  in-between 
when  it  came  to  skullduggery  and  job  peddling.  He  had  a  conservative 
bent,  though,  which  surfaced  in  his  clashes  with  followers  of  the  rabble- 
rouser  William  Jennings  Bryan.  Cleveland  believed  a  gold  standard  to  be 
the  only  honest  standard.  And  woe  to  anyone  who  should  drive  this 
country  to  socialism  by  doing  away  with  it!  Unfortunately,  soon  after  he 
gained  office,  the  economy  took  a  nose-dive.  Throughout  his  1892-18% 
tenure  in  office  he  fought  a  losing  battle  against  the  pain  and  suffering  of 
his  constituents.  Although  this  short  look  back  doesn’t  affect  who  buvs 
this  superb  Proof  or  not,  it  is  helpful  for  numismatists  to  focus  on  the 
events  surrounding  the  issuance  of  such  a  coin;  it  gives  a  coin  meaning 


■2428  1894  NGC  graded  Proof  67.  Superb!  Features  mint  brilliance  without  any 

toning,  and  knock-out  two-tone  frosted  devices  against  a  smooth-as-glass 
mirror  field.  The  effect  of  this  on  the  aesthetic  sense,  as  well  as  on  a  person’s 
sensibilities,  is  nothing  short  of  amazing.  We  hope  that  you  will  waste  no 
time  in  submitting  your  bid.  The  “old  boy”  collectors  and  dealers  will  be  in 
the  room  bidding,  so  prepare  for  aggressive  competition  —  as  surely  you 
must  for  such  a  prime  quality  specimen. 

After  several  years  of  average  striking,  the  Mint  produced  sharp  Proofs  this 
year.  Proof  1894  dollars  are  usually  well  struck,  attractive,  and  in  demand  as 
a  date  since  Mint  State  specimens  are  either  difficult  to  find  or  not  very  pre¬ 
sentable  when  one  eventually  does  surface.

62  or  63  level,  a  very  well  struck  example  of  the  key  issue  from  the  1 895  year. 
Bowers  relates  in  his  silver  dollar  encyclopedia  that  around  the  year  1900 
there  was  a  sudden  “enthusiasm  for  1894-0,  1894-S,  1895-0,  and  1895-S 
silver  dollars,  and  a  few  specimens  were  sold  for  several  dollars  apiece.”  Inter¬ 
est  then  waned  until  the  1950s,  when  a  growing  coterie  of  collectors  began 
to  discover  how  scarce  these  dates  truly  are.  Many  of  the  450,000  1895-0 
dollars  were  melted;  estimates  are  that  around  100,000  were  placed  into  cir¬ 
culation,  with  Mint  States  becoming  more  and  more  elusive  as  the  years  pass.

Accompanying  the  silver 
sparkle  is  some  wonderful  deep  amber  to  reddish  brown  toning  that  hugs  the 
rim  on  either  side.  The  amber  turns  to  blue-as-steel  iridescence  on  the  reverse 
at  lower  left,  enhancing  even  more  the  coin’s  beauty  and  allure.  Of  all 
Philadelphia  Mint  business  strike  dollars,  excepting  the  now-extinct  1895, 
the  1901  is  the  rarest  in  Mint  State.  Possibly,  many  were  put  into  circulation 
at  or  near  the  time  of  issue.  Those  that  were  not,  probably  were  melted  under 
the  terms  of  the  Pittman  Act  of  1918.  Mint  State  specimens  tend  to  exist  in 
the  lower  levels  of  MS60  to  62.  This  lovely  MS63  is  therefore  a  step  above, 
indeed,  some  might  justifiably  describe  it  as  many  steps  above  the  norm  in 
terms  of  eye-appeal  and  overall  freshness. 


2459  1901-S  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  65.  If  it  hasn’t  already  occurred  to  you,  a 

1901-S  in  this  outstanding  state  of  preservation  deserves  special  mention  for  its 
sharp  detail  and  vibrant  silvery  luster.  There  is  a  single  tone  spot  on  the  reverse 
at  the  denomination  that  some  might  find  problematic,  but  overall  the  coin  is 
much  better  than  average  for  this  vintage  year,  the  San  Francisco  mint,  and 
finally,  it’s  superior  quality.  Note  the  full  sharp  detail  in  the  eagles  breast  and 
wings,  and  the  way  Liberty’s  hair  completely  covers  the  area  from  her  forehead 
to  the  top  of  her  ear.  This  is  George  T.  Morgans  masterful  design.  It  was  in 
place  on  America’s  silver  dollar  coinage  from  1878  until  1921. 


2461  1903  PCGS  graded  Proof  64.  The  hallmark  of  these  later  Morgan  Proofs  is 
their  “all  brilliant”  surface  in  which  the  specially  prepared  Proof  dies  were  left 
gleaming  smooth  in  the  recesses  in  addition  to  their  high  polish  on  the  top¬ 
most  surface  which  becomes  the  field  of  the  coin  when  struck.  Motion  your 
approval  on  this  choice  Proof  64  by  waving  your  bidder  card  in  the  air  when 
bidding  commences. 

2462  1903-0  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  64  Prooflike.  Where  did  all  the  1 903- 
O’s  go?  Not  a  particularly  low  mintage  coin  from  the  series,  but  scarce  in  all 
grades  and  therefore  quite  desirable.  Add  to  that  Prooflike  surfaces  on  a  New 
Orleans  Mint  coin  and  this  near  Gem  example  will  certainly  be  highly  con¬ 
tested  when  it  crosses  the  auction  block.

2470  1921-S  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  66.  Full  “hard  white”  luster  whose  phe¬ 

nomenal  brilliance  and  sparkle  makes  this  coin  lead  the  pack  in  terms  of  over¬ 
all  fresh  appearance. 

The  Pittman  Act  (April  23,  1918)  required  melting  of  not  over  350  million 
silver  dollars.  Accordingly,  259,121,554  were  melted  for  resale  to  England  at 
$1  per  fine  ounce  (the  British  immediately  shipped  the  bullion  to  India),  and 
11,111,168  for  conversion  into  dimes,  quarters,  and  half  dollars.  However, 
pressure  from  the  silver  lobby  forced  inclusion  of  a  clause  in  the  Pittman  Act 
requiring  purchase  of  enough  domestic  silver  bullion  to  replace  all  the  melt¬ 
ed  dollars.  Under  this  authority,  some  86,730,000  Morgan  dollars  were  made 
in  1921  from  all  three  mints  then  in  operation,  as  the  new  Peace  design  was 
not  yet  ready. 


2471  1921-S  NGC  graded  Mint  State  66.  Brilliant  white  luster  as  pure  as  the 
driven  snow  —  a  clichL,  yes,  but  in  this  instance,  the  purity  and  shimmer¬ 
ing  frost  causes  a  chill  in  the  air  whenever  anything  comes  near  it.  Gorgeous 
in  the  extreme,  this  happens  to  be  the  last  year  the  mint  struck  Morgan  sil¬ 
ver  dollars;  immediately  thereafter,  in  fact,  in  late  (wintry)  December  ol 
1921,  the  first  Peace  dollars  slid  off  the  presses.

Great  for  type  purposes. 


2474  1921  Peace.  NGC  graded  Mint  State  65.  Well  struck  high-relief  coin  that 

features  smooth,  satin  finish  in  the  fields  and  rolling  over  the  devices;  virtu¬ 
ally  free  of  bagmarks,  there  is  a  small  scuff  on  the  eagle’s  wing  near  its  “shoul¬ 
der”.  (Question:  do  eagle’s  have  shoulders?) 


2480  1923-D  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  66.  High  grade  examples  like  this  are  the 

icing  on  the  cake  to  any  advanced  collector  desiring  to  finish  a  Peace  dollar 
collection.  The  surface  is  snow  white,  Liberty’s  cheek  smooth  and  exquisite. 


ij  2475  1921  Peace.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  64.  With  production  schedules  tight 

near  the  end  of  1921,  slightly  over  one  million  Peace  dollars  of  the  new 
design  (in  high  relief)  were  minted  before  the  calendar  forced  the  mint  to 
switch  to  1922-dated  dies  (and  a  replacement  lower  relief  that  year  and  the 
years  to  follow).  A  satin  frosted,  smooth-finish  coin.  (In  early  PCGS  holder.) 

I  2476  1921  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  64.  First  of  the  High  Relief  issues  (Ptoofs  of 

some  1922  High  Reliefs  are  known,  but  the  1921  High  Relief  is  the  only  reg¬ 
ular-production  date  of  this  design.)  A  well  toned  example  whose  resonant 
shades  of  gold  and  rose  intermingle  with  multiple  nuances  on  either  side.

ence  is  almost  ethereal  in  its  beauty;  along  the  right  side  obverse,  the  silver 
hue  becomes  warm  brownish  gold.  I  he  successful  buyer  will  be  overjoyed  by 
Liberty’s  pristine  cheek  and  neck,  in  addition  to  the  glowing  eagle. 


2481  1923-S  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  65.  A  date  which  normally  is  seen  bag 
marked  and  lacking  nice  luster,  this  specimen  abounds  in  mint  originality 
beneath  layers  of  light  to  medium  gray  and  russet  toning.  Both  sides  ate 
equally  well  preserved;  both  surfaces  naturally  toned  as  described.  The  minor 
softness  in  the  strike  at  centers  is  consistent  with  this  year  and  mint. 

2482  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  66.  We  believe  the  coin  is  PQ+  (Premium  quali 
ty  plus!).

The  pristine  quality  is 
expressed  by  the  MS66  grade  as  well  as  by  the  virtual  absence  of  bagmarks  or 
anything  even  approaching  a  defect. 


2485  1928  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  65.  Mintage  declined  in  1928  when  the 
mint,  having  fulfilled  its  contractual  requirements  to  strike  as  many  silver 
dollars  as  were  melted  in  1918  under  terms  of  the  Pittman  Act,  pretty  much 
ran  out  of  silver  after  only  360,000-odd  Peace  Dollars  were  minted.  Follow¬ 
ing  1928,  there  were  no  more  silver  dollars  struck  at  any  of  Americas  mints 
until  a  new  proclamation  was  issued  by  the  then  President  Franklin  Roo¬ 
sevelt.  The  1928  has  the  lowest  mintage  of  any  Peace  Silver  dollar  and  is  high¬ 
ly  prized  in  lustrous  MS65  grade  as  offered  here:  lightly  toned;  superb  satiny 
frost  throughout. 

2486  1928  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  64.  One  tiny  chattermark  by  the  eye,  and  a 
few  others,  equally  slight,  around  the  nose  and  lips  of  Liberty.  Graced  by 
shimmering  white  frost,  the  fields  as  well  as  the  devices  glow  with  original 
mint  bloom.  There  is  even  a  blush  of  golden  color  present.  Scarce. 

Mintage  of  Philadelphia  Mint  1928  Dollars  declined  markedly  over  what 
it  had  been  in  1927  and  prior  years.  This  may  partially  be  explained  by 
the  fact  that,  after  1921,  the  Treasury  was  required  to  replace  all  270  mil¬ 
lion  Morgan  Dollars  melted  under  the  terms  of  the  Pittman  Act  of  1918. 
By  1928  this  order  had  been  met.  Mint  officials,  who  were  never  happy 
with  the  politically  motivated  issuance  of  large  numbers  of  Silver  Dollars 
anyway,  happily  ceased  production  as  so  as  they  were  able.  Hence,  only 
360,649  1928  Peace  Dollars  were  made.  Production  did  not  begin  again 
until  1934  (under  terms  of  a  new  enactment). 


2487  1928-S  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  64.  Premium  Quality.  Far  above  aver¬ 
age  strike  for  this  San  Francisco  mint  date,  although  not  needle-sharp,  but 
certainly  in  the  upper  10%  or  so  of  surviving  Mint  State  64  specimens.  Bril¬ 
liant  satiny  fields  have  a  light  hazy  overlay. 

2488  1928-S  ANACS  graded  Mint  State  60.  Some  hairlines  and  noticeable 
scrapes  on  the  portrait,  with  a  few  typical  widely  scattered  bagmarks  on  the 
eagle  side  as  well.  Full  frosty  luster.  Scarce  variety. 

VAM  3.  Doubled  die  obverse  variety  with  faint  doubling  evident  in  some 
areas. 

2489  1928-S  PCGS  graded  About  Uncirculated  58. 


2490  1934-D  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  65.  Outstanding  brilliant  mint  flash  and 

sparkle,  a  glorious  example  from  the  early  Franklin  Delano  Roosevelt  “New 
Deal”  episode,  the  law  authorizing  the  1934-35  Peace  dollars  trace  directly  to 
Roosevelt  and  his  advisers  as  he  (and  they)  struggled  to  stabilize  the  sick 
economy  through  methods  of  “easy  money”  in  the  form  of  expanded  silver 
dollars,  half  dollars,  and  lower  denominations,  used  as  backing  for  new  issues 
of  Silver  Certificate  notes. 


2491  1934-S  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  64.  Minor  weak  strike  at  centers  as  often 

occurs;  frosty  bloom  from  the  dies  beneath  light  russet  gray  patina.  A  fresh, 
original,  uncleaned  example,  one  of  the  key  issues  in  the  Peace  series  in  this 
lovely  condition. 


2492  1935  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  66.  Another  outstanding  late-date  Peace 

dollar,  this  having  all  of  the  wealth  of  detail  and  mint  freshness  bidders  expect 
in  a  coin  bearing  the  PCGS  MS66  imprint.

250-t  Hawaii.  Kamehameha  III.  Cent.  1847.  Plain  4.  17  Berries.  NGC  graded 
About  Uncirculated  58.  Brown.  Attractive  reddish  chocolate  brown  toning, 
a  full  portrait  on  the  King  includes  detail  in  the  epaulets,  the  gold  braid  on 
the  lapels,  and  clear  facial  detail. 

As  prescribed  by  law,  these  copper  pieces  bore  on  their  obverse  a  facing 
portrait  of  Kamehameha  III  with  his  name  and  title  KA  MOI  (the  King). 
Though  coined  in  1846,  all  examples  were  post-dated  1847  to  coincide 
with  their  anticipated  arrival  in  Hawaii.  The  reverse  of  each  coin  featured 
two  laurel  boughs  tied  at  their  juncture  to  form  a  wreath.  Around  this 
wreath  was  the  legend  AUPUNI  HAWAII  (Kingdom  of  Hawaii).  With¬ 
in  it  was  supposed  to  appear  the  denomination  HAPA  HANELI  (Money 
of  100),  but  Yankee  diesinker  Edward  Hulseman  had  erroneously  as 
HAPA  HANERI. 


2505  1883  Hawaii.  Kalakaua  I.  Dollar.  1883.  NGC  graded  Mint  State  61.  The 

only  crown-sized  coin  struck  by  the  Kingdom  of  Hawaii,  coinage  dies  were 
engraved  by  Charles  E.  Barber  of  the  Philadelphia  Mint.  The  dies  themselves 
were  shipped  to  the  San  Francisco  mint  where  the  coins  were  struck  before 
being  shipped  to  Honolulu.  Lustrous,  with  a  few  widely  scattered  bagmarks. 
Sharply  struck  at  Kalakaua’s  beard  and  moustache.  The  reverse  depicts  the 
Hawaiian  Coat  of  Arms.  Hawaiian  coinage  was  struck  to  the  same  standard 
as  used  by  the  United  States,  hence,  the  denomination  AKAHI  DALA  or 
“ONE  DOLLAR”. 

Americas  50th  state  since  1959,  Hawaii’s  motto  is  Ua  Mau  Ke  Ea  O  Ka 
Aina  I  Ka  Pono  (The  Life  of  the  Land  is  Perpetuated  in  Righteousness). 
This  group  of  Pacific  islands  became  known  to  the  Western  world  when 
discovered  by  Captain  James  Cook  of  Great  Britain  in  1778.  The  indi¬ 
vidual  island  states  were  then  united  in  1810  by  the  powerful  King 
Kamehameha  I.  As  American  missionaries  and  planters  began  arriving  in 
Hawaii  during  the  1820s,  a  gradual  decline  in  the  natives’  power  and 
independence  developed.  By  1893,  the  Yankees  exerted  enough  influence 
to  expel  the  old  monarchy  and  establish  the  Republic  of  Hawaii.  The 
islands  were  annexed  by  the  United  States  in  1898  and  declared  a  U.  S. 
territory  two  years  later.  In  1959,  Hawaii  finally  achieved  statehood,  the 
only  U.  S.  state  not  a  part  of  the  North  American  continent.

The  obverse  of  the  Isabella  Quarter  bears  a 
likeness  of  Queen  Ysabella  (Isabella),  the  Spanish  monarch  who  funded 
Columbus’s  voyage  to  the  New  World.  For  the  reverse,  Barber  honors  the 
Board  of  Lady  Managers  who  were  promoters  of  the  Columbian  Exposition 
held  in  Chicago  in  1892-3.  In  total,  there  were  40,000  Isabellas  authorized. 
Only  24,191  were  ultimately  sold  (including  103  Proofs),  the  remainder 
being  melted.

has  a  fresh  marbled  appearance  composed  of  lovely  lavender  and  blue  patina, 
while  the  reverse  contains  more  purplish  brown  color,  with  sumptuous  radi¬ 
ance  throughout.

On  the  reverse,  the  warlike  eagle  is  that  on  the 
Alabama  state  seal,  with  the  motto  HERE  WE  REST  on  the  ribbon  held  in 
the  eagle’s  beak.  Two  Alabama  issues  were  made,  one  having  a  small  “2x2" 
stamped  into  the  field  (incuse)  honoring  Alabama  as  the  22nd  state.  Six 
thousand  of  these  were  sold.  The  other,  where  the  2x2  was  ground  off  the  die 
comprised  the  remaining  59,000  pieces  sold. 


2514  1921  Alabama.  2x2.  NGC  graded  Mint  State  65.  As  last,  onlv  the  surface 
a  little  less  “flashy”,  though  the  luster  is  extremely  pleasing  to  the  eye  with  its 
frostiness.  Full  detail  on  both  portraits;  perfect  for  the  connoisseur  of  this 
series  of  Commcmoratives.  Alabama  has  been  known  as  the  “Yellowhammer 
State”  since  the  Civil  War.

genius:  whoever  invented  the  cardboard  holders  used  in  the  1930s  to  protect 
these  commemoratives  from  injury  during  shipping  may  not  have  realized 
the  service  he  was  doing  for  latter-day  coin  collectors  and  investors.  For  the 
resulting  “tab”  toning,  as  it  is  now  referred  to,  has,  on  this  particular  coin, 
created  a  cornucopia  of  hues  and  a  banquet  for  the  collector.  The  pristine 
quality  of  the  MS68  surface  is  like  icing  on  the  cake.

Another  outstanding  example 
of  the  Albany  design,  bright  with  flashy  luster  whose  satiny  allure  catches 
light  in  a  form  known  as  “cartwheel  spin”. 

Designs  are  by  Gertrude  Lathrop,  local  sculptor  who  did  extensive  research 
on  the  clothing  of  the  period  before  preparing  her  designs  of  Governor 
Thomas  Dongan  bidding  farewell  to  Robert  Livingston  and  Peter  Schuyler. 
The  obverse  bears  an  American  beaver,  a  common  animal  found  in  Albany, 
New  York  in  the  17th  century.  The  Albany  300th  anniversary  Commemora¬ 
tive  was  sold  for  $2  issue  price  to  help  defray  the  costs  of  the  celebrations, 
with  a  net  mintage  of  17,658.  According  to  the  Breen-Swiatek  reference  on 
this  series,  no  Proofs  are  reported  although  several  may  have  been  made  for 
John  R.  Sinnock,  who  engraved  the  dies  from  Lathrop’s  designs. 

2520  1936  Albany.  NGC  graded  Mint  State  66.  Medium  gray  and  russet  color 
from  years  of  careful  storage  in  an  issue  holder  before  it  was  submitted  for 
grading.

For  the  reverse, 
Simpson  recreated  the  Burnside  Bridge  which  was  a  strategic  site  in  the  bat¬ 
tle.  A  total  of  50,000  were  authorized  at  $1.65  each,  although  only  18,000 
were  eventually  sold,  the  remainder  being  melted. 

2528  1937  Antietam.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  65.  Comments  on  this  sale  of 
high-grade  commemorative  halves  will  center  upon  the  superb  quality  and 
extensive  attention  to  detail  in  each  and  every  specimen.  It  shows  that  the 
main  consignor  of  the  majority  of  pieces  had  a  clear  understanding  just 
which  of  these  deserve  premium  values.

Far 
flashier  than  most.  A  first-rate  gem  at  this  MS66  level. 

2586  1936-S  Columbia,  South  Carolina.  NGC  graded  Mint  State  65.  Superb 
mint  brilliance.  The  bloom  from  the  dies  sparkles  in  your  eyes. 

2587  1936-S  Columbia,  South  Carolina.  NGC  graded  Mint  State  65.  Light 
toning;  shimmering  “cartwheel”  luster  throughout. 

2588  1936-S  Columbia,  South  Carolina.  NGC  graded  Mint  State  65.  Anoth¬ 
er  blazing  gem  unmatched  for  surface  quality  and  depth  of  strike. 

2589  1892  Columbian.  NGC  graded  Mint  State  65.  America’s  first  silver  half 
dollar  commemorative  (an  earlier  1848  CAL  quarter  eagle  gold  piece  holds 
the  distinction  as  the  first  unofficial  gold  commemorative).  Popular  design; 
first-class  quality,  one  of  the  two  pieces  in  this  lot  naturally  toned.  Lot  of  2 
coins. 

2590  1893  Columbian.  NGC  graded  Mint  State  66.  Features  gorgeous  shim¬ 
mering  “iridescent”  toning  in  such  shades  as  deep  golds  and  steel  blue  (the 
sheen  appearing  almost  sky  blue).  A  decidedly  superior  example  of  this  Type. 
The  designs  are  by  Charles  E.  Barber. 

2591  1893  Columbian.  NGC  graded  Mint  State  65.  Light  gold  toning.  A  wealth 
of  mint  frostiness  in  the  fields  transfers  over  to  all  the  high  points  of  the  intri¬ 
cate  design  on  either  side.  Two  globes  beneath  the  sailing  vessel  represent  the 
Western  and  Eastern  hemispheres,  figuratively  “The  New  World”  and  “The 
Old  World”. 

2592  1935  Connecticut.  NGC  graded  Mint  State  66.  Second  of  several  out¬ 
standing  gem  quality  examples,  the  Connecticut  celebrations  for  the  tri-cen¬ 
tenary  or  300th  anniversary  of  the  state’s  founding.  Delicately  (and  beauti¬ 
fully)  toned  surfaces. 

Designs  by  Henry  Kreis,  the  obverse  displays  the  famous  Charter  Oak  where 
Connecticut’s  royal  charter  was  hidden  when  authorities  came  to  take  it  away 
in  1687.  The  oak  was  felled  by  lightning  many  years  later.  It  has  become  a 
symbol  of  Connecticut’s  colonial  independence  and  as  a  result  takes  center 
stage  on  the  coin.  All  25,000  pieces  authorized  were  sold  through  the  Ter¬ 
centenary  Committee  at  $1.00  apiece. 

2593  1935  Connecticut.  NGC  graded  Mint  State  66.  Beautiful  purplish-gray  to 
greenish  gold  patina  from  its  years  in  an  issue  card.  A  coin  that  rockets  to  the 
forefront  in  terms  of  appearance  and  overall  fresh  quality.  Mintage:  25,000. 

2594  1935  Connecticut.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  65.  Mostly  brilliant  (and 
vibrant)  white  luster  covers  the  surface,  with  the  admixture  of  a  little  toning 
on  the  side  featuring  the  “Charter  Oak”  tree.  One  of  the  many  interesting  Art 
Deco  designs  from  the  1930s.  (A  less-leafy  version  of  this  venerable  oak  tree 
appears  on  the  recent  statehood  Quarter  Dollar  series  from  Connecticut.) 

2595  1935  Connecticut.  NGC  graded  Mint  State  65.  Medium  toning  whosi 
deeper  shades  provide  a  shadow-effect  around  all  devices.  Superb 
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2S'*<>  1935  Connecticut.  NGC  graded  Mint  State  65.  Boldly  struck  on  the  tree 

and  other  devices.  The  broad  stylized  leaves  on  the  tree  are  oak  leaves. 

259“’  1935  Connecticut.  NGC  graded  Mint  State  65.  Original  toning  atop 

frosty  bloom  from  the  dies.  A  refreshing  and  natural  appearing  gem  for  the 
collector  of  this  extensive  series  of  silver  coins.  The  first  group  of  U.S.  com- 
memoratives  spanned  the  years  1892  to  1954.  Beginning  in  1982,  and  con¬ 
tinuing  today,  a  new,  even  broader  range  of  Types  has  issued  from  the  vari¬ 
ous  mints. 

2598  1936  Delaware.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  66.  A  beautiful  coin  in  terms  of 
surface  quality  and  luster.  A  good  portion  of  the  coin  is  covered  in  a  patina - 
tion  that  is  reminiscent  of  what  in  childhood  we  referred  to  as  Egg  Drop 
Soup. 

2599  1936  Delaware.  NGC  graded  Mint  State  66.  Lot  of  2  coins. 

2600  1936  Delaware.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  65  and  NGC  graded  Mint 
State  65.  The  PCGS  being  the  more  attractively  toned  of  the  pair,  although 
both  are  resoundingly  superb  and  original.  Lot  of  2  coins. 

2601  1936  Delaware.  NGC  graded  Mint  State  65.  Three  delightful  gems.  Lot  of 
3  coins. 

“The  First  State”:  Delaware  is  known  by  this  nickname  due  to  the  fact  that 
on  December  7,  1787,  it  became  the  first  of  the  13  original  colonies  to  rati¬ 
fy  the  U.S.  Constitution.  Delaware  is  also  known  as  “The  Diamond  State,” 
“The  Blue  Hen  State,”  and  the  “Small  Wonder”  state.

Centennial  of  the  city  of  Elgin,  Illinois,  the  obverse  head  is  a  copy  of  “Head 
of  a  Pioneer”  by  Trygve  Rovelstad.  (Very  few  collectors  or  dealers  are  able  to 
pronounce  Trygve  Rovelstad’s  name,  let  alone  spell  it,  hence,  he  isn’t  well 
remembered,  which  is  a  shame.)  The  statue  from  which  this  head  derives  is 
represented  on  the  reverse  by  the  coin’s  artist  who  was  also  sculpted  the  stat¬ 
ue.  T  here  were  20,000  Elgins  sold  at  $1.50  each  out  of  an  original  autho¬ 
rization  of  25,000;  the  remaining  5,000  were  returned  to  the  mint  and 
remclted  in  1 937. 


.’664  1916  Elgin.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  66.  Excepting  light  brown  toning  at 

rhr  very  edge  on  both  sides,  surfaces  purest  white  and  gleaming  with  mint 
flash.  A  resplendent  and  beautiful  coin! 


2605  1936  Elgin.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  66  and  NGC  graded  Mint  State  66. 

Lot  of  2  coins. 

2606  1936  Elgin.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  66.  A  couple  of  handsome,  original 
toned  gems  of  this  special  issue  —  the  devices  exhibit  heavy  frost  to  a  greater 
extent  than  any  other  Commemorative  silver  coin.  Lot  of  2  coins. 

2607  1936  Elgin.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  66  and  NGC  graded  Mint  State  66. 

The  proceeds  of  the  issue  were  devoted  to  financing  a  Pioneer  Memorial  stat¬ 
ue,  which  is  depicted  on  the  reverse  of  the  coin.  Oddly,  the  year  “1673”  bears 
no  relation  to  the  event  but  is  instead  the  year  in  which  Joliet  and  Marquette 
entered  Illinois  Territory.  Lot  of  2  coins. 

2608  1936  Elgin.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  66  and  NGC  graded  Mint  State  66. 

Original  toning.  Centennial  of  the  city  of  Elgin,  Illinois,  the  obverse  head  is 
a  copy  of  “Head  of  a  Pioneer”  by  Trygve  Rovelstad.  The  statue  from  which 
this  head  derives  is  represented  on  the  reverse  by  the  coin’s  artist  who  was  also 
sculpted  the  statue.  There  were  20,000  Elgins  sold  at  $1.50  each  out  of  an 
original  authorization  of  25,000;  the  remaining  5,000  were  returned  to  the 
mint  and  remelted  in  1937. 

2609  1936  Elgin.  NGC  graded  Mint  State  65.  One  ablaze  with  silvery  majesty, 
the  other  delicately  toned  yet  also  heavily  frosted  underneath.  Two  coins  that 
will  delight  the  collector  in  you  even  if  you  are  bidding  for  a  rare  coin  port¬ 
folio  or  to  include  in  a  dealer’s  inventory!  Lot  of  2  coins. 

2610  1936  Gettysburg.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  66.  A  band  of  golden  brown 
at  the  extreme  edge  submerged  by  the  utter  brilliance  of  the  snowy  white  lus¬ 
ter  elsewhere. 

Memorializes  the  75th  anniversary  of  the  Battle  of  Gettysburg,  a  key  turning 
point  in  the  Civil  War.  The  coin’s  creator,  Frank  Vittor,  conceived  a  dual 
design  for  both  obverse  and  reverse:  the  obverse  portrays  conjoined  busts  of 
Union  and  Confederate  soldiers,  while  there  is  similar  duality  in  the  Union 
and  Confederate  shields  on  the  reverse,  which  are  separated  by  the  double- 
edged  fasces  representing  power  of  life  and  death  (that  is,  the  sovereignty  of 
the  State).  The  coin  is  dated  1836  but  was  struck  in  1937  and  commemo¬ 
rates  an  event  which  technically  should  have  been  celebrated  in  1938!  Such 
was  the  administration  of  America’s  Commemorative  program  in  the  1930s. 
In  all,  there  were  50,000  struck;  however,  only  26,900  sold  at  the  issue  price 
of  $1.65.  The  rest  were  deliquesced. 

261 1  1936  Gettysburg.  NGC  graded  Mint  State  66.  Light  original  toning.  A  few 
tiny  marks  on  the  chin  and  reverse  shield  would  otherwise  place  it  in  the 
MS67  grade. 

2612  1936  Gettysburg.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  65.  Very  well  struck  on  obverse 
and  reverse  and  toned  in  magenta  and  pearl  hues.  A  solid  Gem  example  of  a 
very  popular  Commemorative  issue  that  remembers  the  Blue  and  Gray. 

2613  1922  Grant.  No  Star.  NGC  graded  Mint  State  65.  Pristine  quality  includes 
some  pleasing  golden  to  golden-brown  patina  at  the  rims. 

Ulysses  S.  Grant,  Civil  War  general  and  later  president,  died  in  1 885.  His 
birth  in  1 822  is  commemorated  here  by  the  artist  Laura  Gardin  Fraser  after 
a  photograph  by  the  famed  Civil  War  photographer,  Matthew  Brady.  Grant 
was  born  in  a  traditional  frame  house  of  the  period,  but  this  has  come  down 
to  us  as  a  “log  cabin.”  The  house  depicted  is  correct.  Some  consider  Grant  as 
our  worst  president  because  of  the  scandals  which  rocked  his  administration; 
perhaps  he  should  more  charitably  be  described  as  a  soft  touch  for  his  schem¬ 
ing  “friends.”  Two  Half  Dollar  Commemoratives  and  two  Gold  Dollars  wen: 
struck,  one  of  each  with  or  without  star  before  Grant's  bust. 

2614  1922  Grant.  No  Star.  NGC  graded  Mint  State  65.  Especially  trosn  sur¬ 
faces,  a  bold  example.  Comparatively  sharper  than  average. 
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2615  1928  Hawaii.  NGC  graded  Mint  State  62.  A  minute  area  of  dullness  on 
Cook’s  cheekbone  and  the  shoulder  of  his  coat.  Sterling-fresh  luster.  The 
eight  triangular-shaped  stops  flanking  the  words  HALF  DOLLAR  are  said  to 
represent  the  eight  inhabited  islands  at  the  time  Cook  “discovered”  Hawaii 
in  1778-9. 

2616  1924  Huguenot.  NGC  graded  Mint  State  66.  Golden  brown  toning;  a 
flashy  specimen  that  displays  the  characteristic  heavy  Huguenot  frost. 

One  of  the  earlier,  more  attractive  U.S.  Commemoratives,  the  Huguenot  was 
designed  by  George  T.  Morgan  (Morgan  Silver  Dollar)  with  assistance  of 
James  Earle  Fraser  (who  also  did  the  Buffalo  Nickel).  The  obverse  portrays 
conjoined  busts  of  Admiral  Gaspard  de  Coligny  and  Willem  I,  Prince  of 
Orange.  For  the  reverse,  the  artists  depicted  the  New  Netherland  bound  for 
America.  The  M  on  Coligny’s  shoulder  is  Morgan’s  initial,  Morgan  having 
prepared  the  original  dies.  The  Philadelphia  Mint  struck  a  total  of  142,000 
Huguenots.  The  issue  was  sold  to  the  public  at  $1;  however,  the  55,000  that 
remained  unsold  afterwards  were  released  into  circulation,  thus  accounting 
for  the  number  of  worn  specimens  of  this  type. 

2617  1924  Huguenot.  NGC  graded  Mint  State  66.  Features  well-developed 
smoky  gray  and  gold  toning  over  both  surfaces,  the  underlying  frost  exceed¬ 
ingly  fresh  and  resplendent. 

2618  1924  Huguenot.  NGC  graded  Mint  State  65.  Brilliant,  sparkling,  superb 
quality.

2619  1935  Hudson.  NGC  graded  Mint  State  66.  Original  “issue  holder”  color 

from  its  years  in  the  envelope  or  small  card  holder  in  which  it  came  from  the 
commission  that  was  authorized  to  distribute  the  coins.  Well  struck  through¬ 
out,  the  devices  as  well  as  the  fields  almost  overflowing  with  desirable  mint 
bloom  from  the  dies.  In  other  words,  a  first-rate  gem  of  this  scarcer  design. 
Only  10,000  minted. 


2620  1935  Hudson.  NGC  graded  Mint  State  65.  Mostly  brilliant  with  silvery 

luster  save  for  a  blush  of  toning  having  just  formed.  An  unusual  design  for  a 
commemorative,  the  obverse  depicts  the  mythical  King  Neptune  riding  back¬ 
wards  on  a  spouting  whale!  The  ship  on  the  reverse  is  Henry  Hudsons  Half 
Moon”  —  mimicked  by  the  crescent  moon  in  the  field  above  and  to  the  left. 
Only  1 0,000  struck. 


2621  1946  Iowa.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  66.  Beautifully  toned  in  lime  green 
and  auburn  hues,  this  “late  date”  Commemorative  issue  is  historical,  relative¬ 
ly  scarce  in  Gem  plus  condition,  and  yet  quite  affordable  for  many  budgets. 

2622  Group  of  Three  1946  Iowa  Commemoratives:  PCGS  graded  Mint  State 
66,  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  65,  and  NGC  graded  Mint  State  65.  Lot  of 

3  coins.  The  “Hawkeye  State”  was  first  suggested  by  Iowan  James  G.  Edwards 
as  a  tribute  to  Indian  leader  Chief  Black  Hawk. 

2623  Group  of  1936  Iowa  Commemoratives:  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  65, 
NGC  graded  Mint  State  66,  and  NGC  graded  Mint  State  65  (2  pieces). 

Lot  of  4  coins. 

2624  1925  Lexington.  NGC  graded  Mint  State  65.  Lightly  toned.  Superior  qual¬ 
ity  like  this  creates  a  real  bond  between  the  collector  and  his  coin  collection. 
The  standing  individual  on  the  obverse,  holding  a  trusty  musket,  is  one  of 
the  Minutemen,  citizen  soldiers  who  made  up  the  bulk  of  the  militias  in  the 
early  days  of  the  American  Revolution. 

2625  1925  Lexington.  NGC  graded  Mint  State  65.  Traditionally  called  the  Lex- 
ington-Concord  issue  from  the  two  locales  that  participated  in  the  opening 
shots  of  what  became  the  American  Revolution.  Always  popular  as  a  Type 
coin,  this  specimen  boasts  shimmering  bright  white  luster  with  gorgeous  sur¬ 
faces. 

2626  1925  Lexington.  NGC  graded  Mint  State  65.  Dazzling  luster  caresses  the 
eye  with  its  smooth  finish  and  “right  from  the  dies”  bloom. 

2627  1918  Lincoln.  NGC  graded  Mint  State  66.  A  pair  of  lightly  toned  gems. 
Following  Charles  E.  Barber’s  death  in  1917,  the  task  of  engraving  many  of 
our  early  Commemorative  Halves  fell  to  George T.  Morgan.  He  designed  the 
Lincoln-Illinois  for  the  centennial  celebration  throughout  the  state.  This  was 
to  be  the  first  of  the  state  centennial  Commemoratives  authorized.  One  hun¬ 
dred  thousand  were  called  for  and  the  Philadelphia  mint  struck  them  all  in 
August  1918.  Issue  price  was  $1 .  Not  all  were  sold,  however,  as  several  thou¬ 
sand  remained  in  a  vault  in  a  Springfield,  Illinois  bank.  They  were  released 
during  the  bank  panic  of  the  1930s.  Some  went  to  dealers  at  not  much  above 
face  value,  the  remainder  were  probably  spent.  This  explains  the  large  num¬ 
ber  of  circulated  Lincolns  found  today. 

2628  1918  Lincoln.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  65.  A  pair  of  first-class  gems!  Lot 
of  2  coins. 

2629  1918  Lincoln.  NGC  graded  Mint  State  65.  Silvery  bright  luster  on  both. 
Lot  of  2  coins. 

2630  1936  Long  Island.  NGC  graded  Mint  State  66.  Original  toning.  Cele¬ 
brates  the  300th  anniversary  of  the  settling  of  Long  Island.  The  two  accolad- 
ed  busts  on  the  obverse  depict  a  Dutch  settler  and  an  Algonquin  Indian, 
respectively.  On  the  reverse  is  a  Dutch  three-masted  ship  of  the  period  simi¬ 
lar  to  that  which  the  settler  used.  Howard  Kenneth  Weinman  was  the  coin's 
designer,  Weinman  being  the  son  of  A.  A.  Weinman  who  had  earlier  designed 
the  Mercury  Dime  and  Walking  Libert)'  Half  Dollar.  In  all,  81,773  Long 
Islands  were  sold. 

2631  1936  Long  Island.  NGC  graded  Mint  State  66.  Refreshing  to  see  how  well 
the  silvery  luster  intermingles  with  the  colorful  reverse  toning  on  this  hand¬ 
some  and  first-rate  MS66.  A  coin  anyone  will  be  attracted  to. 

2632  1936  Long  Island.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  65.  A  popular,  affordable  issue 
at  this  level.  Lot  of  2  coins. 

2633  1936  Long  Island.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  65.  On<  piece  is  silvers 
bright,  the  other  attractively  toned.  Lot  of  2  coins. 
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Jo  >4  1936  Long  Island.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  65  and  NGC  graded  Mint 

State  65.  Both  of  these  attractive  gems  delicately  toned.  Lot  of  2  coins. 

2634  1936  Long  Island.  NGC  graded  Mint  State  65.  Splendid  original  toning 

on  each,  the  simple  act  ot  bidding  on  this  lot  will  assure  you  a  pair  of  first- 
class  Gems  of  the  inexpensive  Long  Island  commemorative  half  dollar  Type. 
Lot  of  2  coins. 

2636  1936  Lynchburg.  NGC  graded  Mint  State  67.  Star  Designation  for  “Eye 
Appeal.”  A  coin  that  has  everything  going  for  it:  boldness  of  detail,  shim¬ 
mering  luster,  plus  original  toning.  The  “eye  appeal”  comes  from  the  way 
these  combine  to  tickle  your  aesthetic  sense.  One  for  the  record  books. 

2637  1936  Lynchburg.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  66.  A  wonderful  coin  with 
immaculate  fields  and  light  pastel  toning.  The  portrait  of  Carter  Glass  is  as 
clean  as  they  come. 

2638  1936  Lynchburg.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  66.  Original  dusky  gold  to 
greenish  brown  patina  from  its  storage  in  an  issue  holder.  Spot-free  gems  such 
as  this  becoming  very  scarce.  There  is  something  wholly  satisfactory  in  this 
Lynchburg  which  we  hope  bidders  will  recognize  when  configuring  their  esti¬ 
mates. 

The  issuance  of  a  charter  to  the  city  of  Lynchburg  in  1786  was  commemo¬ 
rated  in  1 936  by  a  special  coinage  of  Half  Dollars.  The  models  for  the  coin 
were  prepared  by  Charles  Keck.  The  obverse  bears  a  portrait  of  Senator 
Carter  Glass,  a  native  of  Lynchburg  and  former  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  who 
objected  to  the  idea  of  using  portraits  of  living  persons  on  coins.  Despite  his 
protests,  his  likeness  was  incorporated  on  the  coin.  The  reverse  shows  Liber¬ 
ty  standing,  with  the  old  Lynchburg  courthouse  in  the  background. 

2639  1936  Lynchburg.  NGC  graded  Mint  State  66  and  NGC  graded  Mint 
State  65.  Pair  of  high-level  mint  condition  examples  which  boast  such 
niceties  as  delicate  toning  over  superb  silvery  luster,  bold  strike  on  all  devices, 
and  superb  eye-appeal.  Lot  of  2  coins. 

2640  1920  Maine.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  66.  Inordinately  superb  luster  with 
just  the  right  degree  of  original  toning  to  keep  it  from  exploding  from  the 
surface.  A  genuinely  pleasing  specimen  at  this  grade  level.  Mintage:  only 
50,000  pieces.  The  “Pine  Tree  State”  recognizes  the  white  pine  tree,  an  offi¬ 
cially  designated  state  symbol  that  is  part  of  the  state  seal,  prominent  the 
Maine  Commemorative  half  dollars. 

2641  1920  Maine.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  66.  At  this  high  level,  bidders 
should  expect  bold  detail  and  scintillating  luster  —  and  this  is  exactly  what 
one  finds!  A  classy  looking  gem  without  any  detractions.  It  rests  on  the 
extreme  upper  edge  of  the  MS66  grade.  Anthony  de  Francisci  modeled  this 
coin  according  to  specifications  furnished  him;  he  is  also  famous  for  the 
1921-35  Peace  Dollar  design.  On  the  obverse,  the  word  DIRIGO  means:  I 
direct. 

2642  1920  Maine.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  66.  The  “other”  coin  by  Peace  Dol¬ 
lar  designer  Anthony  de  Francisci.  Deep  golden  patina. 

2643  1920  Maine.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  65.  Beautiful  medium  color  over 
superb  fresh  “bloom  from  the  dies.”  As  frosty  and  attractive  as  any  in  its 
grade.  Although  authorized  for  a  May  1920  celebration,  the  coins  were 
received  too  late  for  this  event  and  were  sold  by  the  Maine  state  treasurer 
until  all  were  sold. 

2644  1920  Maine.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  65.  Mostly  brilliant  save  for  a  dust¬ 
ing  of  smoke  color  toning  at  one  side.  Razor-sharp  strike  on  the  shield  and 
rwo  figures  along  with  the  wreath  and  all  legends. 


2645  1934  Maryland.  NGC  graded  Mint  State  66.  T  hickly  toned  in  lavender 
hues  on  the  obverse  and  somewhat  more  lightly  toned  in  pastel  shades  on  the 
reverse,  this  Maryland  Half  Dollar  appears  to  be  wholly  and  strictly  original

2646  1934  Maryland.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  66.  There  is  no  surprise  or  hes¬ 
itation  when  it  comes  to  describing  this  Maryland  issue  as  a  superb  gem.  It’s 
original  toning,  coupled  with  the  full  frost  on  all  devices  and  surfaces,  gives 
it  a  handy  advantage  over  others  which  lack  it’s  gleaming  originality. 

2647  1934  Maryland.  NGC  graded  Mint  State  66.  Popular  design  featuring  a 
three-quarters  facing  bust  of  Cecil  Calvert,  founder  of  the  Maryland  Colony 
in  1634.  A  brilliant,  lustrous  specimen  that  bidders  will  find  very  pleasing. 
According  to  some  historians,  Gen.  George  Washington  bestowed  the  name 
“Old  Line  State”  and  thereby  associated  Maryland  with  its  regular  line 
troops,  the  Maryland  Line,  who  served  courageously  in  many  Revolutionary 
War  battles. 

2648  1934  Maryland.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  65.  A  nice  duet,  one  of  which 
has  sterling-bright  luster  while  the  second  boasts  medium-deep  (and  beauti¬ 
ful)  toning.  Lot  of  2  coins. 


2649  1921  Missouri.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  65.  One  of  the  better  Com¬ 

memorative  issues  —  better,  in  the  sense  of  much  rarer  and  more  difficult  to 
acquire  in  gem  quality  since  the  preponderance  of  the  issue  went  to  the  gen¬ 
eral  public  while  many  were  also  released  into  circulation,  thus  reducing  the 
number  of  gems.  This  gem  boasts  sharp  detail  everyplace  and  oceans  of  crisp 
mint  frostiness.  The  color:  warm  reddish  amber  to  brown,  mostly  on  the 
obverse.  A  splendid  specimen  for  the  advanced  collector.  Not  cheap,  but  this 
superb  quality  never  is! 


2650  1921  Missouri.  NGC  graded  Mint  State  65.  In  an  early  NGC  holder,  a 

sharp-looking  gem  toned  Uncirculated  Missouri  commemorative  of  the  vari¬ 
ety  without  2x4  in  the  field.  The  pioneer  on  the  reverse  stands  in  a  motion¬ 
ing  posture  beside  an  Indian  of  the  Missouri  region.  The  same  pioneer  is 
positioned  on  the  obverse,  bust  left,  wearing  one  of  the  traditional  raccoon- 
skin  caps  of  the  period  (popularized  in  the  1950s  by  the  Disney  movie  com¬ 
pany). 
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!  2651  1921  Missouri.  NGC  graded  Mint  State  65.  A  particularly  attractive  gem 

of  this  scarcer  Type,  here  the  surface  dances  with  silvery  frost,  having  devel¬ 
oped  light  purple-brown  toning  at  the  rim.  The  Pioneers  frosty  cheek  and 
shoulder  are  highly  attractive  here,  since  Missouri  half  dollars  tend  to  become 
scuffed  in  these  areas  after  even  light  handling;  therefore,  a  classy  looking 
Gem  MS65  example! 


?  2652  1921  Missouri.  2x4.  NGC  graded  Mint  State  65.  Full  frosty  white  luster; 

a  small  mark  at  the  Pioneer  s  temple  and  a  few  tiny  marks  on  the  two  stand¬ 
ing  figures,  mainly  their  shoulders  and  lower  legs.  A  sharply  struck  example 
whose  fields  and  devices  seem  weighed  down  by  all  the  gorgeous  mint  frost 
covering  them! 


I  2653  1921  Missouri.  2x4.  NGC  graded  Mint  State  64.  Luster  flows  and  flows 

throughout  the  devices  and  open  areas  around  the  devices,  the  whole  coin 
bathed  in  original  toning  of  a  delightful  type.  It  isn’t  hard  to  see  why  NGC 
graded  it  as  it  did.  The  coin  meets  all  the  strict  criteria  for  the  grade. 


2654  1923-S  Monroe.  NGC  graded  Mint  State  65.  Deep  original  toning,  an 

attractive  combination  of  pearl-gray  with  deeper  aspects  around  some  of  the 
legends.  The  Monroe  Doctrine  half  dollar  was  issued  at  Los  Angeles,  Cali¬ 
fornia  for  some  reason.  Appropriately,  the  two  presidents  represented  on  the 
obverse  are  James  Monroe  and  Calvin  Coolidge.  Becoming  difficult  to  find 
in  gem  MS65  condition. 


2655  1923-S  Monroe.  NGC  graded  Mint  State  65.  Deep  russet  gray  patina  with 

a  dappled,  almost  marbled  appearance  over  both  surfaces.  A  high-grade  spec¬ 
imen  of  this  commemorative  issued  in  Los  Angeles,  California  even  though 
the  City  of  the  Angles,  as  it  is  nicknamed,  has  no  direct  connection  to  the 
“Monroe  Doctrine”  of  1823  commemorated.  (California  was  under  the  aus¬ 
pices  of  the  Mexican  government  in  1823;  it  did  not  become  a  state  until 
1850,  although  Los  Angeles  was  first  settled  in  1781.) 


2656  1923-S  Monroe.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  64.  Attractive  iridescent  toning 
slips  well  into  the  fields  from  the  edges  of  the  coin;  crisp,  clear  strike  on  both 
portraits  as  well  as  the  allegorical  representation  of  the  merger  of  North  and 
South  America  into  a  trading  zone. 

2657  1938  New  Rochelle.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  66.  Grading  standards  are 
as  strict  as  ever,  which  shows  on  this  magnificent  gem,  lightly  toned  speci¬ 
men.  Within  five  minutes  of  examining  it,  you’ll  fall  deeply  in  love  with  its 
beautiful  design  and  expert  craftsmanship,  not  to  mention  the  superb  way  it 
has  been  preserved  by  its  former  owners.  The  reverse  carries  the  fleur-de-lis 
which  is  adopted  from  the  Seal  of  the  city  of  New  Rochelle,  New  York.  The 
city  was  founded  in  1 688  by  French  Huyguenots. 


2658  1938  New  Rochelle.  NGC  graded  Mint  State  66.  As  last,  only  in  NGC 
holder,  and  a  fabulous  specimen  whose  display  of  glistening  “cartwheel  lus¬ 
ter”  enhances  its  beauty  all  the  more.  A  first-rate,  boldly  struck  specimen. 
Pale  golden  toning. 

2659  1938  New  Rochelle.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  65.  A  light  layer  of  golden- 
brown  toning  surrounds  the  margins  of  the  obverse  and  is  more  liberally  dis¬ 
persed  on  the  reverse.  At  first  glance  the  coin  appears  as  “white.”  Very  well 
struck  and  very  pleasing  to  behold.  Housed  in  an  old  style  PCGS  holder 
which  fact  alone  will  give  bidders  a  reason  to  take  a  second  look. 

2660  1938  New  Rochelle.  NGC  graded  Mint  State  65.  Two  shimmering  jewels 
in  outstanding  state  of  preservation.  Mintage  for  this  issue,  quite  low  at 
15,266  pieces!  Lot  of  2  coins. 


2661  1936  Norfolk.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  67.  Superh!  In  one  of  the  carls, 

flat-rim  PCGS  holders,  this  coin  was  graded  prior  to  1989  and  shows  capti 
vating  immaculate  perfection  in  its  satin  luster  and  razor-sharpness. 
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26C>2  1936  Norfolk.  NGC  graded  Mint  State  66.  Buying  this  pair  of  Norfolks  is

Norfolk,  in  the  state  of  Vir¬ 
ginia,  celebrated  its  growth  from  a  township  in  1682  to  a  royal  borough  in 
1736  with  this  200th  anniversary  issue  in  1936.  Today,  the  city  is  one  of  the 
busiest  ports  on  the  Eastern  Coast.  Lot  of  2  coins. 

2664  1926-S  Oregon.  NGC  graded  Mint  State  66.  1928  Oregon  NGC  grad¬ 
ed  Mint  State  66.  A  pair  of  original  toned  examples  of  this  attractive  com¬ 
memorative  struck  for  the  Oregon  trail  and  in  memory  of  the  pioneers,  many 
of  whom  lie  buried  along  the  famous  2,000  mile  highway  of  history.  High- 
grade  examples  such  as  these  command  premium  prices.  Lot  of  2  coins. 

2665  1926-S  Oregon.  NGC  graded  Mint  State  65.  1928  Oregon  NGC  grad¬ 
ed  Mint  State  65.  1933-Dnm  65.  The  1928’s  mintage  only  6,000,  while  the 
1933-D  comes  in  a  thousand  fewer  at  5,000.  Collectors  usually  go  for  either 
the  1926-S  or  1926  Philadelphia  mint  for  a  Type”  specimen.  Lot  of  3  coins. 

2666  1933-D  Oregon.  NGC  graded  Mint  State  66.  Natural  pearl-gray  toning 
with  russet  at  the  periphery.  Sleek  mint  frost  everyplace  you  look,  and  a  sharp 
appearance  all  around.  The  1933-D  Oregon  happens  to  be  the  only  half  dol¬ 
lar  struck  in  this  Depression  year.  The  only  other  coins  issued  at  Denver  that 
year  were  Lincoln  cents.  Always  popular  among  the  various  Oregon  Trail 
commemorative  dates,  which  were  struck  intermittently  in  the  years  1926- 
39. 

2667  1934-D  Oregon.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  65  and  NGC  graded  Mint 
State  65.  The  PCGS  displays  attractive  original  toning  while  the  NGC  gem 
boasts  gorgeous  silvery  brilliance  from  the  dies.  A  pair  of  superb  specimens. 
Mintage  of  only  7,000  pieces.  Lot  of  2  coins. 

2668  On  the  Trail  of  the  Oregons:  1936  (2  pieces)  NGC  graded  Mint  State  65. 
1936-S  NGC  graded  Mint  State  65.  Full  bright  luster  with  a  dab  of  toning 
on  the  two  Philadelphia  mint  coins,  while  the  one  struck  at  San  Francisco 
exhibits  more  fully  developed  and  decidedly  attractive  color.  All  three  square¬ 
ly  in  the  middle  of  their  superb  grade  class.  Mintage  for  the  1936  is  10,000, 
while  the  1936-S  is  exactly  half  that  figure  at  5,000  pieces!  Lot  of  3  coins.

Boldly  struck  and  creamy 
white  save  for  the  first  traces  of  color  on  the  lower  portion  of  the  obverse,  this 
is  a  Superb  Gem  example  of  one  of  the  great  American  Indian  themes  to 
appear  on  a  U.S.  Mint  product. 

2671  1937-D  Oregon.  NGC  graded  Mint  State  66.  Pair  of  superb  specimens 
whose  exhibit  of  original  toning  makes  the  all  the  more  alluring.  Mintage  for 
the  1937-D  was  a  small  12,000  pieces.  Lot  of  2  coins. 

2672  1938  Oregon.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  66.  Light  golden  toning  atop 
satiny  mint  frost,  the  coin  well  struck  throughout  and  shimmering  with  orig¬ 
inality.  A  genuinely  pleasing  and  handsome  coin.  We  present  several  differ¬ 
ent  examples  of  the  1938,  1938-Dand  1938-S  Oregon  Trail  commemoratives 
in  rhis  section,  each  coin  a  superlative  example  of  the  year.  Total  for  the  1938 
Philadelphia  Mint:  6,000  mintage. 


2673  1938  Oregon.  NGC  graded  Mint  State  66.  Utterly  gorgeous  surfaces  and 
mint-white  bloom.  A  classy  looking  coin  makes  this  an  ideal  situation  for  the 
Commemorative  coin  buyer.

2674  1938-D  Oregon.  NGC  graded  Mint  State  66.  Another  outstanding  exam¬ 
ple.  Designs  are  by  Laura  Gardin  Fraser.  Many  are  of  the  opinion  the  Ore¬ 
gon  Trail  is  one  of  the  finest  designs  ever  conceived  for  a  commemorative 
issue.  On  the  obverse,  the  artist  chose  an  Indian  with  blanket  and  bow,  his 
gesture  seeming  to  warn  any  westbound  travelers  “So  far  and  no  further”  (but 
more  likely  being  a  show  of  peace,  as  in  “How!”)  On  the  reverse  has  been 
recreated  a  Conestoga  wagon  heading  into  the  sunset.  Oregons  were  struck 
sporadically  from  1926  to  1939  at  the  various  mints.  Several  issues  have 
extremely  low  mintage. 

2675  1938-D  Oregon.  NGC  graded  Mint  State  66.  As  last,  the  mintage  this  year 
steady  at  6,000  pieces  for  each  of  the  three  mints  (these  sold  to  collectors  as 
three-piece  sets,  none  were  offered  individually).  A  dazzling  mint-fresh  gem! 

2676  1938-S  Oregon.  NGC  graded  Mint  State  66.  So  well  made  that  is  displays 
a  full  thumb  and  forefinger  on  the  Indian  where  he  holds  his  bow  in  the  mid¬ 
dle.  The  mintmark  S  can  be  found  to  the  left  of  his  heel.  Only  6,000  pieces 
made  at  the  San  Francisco  mint  in  1938.  Silvery  brilliance  throughout. 

2677  1938-S  Oregon.  NGC  graded  Mint  State  66.  A  twin  of  the  other  lovely 
NGC  MS66  of  this  date  and  mint,  and  a  first-rate  specimen  whose  bold 
detail  dovetails  nicely  with  the  gleaming-fresh  luster. 

2678  1938-S  Oregon  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  65.  Rare.  Minuscule  mintage  of 
only  6,006.  White  foggy  gem. 

2679  191 5-S  Panama-Pacific.  NGC  graded  Mint  State  65.  One  of  a  threesome 
of  high-end  MS65  gems  from  a  single  consignor.  This  handsome  specimen 
displays  the  same  vibrant  luster  and  silvery  freshness  of  the  other  two.  Any 
one  of  these  will  make  a  superb  addition  to  a  Commemorative  coin  set. 
Mintage:  27,134,  but  it  has  to  be  remembered  many  of  these  reached  circu¬ 
lation  so  that  Gem  MS65s  are  in  the  minority  today. 

2680  1915-S  Panama-Pacific.  NGC  graded  Mint  State  65.  As  last,  and  a  first- 
rate  gem.  “Shall  we  introduce  ourselves”  seems  to  be  what  Columbia  is  say¬ 
ing  with  her  hands  outstretched  holding  two  puffs  of  something  or  other, 
possibly  leaves  or  flowers,  or  maybe  some  puffy  clouds.  Charles  E.  Barber  sur¬ 
passed  himself  with  this  delightful  design. 

2681  1915-S  Panama-Pacific.  NGC  graded  Mint  State  65.  Struck  for  the  Pana¬ 
ma-Pacific  International  Exposition,  which  event  also  sold  gold  dollars,  quar¬ 
ter  eagles,  and  two  varieties  of  $50  gold  pieces  specially  designed  for  the 
exposition.  Brilliant  satiny  surfaces;  bold  crisp  detail  on  all  devices  including 
the  eagles  tail  and  the  cherub’s  hindquarters.  The  standing  figure  is  meant  to 
represent  Columbia  with  the  golden  gate  (20  years  before  the  famous  bridge 
was  built)  at  the  horizon.. 

2682  1915-S  Panama-Pacific.  ANACS  graded  About  Uncirculated  50.  Deep 
antique-gray  patina,  a  richly  rewarding  (and  easily  affordable)  example  of  this 
handsome  type.  All  were  struck  at  the  San  Francisco  mint,  whose  “S”  mint- 
mark  can  be  found  to  the  left  of  the  date. 

2683  1920  Pilgrim.  NGC  graded  Mint  State  66.  Luster  so  bright  and  shimmer¬ 
ing  that  it  laughs  with  joy;  if  your  collection  runs  to  full-bore  gem  quality 
specimens  without  toning  then  the  present  1920  is  just  the  coin  to  choose. 

2684  1920  Pilgrim.  NGC  graded  Mint  State  66.  One  of  a  pair  of  gleaming  gem 
Brilliant  Uncirculated  1920  Pilgrim  half  dollars,  the  surfaces  pristine,  the 
“color”  silvery  fresh!  Thousands  of  nondescript  Pilgrims  might  have  to  he 
gone  through  before  such  a  coin  as  this  lands  before  you.  Don’t  let  the  oppor¬ 
tunity  slip  by. 
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2685  1920  Pilgrim.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  65.  Medium  toning.  Struck  to 
commemorate  the  300th  anniversary  of  the  landing  of  the  Pilgrims  at  Ply¬ 
mouth  Rock  in  Massachusetts.  Cyrus  E.  Dallin,  a  Boston  sculptor,  designed 
the  coin.  Featured  are  a  Pilgrim  on  the  obverse  and  the  Mayflower  under  full 
sail  on  the  reverse.  Net  mintage  included  152,000  dated  1920  and  20,000 
dated  1921. 

2686  1920  Pilgrim.  NGC  graded  Mint  State  65.  Not  as  common  as  once  sup¬ 
posed  since  many  were  spent,  other  lack  the  frosty  originality  seen  here.  Lot 
of  2  coins. 

2687  1921  Pilgrim.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  66.  Scarcer  of  the  two  dates  and  a 
truly  superior  example  with  its  shimmering  frost  and  light  golden  color. 
Beneath  the  Pilgrim’s  elbow  can  be  found  a  diminutive  letter  “D”  which 
stands  for  the  coin’s  designer  Dallin;  Pilgrims  were  all  struck  at  the  Philadel¬ 
phia  Mint.  In  1921,  the  total  ran  to  a  mere  20,053  pieces,  down  by  almost 
90%  from  the  figure  the  year  before! 

2688  1921  Pilgrim.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  66.  By  virtue  of  its  striking  date  in 
1921,  these  tend  to  show  up  in  Gem  plus  condition  less  often  than  many  of 
the  later  Commemorative  half  dollars.  This  pearl  white  example  is  ablaze 
with  luster  and  uninterrupted  ocean  fields. 

2689  1921  Pilgrim.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  65.  Original  toning;  glistening 
frost.  With  the  maximum  of  beauty  this  coin  will  likely  trade  at  a  premium 
level  to  what  an  average  MS65  might  otherwise  realize. 

2690  1921  Pilgrim.  NGC  graded  Mint  State  65.  Another  first-rate  gem  of  this 
scarcer  issue.  Purest  white  luster  throughout  with,  if  one  wants  to  quibble,  a 
faint  blush  of  golden  color.  Struck  in  the  manner  these  were  supposed  to  be: 
bold. 

2691  1936  Rhode  Island.  NGC  graded  Mint  State  66.  Be  the  first  collector  or 
investor  on  your  block  to  own  a  classy  Rhode  Island  commemorative  half 
dollar.  The  luster  gleams  and  dances  from  the  way  the  coin  was  struck  and 
then  cared  for  over  the  years.  Everything  is  finely  detailed  —  as  fine  as  the 
details  can  be  on  one  of  the  minimalist  Art  Deco  designs  of  the  1930s.  A 
refreshing  wind  of  springtime  seems  to  waft  off  the  superb  surfaces  of  this 
piece. 

2692  1936  Rhode  Island.  NGC  graded  Mint  State  66.  Instead  of  brilliant  fields 
and  devices,  a  coin  that  boasts  original  “tab”  toning  —  so  called  from  the  tab- 
style  cardboard  holders  used  to  constrain  the  coins  when  shipped  from  the 
authorizing  commission.  Since  the  majority  of  commemorative  coins  were 
dipped  in  the  1960s  and  1970s,  only  a  tiny  percentage  of  the  original  issue 
remains  with  tab  toning.  A  genuinely  pleasing  coin! 

2693  1936-D  Rhode  Island.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  66.  One  of  the  more 
popular  Types  from  the  middle  1930s,  this  issued  for  the  300th  centenary  of 
the  founding  of  Rhode  Island.  The  “Ocean  State”  is  a  nickname  used  to  pro¬ 
mote  tourism.  The  nickname  “Plantation  State”  is  derived  from  the  states 
official  full  name  “The  State  of  Rhode  Island  and  Providence  Plantations”. 
Delicate  toning  combined  with  glistening  fresh  luster. 

2694  1936-D  Rhode  Island.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  66.  Beautiful,  original 
“tab”  toning  from  the  years  it  was  stored  in  an  issue  card  or  holder.  This 
scarce  design  was  sold  in  three-coin  sets,  with  a  few  additional  Philadelphia 
Mint  coins  for  sale  to  those  who  wanted  an  individual  specimen  only.  Scarce 
in  this  condition. 

2695  1 936-D  Rhode  Island.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  65.  Lightly  toned.  Only 
1 5,000  minted. 

2696  1 936-S  Rhode  Island.  NGC  graded  Mint  State  65.  A  few  tiny  luster  grazes 
on  the  shoulder  of  one  of  the  standing  figures;  pearl  white  luster  throughout 
without  toning  and  certainly  no  spotting.  In  short,  a  high-caliber  gem  at  the 
MS65  level. 


2697  1936  Robinson.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  65  and  NGC  graded  Mint 
State  65.  Lot  of  2  coins. 

2698  1937  Roanoke.  NGC  graded  Mint  State  66.  Lot  of  2  coins. 

2699  Assorted  San  Diego  Commemorative  Halves:  1935-S  PCGS  graded  Mint 
State  66  (2  pieces),  1936-D  NGC  graded  Mint  State  65  (2  pieces).  Lot  of 

4  coins.

Conjoined  busts  are  those  of  George  Washington  and  his  mental 
equal,  Calvin  Coolidge.  One  of  the  few  times  a  living  individual  was  por¬ 
trayed  on  the  nation’s  coinage,  Coolidge  was  to  remain  in  office  until  1928, 
when  he  declined  to  run  for  a  further  term  as  President.  He  lived  until  1933. 


2701  Lot  of  2:  1926  Sesquicentennial  and  1927  Vermont  Mint  State  63.  Pair 
of  choice  uncirculated  commemoratives,  white  except  for  small  carbon  spot 
at  2  o’clock  near  edge  of  Sesqui  reverse. 

2702  1935  Spanish  Trail.  NGC  graded  Mint  State  65.  Medium  dove-gray  ton¬ 
ing  layers  the  frosty  surface  with  only  a  few  tiny  surface  marks  away  from  an 
even  high  grade  level. 

2703  1935  Spanish  Trail.  NGC  graded  Mint  State  65.  Brilliant  satiny  luster  with 
just  a  touch  of  light  patina.  A  superbly  well  struck  example  of  this  interest¬ 
ing  issue,  one  of  the  few  commemoratives  struck  in  the  year  1935.  Only 
10,000  were  minted. 


2704  1925  Stone  Mountain.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  67.  Superb!  A  wonder 
ful  original  toned  specimen  that  boasts  light  pastels  over  both  surfaces  and 
100%  sharp  relief  on  the  two  seated  horsemen,  military  honorees  from  the

Although  the  Congress  had  not  considered  striking  a  McKinley  piece  for  the 
Louisiana  Purchase  Exposition  held  in  St.  Louis,  Missouri  on  the  100th 
anniversary  of  the  purchase  of  this  vast  tract  of  land  from  Napoleon,  the  trag¬ 
ic  assassination  of  President  William  McKinley  in  the  summer  of  1901 
caused  a  change  in  plans.  A  total  of  17,725  pieces  bearing  the  martyred  Pres¬ 
ident’s  bust  were  sold  to  collectors  at  the  fair.  An  identical  number  of  Jeffer¬ 
son  Dollars  were  sold.

They  were 
sold  for  between  $2.00  and  $2.50  apiece,  with  the  proceeds  earmarked  for 
completion  of  the  bronze  memorial  to  Sacagawea,  part-time  guide  and 
full-time  interpreter  between  the  Corps  of  Discovery  and  the  Indian 
tribes.  Mintage  figures  show  10,025  dated  1904  and  10,041  dated  1905.

The  1915-S  Panama-Pacific  Exposition  was  held  at  a  time  in  our  nations  his¬ 
tory  when  the  art  world  was  throwing  off  the  constraints  of  its  staid,  Victo¬ 
rian-girdled  ways.  All  manner  of  modernistic  techniques  tried  on  coinage, 
such  as  matte-finish  Proofs,  rims  lacking  denticles,  spruced-up  lettering,  tex¬ 
tured  or  roughed-up  backgrounds.  Coins  struck  for  the  exposition,  like  the 
Gold  Dollar,  capture  the  essence  of  this  revolution.  Instead  of  perfectly  bal¬ 
anced  devices,  Charles  Keck,  the  coin’s  creator,  put  his  Panama  Canal  work¬ 
man  off  to  one  side.  Opposite  the  portrait,  Keck  made  two  concentric  arcs 
for  the  country’s  name.  The  reverse  continues  the  trend  and  is  a  far  cry  from 
anything  attempted  before  in  American  numismatics.  A  pair  of  sprightly  dol¬ 
phins  frolic  above  and  below  the  central  denomination  giving  a  happy  feel  to 
the  artist’s  trim  design.

2774  1917  McKinley  Gold  Dollar  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  65.  Gem  with  blaz¬ 
ing  deep  satiny  luster. 

2775  1922  Grant  No  Star  Gold  Dollar  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  65.  Rare,  only 
5,000  issued.  Pristine  example,  made  from  slightly  greenish  gold. 

2776  1922  Grant  No  Star  Gold  Dollar  NGC  graded  Mint  State  64.  Looks  like 
a  lustrous  gem. 

2777  1922  Grant  With  Star  Gold  Dollar  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  65.  Breen 
writes;  “The  star  has  no  specified  meaning,  possibly  one  of  the  Generals  uni¬ 
form  stars?”  Blazing  gem  example  of  this  tiny  mintage  (5,016). 

2778  1922  Grant  With  Star  Gold  Dollar  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  65.  Bright 
satiny  virtually  pristine  surfaces. 


2  9  1926  Sesquicentennial  Quarter  Eagle.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  65. 

While  lower  grade  specimens  can  be  had  for  the  right  amount,  the  Sesqui¬ 
centennial  reaches  a  launch  point  above  MS64  where  prices  incline  to  the 
vertical  as  population  statistics  diminish  to  a  mere  handful.  This  exceedingly 
sharp  gem  should  be  on  everyone’s  want  list. 


’HO  1926  Sesquicentennial  Quarter  Eagle.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  64.  A 

couple  of  tiny  contact  marks  on  the  obverse  and  several,  equally  slight,  near 
the  building  on  the  reverse.  This  frosty  specimen  commemorates  America’s 
I  50rh  anniversary  of  nationhood.  Columbia  resides  on  the  obverse  of  the 
coin,  while  on  the  reverse,  the  memorial  chosen  was  apt:  Independence  Hall 
in  Philadelphia  John  K.  Sinnock  (Roosevelt  dime,  Franklin  half  dollar) 
designed  the  coin. 


2781  1926  Sesquicentennial.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  64.  Outstanding  exam¬ 
ple  of  the  Sesqui  type.  Warm  orange  tones  penetrate  the  soft  lustrous  sur¬ 
faces.  A  Gem  by  all  accounts  save  for  one  tiny  scrape  above  the  building  on 
the  reverse. 

2782  1926  Sesquicentennial  Quarter  Eagle.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  64. 

Satiny  mint  luster.  Orange  centers  surrounded  by  a  hint  of  mint. 

2783  1926  Sesquicentennial  Quarter  Eagle.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  63. 

Bright  golden  luster.  Gorgeous  to  the  naked  eye,  but  few  contact  marks  visi¬ 
ble  under  magnification.  Commemorates  150th  Anniversary  of  American 
Independence. 

2784  1926  Sesquicentennial  Quarter  Eagle.  Mint  State  62.  Lovely  satiny  luster.

2785  1855  Pattern  Flying  Eagle  Cent.  Judd-168,  Pollock-193.  Copper.  Plain 

Edge.  NGC  graded  Proof  63  Brown.  Medium  wood-grained  toning.  This 
handsome  pattern  for  a  reduced  weight  cent  features  an  eagle  flying  to  the  left 
with  13  stars  around  and  the  date  1855  below.  The  denomination  ONE 
CENT  is  centered  in  a  laurel  wreath  with  the  legend  UNITED  STATES  OF 
AMERICA  around.  Copper  and  bronze  patterns  of  this  issue  were  struck,  how¬ 
ever  the  composition  is  too  close  to  differentiate  and  so  unlike  Judd  (which 
employs  two  numbers  for  the  varieties)  Pollock  bundles  these  under  a  single 
#193  heading.  Reported  weights  in  grains  range  from  90  to  100  grains. 


2786  1859  Pattern  Indian  Cent.  Judd-228,  Pollock-272.  Copper-Nickel.  Plain 

Edge.  NGC  graded  Mint  State  65.  Light  silvery  to  reddish  toning,  a  bold 
strike  throughout.  The  familiar  “transitional”  Indian  cent  of  1859  which 
incorporates  the  “Indian”  head  of  1859  and  the  type  used  to  coin  regular- 
issue  cents  from  1860  through  1 909  with  ONE  CENT  within  an  oak  wreath 
having  a  narrow  shield  at  the  top. 
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2787  1865  Pattern  Three-Cent  Nickel.  Judd-411,  Pollock-482.  Copper.  Plain 

Edge.  NGC  graded  Proof  63  Brown.  Similar  to  the  regular  three-cent  des 
of  1865  to  1889.  The  reverse  ribbon  ends  are  broader  and  merge  with  the 
denticles  at  the  base  of  the  design.  Deep  steel  brown  with  glints  of  faded  red 
around  devices;  a  few  tiny  flyspecks  on  both  sides.  Needle-sharp  strike  con¬ 
sistent  with  its  choice  Proof  63  quality. 


2788  1882  Pattern  Nickel.  Judd-1693,  Pollock-1895.  Nickel.  Plain  Edge. 

PCGS  graded  Proof  64  Cameo.  This  is  similar  to  the  soon-to-be  replaced 
Shield  type,  but  without  the  ornamental  ball  at  the  base  of  the  shield.  The 
reverse  is  identical  to  the  regular-issue  1882  shield  nickels.  Sleek  glittering 
fields  with  offsetting  frosted  devices.  A  nicely  frosted  example.  One  of  the 
scarcest  issues.  Pollock  lists  this  as  Rarity-7,  only  4  to  12  known. 


2790  1870  Pattern  Dime.  Judd-844,  Pollock-943.  Silver.  Plain  Edge.  PCGS 

graded  Proof  63.  Choice  full-brilliant  surfaces  with  the  head  of  Liberty, 
because  it  is  frosted,  adding  a  nice  contrast  to  the  mirror-like  field  that  sur¬ 
rounds.  Boldly  made;  only  minor  diminishment  in  the  reflective  quality  of  the 
field  from  hazy  toning  on  the  reverse.  Scarce,  since  only  4  to  12  presumably 
made  (Rarity-7,  according  to  Pollock).  The  plain  edge  patterns  of  this  issue 
tend  to  be  much  more  elusive  than  those  having  a  reeded  edge.  Unfortunate¬ 
ly,  the  grading  holder  obscures  the  difference  as  far  as  a  die-hard  collector 
would  be  concerned,  though  someone  investing  in  these  rarities  won’t  mind. 


2791  1870  Pattern  Dime.  Judd-861,  Pollock-949.  Silver.  Reeded  Edge.  PCGS 

graded  Proof  64.  Deep  steel  toning  with  colorful  effects  in  the  undertone,  a 
very  choice,  boldly  struck  example  with  the  STANDARD  SILVER  reverse 
continuing  over  from  1869.  These  were  proposed  as  a  reduced  weight  “sub¬ 
sidiary”  coinage;  however,  once  the  monetary  structure  of  the  country  leveled 
off  in  the  later  1870s,  the  need  for  these  was  no  longer  as  urgent  and  the  idea 
dropped. 


2789  1870  Pattern  Dime.  Judd-837,  Pollock-928.  Silver.  Reeded  Edge.  PCGS 

graded  Proof  65.  One  of  the  most  attractive  issues  struck  in  the  STAN¬ 
DARD  silver  period  of  Pattern  coins,  1869-71.  This  deeply  toned  gem  has  a 
bust  of  Liberty  facing  right.  Miss  Liberty  wears  a  cap  ornamented  with  three 
stars.  The  reverse  has  the  denomination  10  CENTS  and  the  date  1870  with¬ 
in  a  wreath  of  cotton  and  corn,  with  the  inscription  STANDARD  above. 
These  were  part  of  America’s  intended  “subsidiary”  (meaning,  sub-standard) 
silver  coinage,  when  it  was  thought  the  public  wouldnt  mind  the  use  of  sil¬ 
ver  coins  not  up  to  full  weight.  1  he  proposal  was  shelved  once  market  con¬ 
ditions  returned  to  normal  in  1877-79,  a  few  years  after  this  proposed  Iypc.

2792  1871  Pattern  Dime.  Judd-1081,  Pollock-1217.  Rarity-7.  Copper.  Reed¬ 

ed  Edge.  NGC  graded  Proof  65  Red.  An  extremely  rare  Type  and  in  uttet 
ly  gorgeous  high  grade,  the  fields  and  devices  glowing.  The  full  red  hue  is 
rarely  retained  by  copper  patterns  since  even  light  handling  bv  collectors  can 
impart  the  moisture  from  one’s  hands  to  the  reactive  copper,  turning  it  a 
shade  ot  brown.  Judd- 1 217  is  the  copper  version  of  Longactr's  Liberty  seat 
ed  facing  left  with  the  date  1871.  She  is  wearing  an  Indian  headdress,  and  is 
supporting  a  liberty  pole  with  her  right  hand.  Her  left  hand  rests  on  a  globe 
inscribed  LIRERTY.  Behind  are  two  Hags;  around,  13  stars  at  the  margin  A 
beautiful  design  made  even  lovelier  (and  more  desirable )  by  the  high  I'mnf  65 
Red  grade! 
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2793  1864  Pattern  Quarter  Dollar.  Judd-384,  Pollock-452.  Rarity-7.  Silver. 

Reeded  Edge.  Good  4.  Yes,  that’s  correct:  Good  4!  Here  is  an  example  of  a 
very  rare  Pattern  that  entered  circulation.  Unusual  for  any  pattern  issue,  but 
particularly  interesting  since  this  features  the  regular  obverse  paired  with  the 
design  for  the  reverse  by  Anthony  C.  Paquet.  The  reverse  has  full  rims;  the 
obverse  has  the  stars  worn  into  the  edge  somewhat.  Without  question,  the 
only  example  in  this  grade.

27'>4  1870  Pattern  Quarter  Dollar.  Judd-887  PCGS  graded  Proof  66  Deep 

Cameo.  Superb  cameo  gem,  with  spectacular  dazzling  white  luster.  Made  in 
aluminum,  which  was  then  a  valuable  metal.  T  he  reverse  was  struck  from  a 
regular  die  that  was  obviously  a  little  rusty.  The  obverse  is  a  variation  on  the 
usual  Liberty  Seated  theme.  Rarity  7  (4-12  extant). 


2795  1870  Pattern  Quarter  Dollar.  Judd-894,  Pollock-1001.  Silver.  Reeded 

Edge.  NGC  graded  Proof  66  Cameo.  Attractive  purplish  brown  toning,  the 
fields  glassy  smooth  and  glittering  with  reflection.  Synchronizing  with  this 
are  the  superb  and  bold  frosted  devices  which  give  the  coin  its  beautiful  cameo 
contrast.

Edge.  NGC  graded  Proof  64  Brown.  Longacre’s  alluring  “Indian  princess” 
design  used  on  the  1870-71  half  dime  through  silver  dollar  patterns,  mated 
to  the  regular  issue  reverse  With  Motto.  Reflective  fields  offset  by  exceeding¬ 
ly  sharp  figure  of  Liberty  surrounded  by  13  stars.  A  handsome  specimen. 


2797  1838  Pattern  Half  Dollar.  Judd-73,  Pollock-77.  Restrike.  Silver.  Reeded 

Edge.  PCGS  graded  Proof  61.  Minor  die  striations  in  centers  (a.k.a.  die 
“roller  lines”),  a  two  tone  or  “cameo”  proof  in  which  an  attractive  liberty  head 
is  lightly  frosted  against  the  reflective  field.  The  beautiful  head  of  Liberty  is 
believed  to  be  by  William  Kneass,  “apparently  is  the  last  work  executed  by 
him”  according  to  Judd,  since  Kneass  suffered  a  stroke  in  1835  and  was  inca¬ 
pacitated  thereafter.  The  flying  eagle  was  evidently  copied  by  Christian  Gob- 
recht  from  a  sketch  by  Titian  Peale.  “Medal”  die  alignment,  coin  weighs  192 
grains,  the  statutory  weight  for  half  dollars  issued  after  February,  1853.  The 
Judd-73  restrike  is  thought  to  have  been  coined  around  1858  or  later,  and 
generally  shows  heavy  reverse  die  cracks,  as  here. 
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2798  1859  Pattern  Half  Dollar.  Judd-235,  Pollock-284.  Silver.  Reeded  Edge. 

PCGS  graded  Proof  63.  With  gorgeous  deep  steel  and  blue  toning,  some 
areas  with  gold  and  lavender  also  present.  Fields  are  flashy  with  mirror-reflec¬ 
tion,  while  the  devices  are  all  struck  with  impressive  detail.  This  design  for  a 
Pattern  half  dollar  is  by  Anthony  Paquet.  Paquet’s  Liberty  is  seated  facing  left, 
supporting  a  fasces  with  her  right  hand  and  a  shield  with  her  left.  The  reverse, 
simple  yet  very  attractive,  consists  of  a  more  stylish  eagle  holding  a  ribbon  in 
its  beak  inscribed  E  PLURIBS  UNUM. 


2799  1869  Pattern  Half  Dollar.  Judd-753,  Pollock-836.  Rarity-7.  Aluminum. 

Plain  Edge.  ANACS  graded  Proof  63.  Minor  lamination  in  the  obverse 
field,  common  to  aluminum  patterns  from  impurities  in  the  melt.  Sharp 
devices;  light  hairlines.  A  rare  Plain  Edge  issue. 


2801  1879  Pattern  Half  Dollar.  Judd-1600,  Pollock-1795.  Rarity-7.  Copper. 

Reeded  Edge.  NGC  graded  Proof  64  Brown.  An  important  (and  extreme¬ 
ly  rare)  Morgan  head  half  dollar  in  copper.  The  surface  reddish-brown  with 
steel  brown  accents,  the  fields  gleam  slightly  from  their  smooth  mirror  reflec¬ 
tion.  Minor  softness  on  the  hair  at  center,  though  appreciably  sharper  than 
the  coin  pictured  in  Pollock,  which  has  the  more  typical  indistinct  details  at 
centers.

Deep  purple-red  and  brown  patina,  the 
fields  extra  smooth  and  glossy  with  mirror  finish,  devices  extra  bold  as 
though  the  mint  worker  who  struck  it  made  sure  every  tiny  element  in  the 
design  came  out  fully.

Both  thick 
and  thin  planchet  specimens  are  reported,  although  the  PCGS  insen  tag 
neglects  to  mention  which  one  this  is;  perhaps  it  will  be  sent  for  regrading 
and  at  that  time  the  planchet  thickness  described  on  the  insert  tag  A  beauti 
ful  gem  specimen  with  underlying  golden  to  greenish  gold  accents  on  a  has, 
of  medium  browns  and  dusky  reds.

Matte- 
smooth  aluminum  finish  with  ultra  bold  relief  on  the  stars  and  Liberty,  the 
eagle  as  well.  Chances  are  if  you  do  not  view  this  first,  and  under  magnifica¬ 
tion,  you'll  never  understand  just  how  beautiful  this  design  really  is;  the  Indi¬ 
an  princess  type  has  22  stars  displayed  on  the  flag  behind  Liberty,  while  the 
1 3  stars  at  the  border  are  arranged  differently  than  on  another  obverse  which 
is  similar.

A  few  light  carbon 
flecks  by  first  star  on  the  obverse;  traces  of  a  faded  fingerprint  near  UNTED 
on  reverse.  Extensive  copper-red  luster  throughout  the  fields  and  highlight¬ 
ing  the  devices  on  both  sides,  mellowing  to  speckled  brown  mostly  on  the 
obverse.  Needle-sharp  devices.  (PCGS  serial  number  6008720.) 

This  is  William  Barbers  “Amazonian”  design.  Liberty  is  seated  facing  left, 
with  thirteen  stars  around  and  the  date  1872  below.

Edge.  PCGS  graded  Proof  64.  Sleek  silver-bright  fields  and  devices  display 
full  glittering  mirror  surface  offset  by  frosted  devices.  The  purity  of  Liberty 
virgin  cheek  draws  your  attention  up  to  the  crisp,  wide  coronet  with  LIB¬ 
ERTY  in  raised  letters.  Liberty’s  hair  is  pristine;  the  beaded  border  on  the 
coronet  crisply  detailed  as  well.  A  sumptuous  Pattern  Trade  Dollar.  Rarity-4 
according  to  Pollock.

Light  milky  gray  toning  on  the  obverse  does¬ 
n’t  fully  obscure  the  glittering  mirror  field  nor  does  it  come  into  play  much 
with  the  sharp  detail  on  the  seated  figure  of  Liberty,  whose  satiny  appearance 
makes  this  an  attractive  design.  The  small  eagle  on  the  reverse  is  in  a  “defi¬ 
ant”  pose,  standing  on  a  U.S.  shield  as  it  grasps  an  olive  branch  and  bundle 
of  arrows  in  its  claws.

The  design  is  by  mint 
engraver  William  Barber,  father  of  Charles  E.  Barber  who  would  follow  in  his 
footsteps  upon  Williams  death  in  1879.

Reeded  Edge.  NGC  graded  Proof  61.  Pollock  has  an  extensive  history  of 
this  proposal  for  a  coinage  comprised  of  gold,  silver  and  copper.  He  says  that 
goloid  and  silver  strikings  of  this  design  are  Rarity-6  combined  since  attribu¬ 
tions  in  most  instances  are  tentative.  Lightly  cleaned;  marginally  soft  strike 
on  the  rim  denticles  on  both  sides.

If  the  delirium 
of  so  many  fantastic  coins  and  rarities  has  set  your  mind  to  spinning,  then 
the  appearance  of  this  gorgeous  Pattern  dollar  with  its  multicolor  toning  will 
knock  you  out  for  the  count!  It  displays,  in  equal  measure:  near  100%  sur¬ 
face  perfection,  near  100%  bold  sharp  strike,  the  amazing  color  already 
referred  to,  and  stunning,  in  fact,  fantastic  deep  cameo  contrast  between  fields 
and  devices.  Put  them  all  together  and  you  have  a  very  special  offering,  one  of 
the  most  objectively  beautiful  Patterns  for  a  silver  dollar  ever  offered.  (NGC 
serial  number  1743100-019.) 

The  standard  obverse  incorporates  Morgan's  familiar  Liberty  head  from  the  sil¬ 
ver  dollar  beginning  in  1878.

Edge.  PCGS  graded  Proof  63  Red  and  Brown.  Very  scarce  (Rarity-6  or  7), 
the  dies  for  the  Metric  design  struck  on  a  copper  planchet.  The  mint  in  1879 
struck  patterns  for  regular  silver  dollars,  a  Metric  series  of  dollars,  and  a  Goloid- 
Metric  series.  The  latter  two  both  were  meant  to  contain  some  gold,  but  noth¬ 
ing  ever  came  of  the  proposal  and  instead  the  familiar  Morgan  silver  dollar  con¬ 
tinued  in  production  for  the  remaining  decades  of  the  19th  century.

Liberty  wears  a  cap 
inscribed  LIBERTY  in  incuse  letters.  The  cap  band  is  ornamented  with  ears 
of  wheat,  cotton  leaves  and  bolls,  similar  to  the  regular  issue  Morgan  dollars 
of  1878-1921.  Standard  Goloid  reverse  design;  this  reverse  is  one  of  a  few 
dies  in  the  pattern  series  to  express  the  denomination  in  two  different  ways: 
GOLDOID  METRIC  DOLLAR  and  100  CENTS.  Pristine  glittering  fields 
and  frosted  devices;  original  toning.  A  superb  impression  from  these  dies!

PCGS  graded  Proof  62  Brown.  Morgans  interesting  design  with  Liberty 
facing  left,  the  motto  E  PLURIBUS  UNUM  above.  Liberty  hair  is  braided 
and  coined  at  the  back  of  her  head.  A  band  inscribed  LIBERTY  encircles  her 
hair  There  are  13  stars  at  the  border  arranged  seven  left  and  six  right.  The 
design  is  similar  to  the  one  featured  on  gold,  silver,  and  copper  life-saving 
medals  issued  by  the  State  Department  beginning  around  1880,  while  a 
mortified  version  of  this  Liberty  head  appears  on  Morgan’s  rendition  of  the 
‘coiled  hair"  1880  Stella  or  $4  gold  piece.

Deep  glittering  proof  fields 
provide  a  gorgeous  background  for  the  similarly  smooth  and  gleamingyhwf- 
ed  devices.  With  the  design,  because  it  is  so  well  executed,  giving  the  coin  an 
Imperial  look  of  sophistication.  This  is  a  truly  beautiful  design  for  a  pattern 
issue.  The  mint  continued  the  Goloid  Metric  proposal  into  1880.  As  referred 
to  in  the  1879  piece  with  similar  designs,  this  reverse  is  one  of  only  a  few  in 
the  U.S.  pattern  series  in  which  the  denomination  is  expressed  in  two  differ¬ 
ent  ways.

Reeded  Edge.  PCGS  graded  Proof  62.  In  one  of  the  first-generation  PCGS 
holders.  Some  areas  of  erosion  in  the  active  aluminum  metal  on  either  side 
constrains  the  grade  somewhat;  designs  are  in  frosted  relief  against  the  reflec¬ 
tive  fields.  A  rare  Pattern,  this  was  intended  to  become  part  of  an  interna¬ 
tional  money  based  on  the  French  franc  (hence,  the  allusion  to  5  DOLLARS 
/  25  FRANCS  in  the  design.

Edge.  PCGS  graded  Proof  64.  A  few  light  hairlines  but  no  metal  erosion  or 
corrosion  as  occurs  with  this  metal.  Part  of  a  series  of  coins  proposed  for  an 
international  gold  standard.  Strong  cameo  contrast  with  offsetting  glistening 
mirrors.  A  very  choice  example.  Extremely  rare  in  Proof  64.

Supporting  the  frosted  devices  are  glitter¬ 
ing  fields  whose  “watery”  appearance  is  prominently  on  display.  No  haze 
obscures  the  virtual  perfection  of  the  surfaces.

All  Proofs  1908-1915  were  struck  at  the 
Philadelphia  Mint  using  specially  made  dies  on  the  mint’s  medal  press.  They 
are  usually  struck  at  least  twice  by  the  dies  to  better  impart  the  design  (coins 
meant  for  circulation  are  struck  once,  by  comparison,  on  high-speed  presses).

Final  year 
of  the  P  roofs  and  a  rarity  in  this  condition:  pristine  light  golden  matte  sur¬ 
faces  with  spot-free,  tarnish-free  beauty.  No  shiny  spots  break  the  smooth 
surface;  meanwhile  the  devices,  which  rise  up  in  bold  relief  from  within  their 
recessed  design,  display  all  of  the  wonderful  elements  in  Bela  Lyon  Pratt’s 
original  design:  crisp  zigzag  of  tiny  dots  on  the  headband,  full  feathers  on  the 
headdress,  full  feathers  on  the  eagle  who  proudly  displays  all  his  finery.  The 
letters  B.L.P.  in  tiny  letters  above  the  date  give  a  nod  to  the  designer  of  the 
coin,  although  it  was  likely  either  Charles  E.  Barber  or  George  T.  Morgan 
who  actually  engraved  the  dies  from  Pratt ’s  models.

says  with  more  clarity  than  descriptive  terms,  an  extremely  rare  item  in  Matte 
Proof.  Surfaces  with  a  light  golden  matte  finish.  So  perfect  and  so  attractive 
the  coin  is  absolutely  beautiful!  Once  you  see  one  of  these  Proofs  you  will 
understand  why  collectors,  dealers,  and  investors  revere  them  so  highly.  We 
are  overjoyed  to  be  allowed  to  present  so  many  stunning  gem  specimens  for 
your  bidding  enjoyment. 

The  obverse  portrays  Brule  Lakota  Chief  Hollow  Horn  Bear,  who  had 
taken  part  in  Theodore  Roosevelt’s  inaugural  parade,  March  4,  1905.  The 
Chief  died  March  15,  1913,  age  54,  at  IYovidence  Hospital,  according  to 
the  notice  in  the  April  1913  Numismatist,  which  misidentified  him  as 
the  model  for  the  1899  $5  Silver  Certificates.  His  true  identity  as  Boston 
sculptor  Bela  Lyon  Pratt’s  model  for  the  1908-29  Half  Eagles  first  came 
to  light  in  an  exhibit  in  the  1988  ANA  Convention;  we  have  not  yet 
learned  who  was  the  exhibitor.  The  raised  flat  fields  of  the  new  design 
meant  that  Proofs  would  have  to  be  in  one  of  the  French  matte  finishes. 
Proofs  (1908-15)  were  not  as  popular  as  the  old-fashioned  brilliant 
Proofs  of  former  designs,  especially  because  they  were  darker  and  duller 
than  business  strikes;  many  were  mistakenly  spent,  others  melted  in  1  116 
as  unsold. 


EXTREMELY  RARE  PROOF  1915  EAGLE 


2826  1915  Eagle.  NGC  graded  Proof  66.  75  pieces  minted.  Having  this  low 

mintage,  is  it  any  wonder  why  so  few  Proofs  are  offered  for  sale;  fewer  still  at 
this  ultra  sharp  level  of  preservation  and  perfection.  It  is  another  superb  coin 
to  study  and  enjoy  under  a  magnifying  lens  to  better  pick  out  the  nuances  of 
the  coining  art.  The  first  Eagles  struck  had  no  motto  IN  GOD  WE  TRUST 
President  Theodore  Roosevelt  personally  intervened  at  the  mint  to  leave  off 
the  Deity’s  name  on  coins.  The  motto  was  restored  to  the  coins  by  an  Act  of 
Congress  in  1908,  and  is  located  on  this  1915  gem  Proof  to  the  left  of  the 
eagle. 


THE  INCREDIBLE  TROMPETER  PROOF

2827  1915  Double  Eagle.  NGC  graded  Proof  65.  Ex.  Ed  Trompeter.  5 0 pieces 

minted.  Envious  of  Mr.  Ed  Trompeter,  who  assembled  a  complete  set  of  Unit¬ 
ed  States  gold  coins  in  Proof?  Then  why  not  assuage  your  envy  by  selecting 
his  1915  $20  gold  Prof,  a  coin  whose  lovely  surface  displays  warm  golden 
brown  heavy  matte  finish.  The  rarest  of  all  the  Proofs  of  this  issue,  only  50 
collectors  that  year  could  be  cajoled  by  advertising  to  purchase  one  of  these 
lovely  Proofs.  The  explanation  may  have  a  hidden  side;  the  same  year  this 
coin  came  out,  the  government  also  offered  Panama-Pacific  $50  gold  pieces, 
of  which  well  over  a  thousand  pieces  in  total  were  sold.  As  seems  likely,  the 
same  people  who  could  afford  a  Proof  $20  piece  back  then  were  some  of  the 
purchasers  of  these  commemoratives  at  $100  apiece.  The  sale  of  the  Panama- 
Pacifics  may  have  cannibalized  sales  of  $20  gold  Proofs  —  to  the  betterment 
of  today’s  astute  collector  and  investor  who  recognizes  exactly  how  rare  this 
coin  is  in  Gem  Proof  65  condition.  A  marvelous  opportunity  to  own  an 
incredibly  beautiful  specimen.

58.  Smooth  glossy  deep  chocolate  brown  to  steel  brown  with  proper  center¬ 
ing  on  a  perfect  planchet.  Outstanding  hair  detail  and  other  design  elements 
from  a  full  sharp  strike  by  the  coining  dies.  1  Above  1  in  date,  a  die  makers 
error.  The  spot-free,  corrosion-absent  fields  replete  with  frost. 

Prominent  die  breach  include  a  crack  from  the  border  through  B  in  LIBER¬ 
TY  to  the  head,  and  a  diagonal  break  running  from  the  neck  of  the  bust  of 
Liberty  toward  the  border  at  the  2  o’clock  position.  RTY  shows  no  sign  of 
the  eventual  bulge  and  obliteration  in  this  area.  However,  the  distinctive  two 
die  flaws  can  be  found  to  the  left  of  L  in  LIBERTY  which  connect  to  the  bor¬ 
der.  There  is  also  a  line  connecting  the  inner  and  outer  edges  of  Liberty’s  cap 
just  below  its  staff.  A  plentiful  variety;  seldom  seen  in  better  than  Very  Fine 
grade,  the  coin  being  quite  scarce.

Mint  State  64.  Brown.  Small  mint-caused  defect  below  the  eye  is  diagnostic 
for  this  obverse.  Deep  reddish  blown  to  steel  brown  surface  with  glossy  sheen 
and  free  from  corrosion  or  spots.  There  is  one  small  mark  in  the  left  obverse 
field  to  the  left  of  the  Y  of  LIBERTY  and  a  thin  pin  scratch  about  on  a  level 
with  the  center  parr  of  Liberty’s  throat,  but  close  to  the  rim  denticles.  The 
reverse  shows  remarkable  lack  of  marks  or  lines  or  anything  else  for  that  mat¬ 
ter  in  the  way  of  annoyances.  In  fact,  this  is  a  first-rate  specimen,  accurately 
graded  by  PC( .S  As  seems  likely,  it  may  trace  to  the  Nichols  find  of  1797 
cents  Struck  from  a  perfect  reverse  before  the  rim  breaks  at  AT.

2830  Half  Dime.  1797  Draped  Bust.  Small  Eagle.  15  Stars.  Valentine-2.  NGC 
graded  About  Uncirculated  58.  Stars  spaced  8  +  7  on  this  single  variety, 
others  struck  in  1797  are  from  either  a  13  star  or  a  16  star  obverse.  Localized 
weakness  at  the  hair  at  center  and  corresponding  central  region  of  the  eagle 
where  soft  detail  is  also  present.  This  was  due  to  insufficient  metal  flowing 
into  the  deepest  recesses  of  the  dies,  a  common  occurrence  with  1797-dated 
half  dimes.  Medium  gray  to  pewter  color  toning  with  deeper  “antique  silver” 
patina  around  the  stars  and  other  devices.  And  unlike  most  1797  half  dimes 
seen,  this  hasn’t  the  usual  hairlines  and  little  pin  scratches.  There  are,  though, 
several  distinguishing  die  cracks  through  Liberty’s  lower  bust,  while  the 
reverse  has  a  crack  from  the  rim  through  E  of  UNITED  to  a  leaf. 

Only  44,527  half  dimes  struck  with  the  1797  date,  spread  over  the  three 
main  varieties.  All  are  scarce,  with  choice  About  Uncirculated  grade,  of  which 
this  is  a  superb  example,  almost  impossible  to  find.

This  is  the  only  time  a  13-star  obverse  is  used;  second  reverse 
die  use  of  Reverse  A,  however.  Generally  well  struck  along  the  edge  on  both 
sides,  showing  complete  denticles  which  are  nicely  balanced  from  good  cen¬ 
tering.  Sharp  hair  and  stars,  with  the  only  softness  found  at  the  center  part  of 
the  neck  where  Liberty’s  “lovelock”  is  visible  but  not  crisp.  The  reverse  much 
more  detailed  than  average  for  this  issue.  A  few  tiny  hairlines  in  the  obverse 
field,  but  decidedly  smoother  than  average,  exceptionally  injury  tree.  Its  light 
gray  patina  suggests  careful  preservation  by  all  former  owners,  with  no  sug¬ 
gestion  that  it  has  ever  been  cleaned  other  than  perhaps  dipped  at  some  time 
in  the  past,  after  which  it  was  allowed  to  retone.  Part  of  a  two-year  design  fea 
turing  a  draped  bust  figure  of  Liberty  paired  to  the  small  eagle  reverse,  report¬ 
ed  mintage  was  just  25,261  pieces! 
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LUSTROUS  1797  “10  +  6  STARS”  BUST  DOLLAR 


2832  Bust  Dollar.  1797  Draped  Bust.  Small  Eagle.  Stars  10  +  6.  Bolender-3,  BB-71.  NGC  graded  About  Uncirculated  50.  Struck  with  lightly  clashed  dies,  the 
surface  is  uniformly  light  gray  with  deeper  shade  of  gray  extending  only  a  short  way  in  from  the  rims,  about  hall  way  into  the  stars.  Soft  strike  on  hair  at  center, 
as  often  found,  the  lovelock  indistinct  but  the  hair  curls  left  of  this  showing  more  detail.  Similar  “typical”  strike  on  the  eagle  at  center,  which  in  addition  has  some 
crisscross  lines  from  file  adjustment  at  the  mint  at  the  time  it  was  made.  It  is  said  only  7,776  dollars  were  minted  in  1797,  but  some  authorities  believe  this  fig¬ 
ure  should  be  adjusted  upward  slightly  (not  much)  since  as  many  as  1,250  to  2,000  survivors  of  Bolender-3  may  yet  exist  in  all  grades,  mostly  Very  Fine  or  lower. 


John  Adams  was  inaugurated  president  on  March  4,  1797  as  America’s  second  chief  executive.  He  was  to  become  the  first  president  to  occupy  the  White  House 
(in  1800),  and  also  the  longest-lived  chief  executive;  he  died  at  the  age  of  90.  In  England  this  year,  the  Soho  Mint,  operated  by  Boulton  &  Watt,  issued  large-size 
copper  coins,  including  the  famous  “cartwheel”  twopence.  The  steam-pcxvered  coinage  presses  in  use  in  England  were  far  more  sophisticated  than  anything  avail¬ 
able  at  the  Philadelphia  Mint  at  the  same  time. 


EXTREMELY  RARE  1797  QUARTER  EAGLE

2833  Quarter  Eagle.  1797  Breen-6115.  Rarity-5.  PCGS  graded  About  Uncirculated  53.  Lustrous  rich  medium  yellow  gold  with  choice  surfaces  and  lovely  eye 
appeal,  definitely  an  “upgrade  candidate”.  A  minor  indentation  scuff  runs  diagonally  within  the  stripes  of  the  shield.  This  is  an  downright  outstanding  example  of 
this  rare  issue,  one  of  just  427  minted.  According  to  Mint  records,  quantities  were  delivered  February  28,  March  14,  and  June  29.  The  16  obverse  stars  on  the 
1 796-dated  issue  represented  16  states  of  the  Union  at  that  time.  For  this  1797  issue,  however,  the  obverse  star  count  reverted  to  13,  representing  the  original 
states.  Interestingly,  the  reverse  continued  to  carry  16  stars,  although  this  would  change  in  1798  since  the  mint  saw  that  it  would  be  inconvenient  to  continue 
adding  stars  to  the  design  for  each  new  state  entering  the  union. 

This  obverse  has  a  medium  to  heavy  die  crack  from  Y  to  the  lower  two  stars  on  the  right.  Although  this  crack  varies  in  intensity  among  the  tew  reported  speci¬ 
mens  of  1 797,  none  are  known  from  a  perfect  die. 

Obverse  shows  7  stars  crowded  on  Liberty’s  left  and  6  to  her  right.  Tops  of  date  numerals  are  fairly  even,  though  the  1  is  significantly  shorter  than  other  numer¬ 
als.  1  is  very  close  to  lowest  hair,  while  corner  of  7  barely  touches  bust.  Reverse  is  well  designed  with  widely  spaced  legends  and  16  stars  above  the  eagle.  Last 
A  of  AMERICA  nearly  entirely  under  eagle’s  claw. 

Die  State:  Heavy  obverse  die  crack  in  right  field,  as  with  all  currently  known  specimens  from  this  die.  On  this  specimen,  the  crack  extends  from  center  ot  Y  in 
LIBER  TY  to  two  tips  of  star  13  and  thence  to  denticles.  Others  show  the  die  cracked  to  slightly  lesser  degree.

283 4  Half  Eagle.  1797  Small  Eagle.  15  Stars.  Breen-6419.  PCGS  graded  About  Uncirculated  55.  Medium  yellow  gold.  A  splendid  candidate  for  an  upgrade  since 

the  surfaces  are  so  much  better  than  average  for  an  early  “Classic”  period  half  eagle.  There  is  a  shallow  depression  in  the  field  to  the  left  of  Liberty’s  cap  and  anoth¬ 
er  on  the  hair  curl  that  wraps  around  the  cap  (towards  the  back,  almost  hidden);  these  appear  to  be  mint-caused  flakes  in  the  planchet.  On  the  hair  and  elsewhet 
on  the  obverse,  some  of  the  usual  light  adjusting  lines.  Minor  softening  in  the  centers,  as  struck.  Unlike  the  other  15  Stars  variety,  this  has  a  closely  spaced  date 
and  is  identified  as  Breen  1 1-J.  Both  varieties  with  15  Stars  obverse  are  from  different  obverse  dies  but  share  the  same  reverse  die.  Walter  Breen  in  his  Complete 
Encyclopedia  described  this  as  an  extremely  rare  variety,  stating  it  is  nearly  Rarity-8.  The  reverse  has  a  very  heavy  die  crack  through  I  in  UNITED  to  the  eagle. 

The  reverse  has  a  die  crack  through  I  of  UNITED,  much  heavier  on  this  die  marriage,  and  continuing  through  the  eagle  to  the  right  border.  A  second  crack, 
much  fainter,  extends  through  the  leaves  and  branch  to  the  eagles  left  leg  where  it  joins  the  first  die  crack. 


HANDSOME  LUSTROUS  1797  SMALL  EAGLE  $10  GOLD  COIN

2835  Eagle.  1797  Small  Eagle.  Breen-6833.  PCGS  graded  About  Uncirculated  55.  Warm  orange-gold  patina  from  careful  long  storage  without  interruption  or 
cleaning,  the  fields  and  devices  being  very  lustrous  and  attractive.  It  is  easy  to  see  why  the  consignor  considers  this  at  the  high-end  of  its  grade  and  we  feel  it  per¬ 
missible  to  suggest  it  as  a  good  option  for  possible  upgrade  to  at  least  AU58.  Only  3,615  pieces  were  struck  of  this  famous  rarity! 

This  example  is  typical  of  most  survivors  with  a  radial  die  crack  from  the  obverse  border  at  4:30.  The  reverse  die  is  the  same  as  was  used  for  the  1796  Small 
Eagle  issue.  Although  this  example  does  not  show  any  reverse  die  cracks,  some  known  examples  of  1796  do  have  die  cracks,  indicating  that  these  1796  coins 
were  struck  after  this  1797-dated  coin.  In  early  Mint  history,  evidently  dies  were  used  as  long  as  they  remained  serviceable,  regardless  of  the  date  appearing  on 
the  coins.  Dies  generally  were  not  used  before  the  date  shown. 

Obverse:  Stars  12+4.  Two  points  of  star  1  touch  1.  1  punched  twice,  apparently  at  different  times  and  with  different  sizes  of  1  punch.  Right  lower  point  of  star 
is  overlain  by  the  short  bottom  left  serif  of  the  smaller  1 ,  which  was  more  deeply  punched  than  was  the  larger  1  (the  smaller  1  appears  to  be  on  top  of  the  larg¬ 
er  1 )  f  urther,  the  tip  of  the  top  right  star  point  appears  overlain  by  the  I  s  upright!  Profuse  rust  lumps.  Center  punch  in  hair  to  left  of  ear  lobe.  Die  crack,  as 
usually  found,  from  edge  into  field  below  star  16  running  nearly  to  upper  throat.  Another,  very  faint,  from  start  of  main  crack  tip  end  of  bust.  Reverse:  That 
of  1796A,  small  eagle.  Eleven  fronds  on  branch.”

LUSTROUS  1859-D  HALF  EAGLE 


2836  1859-D  NGC  graded  About  Uncirculated  58.  Mintage  [4,952]  ranks  this 

11  of  13  among  Dahlonega  Mint  gold  dollars,  but  collectors  appreciate  how 
difficult  this  and  the  other  issues  are  to  locate  in  choice,  lustrous  condition, 
since  the  average  grade  is  more  often  Very  Fine  or  so.  Well  struck  on  UNIT¬ 
ED  STATES  OF  AMERICA  where  the  U  in  particular  is  complete.  Bold 
wreath,  complete  date  (only  the  5  is  mushy).  A  tiny  mark  at  about  the  3 
o’clock  position  near  the  reverse  rim.  A  pleasing,  original  specimen  exhibit¬ 
ing  typical  medium-gold  color  free  of  tarnish  spots  or  minting  defects. 

According  to  the  Doug  Winter  guide  to  “D”  mint  gold  dollars,  “this  date 
comes  with  better  surfaces  than  the  1857-D  or  1858-D  gold  dollars. 
However,  it  is  very  common  to  find  an  1859-D  which  shows  mint-made 
planchet  defects.” 


OUTSTANDING  DETAIL  FOR 
AN  1859-D  QUARTER  EAGLE 


2837  1859-D  NGC  graded  About  Uncirculated  58.  Barring  a  smidgen  of  soft¬ 

ness  in  the  strike  at  the  top  hair  curl  and,  on  the  eagle,  the  left  leg  feathers 
and  right  claw,  devices  are  exceptional  for  their  sharp  detail.  As  well,  the  sur¬ 
face  contains  abundant  luster  —  around  the  stars  and  legends,  within  the 
devices,  and  extending  well  into  the  fields  on  both  sides.  Mintage  [2,244] 
explains  the  high  rarity  of  1859-D,  this  being  the  final  year  in  which  quarter 
eagles  were  minted  at  the  Dahlonega  Mint.  According  to  Winter,  many 
1 859-D  quarter  eagles  have  very  heavily  abraded  fields.”  Which  this  coin  for¬ 
tunately  escaped.  And  because  of  which  we  point  to  the  obvious  fact  it  will 
generate  a  lot  of  bidding  interest. 


2838  1859-D  NGC  graded  About  Uncirculated  58.  Mintage  of  10,366  ranks 

this  as  the  5th  of  26  Half  Eagles  in  terms  of  overall  rarity  in  the  Winter  guide 
to  Dahlonega  Mint  issues.  As  referred  to  in  the  text,  the  centers  are  minute¬ 
ly  soft  on  the  curls  at  the  face  and  below  the  ear  of  Liberty,  as  well  as  the 
eagle’s  leg  and  neck  feathers.  The  surface  is  pretty  much  covered  in  luster, 
semi-prooflike  in  the  fields,  satiny  on  the  devices,  with  only  the  topmost  hair 
curls  and  other  design  missing  the  luster,  hence  the  high  About  Uncirculat- 
ed  grade. 


End  of  the  1859-D  Gold  Coinage 
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2839  1849  Small  Head.  No  L  on  Truncation.  Open  Wreath.  PCGS  graded 
Mint  State  64.  First  year  of  the  type,  a  boldly  struck  coin  that  is  far  above 
average  for  this  grade  and  year.  A  prize  for  the  gold  dollar  connoisseur  —  a 
coin  which  would  be  very  difficult  to  replace.  The  surfaces  are  brilliant  with 
warm  golden  color. 

2840  1849-0  NGC  graded  Mint  State  62.  Marginally  better  an  a  Mint  State  61 
of  this  issue,  and  closing  in  on  Mint  State  63  quality  as  indicated  by  the  sharp 
detail  in  the  hair  and  full  stars  as  well  as  the  frosty  relief  portions.  A  splendid 
little  New  Orleans  mint  gold  dollar  from  the  first  year  of  issue. 

2841  1852  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  63.  Refreshing  mint  bloom  throughout, 
including  the  areas  normally  associated  with  light  friction  such  as  the  hair 
curs,  the  bun,  and  Liberty’s  smooth  flowing  cheek  and  neck  area.  A  very 
choice  example,  in  short,  perfectly  suited  to  a  U.S.  gold  type  set. 

2842  1853  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  63.  Attractive  orange-gold  patina;  graced  by 
oceans  of  shimmering  frost,  as  well  as  a  bold  strike  in  all  areas. 


2843  1  853-0  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  64.  Light  coppery  orange  patina,  a  well 
struck,  frosty  specimen.  Unusual  to  find  in  high  grade,  as  are  most  branch 
mint  dollars  featuring  the  Type  1  “Liberty  with  coronet”  style. 

2844  1853-0  PCGS  graded  About  Uncirculated  58.  A  charming  design  made 
even  more  enjoyable  by  its  abundant  luster  and  sharp  device.  Liberty  seems 
almost  ro  be  smiling,  her  portrait  is  so  well  executed,  it  is  as  though  golden 
.unshine  is  playing  upon  her  golden  hair  and  lighting  up  her  face. 


IMPORTANT  1854  TYPE  2  DOLLAR  IN  MINT  STATE  63 


2845  1854  Type  2.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  63.  Pleasing  original  surfaces  whose 

golden  frost  supports  a  thin  layer  of  exquisite  coppery  orange  toning.  Minor 
weakness  occurs  at  the  8  of  the  date,  but  the  remaining  design  seems  to  com¬ 
pensate  by  being  extra  crisp  and  full  of  detail,  including  the  hair  at  Liberty’s 
brow.  Although  called  an  “Indian”  head,  the  portrait  is  actually  Ms.  Liberty 
coiffed  in  decorative  feathered  war  bonnet  in  imitation  of  the  Native  Amer¬ 
ican  headgear  of  the  period.  Type  2  Dollars,  which  introduce  the  design  in 
the  fashion  of  a  petite  Liberty  head,  lasted  only  from  1854  to  1856,  when, 
due  to  difficulties  striking  the  coins,  the  mint  had  chief  engraver  James  Lon- 
gacre  modify  the  design,  which  became  the  Type  3.  Only  a  few  hundred  mint 
state  Type  2s  exit,  with  many  of  these  no  where  near  as  beautiful  or  fresh 
appearing  as  the  coin  being  offered! 


2846  1854  Type  2  PCGS  graded  About  Uncirculated  50.  Scarce  3-year  of  issue 
type  coin  with  some  original  luster  around  devices. 

2847  1855  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  62.  One  of  the  scarcest  and  most  desirable 
of  all  Gold  Type  coins  is  the  short  lived  Type  II  Gold  Dollars  of  1854-1855. 
This  is  a  very  pleasant  Mint  State  example  with  hints  of  orange  coloration 
and  ample  luster. 

2848  1855  NGC  graded  Mint  State  62.  A  charming  Mint  State  example  of  the 
type  complete  with  the  “usual”  pattern  of  clash  marks  which  only  adds  to  the 
coins  overall  aura.  Very  scarce  as  a  type  in  Mint  State.  Coins  were  struck  only 
in  1854  and  1855  and  the  diminutive  stature  of  the  coin  prevented  many 
from  surviving  in  true  Mint  State  condition. 


2849  1855  Type  2.  PCGS  graded  About  Uncirculated  58.  Exceptionally  clean 

surface  with  abundant  luster.  A  visually  pleasing  example  of  this  key  three- 
year  Type  2  design  featuring  the  new,  petite  “Indian”  head  of  Liberty  wear¬ 
ing  a  feather  headdress. 
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2850  1856-D  About  Uncirculated  Details.  Ex  Jewelry,  Cleaned.  Key  date  (only 

1,460  minted),  but  has  been  slightly  mishandled  but  is  still  acceptable  for  the 
collector  who  prefers  this  more  moderately  priced  grade  level.  (In  PCI  holdec) 


2851  1857-C  NGC  graded  About  Uncirculated  53.  Well  struck  at  the  date  and 

mintmark,  equal  sharp  detail  in  Liberty’s  portrait  and  throughout  the  wreath, 
with  only  the  most  minor  weakening  at  the  rim  denticles  as  often  occurs  with 
Charlotte  Mint  rarities  such  as  1857-C.  A  highly  pleasing,  undipped  speci¬ 
men  for  the  connoisseur  of  the  gold  dollar  series. 


2852  1859-C  NGC  graded  About  Uncirculated  58.  Moderately  weak  in  centers 

as  always,  but  featuring  a  clear  date  and  sharp  mintmark;  ample  luster  left  in 
choice  fields  on  both  sides.  A  scarce  Charlotte  Mint  date:  only  5,235  minted. 


2853  1859-D  NGC  graded  About  Uncirculated  53.  Nearly  full  rim  denticles 

and  other  areas  well  struck,  plus  glistening  luster  throughout  the  devices  and 
well  into  the  fields.  Collectors  of  the  series  known  how  scarce  these  “D”  mint 
issues  are;  and  one  such  as  this,  with  its  pleasing  coppery  orange  patina  and 
unmolested  fields,  will  likely  invite  a  great  deal  of  attention  and  bidding.

2854  1864  NGC  graded  Mint  State  69.  Superb!  Finest  Known.  The  incredible 

beauty  and  state  of  preservation  is  only  hinted  at  in  the  Mint  State  grade.  For 
this  coin  boasts  such  subtle  niceties  as  warm  golden  orange  patina,  beautiful 
surfaces  whose  “luster”  consists  of  fine  die  polish  lines,  pointing  the  way  to  it 
having  been  one  of  the  earliest  pieces  struck  from  new  dies.  As  well,  the 
devices  are  strictly  bold  and  original:  100%  detail  in  the  hair  and  puffy  ends 
of  the  feathers,  sharp  beading  above  the  incuse  LIBERTY  on  the  headband. 

.  For  the  reverse,  incredible  detail  like  that  of  the  Proofs  seen  in  the  leaves  in 
the  wreath  and  throughout  the  bow.  Choose  this  specimen  for  your  date  col¬ 
lection  or  rare  coin  portfolio  and  watch  your  friends  and  associates  step  up  to 
admire  it  and  talk  about  it’s  closeness  to  absolute  perfection  in  a  man-made 
object!

2855  1871  Open  3.  Mint  State  63.  Prooflike.  With  3,900  minted,  it  stands  to 

reason  there  would  be  few  choice  mint  quality  examples  left  of  this  issue.  The 
present  specimen  distinctively  prooflike  in  the  fields.  These  are  offset  by 
satin-frosted  devices,  with  all  design  work  needle-sharp  down  to  the  smallest 
element.

IN  HIGH  GRADE

2856  1873  Closed  3.  NGC  graded  Mint  State  66.  Full  deep  golden  orange  pati¬ 

na  with  equally  impressive  deep  mirror  field  and  contrasting  frosted  device. 
Liberty’s  portrait  exhibits  some  usual  light  lint  marks  (often  seen  on  these 
dates  from  the  1870s  when  the  fields  are  prooflike).  A  recognized  rarirv,  the 
Closed  3  date  caused  the  mint  to  reformulate  its  stable  of  coinage  dies  part 
way  into  the  year.  The  old  closed  3  punches  were  tossed  out  and  new  open  3 
devices  substituted.  It  so  happens,  only  1 ,825  of  these  rarities  were  minted 
before  the  change  took  place!  Afterwards,  production  rolled  out  123,300 
more  of  the  Open  3  variety  —  a  common  issue.  Bidders  will  face  a  wall  of 
competition,  so  we  warn  everyone  to  prepare  for  aggressive  bidding. 
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2$>7  18"’4  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  61.  Velvety  luster.  Would  make  an  excellent 

addition  to  a  Brilliant  Uncirculated  type  collection. 

2858  1883  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  65.  Towards  the  beginning  of  the  gold  dol¬ 

lar  run  in  the  1849-53  period,  mintage  scaled  the  heights  at  the  Philadelphia 
Mint  with  great  demand  coming  from  business  and  commerce  for  a  one-dol- 
lar  circulating  coin.  By  the  1880s  however,  paper  money  and  checking 
accounts  were  displacing  gold  coins  in  circulation,  and  so  mintage  levels 
declined  dramatically.  The  point  was  reached  in  1883,  the  year  this  superb 
gem  was  made,  where  only  11,007  gold  dollars  were  issued.  Beautiful  satin 
surfaces  bathed  in  original  orange-gold  color. 


2859  1887  NGC  graded  Proof  63.  Lovely  cameo  frosted  devices  against  glittering 
golden  mirrors  on  both  sides.  A  choice,  boldly  struck  Proof  of  this  late  issue. 
There  was  something  of  a  collecting  frenzy  for  mint  state  and  proof  gold  dol¬ 
lars  (as  well  as  $3  gold  pieces)  that  began  sometime  around  the  early  1880s 
and  continued  throughout  the  decade.  This  explains  the  expanded  mintage 
of  Proofs  later  in  the  series,  although  for  1887,  the  total  is  still  very  low  at 
1,043  pieces. 

2860  1889  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  64.  Another  of  the  low-mintage,  later  issues, 
with  a  total  30,729  coined.  Full  frosty  luster;  only  a  few  minute  hairlines 
from  MS65  level.

DESIRABLE  1826/5  QUARTER  EAGLE 


2861  1826,  6  over  5.  PCGS  graded  About  Uncirculated  58.  The  1826/5  is  clear¬ 

ly  the  rarest  quarter  eagle  of  this  decade,  and  among  the  rarest  of  all  early 
quarter  eagles  from  1796  to  1834.  Just  760  coins  were  noted  in  Mint  records 
and  only  about  50  survive  today.  The  example  displayed  may  be  among  the 
finest  of  its  grade.  The  obverse  is  often  described  as  an  overdate  based  on 
observation  of  the  projection  above  the  left  side  of  the  digit  6.  Faint  die  clash 
marks  present  on  either  side. 


RARE  1831  MINT  STATE 


2862  1831  NGC  graded  Mint  State  60.  Deeply  impressed  by  the  dies  on  hair 

curls  and  cap,  with  similar  sharp  definition  on  the  eagle  —  only  a  few  feath¬ 
ers  next  to  the  left  shield  edge  show  weakness.  Throughout  the  1 830s,  the 
mint  continued  to  strike  a  trickle  of  quarter  eagles,  leaving  the  mass  of  gold 
coinage  to  the  half  eagle  denomination  instead.  For  1831,  as  an  example, 
only  4,520  pieces  were  made.  Mint  States,  because  of  this,  tend  to  be  few  and 
far  between. 


2863  1834  Classic  Head  PCGS  graded  About  Uncirculated  50.  First  year  of 

issue  of  this  short-lived  (1834-9)  type.  Looks  like  the  D  in  2  1/2  D  may  have 
been  punched  over  another  letter! 


HIGHLY  LUSTROUS  “PROOFLIKE” 
1835  QUARTER  EAGLE 


2864  1835  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  63.  Premium  Quality.  With  full  quotient 

of  prooflike  reflection  in  the  fields  on  obverse  and  reverse.  Contrasting  these, 
fully  raised,  beautiful  frosted  devices  whose  golden  sheen  is  appreciably  bet¬ 
ter  than  the  mid-level  MS63  grade  suggests.  The  only  weak  areas  seem  to  be 
at  a  the  hair  curls  around  Liberty’s  ear  and  involving  the  left  border  line  of 
the  shield  where  it  centers  on  the  eagles  chest.  The  eagle’s  neck  feathers,  feet, 
and  wings,  on  the  other  hand,  are  extremely  bold  and,  again,  shimmering  with 
golden  radiance. 

William  Kneass,  for  reasons  which  may  have  had  to  do  with  uniformity  of 
design  in  all  denominations,  chose  to  copy  the  old  John  Reich  “Classic  Head,” 
first  seen  on  cents  1808-14,  later  on  half  cents  1825-36  for  his  head  of  1835- 
9.  His  eagle  was  a  somewhat  sharpened-up  version  of  one  Reich  had  designed 
for  gold  coins  in  1807.  The  motto  IN  GOD  WE  TRUST  was  left  off  the 
design  to  differentiate  the  new  tenor  coinage  from  those  struck  earlier. 
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Quarter  Eagles 


2865  1836  NGC  graded  Mint  State  63.  Well  struck  on  Liberty’s  hair  curls  includ¬ 

ing  the  hair  at  the  brow;  decent  definition  on  the  eagle,  as  well,  except  the 
central  shield  where  weakness  often  occurs.  Extremely  frosty  for  the  Type.  A 
desirable  short-lived  design,  struck  from  1834  to  1838. 


2869  1847-0  Medallically  Aligned  Dies.  NGC  graded  Extremely  Fine  45. 

Although  described  on  the  holder  as  a  “mint  error”  die  rotation  was  common 
in  those  days  (as  it  is  today,  but  to  a  lesser  extent).  The  1839-0  quarter  eagle 
we’ve  just  described  for  you  has  similar  180  degree  out-of-alignment,  also 
known  as  “medal  alignment”  since  traditionally  medals  are  struck  this  way  for 
some  obscure  reason.  NGC  didn’t  feel  it  necessary  to  describe  the  1839-O’s 
alignment,  but  it  has  given  this  special  mention.  The  present  1847-0  isn't 
rare  by  any  means,  but  the  mint  struck  124,000  pieces,  it  may  be  classified 
as  scarce. 

2870  1849  PCGS  graded  About  Uncirculated  53.  An  extremely  low  mintage 
date  of  just  23,294  coins.  As  expected  it  is  rare  and  expensive  in  Mint  State 
and  no  slouch  in  AU.  This  coin  has  ample  luster,  minimally  abraded  fields 
and  a  very  pleasing  look  overall.  Date  collectors  might  wait  years  for  an  AU 
example  to  cross  the  auction  block. 


DESIRABLE  MINT  STATE  1850-0  QUARTER  EAGLE 


2866  1836  NGC  graded  Mint  State  62.  Weak  strike  on  central  reverse  and 

through  the  hair  braid  and  center  hair  curls  on  Liberty.  Medium  russet  brown 
and  dusky  gold  toning.  F  rosty  fields  and  devices.  A  scarce,  early  type.

Die  characteristics:  struck  from  a  rotated  reverse,  1 80  degrees  out  of  nor¬ 
mal  alignment. 

2868  1843-C  Large  Date.  ANACS  graded  Extremely  Fine  40.  Broad  square 

rims  on  either  side;  light  field  abrasions  consistent  with  this  grade.  A  pleas¬ 
ing  example  when  the  fact  is  remembered  that  only  23,076  of  these  were  pro¬ 
duced  with  the  Large  Date  punch. 


2871  1850-0  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  62.  Moderately  weak  at  Liberty's  hair 

and  in  the  corresponding  region  of  the  central  reverse,  where  the  eagle  lacks 
wing  and  neck  feather  detail.  Dusky  golden  frost  which  is  blessed  by  having 
so  few  marks  as  to  be  virtually  free  from  them.  A  scarce  issue  in  Mint  condi¬ 
tion  as  only  84,000  were  struck  in  the  first  place,  and  at  least  95%  of  the  issue 
is  lost  or  melted,  with  the  remaining  5%  now  in  collectors'  hands  tending 
toward  the  middle  range  of  circulated  grades.  Well  worth  viewing!

LUSTROUS  MINT  STATE  1851-0  QUARTER  EAGLE 


2873  1851-0  NGC  graded  Mint  State  61.  It  has  been  a  truism  among  the  col¬ 

lecting  fraternity  since  the  late  years  of  the  19th  century  that  mint  original 
Quarter  Eagles  struck  at  the  New  Orleans  facility  are  always  difficult  to 
obtain,  even  the  so-called  “common”  issues.  This  attractive  1851-0  greets  the 
eye  with  its  superabundance  of  sharp  detail  (only  the  eagles  leg  is  a  bit  soft¬ 
ly  struck)  and  pleasing  frost  from  the  dies.  Other  than  for  a  small  area  of 
greenish  verdigris  beside  the  date,  the  coin  is  without  toning  and  pretty  much 
“as  issued”,  barring  a  random  hairline  or  two. 


2876  1854  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  63.  For  the  space  of  a  few  seconds  we 

thought  this  might  belong  in  a  Mint  State  65  holder,  since  both  sides  show 
abundant  luster  and  excellent  “eye-appeal.”  There  are,  however,  a  few  wispy 
hairlines  in  the  smooth,  satin  luster.  A  well  struck  coin  from  an  early  period 
in  our  golden  history.  Liberty’s  corkscrew-like  hair  braid  over  the  brow  shows 
completely. 


VERY  RARE  MINT  STATE  1854-C  QUARTER  EAGLE 


2877  1854-C  NGC  graded  Mint  State  61.  Only  the  1854  Philadelphia  Mint 

quarter  eagle  can  be  said  to  be  readily  available  in  Mint  condition.  The 
branch  mint  pieces  are  rare  to  extremely  rare,  with  the  1854-S  being  famous 
as  a  great  rarity.  This  1854-C  displays  central  weakness  as  often  found  on 
dates  from  the  same  mint  struck  during  the  same  decade.  Luster  is  present 
everywhere,  including  the  highest  points  of  the  hair  and  portrait.  Meanwhile 
the  few  hairlines  and  marks  are  small  enough  and  insignificant  to  the  point 
where  we  needn’t  describe  them.  Production  leveled  off  a  7,295  pieces  for 
1854-C, with  the  majority  of  survivors  Very  Fine.  For  years  this  date  has  been 
known  as  a  rarity,  even  in  Extremely  Fine  condition!  The  offering  of  a  lovely 
MS61  like  this  should  give  a  good  indication  of  the  strength  of  the  market.

MINT  STATE  1852-C  QUARTER  EAGLE 


2874  1852-C  NGC  graded  Mint  State  60.  A  coin  that  rates  three  cheers  for  sur¬ 

face  preservation  and  attractiveness:  lustrous,  better  than  average  strike,  and 
full,  problem-free  rims.  While  there  is  a  little  weakness  on  the  eagle  at  the  left 
leg  (as  the  viewer  sees  things),  the  obverse  is  especially  sharp  for  a  coin  struck 
at  the  mint  at  Charlotte,  North  Carolina  in  the  1850s.  Furthermore,  there 
being  only  9,772  pieces  minted  in  the  first  place,  1852-C  ranks  as  a  rarity  in 
Mint  State  quality.  We  expect  the  successful  bidder  on  this  coin  will  have  a 
pleased  smile  flickering  over  his  face.  For  its  sale  will  be  long  remembered.

The  so-called  Type  2  reverse  is  from  a  die  which  has  short  arrowheads.  1  his 
hub  continued  from  1859  to  1907;  in  addition  to  the  arrowheads,  there  arc 
open  talons.  The  lowermost  arrow  is  away  from  CA  in  AMERICA.

2879  1859-S  NGC  graded  Mint  State  62.  With  full  golden  frost  throughout, 

comprising  light  golden  orange  patina  and  remarkable  absence  of  marks.  A 
few  little  ticks  here  and  there  suggest  this  was  carefully  preserved  from  the 
first.  It  has  strength  of  detail  in  Liberty’s  hair  and  coronet,  but  a  little  soft  on 
part  of  the  eagle,  the  mintmark  being  more  or  less  a  blob.  Very  scarce  in  all 
upper  grades,  mintage  was  only  15,200  this  year. 


2880  1862,  2  over  1.  Breen-6261.  NGC  graded  About  Uncirculated  58.  Abun¬ 
dant  luster  and  smooth  surfaces,  choice  wide  rims  and  an  excellent  appear¬ 
ance.  A  single  shallow  mark  appears  on  the  cheek.  Scarce  in  all  grades.  Dis¬ 
covered  by  Aubrey  Bebee  in  1962,  with  possibly  fewer  than  a  hundred 
known,  mainly  in  middle-circulated  grades. 

2881  1862,  2  over  1.  ANACS  graded  Extremely  Fine  45.  Traces  of  an  earlier  1 
beneath  the  2,  clearly  evident  in  the  opening  and  at  the  base.  Lustrous;  well 
struck;  and  with  very  pleasing  surfaces.  A  “must  have”  coin  if  you  are  look¬ 
ing  for  an  attractive  example  of  the  overdate.

2882  1868  PCGS  graded  Proof  65.  Cameo.  Features  decidedly  golden-pure 

cameo  frost  on  Liberty  as  well  as  the  eagle,  against  which  the  mirror-deep 
field  seems  infinite  with  “depth”  and  reflectiveness.  In  fact,  the  fields,  because 
they  are  in  such  superlative  condition,  glisten  in  a  “watery”  fashion  as  impart¬ 
ed  by  the  specially  polished  and  hardened  steel  Proofing  dies.  Distributed  in 
limited  numbers  (only  25  Proofs  issued),  1868  retains  this  great  rarity  down 
to  the  present.  Only  one  in  ten  or  twenty  “name”  sales  contain  one.  And  then 
an  example  may  only  rise  to  the  Proof  63  level,  never  this  superb.  The  cur¬ 
rent  roster  lists  3  certified  Proof  65,  with  0  higher,  all  PCGS  graded.  (PCGS

all  dentils  well  apart.  Reverse  normally  aligned.  Out  of  25  struck,  Febru 
ary  20,  perhaps  17  survive,  some  impaired.

This  happens  to  be  a  superb  MS63  whose  luster  radiates  from 
the  centers  in  a  wonderful  display  of  frostiness  and  golden  orange  color.  Any 
collector  or  investor  serious  about  acquiring  top-end  pieces  of  rare  United 
States  gold  will  want  to  come  on  board  and  submit  a  bid.

2886  1 876  NGC  graded  Mint  State  64.  A  rarity  in  nearly  all  grades  and  especially 

important  in  outstanding  MS64,  which  this  coin  is:  frosty  throughout.  The 
patina,  light  orange  gold.  The  strike,  mostly  full  on  all  stars,  weak  on  the  hair 
at  the  forehead  and  on  the  eagles  left  leg  but  elsewhere  highly  detailed.  The 
rarity  is  explained  by  the  low  mintage:  5,000  pieces  made  from  but  a  single 
pair  of  dies  in  which  a  bar  at  Liberty’s  neck  is  the  most  prominent  feature.

sparkling  proof  fields,  atop  which  rise  fully  frosted,  needle-sharp  devices.  Lib¬ 
erty  and  the  eagle  show  their  resplendent  designs  like  virtually  no  other  Proof 
of  this  vintage.  The  strike,  in  other  words,  is  100%  crisp.  The  coin’s  grade  is 
sealed  by  its  pleasing,  near  hairline-free  fields  which  offer  the  viewer  warm 
golden  orange  color.  The  Philadelphia  Mint  struck  very  few  gold  Proofs  each 
year  throughout  the  1870s.  There  was  little  call  by  collectors;  interest  cen¬ 
tered  on  the  silver  proofs  instead.  This  shows  itself  in  the  30  pieces  struck  for 
1871  In  absolute  terms,  a  minuscule  number.  In  relative  terms,  a  very 
minus'  ule  low  number!

2887  1877-S  NGC  graded  Mint  State  62.  Lightly  toned  and  frosty.  A  moderate¬ 

sized  planchet  flake  on  the  reverse  affects  the  denomination  and  should  be 
considered  when  evaluating  your  bids.  Scarce  nevertheless  in  this  grade.

The  fields 
shine  with  mirror  perfection  (only  a  few  tiny  hairlines  visible,  and  these 
require  a  magnifying  glass).  Devices  are  as  advertised:  full,  frosted,  deep  and 
satiny.  They  produce  the  two-tone  cameo  effect  behind  which  the  mirror 
reflection  seems  to  vanish  into  infinity.  A  treasure  for  the  specialized  collec¬ 
tor  or  the  well-heeled  investor.  Don’t  consider  bidding  unless  you  are  pre¬ 
pared  to  go  to  a  reasonable  figure  in  today’s  active  rarities  market! 


LOVELY  “ALL  BRILLIANT”  1902  PROOF 


2890  1902  NGC  graded  Proof  66.  Cameo.  Struck  from  “all  brilliant”  dies, 

although  NGC  calls  this  “cameo”  in  a  nod  to  the  dreamy  looking  light  satiny 
devices.  Magnificence  like  this  is  especially  difficult  to  put  into  words.  Such 
gleaming  fields  and  devices  are  only  to  be  found  on  the  very  finest  examples. 
Such  deep  reflection  in  the  fields  a  part  of  the  careful  preservation  by  its  for¬ 
mer  owners.  Sleek  and  golden  it  is,  making  this  a  golden  opportunity  for  the 
advanced  collector  who  looks  for  something  “special”  with  which  to  spruce 
his  rare  coin  collection.

As  photographers  soon  learn,  gold  coins,  espe¬ 
cially  choice  mint  quality  specimens,  are  some  of  the  most  difficult  to  pho¬ 
tograph  in  their  true  colors  since  the  metal  has  an  alluring  quality  to  it  com¬ 
prised  of  such  subtle  nuances  it  is  difficult  to  capture  through  a  camera  lens. 
The  eye,  however,  by  this  we  mean  the  trained  eye,  cannot  be  fooled.  Only 
the  choicest  of  the  choice  attain  this  MS64  level  at  the  two  prime  grading  ser¬ 
vices.  PCGS  gives  this  a  conservative  MS64  if  the  fresh  cheek  and  absence  of 
noticeable  marks  are  any  guide.

na,  the  result,  no  doubt,  of  long  years  in  collector’s  coin  cabinets  or  safe 
deposit  boxes.  Sharpness  in  the  strike  is  clearly  represented  in  the  individual 
feathers  of  the  headdress  which  show  their  central  veins  as  well  as  fine  feath¬ 
ery  branches.  Even  the  headband  shows  its  fine  zigzag  pattern  of  tiny  dots. 
On  the  reverse,  continuing  the  excellent  state  of  preservation,  an  eagle  dis¬ 
playing  untold  brilliance  in  its  fine  feathers,  those  on  the  chest  being  partic¬ 
ularly  noteworthy.

2903  1913  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  63.  Lovely  Mint  State  specimen  shaded  in 
orange  gold  tones  throughout.  A  beautiful  design  and  especially  when  repre¬ 
sented  as  it  is  here  with  a  Choice  Unc.  Coin  toned  in  warm  shades  of  orange 
gold.

The  191 1  -D  is  a  key  and 
quite  scarce  in  Mint  State  while  the  1925-D  is  one  of  the  most  common 
coins  in  the  series.  This  coin  offers  slightly  better  date  status  but  often  trades 
at  a  minimal  premium.

2916  1856  Mint  State  61.  Light  dusky  golden  orange  color.  From  the  early  days 

of  the  denomination;  few  people  then  could  know  ahead  of  time  how  few  of 
these  little  guys  would  be  minted  annually!  The  $3  is  an  oddity  denomina¬ 
tion  in  the  American  pantheon  of  gold  coins.

2917  1858  NGC  graded  About  Uncirculated  55.  Highly  lustrous  and  quin 

attractive  example  of  this  extremely  low'  mintage  date.  Perfect  for  the  date 
collector  of  three  dollar  golds  or  for  any  collector  of  rare  date  coins 
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fhree-Dollar  Gold 


2918  1 860-S  PCGS  graded  About  Uncirculated  58.  A  very  unusual  coin  to  find 

any  better  than  well  circulated.  For  the  most  part,  the  4,500  or  so  “net” 
strikes  found  their  way  into  circulation;  at  the  time,  on  the  West  Coast,  the 
collecting  fraternity  simply  didn’t  exist.  Any  surviving  examples  of  1 860-S 
with  luster  and  choice  surfaces  (as  found  here)  happened  by  chance.  It  seems 
plain  to  us  the  coin  offered  in  this  PCGS  holder  must  have  been  saved  at  the 
time  for  its  superb,  clean  surfaces  and  ample  frost. 


2923  1880  Mint  State  62.  Full  deep  prooflike  reflection  in  the  surfaces,  countered

A 
winning  combination,  and  exactly  what  collectors  are  expecting  to  see  given 
the  high  numerical  level  this  achieved  under  the  critical  eyes  of  the  PCGS 
graders.  The  sudden  entry  of  this  coin  into  the  sale  will  no  doubt  draw  nods 
of  approval  when  it  sells,  with  faces  twisted  into  broad  smiles.  Mintage 
[4,875]  was  typical  for  the  1860s  when  only  small  numbers  of  $3  gold  pieces 
were  minted.  PCGS  serial  number  3498491. 


2920  1874  Mint  State  61.  Superior  to  an  average  specimen  in  that  it  possesses 
prooflike  fields. 

2921  1874  PCGS  graded  About  Uncirculated  50.  Orange  toning  on  obverse. 
Desirable  type  coin. 

2922  1879  About  Uncirculated  58.  Those  collectors  who  wish  to  own  a  low 
rninrage  year  at  a  near  type"  price,  will  choose  this  1879.  There  were  3,000 
srrikes  made  for  circulation,  JO  others  in  Proof  sold  to  collectors. 


2924  1884  PCGS  graded  Proof  62.  Cameo.  Light  frost  on  the  devices  gives  this 

its  admirable  two-tone  look.  The  fields,  while  lightly  hairlined  and  obscure 
in  areas,  are  nevertheless  sparkling  with  reflection  from  the  dies.  This  pretty 
much  causes  the  contrast  between  the  two,  giving  it  a  distinguished  quality. 
With  106  Proofs  made,  1884  is  one  of  the  more  affordable  dates  from  the 
1880s,  though  it  is  still  very  scarce  as  the  price  estimate  suggests.

2925  1887  Three-Dollar  Gold.  Triple-Struck.  Rotated  in  Collar.  NGC  graded  Proof  64.  Cameo.  Warm  deep  golden  color  features 

smooth,  glistening  mirrors  with  compensating  richly  frosted  devices  on  either  side.  A  magnificent  specimen  in  this  Proof  64  cat¬ 
egory,  made  even  more  intriguing  by  the  surface.  This  great  rarity  was  struck  first,  then  became  rotated  in  the  collar  before  addi¬ 
tional  strikes  were  made  —  three  in  all  —  with  the  evidence  of  earlier  strike  plainly  evident  in  the  fields  on  either  side! 

Completely  triple  struck  with  the  reverse  die  inverted  between  impressions.  The  obverse  doubling  is  offset  about  one  millime¬ 
ter  while  the  reverse  is  perfectly  inverted.  A  third  strike  is  also  visible.  Three  varieties  of  1887  Proof  $3  exist,  based  on  die  align¬ 
ment.  A  few  Proofs  are  known  with  medallic  alignment,  many  more  with  normal  coin  alignment,  and  two  or  three  (including 
the  coin  offered  here)  struck  once  with  medallic  alignment  and  then  with  coin  alignment,  the  reverse  die  (or  the  obverse  die  as 
the  results  would  be  the  same)  being  rotated  160°°  between  strikings  (should  be  180°°,  and  sometimes  noted  as  such  in  the  lit¬ 
erature,  but  the  die  alignment  is  the  same  as  the  preceding  lot  and  is  slightly  off  register  from  180°°).  The  first  catalogue  appear¬ 
ance  of  this  variety  of  which  we  are  aware  was  in  Lester  Merkims  November  1965  sale. 

First,  struck  with  medal  die  alignment,  upset  180°°  [  sic;  actually  160°°  is  closer]  as  l(a)/A(b).  Then  restruck  twice  with  dies  in 
normal  coin  alignment.  OBV.  TWO  previous  strikings  preceding  final  striking.  One  earlier  strike  evidenced  by  portions  of  let¬ 
ter  images  slightly  to  right  of  final  letters.  Another  earlier  strike  evidenced  by  additional  portions  of  letter  images  appearing  well 
to  right  of  final  letters,  that  of  (C)A  being  almost  entirely  visible.  In  particular,  note  UNITED  and  AMERICA.  Locations  will 
vary  as  these  images  result  from  hand  placement  of  the  flan  into  the  press.  Thin  vertical  die  lines  in  front  of  ear  and  small  curl, 
as  well  as  one  below  ear  lobe.  Diagonal  line  connects  TY.  50%  of  J.B.L.  visible.  REV.  TWO  prior  strikings  here  as  well.  One 
with  images  of  devices  upset  180°°,  the  other  oriented  as  final  strike  but  rotated  a  bit.  Second  8  centered  over  loop  below.

prooflike  surface  on  both  sides,  with  the  raised  devices  jutting  upwards  in  bold 
relief.  An  astounding  specimen  all  things  considered,  a  coin  whose  centers  are 
equal  with  its  outer  design  in  being  fully  struck  by  the  dies.  The  pictures  say 
a  lot  about  its  detail;  but  close  inspection  under  a  magnifying  glass  reveals  the 
full  superlative  condition  of  the  piece. 

On  this  variety,  the  obverse  has  star  5  and  T  both  recut.  179  are  closely 
spaced  with  95  more  widely  spaced;  the  reverse  with  leaf  merged  with  bot¬ 
tom  of  U.  Die  rust  lumps  present  in  the  lower  left  obverse  as  on  all  known 
specimens  from  this  obverse;  four  tiny  “teeth”  extending  partway  into  the 
field  from  several  reverse  rim  denticles  between  S  and  O.  (PCGS  holder 
number  50060826.) 

(For  a  detailed  examination  of  the  die  peculiarities  of  this  variety,  see  the 
extended  discussion  at  the  Harry  Bass  Foundation  website:  www.harrybass- 
foundation.org,  HBCC-3035.) 

This  was  probably  the  second  1795  half  eagle  variety  actually  minted 
early  in  August  1795.  Although  several  numismatists,  including  Walter 
Breen  and  Robert  Hilt,  II,  have  attempted  to  cross-reference  emission 
sequences  with  Mint  delivery  records,  it  is  impossible  to  reconstruct  a 
scenario  specifying  the  date  and  quantity  minted  for  each  die  variety. 

In  1 980,  Robert  P.  Hilt,  II,  published  Die  Varieties  of  Early  United  States 
0>ins,  including  emission  sequences,  rarity  ratings,  and  his  predictions 
of  exact  mintage  dates  and  quantities  for  each  variety.  His  hypothesis 
relied  heavily  on  exact  quantities  known  for  each  die  marriage. 


HIGH  QUALITY  1798  HALF  EAGLE 


2930  1798  Large  Date.  Breen-6429.  NGC  graded  About  Uncirculated  55.  This 

obverse  die  has  a  widely  spaced  date  with  large  8  just  touching  the  drapery. 
Famous  is  the  long  die  crack  from  star  7  to  the  hair  curls,  continuing  to  the 
bust  and  digit  8,  to  the  border.  A  moderate  amount  of  adjustment  marks  in 
Liberty’s  hair,  with  localized  weakness  at  the  center,  reverse,  elsewhere  devices 
extremely  bold.  A  scarce  (Rarity-5)  variety.  “Probably  just  over  30  examples 
are  known”  according  to  the  Harry  W.  Bass,  Jr.  foundation  website  —  a 
superb  reference  on  the  die  varieties  of  1795-1834.

features  large  stars,  considerably  larger  in  size  than  on  previous  1799  half 
eagles.  These  larger  stars  continued  in  use  in  1800.  Pleasing  original  toning 
with  the  fields  semi-prooflike.  All  obverse  stars  complete,  with  those  along 
the  left  flat  on  their  tops;  excellent  hair  curls  and  cap.  This  wonderful  coin 
has  fully  lustrous  mellow  gold  surfaces  and  attractive  brownish  orange  ton¬ 
ing.  Very  rare  in  this  outstanding  state  of  preservation!

1803  half  eagles  are  quite  similar  to  those  of  1802  in  that  all  known  varieties 
are  o verdates.

Until  recently,  the  second  obverse  remained  unrecognized  as  a  separate  die, 
and  was  simply  considered  a  late  die  state  of  the  first  die.  Breens  obverse  1 , 
as  displayed  here,  has  the  right  base  of  I  broken.  The  new  die  has  a  perfect 
T  in  LIBERTY.

2935  1809,  9  over  8.  Breen-6458.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  64.  A  delightful 

example  which  exhibits  satiny  orange  gold  luster  with  sharp  design  features. 
Exceptional  surfaces  add  to  the  aesthetic  appeal  as  well  as  confirm  the  grade. 

This  is  the  only  die  pairing  known  from  a  mintage  of  33,875  coins.  The 
obverse  die  is  considered  by  most  to  be  an  1809/8  overdate;  however,  it  may¬ 
be  a  digit  9  first  inverted  and  then  corrected.  This  example  is  of  an  earlv  die 
state  with  very  faint  obverse  die  cracks.  At  the  last  digit  the  undertvpe  verv 
strong  on  this  example.  Although  not  an  especially  rare  date,  this  issue  draws 
attention  due  to  its  overdate  obverse  and  also  its  status  as  a  single  vanen 
coinage  date. 


2932  1802,  2  over  1.  Low  Overdate.  Breen-6440.  PCGS  graded  Extremely 

Fine  45.  A  few  hairline  scratches  on  the  portrait  and  in  the  nearby  field.  Lus¬ 
trous;  bright  golden  yellow  surfaces. 

Half  eagles  of  1802  were  minted  from  two  distinctly  different  obverse  dies, 
each  an  overdate  with  digit  2  punched  over  a  previous  1 .  These  two  overdate 
obverse  dies  are  very  similar  in  appearance  although  the  first  has  the  top  of 
the  2  distant  from  the  bust  and  centered  over  the  original  digit  1.  Some  con¬ 
fusion  exists  regarding  reverse  dies  and  which  obverse  dies  with  which  they 
were  mated.  The  reverse  has  several  die  cracks  including  a  prominent  die 
crack  between  ST,  curving  through  the  eagle  s  head  to  right  side  of  F.  Sever¬ 
al  branches  of  this  crack  extend  through  the  lower  portion  of  the  reverse.

Centers  are  typical¬ 
ly  weak  and  ill-defined  on  hair  curls  and,  for  the  reverse,  the  eagle’s  head  and 
neck  along  with  the  left  side  of  the  shield  and  nearby  wing.

Walter  Breen  compiled  his  Complete  Encyclopedia,  he  identified  six  differ¬ 
ent  varieties  of  1810  half  eagles  including  three  of  this  Small  Date,  Tall  5 
combination.  It  is  now  believed  that  only  four  or  five  varieties  exist.  This  is 
the  second  most  plentiful  of  1810  varieties,  but  remains  quite  scarce  in  legit¬ 
imate  Mint  State  condition,  as  offered  here.  Brilliant  greenish  gold  color  with 
very  sharp  devices,  centers  as  well  as  in  the  peripheral  areas.  What  may  be  a 
thin  single  adjustment  line  crosses  Liberty’s  face.

2937  1810  Large  Date.  Large  5.  NGC  graded  Mint  State  60.  Golden-yellow 

color  with  extensive  frost  on  the  devices  and  cascading  across  the  fields.  Here 
and  there  some  contact  marks,  also  a  few  light  adjustment  lines  on  the  por¬ 
trait,  also  some  minor  strike  softness  on  the  eagle.  This  date,  among  others, 
has  designer  John  Reich’s  “secret  signature”  in  the  form  of  a  small  notch  out 
of  the  lower  right  star  point  of  the  lower  right  star.

2938  1813  New  Modified  Head  Style.  Breen-6467.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State 

64.  John  Reich  joined  the  Mint’s  engraving  staff  in  April  1807  and  remained 
until  1817.  This  new  design  is  a  modification  of  his  earlier  Capped  Bust 
design  introduced  on  1807  half  eagles.  Issues  dated  1813  through  1815  are 
clearly  the  work  of  Reich,  with  his  signature  scalloped  star.  Note  the  inden¬ 
tation  on  the  side  of  the  southeast  ray  of  the  lower  right  star.  This  same  fea¬ 
ture  may  be  seen  on  all  three  obverse  dies,  dated  1813,  1814/3,  and  1815. 

A  boldly  made,  frosty  specimen.  It  is  no  small  matter  to  acquire  MS64  exam¬ 
ples  in  this  challenging  series  of  gold  coins.  The  present  specimen  is  among 
the  finest  seen  at  this  grade  level,  with  wonderful  orange  toning  and  glisten¬ 
ing  frost  everywhere,  including  the  easy-to-disturb  top  points  such  as  Liber¬ 
ty’s  cheek  and  face,  the  cap  folds,  etc. 

Although  95,428  1813  half  eagles  were  minted,  probably  all  but  a  few 
thousand  were  melted.  During  this  era  gold  coins  were  worth  more  in 
terms  of  intrinsic  or  meltdown  value  than  face  value,  so  a  profit  could  be 
made  by  acquiring  freshly  minted  coins,  melting  them,  and  selling  the 
bullion  (even  selling  it  back  to  the  Mint).  This  situation  accounts  for  the 
rarity  of  virtually  all  Half  Eagles  of  this  era,  despite  generous  mintage  fig¬ 
ures  in  some  instances.  On  August  31,  1834  the  standard  was  revised,  the 
weight  reduced,  and  the  problem  ended.  From  that  point  forward  Half 
Eagles  and  other  denominations  circulated  freely. 


FROSTY  “STATESOF”  1818  HALF  EAGLE

2939  1818  STATESOF  Variety.  Breen-6470.  PCGS  MS62.  This  variety  results 

from  an  engraving  problem  with  the  reverse  die.  The  engraver  positioned 
STATES  farther  from  the  eagles  wing  than  necessary,  causing  this  word  to 
crowd  OF  without  adequate  space  between.  In  fact,  as  much  space  separates 
AT  in  STATES  as  does  the  two  words.  Sharply  struck  with  attractive  full  gold 
luster  and  few  very  minor  surface  blemishes.  There  is  a  bisecting  die  crack 
from  top  to  bottom  on  the  obverse,  as  often  seen  on  this  variety.

2940  1834  No  Motto.  Crosslet  4.  NGC  graded  Mint  State  61.  A  touch  of  soft¬ 

ness  in  the  strike  along  the  corkscrew  curls  at  Liberty’s  forehead;  sharp  curls 
elsewhere,  especially  the  neck  curls.  On  the  eagle,  which  tends  to  occur  weak 
opposite  weak  points  of  the  obverse,  this  isn’t  the  case  with  this  particular 
specimen.  All  of  the  neck  and  wing  feathers  are  superb,  as  is  the  shield  posi¬ 
tioned  in  the  center  of  the  eagle’s  breast.  The  eagle’s  knobbed  feet  and  sharp 
claws  are  also  full.  A  rarity  in  lower  grades  (the  crosslet  4  No  Motto  1834 
comprises  only  a  small  percentage  of  the  657,460  pieces  struck  this  year).  A 
very  great  rarity  in  this  frosty  condition.  One  of  the  few  MS61  examples 
known! 


2941  1834  Plain  4  Classic  Head  PCGS  AU-55.  First  year  of  this  short-lived  type 

(1834-8).  Semi-prooflike  fields. 


2943  1843-D  NGC  graded  About  Uncirculated  58.  Due  to  the  fact  it  is  well 

struck,  this  1843-D  will  make  a  superb  choice  for  a  collector’s  set  when  fea¬ 
turing  a  gold  piece  from  the  Dahlonega,  Georgia  mint.  Lustrous  and  attrac¬ 
tive. 


2944  1843-0  Large  Letters.  NGC  graded  About  Uncirculated  58.  Abundant¬ 

ly  frosted;  an  early  issue  from  the  1840s,  a  time  in  America  where  the  coun¬ 
try  was  expanding  fast,  overspreading  the  continent  from  the  East  Coast  in 
its  stead  march  westward.  Only  82,000  of  the  Large  Letters  pieces  minted. 
High  grade  examples  are  very  rare. 


OUTSTANDING  1837  $5  GOLD  MINT  STATE

2942  1837  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  64.  Smooth,  even-finish  frosty  throughout 

the  obverse  and  reverse  and  across  the  tops  of  the  highest  design  areas.  A  truly 
magnificent  specimen  of  a  date  one  does  not  often  associate  with  being  avail¬ 
able  in  Mint  condition.  Although  production  in  1837  ran  to  over  207,000 
pieces,  it  seems  most  entered  circulation.  Each  star  on  the  obverse  is  fully 
delineated;  each  hair  curl  stands  out  in  bold  relief.  In  fact,  the  key  curl  that 
lies  directly  above  Liberty’s  ear  is  so  sharp  on  this  specimen  that  it  has  a  scim¬ 
itar-like  knife  edge!  Almost  unheard  of  on  a  $5  piece  featuring  the  William 
Kneass  design  of  1834-8.  As  on  the  quarter  eagle  of  1837,  the  motto  E 
PLURIBUS  UNUM  was  omitted  after  1834  on  the  new,  reduced  size  and 
weight  half  eagle  in  1834,  to  distinguish  the  old  tenor  coins  which  had 
become  worth  more  than  face  value.  (PCGS  serial  number  21276082.)

2945  1844  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  64.  A  superlative  example  of  this  earlv  No 

Motto  type,  a  coin  whose  golden  perfection  is  amply  displayed  in  the  fields 
and  throughout  the  glowing  portrait.  Liberty,  in  particular,  seems  happiest 
when  she  is  free  from  bagmarks  or  other  light  imperfections,  therefore  she 
must  be  gleeful  indeed  because  of  the  surface  originality  here.  Elsewhere,  the 
grade  is  indicated  in  the  sharp  devices  such  as  stars,  hair  curls  and  coronet. 
On  the  reverse,  the  boldness  continues  into  the  eagle’s  neck  and  leg  feathers, 
the  full  feel  ad  sharp  claws.  Indeed,  the  entire  coin  has  strike  definition  more 
like  that  of  a  20th  century  issue,  when  the  minting  equipment  was  at  the 
height  of  its  technological  perfection.  At  this  grade  level,  and  with  this  superb 
eye-appeal ,  a  coin  that  is  a  must  for  any  advanced  collector  or  huver  ot  rari¬ 
ties  for  a  gold  coin  portfolio. 
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2946  1844-0  PCGS  graded  About  Uncirculated  58.  Exceptionally  clean,  frosty 

surfaces;  a  wealth  of  detail  in  the  centers,  too.  In  spite  of  high  mintage,  it 
appears  much  of  the  1844-0  issue  circulated  heavily,  with  the  result  that 
high-end  About  Uncirculated  specimens  are  especially  difficult  to  obtain.

2947  1847  NGC  graded  Mint  State  64.  Centers  as  well  as  peripheral  design  all 

sharply  impressed  by  the  dies,  with  each  star  exceedingly  sharp,  and  Liberty’s 
hair  waves  complete.  The  sharpness  continues  to  the  razor-edge  ridge  line  of 
the  coronet  with  its  LIBERTY  inscribed  in  raised  letters.  On  the  reverse, 
where  typical  weakness  is  found  on  the  eagle’s  neck  or  leg  or  some  part  of  the 
shield,  this  wonderful  specimen  shows  outstanding  detail,  simply  outstand¬ 
ing.  Of  course,  it  is  the  coin’s  luster  that  also  sets  the  stage  for  the  grade,  and 
this  boasts  full,  glorious  mint  bloom  from  the  dies.  Golden-fresh,  as  it  were, 
glistening  and  beautiful,  with  the  merest  touch  of  another  coin  on  Liberty’s 
chin  denying  it  the  MS65  number. 


RARE  1847  RECUT  7  IN  DESIRABLE  MINT  STATE  GRADE 


'  )4H  1847,  7  over  7  Recut  Date.  NGC  graded  Mint  State  63.  Apparently 

repunthing  of  the  same  logotype  (differs  from  the  cents  in  which  a  smaller 
logotype  was  used  first).  Well  struck  and  with  great  “eye  appeal”  from  the  way 
rhe  lusrer  gleams  and  sparkles.  All  devices  show  splendid  detail.  A  scarce  coin 
in  this  mint  condition. 


2949  1852-C  About  Uncirculated  58.  Though  housed  in  a  Numistrust  “MS60” 

holder,  there  is  enough  light  wear  present  on  the  highest  surfaces  to  indicate 
a  58  grade.  Typical  weakness  on  the  eagle’s  neck  feathers;  the  usual  field  and 
device  abrasions  on  the  obverse.  The  mint  in  out-of-the-way  Charlotte, 
North  Carolina  struck  gold  pieces  only,  $1,  $2,50,  and  $5  denominations, 
from  1838  to  1861  when  it  was  closed  by  the  War  Between  the  States.  Its 
issue  reached  a  climax  in  the  early  1850s,  with  1852-C  being  an  excellent 
choice  to  represent  the  mint  and  style. 


2950  1859-C  PCGS  graded  Very  Fine  35.  Mintage  of  31,847  means  that  1849- 

C  is  relatively  scarce.  The  present  example,  strong  on  the  reverse,  is  more 
weakly  impressed  by  the  reverse  die. 


2951  1859-S  NGC  graded  About  Uncirculated  55.  A  few  light  hairlines  and 

marks  on  the  portrait  as  well  as  in  the  nearby  fields,  though  generally  much 
sharper  and  more  detailed  than  others  seen  of  this  scarce  issue.  About  30% 
luster  remains  within  the  devices.  As  is  the  case  with  all  San  Francisco  mint 
half  eagles  of  the  later  1850s,  1859-S  is  scarce  in  this  grade.  Only  13,200 
were  minted,  and  even  though  4  obverse  dies  were  shipped  to  San  Francisco 
in  November  1858,  with  2  more  in  May  1859,  only  one  variety  seems  to 
exist.  “Usually  in  low  grades,  prohibitively  rare  above  Very  l  ine"  notes  the 
Breen  encyclopedia. 
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OUTSTANDING  CHOICE  UNCIRCULATED 
1860-C  HALF  EAGLE

E  2952  1860-C  NGC  graded  Mint  State  63.  An  above-average  strike  on  the  stars, 

hair  waves,  and  coronet,  with  the  reverse  showing  typical  mushiness  on  the 
eagle  from  either  a  worn  die  or  improper  equipment  handling  by  the  less- 
than-well  trained  mint  technician.  Simultaneously,  the  devices  are  covered  in 
mint  luster.  From  center  to  periphery  on  either  side  the  bloom  from  the  dies 
is  evident.  Like  a  detective  novel,  it  takes  diligent  searching  through  the  auc¬ 
tion  records  and  bourse  floors  to  find  a  coin  of  this  caliber  today.  Only 
14,813  Half  Eagles  were  minted  at  Charlotte  in  1860,  and,  with  war 
approaching,  many  were  either  exported  or  hoarded,  to  be  later  melted.  The 
few  mint  states  that  are  left  command  hefty  premiums,  as  well  they  might! 
NGC  holder  number  1722058-004. 


2953  1860-D  PCGS  graded  Extremely  Fine  45.  Minor  planchet  lamination  on 

the  obverse  as  often  observed  on  these  branch  mint  dates.  Very  scarce  in  all 
grades:  only  14,635  minted.

\  2954  1865  About  Uncirculated  55.  Boldly  struck  and  lustrous,  although  exten¬ 

sively  abraded  with  little  marks  from  contact  with  other  coins  —  a  usual 
occurrence  among  the  rare-date  half  eagles  struck  at  the  Philadelphia  Mint. 
Only  1,295  pieces  minted!

2955  1876-CC  NGC  graded  About  Uncirculated  50.  Light  wear  on  the  hair 

curls  and  bun;  some  luster  still  evident  in  the  eagle’s  wing  feathers  and  Lib¬ 
erty’s  hair.  Choice  surfaces  for  the  grade,  an  important  rarity  in  the  half  eagle 
series,  inasmuch  as  Carson  City  struck  a  mere  6,887  pieces  this  year,  many  of 
which  saw  heavy  circulation. 


PROOFLIKE  UNCIRCULATED  1877  HALF  DOLLAR 


2956  1877  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  60.  Deep  glittering  prooflike  fields  with 

contrasting  frosty  devices  (Liberty  and  eagle).  Typical  small  field  abrasions 
from  contact  with  other  coins  at  the  mint  and  in  banks,  but  not  even  the 
slightest  whiff  of  evidence  it  saw  circulation,  thus  placing  it  among  an  elite 
few  of  this  very  rare  date.  The  mint  struck  a  mere  1 ,152  half  eagles  in  1877. 
As  the  Guide  Book  of  United  States  Coins  confirms,  these  1870s  era  pieces  are 
all  high-priced  in  Mint  State  condition,  as  well  they  should  be  since  at  most 
only  a  handful  are  around  after  so  many  years. 


2957  1879-S  NGC  graded  Mint  State  61.  IYooflike.  With  paper  money  “green¬ 

backs”  returning  to  par  on  January  1,  1879,  gold  issues  by  the  various  mints 
began  to  circulate  once  more.  That  is  why  even  though  mintage  of  the  1 8~l> 
S  isn’t  all  that  low,  Uncirculated  examples  are  seldom  found.

Low  mintage  [51,017] 
pretty  much  explains  the  coin  s  popularity  and  difficulty  in  locating  a  choice 
specimen.  A  tiny  mark  on  the  cheek;  otherwise  very  smooth  and  lustrous, 
with  orange-brown  toning  around  devices. 

2959  1882  NGC  graded  Mint  State  64.  A  highly  lustrous  and  flashy  coin  that 
would  work  extremely  well  for  type  purposes.  Entirely  mark  free  and  would 
work  just  fine  in  a  MS-65  holder. 


2962  1890-CC  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  62.  Choice  with  frosty  golden  luster 
plus  a  dab  of  pale  copper-orange  toning.  A  very  pleasing  specimen.  Mintage: 
53,800. 

The  date  most  often  chosen  by  a 
collector  who  wants  to  own  an  inexpensive  example  of  this  historic  Carson 
City  Mint  issue.  Normal  light  abrasions  for  the  grade.

Fine  or  Extremely  Fine,  when  seen  at  all.

2961  1889  PCGS  graded  Proof  64.  Gorgeous  color  and  detail  from  the  razor- 

sharp  strike.  All  stars  are  bold.  All  hair  curls  the  picture  of  perfection.  And 
the  eagle's  breast  and  wing  feathers,  sharp  as  can  be,  this  being  one  of  the 
most  impressive  Proof  64  examples  available.  There  is  a  certain  abundance  of 
warmth  in  the  reflective  quality  of  the  fields,  and  we  can  offer  no  criticism 
concerning  them.  Neither  is  there  anything  amiss  about  the  devices,  which, 
though  not  heavily  frosted  do  achieve  a  degree  of  satiny  elegance  when 
backed  up  by  the  mirror  finish  of  the  field.  In  all,  the  mint  sold  a  mere  45 
Proofs  this  year.  Business  strikes  are  also  quite  scarce,  but  Proofs  are 
renowned  for  their  rarity,  f  ew  come  on  the  market.  All  have  the  date  low  and 
daring  slightly  up  to  the  right.

2964  1892-S  Mint  State  63.  Were  this  an  1892-S  silver  dollar  in  the  same  con¬ 

dition,  it  would  be  priced  much  higher,  and  yet  it  is  probably  as  scarce  as  the 
silver  dollar  at  this  level.  There  are  simply  more  people  chasing  silver  dollars 
than  half  eagles,  which  tend  to  be  the  choice  of  more  sophisticated  buyers 
who  prefer  the  elite  status  of  gold  coin  collecting.  Be  that  as  it  may,  the  cur¬ 
rent  1 892-S  half  eagle  has  splendid  luster  and  color,  excellent  surfaces  for  the 
grade,  and  good  “eye  appeal”.  (ICG  MS63  holder) 


2965  1893-CC  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  62.  Warm  golden  orange  color,  the  sur¬ 

face  frosty  and  only  faintly  hairlined.

be  frosted  from  the  die,  this  being  a  particularly  pleasing  Proof  64  specimen. 
Fields  lightly  toned,  devices  pale  coppery  orange.  A  delectable  combination. 
The  Philadelphia  Mint  in  1899  struck  99  Proof  half  eagles,  and  99  times  out 
of  100  you’ll  find  these  with  some  degree  of  hairlining,  but  not  with  this  very 
beautiful  cameo  specimen. 
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2967  1899  NGC  graded  Mint  State  65.  Lovely  fresh  golden  surfaces  simply  inun¬ 

dated  with  frost  as  though  the  dies  saved  up  all  their  effort  for  this  particular 
coin.  As  seems  obvious  to  anyone  who  views  it,  the  coin  was  very  carefully 
handled  and  cared  for  in  the  century  and  four  years  since  left  the  dies.  The 
same  cannot  be  said  about  most  other  half  eagles  struck  in  the  later-part  of 
the  1890s  decade.  This  was  a  time  of  circulating  gold  coins;  other  gold  half 
eagles  were  stored  in  bank  vaults  as  backing  for  gold  certificate  paper  money 
and  demand  deposits,  with  bagmarks  the  norm  from  being  shunted  around 
in  the  vaults.

Roman'’  finish.  Much  lighter  in  color  than  1 908,  more  minutely  granu¬ 
lar  I  his  piece  is  sometimes  referred  to  as  a  “Satin  Finish  If  oof.”  Only  78 
made;  rarer  than  other  dares  1908-13.

2998  1798,  8  over  7.  Stars  9  +  4.  Breen-6836.  PCGS  graded  Extremely  Fine 

40.  Original  “old  gold’’  patina  and  charisma,  a  coin  whose  uncleaned  surface 
immediately  draws  you  to  it  in  light  of  so  many  other  early  gold  pieces  which 
have  been  cleaned  or  “conserved”  as  the  term  is  known  in  the  art  field.  Minor 
roughness  on  the  face  and  neck  as  well  as  the  eagle’s  chest,  all  of  these  con¬ 
sistent  with  the  age  of  the  coin  and  the  grade  assigned. 

Two  varieties  of  1798  eagles,  both  overdates,  are  from  distinctly  different 
obverse  dies.  While  the  single  obverse  die  for  1797  Heraldic  Eagle  coinage 
had  16  stars,  both  unused  1797  obverse  dies,  overdated  in  1798,  had  just  13 
stars.  Both  obverse  dies  are  married  to  the  same  reverse  that  was  previously 
used  in  1797.  This  die  marriage  is  not  as  rare  as  the  other  1798/7  variety, 
although  it  is  quite  scarce,  with  only  about  80  examples  known.

2999  1799  Small  Stars  Obverse.  Breen-  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  62.  With 

characteristic  small  die  cud  (from  a  break  at  the  die’s  edge)  at  star  7.  Golden 
bright  luster  with  only  minor  luster  breaks  and  scuffs,  very  few  light  hairlines 
mostly  on  the  obverse.  The  reverse,  where  the  field  is  more  protected  by  the 
raised  design,  seems  awash  in  golden  frost,  the  very  picture  of  magnificent  in 
an  early  “Classic”  gold  coin  of  the  1 8th  century. 

This  obverse  die  has  an  unusual  date  layout  dubbed  the  Irregular  Date  by 
Walter  Breen.  The  distance  between  the  bust  and  final  9  is  much  less  than  the 
distance  between  the  hair  curl  and  1.  All  other  1799  obverse  dies  have  the 
reverse  layout,  with  the  digit  1  much  closer. 

This  choice  Mint-State  example  represents  one  of  just  two  relatively  common 
varieties  among  1799  eagles  and  is  the  third  most  common  varictv  among  all 
early  ten-dollar  gold  coins  from  1795  to  1804.

larity  near  12  o’clock.  There  is  a  minor  rim  nick  at  1 1  o’clock  on  the  obverse 
which  can  be  used  for  future  reference  in  tracing  this  extremely  rare  speci¬ 
men.  Overall  the  coin  has  the  appearance  of  a  Mint  State  63  coin  inasmuch 
as  the  strikingly  beautiful  eye  appeal  takes  precedence  over  the  light  cleaning. 
We  feel  the  coin  will  command  MS63  money  in  the  sale. 

Very  rare  die  variety.  Differs  from  the  commoner  large  stars  obverse  vari¬ 
ety  and  combines  a  different  reverse  die  in  which  the  berry  on  the  stem 
is  beyond  the  last  A  of  AMERICA.

3001  1801  Tarazska-24,  Breen-6843.  Rarity-5.  Mint  State  63+.  Two  1801- 

dated  varieties  are  known  through  combination  of  two  obverse  and  two 
reverse  dies.  This  variety  shares  its  reverse  die  with  the  1800-dated  coinage 
and  was  earlier  used  with  a  1799-dated  obverse.  The  emission  sequence  indi¬ 
cates  that  some  1 800-dated  coins  were  struck  after  these  1 80 1  examples.  This 
die  marriage  is  quite  scarce,  with  only  about  50  examples  known,  including 
this  frosty  Mint  State  63  coin.  Prooflike  fields,  areas  of  minor  weakness  on 
the  devices  but  generally  well  made. 

Obverse  show  die  crack  from  rim  below  date  between  0  and  1  to  bust,  from 
space  between  0  and  1  diagonal  to  point  of  bust,  from  star  13  in  an  arc  under 
chin  to  central  obverse,  and  from  base  of  L  in  LIBERTY  to  central  obverse. 
Reverse  cracked  from  base  of  R  in  AMERICA  through  olive  leaves  and  tail 
to  rim  and  in  letters  UNI  near  bottom.

3002  1801  Breen-6843.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  62.  Flashy  reverse  with  semi¬ 

prooflike  surface  in  the  fields;  the  obverse,  more  subdued  in  its  frostiness, 
while  on  the  cheek,  in  addition  to  a  light  dullness  seen,  there  are  a  few 
lengthy  but  shallow  scuff  lines  breaking  the  frost.  Stars  complete  to  bold 
(only  the  two  lowest  on  the  left  show  any  softness  from  insufficient  flow  into 
the  die).  A  real  charmer  for  one  of  these  premiere  gold  Eagles  from  the  era  of 
Washington,  Adams,  and  Tom  Jefferson.  Perfect  for  a  U.S.  gold  Type  collec¬ 
tion,  or,  perhaps,  destined  to  be  included  in  a  rare  coin  investment  portfolio 

This  is  the  single  most  common  early  ten-dollar  gold  coin  minted  from 
1795  to  1804,  with  literally  dozens  of  Mint  State  examples  known  today. 


3003  1849  ANACS  graded  About  Uncirculated  50.  All  “early”  Coronet  Head 
Eagles  are  scarce  to  rare  in  high  grade  by  virtue  of  the  relatively  small 
mintages  on  all  such  coins.  Though  not  as  rare  as  some  of  the  other  Philadel¬ 
phia  Mint  coins,  the  1849  is  still  difficult  in  AU-50.  This  particular  example 
retains  luster  around  the  stars  and  other  device  elements.  The  semi-prooflike 
fields  add  an  aura  of  desirability  to  this  154  year  old  coin. 

3004  1850  Large  Date.  NGC  graded  About  Uncirculated  58.  Average  number 
of  small  field  abrasions  on  both  sides;  swimming  in  luster  that,  though 
muted,  is  uncleaned  and  fresh  appearing.  A  desirable  issue  from  mid-centu¬ 
ry  America.  Once  the  California  gold  rush  got  up  to  speed  in  the  early  1850s, 
a  large  amount  of  bullion  found  its  way  to  the  Philadelphia  Mint  as  well  as 
the  various  branch  mints.  Until  this  era  opened,  the  raw  material  of  Ameri¬ 
ca’s  coin  factories  often  consisted  of  foreign  gold  coins  melted  down.

Motto  business  strike.  Perhaps  this  piece  was  set  aside  in  the  early  days 
because  the  collector  admired  its  gleaming  frost  on  the  devices  offset  by  some 
of  the  most  stunningly  beautiful  full  mirror  field  contrast!  If  you  desire  a  par¬ 
ticularly  pleasing  example  of  this  important  Type  coin,  an  opportunity  awaits 
you  with  this  wonderful  1856  from  the  Philadelphia  Mint. 


3007  1856  NGC  graded  About  Uncirculated  58.  The  surface  close  to  95%  lus¬ 

trous  with  shade  ranging  from  warm  golden  to  pale  coppery  orange.  A  few 
light  scuffs  on  the  jaw  and  chin  area,  with  fewer  than  typical  abrasions  else¬ 
where  given  the  early  date  No  Motto  status.

3008  1 856-S  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  60.  Outstanding,  nearly  bagmark  free 

surfaces  makes  this  well  struck  1856-S  a  landmark  offering  in  its  grade.  There 
are,  naturally,  a  few  faint  hairlines;  otherwise  this  might  achieve  a  MS64  or 
even  MS65  grade  since  everything  is  so  splendid  and  frosty.  1  he  mint  opened 
at  San  Francisco  in  1854,  when  a  flood  of  gold  coins  came  off  the  presses; 
however,  by  1856,  the  backlog  had  been  gone  through  and  production  con¬ 
centrated  on  Double  Eagles,  with  the  $10  “Eagle”  denomination  lagging 
greatly.  So  diminished  was  the  production  this  year  that,  having  started  at 
over  120,000  for  1854,  only  68,000  Eagles  were  made  in  1856,  nearly  halv¬ 
ing  the  production.  The  present  specimen  has  a  medium-size  mintmark,  as 
per  Breen-6922.  All  are  scarce  in  mint  condition,  of  course,  since  these  tend¬ 
ed  to  circulate.  Would  make  a  worthwhile  addition  to  any  specialized  collec¬ 
tion  or  rare  coin  portfolio.  (PCGS  holder  8314304.) 


3009  1859  NGC  graded  About  Uncirculated  58.  Scattered  light  field  marks  con¬ 

sistent  with  its  short  jaunt  in  circulation  before  being  retrieved  while  still 
mostly  lustrous.  Sharp  devices  include  Liberty  and  eagle,  with  the  stars  some¬ 
what  softly  impressed  by  the  dies.  It  would  be  difficult  to  replace  an  1859  at 
this  grade  level:  only  16,093  minted. 


3010  1860  Mint  State  60.  A  scarcer  No  Motto  Philadelphia  Mint  date,  struck  just 

before  war  broke  out  between  the  Union  forces  and  those  of  the  Confedera¬ 
cy,  which  caused  economic  havoc  in  the  states  west  of  the  Mississippi  river.  A 
few  1860  eagles  survive  by  chance,  but  most  are  circulated,  very  few  in  lus¬ 
trous  Uncirculated  condition.  Most  of  the  mintage  was  exported,  and  subse¬ 
quently  melted.

3011  1873-CC  PCGS  graded  About  Uncirculated  50.  Well  defined  centers 

include  full  hair  at  the  brow  and  over  the  ear,  excellent  detail  on  the  coronet 
and  above  the  coronet,  with  clear  beads  in  the  hair  bun.  The  eagle  is  also 
smartly  struck  by  the  dies,  having  full  neck,  wing,  leg  feathers,  full  shield  and 
claws.  The  Carson  City  mint  began  production  in  1870.  Four  years  on.  when 
this  handsome  $10  gold  “Eagle”  was  minted,  production  came  in  a  7,416 
pieces  (while  San  Francisco  was  producing  31,000  and  Philadelphia,  the 
home  mint,  struck  over  1 12,000  pieces).  Circulation  then  took  its  toll  to  the 
point  where  only  a  small  number  of  high-grade  1873-CC  $10  gold  pieces 
such  as  this  attractive  About  Uncirculated  50  remain.

3012  1875-CC  PCGS  graded  About  Uncirculated  53.  As  in  the  case  of  the 

1873-CC  About  Uncirculated  specimen  offered  a  moment  ago,  this  1875- 
CC  is  a  rarity  in  all  grades,  but  especially  noteworthy  in  About  Uncirculat¬ 
ed.  Much  of  the  original  prooflike  surface  remains  underneath  a  natural  aura 
of  russet-gold  and  “old  gold”  patina.  The  centers  are  pretty  amply  struck  for 
one  from  this  mint,  with  perhaps  a  little  softness  in  the  hair  at  the  brow,  as 
well  as  on  one  claw  and  the  feathers  of  the  arrows.  Mintage  this  year,  1 1,828, 
doesn’t  tell  the  entire  story,  since,  as  is  typical  for  Carson  City,  Nevada  gold 
coins,  these  circulated  heavily  in  the  region.  The  few  left  behind  after  one 
hundred  twenty  five  years  tend  to  be  heavily  abraded  and  in  Fine  or  Very  Fine 
condition.  Very  few  —  extremely  few  —  remain  at  the  AU53  level. 


3013  1880  NGC  graded  Mint  State  63.  Frosty. 

3014  1889-S  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  63.  Especially  brilliant  —  in  fact,  vibrant 
—  luster  throughout,  with  the  fields  semi-prooflike.

3015  1890  NGC  graded  Proof  64.  Cameo.  Features  everything  from  needle- 

sharp  relief  on  Liberty,  her  coronet,  and  the  eagle  (including  shield)  with  the 
devices  heavily  frosted  —  a  characteristic  of  1890  Proofs  in  all  denomina¬ 
tions.  This  also  sports  rich  orange-gold  patina  acquired  over  the  years.  A  clas¬ 
sic  rarity,  any  gold  Proof  deserves  attention,  deserves  respect,  and  this  coin 
meets  the  specifications.  As  an  added  bonus,  the  mintage  was  a  mere  63 
pieces!  How’s  that  for  a  number  to  toss  around  to  your  collecting  friends  and 
associates'  With  today's  “Eagle”  bullion  Proof  mintage  figures  way,  way  up 
from  that,  the  fact  only  63  pieces  were  struck  in  Proof  in  1890  points  the  way 
to  your  acquiring  a  very  desirable  specimen. 


3016  1890-CC  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  62.  Sleek  prooflike  fields  supporting 

attractively  toned  raised,  frosted  devices.  A  very  attractive  specimen  from  the 
desirable,  low  mintage  Carson  City  Mint:  only  17,500  Eagles  were  struck 
this  year. 


3017  1891-CC  Mint  State  64  Cleaned.  Light  hairlines  left  behind  from  gentle 

wiping  with  a  cloth,  the  fields  and  devices  exceedingly  choice  otherwise  as 
they  are  almost  completely  free  of  the  usual  heavy  bagmarks  so  commonly 
found  on  1891-CC.  When  speaking  of  “eye  appeal”  this  Eagle  fits  the  defin¬ 
ition  and  then  some. 


3018  1892  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  64.  Has  the  classic  Philadelphia  Mint  “look” 

of  heavy  mint  frost  cascading  around  the  fields  and  across  the  relief  design 
creating  a  wonderful  experience  for  the  student  of  numismatics.  San  Francis¬ 
co’s  mint’s  luster  differs  from  this,  as  does  the  luster  on  Mint  State  Carson 
City  coinage.  Golden  orange  color,  it  boasts  very  sharp  devices  throughout 
and  superb  visual  appeal.  A  very  scarce  coin  in  this  grade.

3019  1893  PCGS  graded  Proof  65.  Deep  Cameo.  In  light  of  the  new  “eagle” 

series  of  gold  proofs,  1 986-present,  this  lovely  1 893  from  an  earlier  genera¬ 
tion  has  stood  the  test  of  time.  It’s  manufacture  is,  if  anything,  identical  is 
phenomenal  quality,  detail,  and  glittering  perfection  to  the  more  recent 
coins.  We  highlight  this  pieces  ultra  deep  frost  on  all  devices.  Liberty  and  the 
eagle  provide  the  central  themes  for  the  obverse  and  reverse,  with  their  heavy 
frost.  But  the  stars  and  tops  of  the  date  digits  are  also  well  frosted  from  the 
dies,  as  are  the  letters  in  the  reverse  legends  —  all  of  these  providing  the  stun¬ 
ning  “deep  cameo”  effect  collectors  love  so  much.  A  coin  of  this  caliber,  with 
these  spectacular  surfaces  and  contrast,  give  a  new  meaning  to  the  Liberty 
$10  gold  series!  Should  be  inspected  by  one  and  all,  if  only  for  the  joy  of  see¬ 
ing  such  preservation  in  a  coin  made  a  hundred  ten  years  ago!  (PCGS  series 
number  21325210.) 


3020  1897  NGC  graded  Mint  State  64.  Smooth  golden  surfaces  with  an  amaz¬ 
ing  absence  of  bagmarks  plus  a  superabundance  of  glistening  orange-gold 
patina.  Were  it  not  for  a  few  light  scratches  on  the  face  this  could  achieve  a 
MS65  or  66  grade  level. 

3021  1897  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  63.  Well  struck,  with  golden  luster  whose 
fascinating  attributes  tickle  the  visual  sense. 

3022  1899  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  64.  Several  comments  about  this:  the  luster 
careens  around  the  surface  in  almost  superb  fashion;  the  color  is  beautiful  in 
the  extreme  if  such  an  observation  makes  sense.  A  near-gem  specimen  that  is 
truly  appealing  to  the  advanced  collector  or  gold  specialist. 


3023  1901  NGC  graded  Mint  State  65.  The  luster  on  this  handsome  Eagle 

almost  leaves  a  person  speechless!  It  is  smooth  and  swirling  around  the  clean 
fields  and  equally  impressive  devices.  Liberty*  person  is  definitely  above  aver¬ 
age:  a  clean  cheek  and  neck,  a  full  blow  from  the  dies  on  the  hair  curls,  hair 
bun,  and  curving  coronet.

Intensely  bright,  pleasing  mint  glow 
from  the  surfaces;  a  first-rate  example  at  this  MS64  level,  with  suggestions 
that  it  may  meet  some  of  the  criteria  for  MS65  condition. 


3030  1903  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  64.  Unlike  the  1903-S  of  which  hundreds 
survive  in  gem  quality,  this  lovely  high-end  MS64  (with  a  good  shot  at  MS65 
level)  is  tied  for  finest  certified.  A  wonderful  specimen,  it  shows  needle-sharp 
devices  with  warm  orange  gold  patina. 

3031  1903-S  Mint  State  64.  Especially  flashy  and  sparkling.  There  is  a  single 
small  nick  on  the  reverse  rim;  otherwise  Premium  Quality  and  deserving 
your  attention.  (PCI  MS64) 

3032  1904  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  63.  Attractively  toned;  a  few  light  bagmarks. 
Very  choice  luster  and  surface  condition. 

3033  1906-D  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  63.  Original  luster  like  this  is  what 
draws  the  bidders;  the  surface  fresh  and  glowing. 

3034  1908  No  Motto.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  62.  Desirable  two  vearTvpc.  the 
absence  of  the  motto  IN  GOD  WE  TRUST  was  at  the  insistence  ot  Presi- 
dent  Theodore  “Teddy”  Roosevelt,  who  considered  the  it  blasphemy  to  put 
the  deity’s  name  on  a  coin.

3035  1909  NGC  graded  Proof  67.  “Roman  Finish.”  Superb!  A  splendid  gem 

example  of  a  quality  which  will  delight  the  connoisseur.  Mint  records  show 
that  just  74  Proofs  were  issued  in  1909;  it  is  apparent  that  only  a  few  of  these 
remain  in  Gem  quality,  fewer  still  at  this  Olympian  level  of  quality  and 
superb  preservation.  The  piece  offered  here  was  undoubtedly  obtained  direct¬ 
ly  from  the  mint  and  hidden  away  out  of  harms  ways  for  the  better  part  of  a 
century  before  being  gingerly  placed  in  its  NGC  holder  (serial  number 
919598-019). 

“Roman  Finish”  Proof,  minutely  more  granular  than  1910,  richer  in  color. 
All  proofs  1908-15  are  much  rarer  than  their  mintage  figures  suggest;  notably 
rarer  than  most  dates  1897-1907.  Many  were  melted  in  1917  as  unsold,  oth¬ 
ers  spent  during  the  1921  and  1929-33  financial  crises.  These  proofs  have 
finishes  differing  from  one  year  to  the  next. 


3036  1910  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  64.  Lovely  light  golden  orange  patina;  sleek 

and  frosty,  the  luster  on  these  pre-1920  dates  tending  towards  “satin”  look 
instead  of  traditional  coin  luster. 

t'H7  1910  PCGS  graded  About  Uncirculated  58.  Nearly  100%  frosty  luster, 
with  only  a  slight  trace  of  friction. 

'>018  1913  PCGS  graded  About  Uncirculated  58. 

'0  39  1914  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  63.  A  single  mark  at  Liberty’s  temple;  love¬ 

ly  golden  orange  satin  frost. 


Easily  has  95%  mint 

bloom  from  the  dies;  satiny,  natural  toning.  With  some  bagmarks  on  the  por¬ 
trait  though  few  on  the  eagle.

3042  1851  NGC  graded  Mint  State  61.  Splendid  vivid  gold  coloration,  with  lus¬ 

ter  amply  covering  the  surface  including  the  smooth  rounded  finish  of  Lib¬ 
erty’s  face.  Limited  number  of  bagmarks,  and  these  are  small  an  in  out  of  the 
way  locations.  There  is,  however,  a  small  luster  “graze”  at  the  chin  which 
accuracy  dictates  we  mention. 


3043  1852-0  PCGS  graded  About  Uncirculated  50.  Sumptuous  amounts  of 

original  luster  around  the  stars  and  legends,  within  Liberty's  hair  curls  and 
the  eagle’s  ornamental  decoration.

20-C  Narrow  Serif.  SSCA  coin  #3943.  A  second  spectacular  example  boast¬ 
ing  rich  golden  frostiness  rolling  across  the  surface.  An  amazingly  beautiful 
coin! 


On  the  history  of  the  $20  denomination  itself:  one  of  the  consequences  of 
the  immense  discoveries  of  gold  in  California  was  an  increase  in  gold  bullion 
coming  to  the  Philadelphia  Mint  for  coinage.  Authorities  felt  that  large-scale 
domestic  or  international  transactions  payable  in  gold  should  be  made  in 
more  compact  form  than  eagles  or  smaller  denominations.  Accordingly,  Rep. 
James  Iver  McKay  (D.N.C.)  was  persuaded  to  introduce  an  amendment  to 
his  Gold  Dollar  bill,  Feb.  1849,  which  would  authorize  coinage  also  of  $20s, 
to  be  called  Double  Eagles.  These  were  to  weigh  516  grains  =  33.436  grams, 
a  little  over  a  troy  ounce  each,  and  be  roughly  comparable  in  value  to  sever¬ 
al  Latin  American  denominations.

Gorgeous  bright  frosty  luster,  essentially  “as  struck”  —  an  incredible  coin  if 
you  have  never  seen  one  of  these  stunning  double  eagles!  The  mint  at  San 
Francisco  opened  for  business  in  1854  in  response  to  the  flood  of  gold  bul¬ 
lion  issuing  from  California’s  Sierra  Nevada  mother  lodes.  From  gold’s  dis¬ 
covery  in  1848  until  the  mint  opened,  a  number  of  private  mints  operated  in 
this  part  of  the  state.  Much  of  the  issue  from  San  Francisco  went  east  through 
various  means  to  satisfy  the  needs  of  commerce  and  for  use  as  export.  Those 
double  eagles  that  stayed  behind  in  California  were  used  a  currency  since  the 
state’s  residents  shunned  paper  money  of  any  kind.  4  his  is  the  main  reason 
why  double  eagles  are  found  circulated  (often  heavily  so)  and  only  rarely  in 
fresh  mint  condition.  The  Mint  State  64  offered  here  is  quite  naturally 
among  the  finest  in  existence.  Perhaps  only  a  few  thousand  frosty  original 
coins  exist  out  of  the  original  mintage.  These  trace  to  the  shipwreck  of  the 
passenger  liner  S.  S.  Central  America,  which  floundered  off  the  East  Coast  in 
a  storm  late  in  1 857.

extremely  sharp  strike  and  wonderful  surfaces,  the  abundant  luster  toned 
warm  orange  gold.  Throughout  this  well  preserved  coin  one  finds  shimmer¬ 
ing  mint  bloom  off  the  dies,  even  within  the  hair  waves  and  behind  the  LIB¬ 
ERTY  on  the  headband  it  glows.  Very  rare  at  this  grade  level! 

Although  the  Paquet  pieces  are  generally  referred  to  as  having  “taller  letters,” 
there  were  many  more  changes  made  by  Anthony  C.  Paquet  than  that  rela¬ 
tively  minor  one.  The  scrolls  and  eagle  were  made  larger,  placing  them  clos¬ 
er  to  the  denomination;  the  eagle’s  head  has  been  remodeled,  and  the  oval  of 
stars  has  been  widened  with  the  rays  removed  from  within  it. 

In  the  process  of  enlarging  the  shield,  Paquet  seems  to  have  made  a  grievous 
error:  he  put  17  horizontal  lines,  thus  creating  a  16-stripe  shield  instead  of 
the  official  United  States  13-strike  one. 

In  1864,  Paquet  removed  himself  from  the  Mint  to  resume  private  practice; 
his  dies  were  left  at  the  mint.  In  1866,  when  the  Mint  was  preparing  to 
change  the  reverse  of  the  Double  Eagle  to  include  the  Motto,  someone  (pos¬ 
sibly  Longacre)  realized  that  the  Paquet  design  was  ideally  suited  to  their 
needs,  having  the  motto  fitting  nicely  into  the  open  circle  of  stars.  Paquet  had 
actually  made  a  hub  consisting  of  his  new  eagle  and  the  rays  above  it.  Lon  - 
gacre,  in  order  to  make  the  shield  more  attractive,  removed  the  outer  lines  of 
the  shield  and  then  punched  the  Paquet  hub  into  a  new  master  die;  then  the 
department  cut  in  a  new  ornamental  shield  border,  punched  in  the  stars  in  a 
slightly  wider  and  somewhat  irregular  oval,  added  the  motto  and  punched 
the  outer  legend  into  the  die  from  the  regular  Type  1  reverse  legend  hub.  The 
wing  tips  were  slightly  enlarged  by  increasing  the  height  of  the  upper  edges 
of  the  wings  and  lengthening  the  feather  ends.  The  only  major  change 
involved  was  the  new  outline  of  the  shield;  the  main  elements  of  the  “With 
Motto”  reverse  should  therefore  be  credited  to  Paquet.

VERY  SCARCE  MINT  STATE  1869-S  DOUBLE  EAGLE 


3053  1869-S  NGC  graded  Mint  State  60.  Minimally  Uncirculated,  with  typical 

dusky  appearance  of  uncleaned  surfaces.  The  antique  appearance  tells  us  this 
must  have  laid  hidden  in  an  old  group  of  gold  pieces  for  decades  and  decades. 
The  rich  golden  brown  frost  covers  the  fields  and  glints  from  the  face  and 
within  the  hair  of  Liberty,  plus  gleams  throughout  the  ornamental  eagle. 
Longacre  s  design  of  1849  for  the  double  eagle  features  an  impressive  reverse 
motif.  Besides  the  traditional  native  bird  with  shield  of  the  United  States  on 
its  chest,  there  have  been  appended  at  either  side  scrolls  inscribed  E 
PLURIBUS  UNUM.  Above  the  eagle,  a  circle  of  stars.  Above  the  stars  (par¬ 
tially  backing  them),  a  “glory”  of  sun  rays.  This  intricate  design  lasted  from 
1850  (which  actual  coinage  production  began)  until  the  finish  of  the  series 
in  1907.  Since  1869-S  isn’t  one  of  the  hoard  dates,  it  remains  extremely  elu¬ 
sive  in  this  condition. 

A  coin  issued  during  one  of  the  most  hectic  years  on  record.  First,  there 
was  a  nearly  successful  attempt  to  corner  the  New  York  gold  market  by 
crafty  speculators  which  confounded  money  men  world-wide;  then,  too, 
the  first  cross-country  railroad  link  was  completed  with  the  pounding-in 
of  the  golden  spike  at  Promontory,  Utah  to  similar  world-wide  news  cov¬ 
erage.  It  is  interesting  to  note  that  the  mintage  of  gold  at  the  San  Fran¬ 
cisco  Mint  continued  fairly  high  compared  to  that  of  Philadelphia  dur¬ 
ing  the  decade  of  the  Civil  War.  One  reason  for  this  divergence  was  that 
the  East  was  recovering  from  the  devastating  effects  of  the  War  while 
things  were  “business  as  usual”  on  the  West  Coast.  As  this  coin  demon¬ 
strates,  gold  was  in  circulation  in  the  West  and  apparently  for  a  long  time 
since  it  sustained  a  moderate  amount  of  wear.  If  only  it  could  speak;  it 
only  it  could  tell  the  tale  of  its  years  in  the  Wild  West!

3060  1885-CC  PCGS  graded  About  Uncirculated  58.  Dates  from  1882-CC  to 
1884-CC  are  the  so-called  “common”  Carson  City  mint  double  eagles.  When 
we  get  to  1885-CC,  the  trend  changes.  First,  only  9,450  pieces  were  made,  a 
far  cry  from  the  eight-some-odd  thousand  the  year  before.  This  happened 
because  of  politics.  The  result  means  that  collectors  seeking  choice  About 
Uncirculated  58  such  as  the  prime  example  offered  with  this  lot,  may  often 
have  months  to  wait.  When  we  referred  to  politics,  in  1884  the  Presidential 
cycle  that  year  brought  into  office  the  opposing  (Democrat)  party  candidate 
after  more  than  20  years  of  Republican  domination.  Grover  Cleveland  was  a 
parsimonious  man  in  certain  ways,  and  he  quickly  set  his  sight  on  the  Car- 
son  mint  way  out  there  in  the  boondocks  of  Nevada.  Slashing  the  mint’s  bud¬ 
get  to  the  point  where  there  was  funding  only  for  a  caretaker  or  two,  the  facil¬ 
ity  had  to  let  go  all  of  its  staff  and  close  up  shop.  From  1886  to  1888,  the 
years  when  Cleveland  held  his  first  of  two  split-terms  as  President,  there  was 
no  Carson  City  mint.  This  explains  the  reduced  coinage  of  1885-CC  silver 
dollars,  as  well  as  double  eagles.  Production  did  not  recover  until  1889 
brought  in  a  friendlier  Republican  administration  under  Benjamin  Harrison. 

3061  1885-S  NGC  graded  Mint  State  62.  Minimally  abraded  for  a  Coronet 
Head  $20  in  MS-62.  There  is  no  such  thing  as  a  common  date  Coronet  Head 
$20  from  this  era,  though  rather  scarce  coins  can  sometimes  be  acquired  at 
nominal  premiums  to  the  truly  more  common  dates  that  appear  later  on  in 
the  series.  Charming  pinkish  hues  pervade  the  obverse  and  reverse  of  this 
coin  adding  to  its  appeal. 

Two  marks  near  the  eye,  another  in 
the  field  close  by;  generally  smooth  surfaced  and  frosty  barring  these.  A 
choice,  attractive  specimen.

Sometimes  referred  to  as  a  “wire”  edge,  the  thin  knife  of 
gold  metal  —  the  mint  term  for  this  is  a  “fin”  —  occurs  when  some  of  the 
planchet  gets  squeezed  between  the  restraining  collar  and  the  coining  dies 
during  striking.  It  must  be  remembered  that  these  magnificent  specimens 
were  struck  upwards  of  five  blows  by  the  coining  dies  at  a  pressure  somewhere 
north  of  100  tons  to  the  square  inch.  It  was  only  by  this  method  that  the 
intricate  high-relief  portions  could  flow  into  the  deepest  die  recesses.  At  the 
same  time  the  design  was  being  pounded  into  the  dies,  the  edge  was  slowly 
creeping  up  into  a  fin  on  many  of  the  recorded  pieces.  It  goes  without  ques¬ 
tion,  therefore,  that  this  lovely  MS64  has  very  bold  relief  along  with  its  satiny 
frosted  fields  and  devices.

The 
last  time  the  motto  had  appeared  was  on  the  1907  Liberty  heads.

The  Auctioneer  may  accept 
or  decline  any  bid,  challenge  to  any  bid  or  bidding  increment,  as  the 
Auctioneer  in  their  sole  discretion  shall  determine.
